BIENNIAL REPORT. 


OF THE PHYSICIAN AND SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM, OCTOBER 1, 1849. 


To the Honorable, ihe General Assembly of the State of Tennessee; 
The position which I occupy as Physician and Superinten- 
dent of the State Lunatie Asylum, by appointment of His 
Excellency, Governor Neill S. Brown, bearing date, August 
20th, 1849, imposes upon me the duty of presenting to the 
consideration of your honorable body the following report. 
The ensuing year will complete the first decade of the In- 
stitution. Under your auspice, thus far, it has been conduct- 
ed in safety and prosperity, and we feel deeply thankful to the 
Author of all blessings for the favors and privileges we have 
enjoyed. Improvement after improvement has been added, 
until the work is about to be crowned in the erection of an 
asylum, comporting with that high and lofty character accord- 
ed by universal consent to the name of Tennessee. | 
The commissioners appointed by virtue of the authority del- 
egated to the Governor, under the act appropriating forty 
thousand dollars for the purchase of suitable grounds and the 
erection. of an Asylum thereon, “sufficient for the care and 
safe keeping of at least two hundred persons," have negotia- 
ted for the place of the late Henry Dickinson. The said tract 
is distant about six miles, embracing two hundred ani sixty 
acres of land of the very best quality, adapted to agricultural 
tillage of all kinds. | I 
The many considerations which have long since demanded 
a transfer of the Asylum, have been so often placed before you, 
that they need hardly be repeated. A few of the most prom- 
inent are; the large and increasing number of patients pre- 
cluding the possibility of that proper elassification and ar- 
rangement so indispensable; the impurity of the atmosphere 
of those cells in the basement which we are obliged to use as 
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places of temporary confinement for the intractable and un- 
governable; the benefit which may reasonably be expected to 
result from the culture of a farm to the many who will thus 
be occupied, and from which the institution will be supplied 
with all vegetables, provender &e. required for its own con- 
sumption; the insufficiency of water for “culinary and other 
domestic purposes” of the establishment; finally, the entire re- 
organization of the interior arrangement. The absence of 
everything like recreation must ever be an enormous deficit in 
any institution. Where there are “no exercise grounds, no 
gardens, no fields" no conveyance for the sick and feeble 
when deemed important in remedial treatment, no musical in- 
struments, no games, in a word, no amusements at all, the 
mind without any of those soothing pastimes and: diversions 
that would tend to dispel its cares imaginary or real, sinks 
under the burden of incessant and harassing thought. Those 
of our patients blessed with a sound body, derive pleasure as 
wel as benefit from manual labor, but this occupying but a 
small portion of their time, since only at certain seasons can 
these indulgenees be granted, does not relieve the monotony 
of life asit exists in ап asylum in default of allre-ereative re- 
sources, and it is obvious to the most superficial observer, 
from the eagerness with which they eatch atevery thing prom- 
ising amusement, the readiness and cheerfulness with which 
they perform any work assigned them, that they are never so 
truly contented as when actively employed. 

The undersigned would especially call attention to the in- 
ternal management of the eastern asylums. In these the wo- 
men hold fairs, and are thus engaged in devising handsome 
and ornamental articles for sale, which devices often display 
much taste and ingenuity. Both wings being provided with 
suitable libraries, they find amusement in reading and writ- 
ing. The extent of their buildings affords ample space to. the 
men for the exercises of ball and nine-pins, to the womem for 
those of battle door and the graces. The interval between 
supper and bed time, especially in the winter, the men employ 
in games of eards, back-gammon, chess and draughts, while 
the women play on the piano, sing, dance, form tableaux &c. 
One night of the week is set apart upon which the matron enc 
tertains all the women who pledge themselves to act with pro- 
priety, and these social parties are often productive of much 
good. During the day sehools are held, conducted by such 
convalescents as are eapaeitated, and among the number they 
often find those whose former occupation was teaching. Ia 
addition to agrarian pursuit, mechanical employments are 
earried on, many of the patients manifesting a desire to en- 
gage in such work, have been intrusted with the most danger- 
ous tools, without one accident resulting therefrom. For the 
above suggestions I am indebted to the late Dr. Brigham, 
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whose system, with many other asylums, was substantially 
the same. | | ; 

In this connexion the undersigned would refer you to the last 
report of the late Superintendent, wherein is recommended the 
appointment of a Chaplain to the institution. Such moral influ- 
ences have been considered indispensably requisite in the diseip- 
line of other hospitals. The above mentioned Physician in his first 
annual report says, “In our opinion we could not dispense with 
religious exercises on the Sabbath without great detriment to our 
household. Тһе дау is looked forward to with pleasing anticipa- 
tions by most of our patients. They are dressed for the occasion; 
the women wear their bonnets, and thus the appearance cf the 
congregation is not diflerent from other.religious assemblies. Not 
unfrequently strangers have been present, and they will bear testi- 
mony to the good order and attention of the congregation. The 
choir of singers is composed wholly of members of our household. 
About one half are patients. They assemble Sunday evenings for 
practice, and in justice to them it should be said, that without any 
instruction from others they have perfected themselves to a degree 
that will favorably compare with the choirs of most churches." 
The beauty of this system will be acknowledged by all. Its effect 
is most salutary, and highly conducive to healthy mental reaction, 
by degrees bringing the mind back to а just appreciation of such 
holy and sacred communion. There cannot be a lovelier prospect 
than that of this unfortunate class of human beings uniting with 
allthe propriety and decorum of well regulated minds in religious 
exercises. But since other and important parochial duties demand 
the entire attention of those divines stationed in our müdst, the 
undersigned would suggest the appointment of some one whose 
ministration would be regular. | 

With this prospective glance at otherinstitutions, and in view of 
our own deficiencies, the subscriber fecls it incumbent upon bim to 
suggest that the contemplated Asylum be completed with all de- 
spatch, and most earnestly recommends the plan furnished by our 
able and highly esteemed Architect, Major Heiman, after consul- 
tation with the late Superintendent, subsequent to his return from 
the Eastern cities. The following is a brief statement of the same. 

lt was proposed to adopt the plan of the Providence Asylum in 
the erection of the building; the warming process of the New Jer- 
` sey Asylum at Trenton, the ventilating, process of the McLean 
Asylum, Massachusetts, and the grounds to be laid out after the 
manner of the Blonmingdale. А plan which would unite the im- 
provements of these four, the late Superintendent was persuaded, 
would combine in a greater degree than any he had seen during his 
recent tour, all the conveniences and comforts required. The Pro- 
vidence Asylum he thought preeminently beautiful in the style of 
Из architecture, but-defective in the warming and ventilating pro- 
cesses of the New Jersey and McLean, and the disposition of the ° 
Bloomingdale lands perfect. |

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The above table will show the comparative cost of the present 
State Asylum with similar institutions, and an estimate of the 

umber of patients accommodated. In view of this number and 
cost, the ratio will be found in our favor. But can it be expected 
to build an asylum for at least two hundred persons, with all the 
inprovements of other hospitals, with an appropriation only of 
forty thousand dollars, when some of them not accommodating 
ihis number, have cost five times this sum? It has been ascer- 
tained from the most reliable source that a, building could be con- 
strucied after tho plan mentioned, at a cost not exceeding $120,000. 
‘The undersigned would refer you to the architect for a more com- 
prehensive survey of this subject, and feels warranted in saying, 
that such а опе, as a perfect whole, would be the model asylum 
of the Western World. Symmetrical in all its parts, handsomely 
improved with all the beauties of cultivation and art, it would be a 
pride to the community, an ornament to the State, a monument of 
the Прога] and beneficent spirit of its people. But its successful 
conduct will depend in a great measure uponthe means placed at 
the command of the Superintendent. The mind is to be with- 
drawn from its melancholy and morbid dreams in the amusements 
ailorded it, in the activity and diligence of labor. The Physician 
of the Пожега Asylum of Virginia says,“Bodily employment, read- 
ing end amusements of various kinds, have all, beside other effects 
sougiit from their influenee, an action of importance in turning 
theinind from its delusions, so that they tend to be gradually ef- 
faced. In chronie cases, anoth г prominent effect of those occu- 
petions involving any degree of mental exertion, is to prevent the 
inindfrom sinking into a state of imbecility. In our own as in 
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other Asylums to a greater or less degree, іп the various kinds of 
occupation and amusement, we have the means of promoting the 
physicans health in the way of exercise, of engaging the attention, 
and of indirectly affecting the intellectual powers." None will 
deny that immense good is centred in an institution like this, but 
when denied the means of effecting its proper end, the undersign- 
ed fears all endeavors will be unavailing. When the heads of the 
profession throughout the world are urging the importance of 
classification, and the provision of the means of amusement and 
physical labor, we can but think these suggestions have for their 
foundation, experience, and. a desire to restore mind to its just bal- 
ance. 

Some of the symptoms more or less developed in insanity may 
not be uninteresting. In many there is а morbid excitement of 
one or more feelings, in others “general eecentricity of conduct." 
This morbidness may exist without any derangement or diminu- 
tion of the intellectual faculties, the mind remain as vigorous in. 
the exercise of its functions, and men converse, write and be as 
keenly alive to the force and style of speech. as ever. Again, 
there is a deep twilight of the mind in which the patient seems un- 
conscious of any pain, languid, silent, and melancholy, apparent- 
ly without thought and feeling, he lingers years in this insensi- 
bility, until death closes the scene. This development is to be 
dreaded most of all, its only marked characteristic is an abstracted 
sluggishness, from which it is almost impossible-to arouse the pa- 
tient. Such inmates are but little trouble, harmless, and inoffen- 
sive, buthopeless. There is a class of patients not unfrequently to 
be met with, who are tormented with delusions. They hear per- 
sons, whispering to them, when no one is near, hold converse with 
imaginary beings, and are persecuted by witches, demons, &c. 
Sometimes all the senses are made the dupes of one, they smell, 
touch and taste substances, not present to these several organs. 
Now, whether mere hallucination be consistent with insanity or 
not, as propounded by Dr. Galt, is a problematical point, but we 
know that persons who. have exhibited no better evidence of lu- 
nacy, have been confined in asylums. Imaginary or visionary 
minds are subject to this species of derangement or delusion. The 
same Physician mentions some of the most celebrated personages 
of ancient and modern days“similarly affected.” Among the num- 
ber we find Socrates, Descartes, Spinello, Tasso, and a more recent 
one, confirmatory of the close connexions between hallucination 
and insanity, the lamented Lord Castlereagh, who committed su- 
icide under derangement. There seems to be no rule exempting 
any classes from insanity. It may be hereditary, it may not. 1t 
may be produced by a sudden blow of misfortune, it may be the re- 
sult of long and intense mental suffering, of excessive joy, as well 
as excessive grief. The hypothesis propagated by some that it 
arises from original imbecility or idiocy, and, on the other hand, 
that but thin partitions divide the most exalted intellects from this: 
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wide realm of phantasies, are equally true, and verified in а num- 
ber of instances. Notonly he whose mind from the first was tot- 
tering on its flimsy throne, but the brightest wits and geniuses 
of their day have been the victims of mental aberration. We do 
not feel ourselves called upon to enlarge upon this subject. .Al- 
though writers in this wide field of disquisition have accomplished 
hut little, such discussions should be preserved. Mind is ever 
grasping, and eager in its thirst after knowledge, and the philos- 
opher in quest of his stone has opened a thousand mines of gold. 
But ours is not the province of the metaphysician, but, if I may so | 
express, that of the architect of mind in ruins. 

And here may be not inaptly offered a few practical remarks.— 
‘The importance of sending the insane at an early period to an as- 
ylum demands the attention of all who have afflicted friends. Dr. 
Galt writes, ^The length of time during which insanity has existed 
in a patient is а most important point. After a few months have 
rolled away, the chance of recovery diminishes rapidly; so that at 
the expiration of the third year, a celebrated authority has stated, 
that the probability of a cure is not more than one in thirty.” I 
know not if this proportion be correct, but am convinced it is bad 
policy, that of keeping them among the scenes and associations 
where the malady may have originated. The kindness of friends, 
the dislike they entertain towards using any restraints, are the 
causes of the bad effects often produced by retaining the patient 
within the domestic cirele. I am aware the opinion prevails to 
some extent, that the patient resigns a comfortable home for a 
habitation little better than a common jail. But the mind should 
be disabused of these impressions. The most opulent homes afford 
perchance many injudielous and injurious indulgences, but none 
more real comfort than an asylum, when properly conducted, and 
at the same time, the former impose no coercion or control, through 
which alone we can hope for a recovery. 

There is another evil too common, growing out of the decep- 
tion which is practised in decoying patients to the institution 
who are not apprized of their true condition until arrived, with- 
in Из walls. In no case should stratagem be used. This de- 
ception resorted to by those in whom they have heretofore con- 
fided, leads them to regard with suspicion the officers and all 
whoare connected with their place of confinement. Not only 
is our influence impaired, but to this cause may be assigned 
much of the trouble we often experience from the attempts of 
patients to elope. The patient imagining himself the victim of 
treachery, the dupe of others, and consequently aninjured and 
outraged being, thinks it a duty which he owes to him- 
self to effect his eseape, and feels justified in having access to 
the same artifice to accomplish it,as that employed in conduct- 
ing him to the Asylum. From the first he should be told the 
nature and design of the institution, why he is to reside there 
for a time, that for his own good and not ава place of punish- 
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mentishethus located. 1f thus treated, he will be more cheer- 
ful, more confiding and willing to submit to any course of 
treatment which he is told will result in his own welfare. , 

Much depends upon those who are employedin the offices of 
an Asylum. All such incumbents should be possessed of a na- 
ture kind, discretionary, and firm, who undertake their duties 
feeling an interest in the unfortunate around them, with the de- 
termination, as far as possible, to render them happier and 
more contented. They should use all things gently, and en- 
deavor first to convinee them of the judiciousness of just such 
acourse asis being pursued, before any force is applied. The 
insane are not as some imagine without the pale of such influ- 
ences, but appreciate these kind and frank demonstrations from 
their supervisors, are easily inspired with confidence. when con- 
vinced of their good wishes and may be brought to rely upon 
their judgment in all matters concerning themselves. These 
qualities in ап attendant cannot be over estimated, and should 
be enlisted at a fair compensation, even though it go a little be- 
yond the usual salaries of such assistants. | 

The undersigned deems it proper to say that the supply of 
clothing 'earefully enumerated both in the first and last report 
of the late Superintendent, should always be transmitted, to- 
gether with a written history of each case. 

The undersigned is happy to inform you there have been no 
aceidents during the past term, though several suicides were 
attempted, that the institution escaped the dread epidemic with 
which our community was visited. : | 

The patients were employed last year in the cultivation of 
sixty-five acres of ground, from which have been realized about 
three hundred barrels of corn, eleven thousand bundles of fod- 
per, four hundred bushels of potatoes, two tons of hay, with 
minor vegetables. This year forty six acres were rented, on 
which have been raised two hundred barrels of corn, eight thou- 
ваза bundles of fodder, three hundred bushels of potatoes, with 
alarge amount of various vegetables. 

The improvements which have been made in the Asylum 
premises from October lst 1847, to October Ist 1849, have been 
as follows, a smoke house, two privies, two cisterns, the entire 
roof re-shingled, with other repairs necessary to the building, 
а bake oven with frame building above, a fence separating the 
grounds of the male patients from the garden, a corn crib, а 
carriage house, a barn, and two stables, the last four of which 
were had atthe hands of attendants and patients. 

The subseriber embraces this opportunity to acknowledge 
his deep indebtedness to the Board of Trustees, for their obli- 
ging and efficient co-operation in all affairs connected with 
the well being of the institution. То the attendants for the 
prompt and faithful discharge of the duties of their respective 
stations; and to Mr. David R. Daniel for his unremitting care 
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amd attention in his department of the household, his thanks 
are especially due; also to the editors of the “Union,” “Ban- 
ner, “Gazette,” and “Presbyterian Record,” and to the propri- 
etor of the “Abingdon Virginian,” for their liberality in furnish- 
ing their papers for the use of the Asylum, and to the Physi- 
eians and Superintendents of other hospitals, for the many re- 
ports they have favored us with. 

The tabular statements herewith appended, will convey all 
the intelligence proper to communicate to your honorable body, 
relative to the present condition of the institution. Applica- 
tions arc daily pouring in, but in justice to those already under 
our supervision, others should not be admitted until provision 
is made for their accommodation. If immediate steps are not 
taken, many who really need our assistance, will have to be 
sent back to their homes, or the jails from which they have 
been brought, in consequence of our inability to provide for 
them. Ја conclusion let me urge upon you the hasty comple- 
tion of the new Asylum. The many edifices that adorn our 
smiling land, refuges from the cold charity of the world, to the 
orphan, the blind, the deaf and dumb, the lunatic, where they 
receive not only food and raiment, but that treatment moral 
and physieal which they respectively require, reflect the intelli- 
gence, benevolence, and philanthrephy of the times in which 
they have been erected. Tennessee will not be behind her sis- 
ter States in works of charity, in the protection they have ex- 
tended to their unfortunate citizens. In the appropriate words 
ot Miss Dix, in her memorial before your honorable body two 
years since, “She has been called the “Mother of States.” 
“Shall she not, by the promulgation of wise laws, the liberal en- 
couragement of schools of kerniag, and the substantial support 
of Ocnofccnt Institutions, offer an example for the young States 
she has so largely and widely colonized? Embalming her mem- 
ory in tho hearts of her grateful children, they hereafter, revert- 
ing to their mother-land, with fond veneration and pride shall 
Чесјаге, how noble her example, and hasten to emulate her ex- 
alted aime!” | 

Anticipating а long career of usefulness for the Institution, 
and hoping you will eontinue to guard its interests and pro- 
mote its welfare, I respectfully submit this report.

COMMITTEE ON THE J UDICIARY | 


ON THE SUBJECT OF THE 


ELECTION OF JUDGES 


BY THE PEOPLE. 


The Committee on the Judiciary to whom was referred 
Resolution No, 21, proposing amendments to the Constitution 


of the State, so as to throw the election of Inferior Judges | 


and Attorneys General before the people, have had the same 
under consideration, and beg leave to report, that they re- 
eommend that the said Resolution do pass. 

The committee can see no bar to the passage of the Reso- 
lution from the fact that а resolution passed the last Legisla- 
ture of Tennessee, on the 4th February, 1848, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution so as to admit new counties 
with less territory thau that fixed by the Constitution. "The 
3d section of the 11th article of the Сова и оп provides the 
mode of the amendment of that instrument. The amend- 
ment must be proposed and разз the Legislature by а majori- 
ty. Atthe succeeding Legislature, and after publication, it 
must pass by a majority of two-thirds, and then be submitted 
to the people; and if а majority of the voters vote for the 
amendment, it is adopted, and the Constitution is amended. 
The same section further provides that the “Legislature shall

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not propose amendments to the Constitution oftener than once 
insixyears, It is clear that the proposition contemplated in 
this clause means а proposition from the Legislnture to the 
people. That it is not a proposition by the Legislature until it 
goes to the people. It does not mean that the mere entertain- 
iug a proposition in the Legisiature shall bar all other propos- 
ed amendments for six years. If that were the case, all 
amendments to the Constitution might be forever barred by 
Írivolous resolutions to amend, made designedly. 

There, then, being no constitutional barrjer, the committee 
would urge the passage of the resolution upon the strongest 
grounds of expediency. We are aware that any effort to 
change our judicial system must combat prejudices of the 
strongest character. Precedent and established usage in 
every thing connected with the law, exercise a powerful in- 
fluence on the public mind, and experience teaches us that 
the human mind is slower in adopting an enlightened policy 
of judicial reform, and in throwing off the shackles of estab- 
lished precedent, than in any other work of improvement 
which has marked the gradual stages of humag progress. 

Legal forms and proceedings which existed centuries ago, 
and were suited to the day, still exist, and though the reason 
has ceased, the law yet remains. 

In adopting the common Law of the mother country, we 
also adopted the usage of appointing judicial officers by exec- 
utive authority. But the state of things is entirely different 
here. There, it is the policy of the government to be as little 
responsible to the people as possible; aud the very fact of the 
people being so much restricted in their political privileges, . 
incapacitates them, in a great degree, from being the reposi- 
tories of such an important power. But here, there is a more 
diffused intelligence—the masses are more enlightened—-en- 
lightened by the impulse that free institutions[always give to 
thehuman intellect, They are the repositories of all political. 
power, and are aware that upon their use of that power de- 
pends their own wealor woe. They are accustomed to grave 
responsibilities, and {баё enables them to meet responsibilities 
suecessfully. 

If the people are competent to elect their Presidents, who 
hold in their hands such vast power and important interests; 
if they are competent to elect their Governors, Congress- 
men and Legislators, surely they are competent to elect their 
Judges and Attorneys General. 

It is believed that the present is the worst possible mode of 
electing those officers. The electing body issmall, and there 
is great inducement for combinations and influence to operate, 
and that, too, with the best intentions, frequently at war with 
what should should be the true tests in such elections—the : 
merit and qualifications of the aspirant. 


~ 
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Besides this, from the marked geographical divisions of 
our State and the few facilities of intercourse, it is impossi- 
ble for members of one division of the State to know] as 
much of the qualifications of the candidates for these sta- 
tions, who reside in another division, as well as the people 
among. whom they reside, and in the hurry of the elections 
and amidst business of importance frequently vote at perfect 
random. Merit thenis not always rewarded, and many men 
who have toiled and struggled to some eminence in the 
rugged path to legal distinction, frequently find in their 
canvass before the Legislature, their talents unrewarded and 
that they must bear the “spurns which patent merit of the 
unworthy takes.” : 

But it is objected that you degrade the dignity;of the Bench 
by throwing these elections before the people, and subjecting 
the candidates to the exciting influence of a partizan con- 
test. We have по fear of the purity of the ermine being 
contaminated by popular contact. The minds of the people 
would be turned to those persons best qualified to ВН those 
stations, and party influences or ties which so often blind in 
adamantine chains the minds of men, would become to be dis- 
regarded in a great degree where the dearest interests of the 
people would be involved. Abuses there would doubtless be 
at first. They exist where all new systems are adopted and 
old ones overthrown; but these abuses would soon give way 
toa just public sentiment. A well regulated public opinion 
always rises in this country with the necessity for it. Would 
it be а party contest before the people? We believe not so 
much so as a contest before the Legislature. It is clear _ 
that in small electing bodies, party lines are more apt to be 
drawn where the electing bodies are more numerous. Мог 
can it be urged that the decisions of the Bench would be in- 
fluenced by considerations of an interested character or per- 
sonal friendships. All members of the Bench now have their 
personal and political friendships, and if sueh considerations 
would operate in the one case they would in the other. Мог 
can it be urged that elections will be too frequent, for it is 
believed that in those States where elections are annual, less 
excitement prevails than where they occur biennially. Their 
very frequency has a tendency to dull the excitement. 

_ The elections of these officers by the people would be more 
in unison with our system of government. The framers of 
that system launched it forth to buffet the waves of deep root- 
ed prejudices and long established theories, with no guide 
but the moral and intellectual capacity of the people to steer 
it through a troubled sea. The result has proved their wis- 
dom, and the fact that power entrusted tothe hands of an in- 
telligent people will be used for the best interests of the coun- 
try. Other States are taking the lead in the cause of judicial 
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erform. Mississippi has adopted the system with entire sūc- 
cess, The great State of New York elects all judicial officers 
by popular suffrage. Pennsylvania atthe last session of her 
Legislature commenced the alteration of her Constitution 
for that purpose—a similar provision with regard to its alter- 
ation prevailing there that we have here. Other States are 
moving on this subject, and we hope that ere long Tennessee 
will take her stand among the foremost in the work of judi- 
eial reform. And it is certainly a gratifying spectacle when 
we behold in the old world the cause of liberty follow, ђе- 
neath the arm of despotism, and arbitrary Governments 
wresting from the people the free privileges which an ad- 
vaneing State of civilization had taught them to assume, to 
turn to our own land and see that we are extending the priv- 
ileges of the masses, and peacefully widening the foundations 
of popular power. 

'The Committee entertaining the views here expressed do 
urgently reeommend the adoption of the proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution. |

CAAA SAU VA 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, the Trustees 
of the Institution at Knorville for the education of the Deaf and 
Dunb, respectfully present the following report. 

In accordance with the provisions of law, we give “a de- 
tailed account of the condition of the Institution, and make 
such suggestions for its improvement as its interests seem to 
demand,” 

A list of the present Officers and Instructors of the Institu- 
tion is exhibited on the preceding page. In the Board of 
Trustees one change has been made. The Rev. Timothy 
ми ов, in consequence of a loss of health and removal from 
. this vicinity, found it impossible to attend the meetings of the 
Board, and, therefore, his place has been filled by the appoint- 
ment of Rev. Thomas W. Humes, which appointment is sub- 
mitted, aecording to the charter, to the Legislature for eon- 
firmation. | 

It gives us great pleasure to be able to report, that, through 
the care of a kind and beneficent Providence, the Institution 
during the last two years has made commendable progress 
towards fulfilling the noble design for which it was establish- 
ed, and that now it is, in most important respects, in a flour- 
ishing condition. 

The health of both Teachers and Pupils, generaly has 
been good, although they have not been entirely exempt 
from disease. A few cases of severe sickness have occurred 
among the pupils; one of which, the case of a most amiable 
and promising young man from White county, proved fatal. 
His disease was pneumonia; and he having been for some 
time, as was thought, strongly predisposed to consumption, 
was carried off in less than a week from the time the first 
symptoms appeared. All that the best skill and attention 
could do, was done forhim, but without any favorable result. 
He had been but a short time connected with the Institution, 
not long enough to allow the veil which shrouded his eyes in 
impenetrable gloom, to be lifted from the realities of an еїег- 
nal world. This circumstance added a severe pang to the 
grief of endeared friends and relations which otherwise would 
not have been felt. 

This із Ње first and only time that death has visited the 
Asylum ; and although it may be expected sometimes to oc- 
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сиг in a family as large as ours, yet it is hoped not often. In 
19е instance referred to, it ought to be looked upon as an af- 
flictive dispensation of Providence, and not attributed to any 
particular cause founded in either the location or management 
of the Institution. As to the former, it is believed that a more 
favorable one could not have beén found in or out of the 
State; and in reference to the latter, we would remark that it 
has been as good as the limited nature of the accommodations 
would admit. For want of room we have been compelled to 
crowd the sleeping apartments more than is consistent with 
the promotion of. a good state of health. But we hope to be re- 
lieved from this unfavorable necessity before long. With de- 
vout thanksgiving we acknowledge our indebtedness to the 
Dispenser of all good, for the good measure of health which 
has been vouchsafed to the inmates of the Institution, and 
especially for the entire exemption with which we have been 
blessed from the dread pestilence which has so recently afflict- 
ed almost all other parts of our land. | 

It is incumbent upon us in behalf of the pupils, to express 
in this connection our great obligations to those medical gen- 
tlemen who have so kindly given, without charge, their pro- 
fessional services for the relief of the inmates of the Institu- 
tion, as often as any of them have needed them. Dr. Wm. 
J. Baker and Dr. J. P. Garvin, have each in turn served us 
faithfully and efficiently for one year. Dr. Frank A. Hamsey, 
has been solicited, and has consented to act as physician to 
the Institution during the present session. 

It has been incumbent upon us to avail ourselves of these 
gratuitous services, in the infancy of the enterprise in which 
we are engaged; and they have been cheerfully rendered, 
but itis not customary in similar establishments, nor is it 
right to ask or receive such without compensation. The 
office of physician to an Institution like this, is an important 
and responsible post, and the place should be filed by the 
Board with а competent person, and it made his duty, not 
only to treat the cases оҒ sickness that may occur, but also to 
advise with the Superintendent as to the whole regimen of 
the Pupils. He should make himself acquainted with the 
habits of the pupils, and as far as possible with the language of 
signs, at least with the manual alphabet; so that he may be 
able to hold the necessary intercourse with them. То attain 
these objects, the appointment should be permanent, at least 
for a term of years. We therefore propose, after this session, 
to employ a physician, and pay him his fees, or require of the 
friends of the pupils, the pod of & sum for each, sufficient 
to secure his services when needed. А practice similar to 
the one or the other of these is pursued in all Institutions like 
this with which we are acquainted. 


The whole number of Pupils who have particpated in the 
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. benefits of the Institution since our last report, has been 

thirty-one. Of these one has died, two have completed the 
prescribed course, leaving twenty-eight at this date connected 
with the Institution. A catalogue of their names, residences, 
&c., may be found in the Appendix to this report. 

It was our earnest hope and expectation last session, that 
we should be able at the beginning of this term, to admit a 
large class of new pupils, but in this we have been disap- 
pointed. Only a small part of our house has been finished, 
and there have been received now more than is consistent with 
the comfort and convenience of the household. 

Many others have applied for admission, whose cases we 
have been compelled, trom a want of room, to postpone until 
the accommodations shall be enlarged. As many of those 
who have proposed to become beneficiaries of the State as 
could be accommodated, have been received in the order of 
their application. But on account of the great want of funds 
under which the Institution has labored, a preference has been 
given to those who have been able and willing to pay for 
their boarding and tuition. Hence three who are not citi- 
zens of Tennessee have been admitted: one from North Car- 
olina, one from Kentucky and one from Missouri. То no citizen 
of Tennessee, who has offered to pay even a part of the ex- 
penses of his support, have we refused admission. If there 
had been room, the number of pupils would have been more 
than twice as great as it is at present. 

The Deaf and Dumb in the State number over five hun- 
dred, and at least one hundred of them ought now to be un- 
der instruetion, "Phe Institutions in North Carolina, Indiana, 
and Illinois, were chartered about the same time that this one 
was, and now each, in the number of its pupils, exceeds ours 
by three er four fold, and yet the Deaf and Dumb in no one 
of those States are as numerous as they are in Tennessce. But 
in those States ample funds have been furnished with which 
to carry on operations, whilst we have been left to struggie 
for mere existence. North Carolina appropriated $15,000 at 
the outset for buildings, and they are now completed and oc- 
cupied. The Legislature of Indiana appropriated for a simi- 
lar purpose $45,000, and there is now being erected a house 
large enough to accommodate one hundred and fifty pupils. 
Even the poor and almost bankrupt State of Illinois, has been 
liberal enough to give $18,000 to build an Asylum for the 
Deaf and Dumb. It has been nearly six years since this In- 
stitution was chartered, and no specific appropriation has yet 
been made for the building. A want of the means to build, 
has not only caused our number to be small, but it has also 
prevented everything like a regular classification of the pu- 
pils, a state of things that has proved extremely detrimental 
to the efficiency of the instructions given. In the practice of 
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our mode of instruction, the pupils must be classified аосота- _. 
ing to the degree of their attainments, and oue grade must - 

have the whole time of a teacher, whether it consists of one 
or twenty pupils; in fact, а class of fifteen or twenty can be 
taught with more ease to the teacher, and more profit to the 
pupils, than one of five or six. The Deaf and Dumb are al- 
most entirely dependent upon the teacher, especially in the 
earlier stages of the course, and therefore require his personal 
and constant attention during school hours. Hence а new 
pupil in a class of two or three years standing,is an idle 

spectator of the exercises, and is no more benefitted by them, 
than a boy who had never studied the fundamental rules of 
arithmetic, would be profitted by an illustration and explana- 
tion of conic sections. 

This Institution has been in operation four years, and a few 
new pupils having been admitted each session, they form now 
as many different grades; and there being but two teachers, 
the attention of each has been divided between two classes. 
Under these circumstances it has not been possible for the pu- 
pils to make that progress that they would have done if а reg- 
ular organization of the classes had existed. 

Then there is another thing to be taken into considera- 
tion, that is, admitting that from this out a full class be form- 
ed at the beginning of each session, five years will elapse 
before we shall get rid of the fragments of classes now’ соп-. 

-nected with the school. Іп reality there ought to be now, in 
order to do full justice to those committed to our charge, four 
teachers, but it hardly seemed proper to employ that number 
for twenty-five or thirty pupils, when they could just as well 
instruct seventy or eighty. Nor had we means with which to 
doit. Next year our number ought to be increased to 45, the 
following year to 65, and so.on from year to year, until the 
wants of the State shall be fully met. We sincerely hope that 
the Legislature will put it in our power to relieve the Institu- 
tion from these inconveniences both as it respects teachers 
and pupils. 

The teachers employed are.the same as formerly; and it 
gives us great pleasure to testify, that they have performed their 
difficult and arduous duties with diligence, and with as great 
a measure of success as any one had a right to expect under 
the circumstances. Any want of success is not to be attribu- 
ted to any lack of faithfulness or skill on their part, but to the 
defective organization of the classes which has existed in the 
School. We are free to admit, that the pupils have not made 
that progress which is desirable, and which is found in well 
organized Institutions, but the fault has not been in the teach- 
ers. 

From the commencement of the Institution up to the close 
of the last session, the duties of Matron have been performed 
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without charge by Mrs. М. E. Maclntire, the wife of the prin- 
cipal, At that time she declined acting in that capacity longer. 
The Board therefore appointed in her place Miss Julia A. 
Comstock, a lady of character and intelligence, and of several 
years experience in the instruction and management of young 
ladies. Miss C. has entered upon the performance of her dù- 
ties, and gives promise of general satisfaction. 

The matron has charge of the girls when they are not in 
school, and gives them instruction in the various kinds of nee- 
dle-work, andin painting and drawing and penmanship, and 
aítends to the cultivation in them of proper manners and 
habits. Parents, therefore, need not hesitate to send their 
daughters to the Institution, for they will be as well taken care 
of here as they could be at home under the eyes of their 
mothers. 

The receipts from all sources, as will appear from the trea- 
surers account hereunto annexed, including the balance of 
eight hundred and forty-four dollars and ninety-one cents on 
hand at the date of the last report, amount to twelve thousand 
eight hundred and forty-eight dollars and thirty-eight cents, 
and the disbursements have been twelve thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-seven dollars and thirty-one cents, leaving a 
balance in the treasury of one dollar and seven cents. 

Each item of expense could not be specified in the Treasur- 
er's report, without great inconvenience, and therefore the fol- 
lowing classification of them is made and presented for the 
inspection of all who may wish to see to what objects the 
funds of the Institution have been devoted. |

In the last report we had the honor to make to the General 
Assembly, a plan of the buildings necessary for carrying into 
effect the objects of the Institution, with estimates of their pro- 
bable cost was presented, and an earnest appeal made for an 
appropriation sufficient to erect them. That appeal was 
made on the ground that those for whom the Institution was 
designed were among the most needy and most worthy objects 
of the beneficence of the State; that the Legislature had char- 
tered the Institution on such terms as made jt in some mea- 
sure responsible for its support; that no building at all, fit for 
carrying on the school, could be rented at any price in this vi- 
einity, and, finally, that the people had shown their high ap- 
1: of the importance of building up the Institution 

ere by subscribing above five thousand dollars towards the 
accomplishment of the object. On these and such like 
grounds, the appeal was confidently made. One wing of the 
general plan had been pat up and finished by private donations; 
andit was estimated by competent workmen that the front 
building would cost sixteen thousand dollars, and the other : 
wing about four thousand. It was proposed to build the for- . 
mer, and leaye the. latter to be erected at some future time 
when the wants of the school should demand it, and the State 
be disposed to grant the means with which to effect it. It was . 
the earnest hope and expectation of the friends of the Deaf | 
and Dumb, that the grant asked would be made without hesi- 
tation, but in this they were seriously disappointed. 

‚А. bill was réported by a special committee of the Senate 
and recommended for adoption, in which it was proposed to 
grant specifically for buildings twenty thousand dollars, enough 
to have completed allthat were needed; and it was read a first 
and second time; but finally, it was superseded by the passage 
in the House of Representatives of the act making provision 
for the Institution for the education of the Blind, with the fol- 
lowing amendment attached thereto: ж” 


Sec. 2. Вей enacted, That a like sum of five thousand dollars, 
be, and is hereby annually appropriated for the use and benefit of 
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the Institution for the Education of the Deaf aud Dumb, at Knoz- 


valle, . 

The first and greatest necessity of the Institution was build- 
ings, and the most strenuous efforts of its friends had been 
spent іп endeavoring to provide them, and to effect this object 
the appeal was made to the Legislature for funds. But in the- 
above act no specific provision was made for the erection of 
buildings. It was true, we were not forbidden to devote the 
money granted, to that purpose. The amount was about ва - 
cient to meet the current expenses of the school, had there 
been fifty pupils. Dutthe whole number that could be accom- 
modated was twenty-five, which was the number then in the 
school. It was therefore incumbent upon us either to dismiss 
the pupils and teachers, and erect the building as soon as pos- 
sible, by devoting the whole of the annual appropriation to 

nat object, or to make the attempt with the amount that could 
be saved after defraying the expenses of the school, as it then 
existed. It would have been desirable to have devoted the 
‘whole amount to the immediate purposes of education, for | 
many had already passed, and others were fast passing be-: 
yond the age when instruction would benefit them, but this 
could not be, as has already been remarked for a want of room. 
To have dismissed the teachers and pupils would not have 
been good policy, for thereby all that had heen done towards 
the organization of the school would have been sacrificed, nor 
would it have done, to have laid by what could have been 
saved from year to year until enough had accumulated to have 
completed the building. This would have heen too great а ` 
sacrifice of time. Five years would have elapsed before the 
work could have been commenced, in which time many who 
are now fit subjects of education would have passed beyond 
the reach of help, and for all that length of time, the school 
would have had to sutier all the inconveniences of its present 
condition, which in truth, are neither few norlight. Therefore, 
after a eareful consideration of all the circumstances of the 
case, it clearly seemed to be our duty at once to enter upon 
the werk, and thus endeavor, as far as possible, to place the 
Institution on a permanent basis. Accordingly contracts for 
brick and lumber were entered into early in the spring of 
1843, and the work commenced. On the 13th of May, the 
coracr stone was laid in the presence of a large concourse of 
citizens and strangers, and an address suited to the occasion 
was delivered by Rev. T. W. Humes. 

When we commenced building we set aside for that pur- 
pose about one half of the annual appropriation mac, ^y the 
State, reserving the other half to meet the current expe ses of 
the school. It was hoped that in two years, with the :. nount 
thus set aside, we should be able to put up the walls апа en- 
close the house; but in the end it was found necessary in or- 
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der to secure the work from the weather, to expend consider- ` 
ably morelabor than it was thought at first would he requisite. 
The stone work also cost more than was expected, as a new 
quarry had to be opened, and the number of brick used ex- 
ceeded somewhat the estimates made. Бо that the whole 
amount of work done has cost over and above the amount set 
aside for that purpose, three thousand six hundred and eighty- . 
two dollats and twenty cents. This is the amount for which 
the Institution is in debt at this time. Part of it has been 
borrowed from the Union Bank, and the remainder is due to 
the workmen who have been employed upon the house. 

The above deficiency in the funds of the Institution cannot 
be met out of the next five thousand dollars, which will acerue 
under the law passed at the last session of the Legislature. 
That instalment will not be due until the first of February, 1850, 
and we will have to anticipate about fifteen hundred dollars 
of it in defraying the necessary expenses of the school from 
the commencement of the present session to that time; so that 
there will be left not more than three thousand five hundred 
dollars to support the school during that year, a sum barely 
sufficient for that purpose, even should there be but a few 
more pupils admitted than we now have. The Legislature, 
therefore, is respectfully solicited to.make provision to meet 
this deficiency. 

The main building is but little. if any more than half finish- 
ed. -The whole of the inside work, including the windows 
and blinds, all the joinery, the plastering and painting is yet 
to be done, and the materials to be bought, besides the erec- 
tion of the front portico, and the two long.piazzas at the ends 
of the house, the construction of stone steps (a heavy item of 
expense) and pavements and fences, and many other things to 
be done, too numerous to specify, but which will readily be 
understood as necessary to an establishment like this. As 
near as can be ascertained, there will be needed for this ob- 
ject, the sum of eight thousand dollars. An appropriation 
therefore of that amount is respectfully solicited for this 
purpose. 

The Institution is designed for both males and females, and 
there must of necessity be two distinct and separate depart- 
ments. With particular reference to this, the plan of the In- 
stitution has been devised. Hence, there is designed to be a 
main building with two wings, and one wing with the contigu- 
ous part of the main building is intended to be occupied by 
each class of pupils.. One wing has been built, the other has 
not yet been commenced. - It is indispensable to the accom- 
plishment of the objects of the school. If it-be not built, one 
or the. other sex will have to be excluded from a participation 
in the benefits of the Institution. Up to this time the pupils 
have been almost exclusively males, because no more females 
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could be admitted than could be accommodated with the family 
of the Principal. It will continue to be thus until this part of 
the plan of the building shall be carried out. We therefore 
most ‘earnestly suggest to the Legislature the propriety of 
making provision for it. 'lhe sum of four thousand dollars 
will be requisite for this purpose. ` 
To recapitulate, there will be needed, besides the annual 
appropriation for current expenses of five thousand dollars, 
already provided for by law, the following sums: __

Not more is asked for than what the circumstances of the 
ease seem imperatively to demand; and should the Legislature 
fail to make provision for any one of the objects specified 
above, the Institution will be placed in a very unfavorable con- 
dition—should the first amount not be provided for, it will 
have to be paid out of the annual appropriation, and after 
paying that and defraying the expenses of the school for the 
remainder of this year, there will be nothing left for its support 
during the year 1850, and of course it will have to be suspend- 
ed. If no appropriation should be made this winter for com- 
pleting the main building, it will be very materially injured 
before the Legislature will meet again; and should not the 
other wing of the house be built, but one sex of the pupils can 
be accommodated. 

But it is hoped that none of these consequences will be per- 
mitted to ensue, but that ample provision will be made for all 
the reasonable wants of the Institution. 

` À more particular statement of the minutia of the plan of 
the buildings which have been commenced, will not only be 
gratifying to the friends of the Institution, but will serve to 
show that our calculations are neither extravagant nor our de- 
mands exorbitant. 

The Institution is located in the midst of а beautiful native 
grove, on а valuable lot of two acres in extent, about one 
third of a mile from the centre of the town and about fifty 
yards north of the proposed track of the East Tennessee and. 
Georgia Rail Road. "The situation is convenient, and one of 
the most pleasant and agreeable that could have been chosen 
for the purpose. The buildings, when completed, will present 
in the dimensions of their ground plot, & principal front to- 
wards the south of one hundred feet, and an eastern and west- 
ern front of one hundred and twenty-nine feet each, including 
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the wing. The front building will be fifty feet deep, and the 
wings seventy-nine feet long by twenty-five wide. The back 
of the main building with the wings, will form an open area т 
the rear, fifty feet wide by seventy in length. "The basement 
will be nearly on a level with the ground on the outside, so as 
to avoid all dampness. The principal room in this story will 
be the dining room, situated in the centre of the main building, 
fifty feet by thirty-four, and easy of access from all parts of 
the house. To this there will be separate entrances for 
the males and females by a flight of stairs and door on the 
east and west sides respectively. The rooms on the east, con- 
tiguous to the dining room, will be used for the kitchen, for 
store rooms and for other culinary purposes. Those on the 
west will be occupied as the laundry and washing rooms—part 
of the basement of the wings will be used for bathing rooms, 
and the remainder as servant's apartments. - 

The main entrance to the house will be by a flight of fifteen 
steps into a hall fourteen feet wide, which will run across the 
house and terminate at the back door, which will open into 
the area beyond. Across this hall will run through the centre 
lengthways of the building, а passage eight feet wide and open 
аќ each end by a large door into the piazza. The room in 
front, immediately on the left of the main entrance, will be 
used as the public parlor, and the one on the right as a cabinet 
and library. The two rooms opposite these on the north side 
of the passage, will be devoted to the sick, the one for the males 
and the other for the females. The rooms on the west of the 
public parlour and the hospital, for the males, will be occupied’ 
by the Principal and his family, and the rooms on the east of 
the cabinet and the hospital for the females, will be used fora 
sitting room by the girls and bythe matron. The rooms on this 
floorin the east wing will be occupied as school rooms, and the 
whole of the west wing will be used as a sitting room forthe boys. 

Ascending to the sécond story by a flight of steps at 
either end of the passage, orfrom the hall, the most im- 
portant room will be the chapel and exhibition room. 
This will be 50 feet long by 22 wide, and will occupy the space 
over the parlor, halland cabinet. The room will be lighted 
from the south side. On the' north sidé will be placed eight 
or ten large slates in a row, on which to write the subjects 
of lectures. In front of this row of slates, far enough back 
to admit of a free passage back and forth,’ there will be rows 
of seats in the form of a segment of a circle, extending back 
to the wall and rising one above another. These seats and 
these slates will occupy about one half of the room. At each 
end there will be a space of about 12 by 22 feet, where seats, 
one above another, and running across the room, will be fitted 
up for visitors. To the right and left of the row of slates, 
will be the doors affording an entrance for the boys on the one 
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side and for the girls on the other. By this arrangement the 
light will be thrown from behind the pupils full upon the 
slates, суету thing written upon them can be easily read, the 
speaker ean clearly see every member of the audience, and 
every one of them can perceive each sign that is made, а. 
thing that is all important in exercises like ours. It will 
afford seats for about two hundred persons. On this floor at 
the head of the stairs running up from tho hall, will be two 
rooms, one on tho right, and one on the left, that will be kept 
for spare bed-rooms for visitors. The rooms on the west of 
the chapel, next to the boys, will be occupied by the assistant 
teachers. ‘Those on the east, аз dormitories for the girls, to- 
gether with the whole of that floor in the wing. The other 
wing with the attic in the main building, will furnish dormito- 
ries for the male pupils. 

In planning the house, the main object kept in view, has 
been to preserve as distinct as possible, the two departments 
for the two classes of pupils to be educated in the Insti- 
tution. By the plan adopted, they will be entirely separated 
only when brought together at meals and for the purposes of 
instruction. They will as it were form two communities:— 
they will go in and out of the chapel, dining room and schoel 
rooms by diiferent doors, and have separate play grounds. On 
each of the east and west fronts there will be a covered piazza, 
70 fect long, which will afford to the pupils a pleasant place 
for promenading during unpleasant weather. The main front 
will be adorned by a heavy pediment resting on four fluted 
columns with stone bases and lonie capitals. On each side 
of the columns will be two heavy pilasters, one at the corner ~ 
and one between that and the columns. 

Such is a brief description of the plan of the house which 
it is thought necessary to build. To those who have not ex- 
amined the subject, it may appear larger than will be needed 
for the purposes of the Institution. But when it is taken into 
view thatitis designed to furnish not only school rooms, but a 
boarding house for a large number of pupils, both male and . 
female, and to accommodate the principal and his family, the 
assistant teachers, the matron, and the steward, all of whom 
will unavoidably have to reside in the* establishment, it will 
not be considered at all toolarge. A house smaller than this 
could be built for less money, but it would not answer the de- 
sign, and in the end would prove the dearest of the two. It 
15 our aim to make it commodious enough to supply room suf- 
ficient for the pupils which Tennessee may reasonably be ex- 
pected to furnish. Great pains have been taken to ascertain as 
near as possible the number of Deaf and Dumb in the State, 
and the number that will probably seek the advantages of the 
Institution, and it is believed, that at least one hundred pupils - 
will be constantly supplied for ‘struction, and in planning the 
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house, this number has been the basis of our calculations. 
Those who think this number too large, if there be any such, 
are referred to Indiana, a State not so populous as Tennessee, 
and yet which has in her Asylum at this time over one hun- 
dred pupils, and is making provision for increasing the number 
to one hundred and fifty. Surely our caléulations are by no 
. means extravagant. 

The Deaf and Dumb in the State as a class, have been up 
to this time entirely destitute of instruction, and now a con- 
siderable portion of them are too old to be educated, and many 
others who are now, fit subjects, will soon be beyond the pe- 
riod in life when it will be possible to benefit them. This 
thought ought certainly to hasten the efforts that are making 
to give them the light of knowledge and the means of happi- 
ness. Their condition by nature is so dark and miserable, 
that it is not merely a pity, but an absolute wrong in those 
whose duty it is to care for them, to allow any more of them 
to pass beyond the reach of assistance. By their misfortunes 
they are cut off from all intellectual enjoyment, and from all 
social intercourse, except with the few who will take the trou- 
ble and the time to learn their signs, and especially from all 
knowledge of revelation and from the consolations of religion. 
In the language of Mr. Peet, President of the New York In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, “the Hottentot, or the Es- 
quimaux, to whose wilderness missionary never came, is not 
more profoundly ignorant of the truths of the Bible, nor less 
conscious of his obligations to a Creator, or of his need of a 
Redeemer, than these dwellers in a christian land, members, 
many of them of christian families.” That they are entirely 
destitute in this respect, 15 a fact well calculated to excite the 
commiseration. of every believer in the gospel of Christ. But 
this is not all, they are entirely destitute of a knowledge of 
even nataral religion, with which the most abandoned tribes 
of the heathen, it is believed, have some acquaintance. The 
uneducated Deaf and Dumb, as is well known among those 
who instruct them, have no idea of a Supreme Being, or of a 
future state of rewards and punishments. То them God, the 
Creator and-Preserver, heaven as the home of the blessed, and 
hell as the place for the wicked, ate unknown. It is hard to be- 
lieve that human beings living in this enlightened age and coun- 
try, of sound intellect and mature age, could be found so far 
removed from the source of all true knowledge as not to know 
the hand by which they were made, nor the world to which 
they are hastening; but it is nevertheless true. Its truth is 
fully substantiated, not only by the testimony of their teach- - 
ers, but also by the oft repeated testimony of the educated 
. Deaf and Dumb themselves, and it will not appear strange to 
any one, who will but reflect for a moment on the nature of 
their misfortune. It completely cuts them off from all revela- 
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tion from God, both oral and written; and from that language, 
the channel of thought, which is necessary to enable them to 
"reason from nature up to nature’s God.” In all their vocabu- 
lary of natural signs, there is no one which expresses any no- 
tion of a Supreme Being; and hence we must admit, that they 
ave destitute of any knowledge of him, unless we exalt them 
to the grade of pure intelligences, or attribute to them the pow- 
er of reasoning without words or signs of any kind. 
Aceording to their view, man is the only intelligent agent in 
the universe. By him the sun, moon and stars, the clouds, 
thunder and lightning were produced. They suppose the earth 
to be flat, the sky an inverted eoncave metallie substance, rest- 
ing on the earth; the sun, a ball of heated metal drawn up the 
sky, and renewed every morning; the moon, a plate of silver; 
the stars, candles lighted up in the evening and blown out in 
the morning; thunder, something falling on the sky; lightning, 
the sparks from the shop of some vulean in the sky, and rain, 
water running through the sky, which they suppose to he per- 
forated. Of plants they give no other account than that they 
grow from seeds. Animals are the offspring of other animals, 
And when asked where the first seeds and animals came from, 
they reply that there never were any first seeds or plants; or 
in other words, that a suecession of them has existed from all 
eternity. They have no conception of a supernatural creation, 
or the beginning of things. The common notion among them 
is, that the world has existed always; and that the changes that 
are going on in the world are produced by the agency. of man. 
Can beings so ignorant, be held morally accountable for their 
eonduet? Most undoubtedly they can? It is true, having по 
knowledge of right and wrong inits highest sense, as it con- 
sists in obedience to God or sin against him, nor of the rela- 
tion of ereature or Creator; nor of the duties that arises out of 
that relation—they cannot be held responsible in these re- 
spects. But civil and social relations they understand, and 
they are as keenly sensible of a violation of duty, with reference 
to these, as any one else. They know that truth, and obedi- 
ence, and industry, and kindness, and love are right, as they 
perceive they produce happiness in themselves and others; and 
that falsehood and disrepect to parents, and theft, and murder, 
and drunkenness are wrong, as they perceive they produce 
misery; and they look for the rewards of good conduct, and fear 
the consequences in this life of bad conduct; but they have по 
hope or tear beyond the grave; for they know nothing of 
another state of existence. Death with them is the end of 
being. У 
Surely then, if there is any one class of persons іп our state 
that need instruction more than another, itis the ignorant and 
afflicted Deaf and Dumb. And surely, if any individuals de- 
serve qur warmest sympathy and most strenuous efforts in 
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their behalf, they do. And surely, since it has been fully de- 
monstrated that they can be thoroughly educated, and thereby 
made. useful citizens, their wants will not be denied: We 
would, therefore, speaking for those who cannot speak for 
themselves, most respectfully, but earnestly commend their 
case to the favorable and early consideration of the Legis- 
lature. ` |

RESPECTING THE ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 


= —==r — 


1. There is but one session a year in the Institution, which 
begins the tst day of October and ends the fifteenth of July. 
Pupils are received at the commencement of the term; and at 
no other time, except in extraordinary cases. | 

9. ‘The benefits of the Institution are offered to all who feel 
disposed to avail themselves of them. Instruction, boarding, 
lodging, and washing; the continual superintendence of 
health, conduct, manners and morals; fuel, candles, books and 
stutionery, will be furnished for each pupil. Citizens of Ten- 
messee, who are able to pay, will be charged one hundred 
dollars а year. As many of those in this State, who are una- 
ble to pay, as the funds of the Institution will allow, will be 
received and edueated withaut charge. All from other States 
will be charged one hundred dollars a year. 

3. Applicants for admission should be between the ages of 
ten and twenty-one, and free from immoralitics of conduct. 
Applications for admission should be made to the Secretary of 
the Board, or the Principal of the Institution. f 

4, Every applicant should be furnished with suitable cloth- 
ing suificient to last one year, and every article that may need 
washing, marked with the full name of the owner. The In- 
stitution will not in general, provide clothing for the pupils, 
but may do so to a limited extent in extreme cases of destitu- 
tion. 

5. Every pupil sent to the Institution, unless accompanied 
by some one who can give the necessary information, should 
bring s written statement of his name, residence, exact age, 
and cause of deafness; also the address of the person to whom 
letters respecting him may be sent.

OF THE INSPECTORS OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


То the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


The inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully refer you to the 
arent’s report, for the operations of the Prison for the last two 
years. It willbe seen that the Institution has been highly pros- 
perous, the gains being $31,364 67, this is mainly attributable to 
the fact that a greater "portion of the conviet labour has been di- 
rected in one settled branch of business, that of preparing stone for 
the State Capitol. 

In addition to the improvements mentioned in the agent’s report, 
we deem it necessary to say, that many others of a minor nature 
has bcen made for the health and comfort of the Prison. 

‘And ‘we cannot omit this opportunity of saying, that we have 
ever witnessed in the Keeper and subordinate officers a disposition 
to manifest every kindness within their power to the prisoner, 
consistent with his safety, and that the general bearing of the of- 


ficers has met our approval.

REPORT 


OF THE KEEPER OF THE PENITENTIARY, OCTOBER 
16TH, 1849. | 


То the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


In conformity with law, Г herewith render you an account of 
the operations of the Prison for the last tuo years, together with 
various statements relative to the convicts; which I trust шау be 
found interesting. 

I¢ will be observed that including the balance of cash, Septem- 
ber 30th, 1847, (say $7619 85) the total cash receipts have been 
forty three thousand nine hundred and fifteen dollars and seven- 
teen cents, the cash expenditures for the same period have been 
forty one thousand three hundred and forty seven dollars and for- 
ty-nine cents, leaving a balance of cash Sept. 30th, 1849, of two 
thousand five hundred and sixty seven dollars and sixty-eight 
cents. 

The nett profits of the Institution, after deducting the amount of 
the expense account, are thirty-one thousand three hundred and 
sixty-four dollars and sixty-four cents during the last two years. 
However, it willbe borne in mind that the greater portion of the 
convict labour for that period has been employed upon the work of 
the Capitol, which is taken into the estimate. 

In consequence of the heavy stone to be hauled, it became ne- 
cessary to make a Turnpike way and Bridge between the Prison 
and Stone Quarry, ata costofsome four hundred dollars, (done 
with convict labour.) The Prison Forges have also sharpened 
tools for workmen (not convicts) employed by the Capitol at the 
Quarry, tothe amount of $1000. Ihave also erected within the 
Prison walls а Saw-Mill, at a cost in cash and labour of $200. 

The above items are not embodied in the account now гепде“- 
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ed, from the fact that they were overlooked until too late to em- 
brace them, and I deem it proper thus to notice them in my report. 

By an act of your last session, the agent of the Prison was direct- 
ed to employ thirty hands in the Stone Quarry. In compliance 
with said act, it became necessary to procure the services of three 
additional Guards at considerable expense, and at ће same time 
in selecting the thirty hands considered safe for the Quarry, I was 
compelled to take about ten of the stone Cutters from the shop, 
who would have been more profitably employed at their trade. 
Only one bold attempt at escape has been made, that occurred at 
the Quarry; two succeeded but were re-taken by the officers of the 
Prison during the same day. 

Considerable improvements were found necessary to be made 
upon the prison property, the roof ofthe front building was origin- 
ally of Copper, but it had become so defective that it was absolute- 
ly necessary to recover it to protect the public buildings, and af- 
ford shelter to the inmates from inclement weather. I according- 
ly had itrecovered with Tin, which upon consultation was thought 
to be best, at a cost of not exceeding $30, besides the copper which 
was given in payment. Ihave also had erected a cook room and 
stove convenient to the dining room, which has likewise under- 
gone improvement, to wit, a new floor of brick has been construct- 
ed, the room has been cieled and painted overhead, new tables, 
benches, table-cloths, knives and forks have been furnished. 
Great care has been taken in having their food properly prepared, 
which has been of wholesome diet, consisting of beef, occasionally 
bason,—coffee in the morning and vegetables in their season. 
Much attention has also been bestowed towards the cleanliness of 
the cells which required an abundant use oflime and frequent 
white-washing, with an additional supply of bed clothing, &c. &c., 
to insure the comfort of the prisoner, but notwithstanding every 
precaution has been used, І am sorry to say the mortality has been 
greater than that of the previous two years. 

It may be proper to remark that the Prisoners have not received 
their winter clothing as early this season as usual; this grows out 
of the faet that the Lebanon Manufactory, which furnishes Goods 
adapted to the purpose was destroyed by fire, and the usual sup- 
ply has been delayed, but is now preparing and expected daily. 

There being no Chaplain the agentcannot but acknowledge his 
obligations to Professor Ingraham for his kind and praise-worthy 
attention to the moral teaching of the prisoners; he has attended to 
them once a week, that is to say once each Sabbath for a portion, 
and twice for the remainder of the two years. I am pleased to say 
that his exertions have had a very marked good effect on their gen- 
eral conduct, I feel the propriety of these remarks the more sensi- 
bly as in my long experience as a prison keeper, 1 have never had 
so little trouble with the discipline as since the attentions of Pro- 
fessor Ingraham. А communication received from him, I beg you 
toreceive with this report. Atyour last session it will be remem- 
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bered that $100 was appropriated from the treasury to found a li- 
brary for the use of the prisoners; that sum has been expended in 
the purehase of three or four hundred volumes, selected with excel. 
lent taste by Miss Dix, and the eagerness with which they are read. 
assures me thatit affords them a great solace in their confinement. 

Before concluding this communication, I deem it proper to re- 
mark, that of the notes and accounts due the Prison, they have 
been accumulating since its establishment alarge number of which 
are wholy unavailable, yet are necessarily reported as. assets. | 
will further state that I have now in my possession and use ten 
mules, purchased with the funds of the prison, on account of the 
State Capitol, at a cost of $1,215,—also, stone Waggons, Drays. 
Carts and Harness, charged to same account, made by the prison. 
worth 8600. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to remark that the Inspectors have 
been very vigilant in discharging the duties of their office, having 
visited the interior of the prison monthly, taking a general view of 
the outlines of its operations. All of which is respectfully sub-

REPORT, 


OF THE PHYSICIAN TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of Tennessee: 


GrxrLEMEN:—Ín making my Biennial Report of the Peniten- 
tiary, it is scarcely necessary to urge, as I have heretofore, the ne- 
eessity of erecting a hospital which is so much wanting; it is pro- 
bable that until the Capitol is finished, nothing of the kind will be 
done. It seems to be the policy of the State to appropriate all 
the labor of the convicts which is available, to the erection of that 
public edifice. In the meantime the interests of the Penitentiary 
seem doomed to suffer the inconvenience of that essential to their 
comfort when sick, a comfortable hospital. J have no doubt this, 
in part, has been the cause of an increased mortality in the prison, 
eighteen having died in the last two years, making four and a half 
per cent per annum, which is more I believe than has occurred be- 
fore except under a visitation of cholera. This season we have 
had no eholera in the prison, but bowel complaints have been 
more general, and of а graver nature than usual. Too much 
praise cannot be avowed to the Superintendent for his untiring 
efforts during the prevalence of cholera in Nashville, to keep it 
out of the prison, by guarding the intercouse with the sick, and in 
keeping the premises clean and wellfumigated. I think it not im- 
probable that these efforts have mainly been the cause of our es- 
cape from cholera. Most of the deaths which have occurred, have 
been persons whose constitutions were greatly impaired when re- 
ceived in the prison.

REPORT. OF PROF. J. H. INGRAHAM. 


To J. McIntosh, Esq.; Agent of the Tennessee Penitentiary: 


Sin:—As you are about to make your report, I feel it is duty 
owed to you and to the Penitentiary to furnish you with a brief 
report of the result of my Sunday labors, during the last two years, 
among the prisoners under your charge. f 

Á casual visit to the Penitentiary in the fall of 1847, made me 
acquainted with the fact, that no stated religious services, as in 
other State prisons, were provided by Jew for its inmates, and that 
they were dependent wholly. upon the occasional and infrequent 
visits of ministers, for all the religious instruction which they re- 
ceived. I learned, further, that in default of these chance services 
on the Lord’s day, they were shut up in their cells, thus suffering 
more severely on that day than any other, the irksome weight of 
their imprisonment. The two-fold desire to afford them stated re- 
ligious instruction, and to open the doors of their cells for a few 
hours on Sunday, prompted me to ask permission of you to visit 
them regularly as a teacher. Your obliging compliance with my 
request, I here acknowledge with pleasure, and, also, your courtesy 
and attention up to this time, as well as the politeness of your 
officers, whose duties and responsibilities have been greatly aug- 
mented by the increased watchfulness necessary when the convicts 
assemble in a body in the Halls, but which have been borne by 
them always with cheerfulness and alacrity. 

During the period in which I have been a regular Sunday visi- 
tor to the prison, I officiated the first year but once a day; but by, 
your request last summer, I have since then officiated twice са, 
Sabbath. 

The experience which my labors have given me, convince me, 
that religious instruction produces upon the minds of convicts the 
most beneficial results. Knowing, in the outset, that seventy out. 
of the two hundred men could not read, I assumed that they were’ 
wholly ignorant of the Bible; and of thé remainder, I suspected 
Er possessed much knowledge of it, or they would not have been 

ere. 

Upon this ground I began my teachings with the first chapter of 
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Genesis, and pursued а systematie course of bible teaching with 
them, which occupied seventeen months to the Revelations. By 
this means I brought before their minds all the great outlines and 
prominent points of revealed truth, from the fall of man to the 
ascension of Christ. As itis impossible fora man to hear the 
Bible read through without being benefitted, I trust that some good 
has been effected. 

The constant attendance of the prisoners, (it being voluntary 
with them to attend or not) their eager, earnest attention, their 
deep interest in listening to the word of God, (hitherto to most of 
them a sealed book) has been a source of gratification to me that 
has amply rewarded all my pains-taking. At your request, I give 
you some results: Four months ago eleven gave their names to 
you Юг baptism; and shortly afterwards four more were appli- 
eants, and last Sabbath, one additional one handed his name to 
an officer for the same sacramental rite. Of these, fifteen, after 
due examination, were baptised by my brother, the Rev. Mr. John 
Ingraham, Rector of St. Pauls: besides this there are about 
twenty who wait to be admitted to the Holy Communion. 

Whether the general character of the prisoners has been im- 
proved by religious teaching, you have better opportunity of judg- 
ing than I possess. If you are satisfied that religious teaching 
does really elevate the standard of moral character in the prison, 
I trust that you will exert your influence towards having a regular 
chaplainey appointed by the Legislature, in order that so large a 
body of men may not be left without constant Sunday services. 
А. prison of two hundred men is a parish in itself, and requires for 
the sick, the dying and the penitent, the regular visitations of a 
clergyman. Certainly no more responsible charge could be com- 
mitted to a minister of God. 

I think a convenient chapel should be erected over the work- 
shops, so that the prisoners can all be brought together in a Бойу,. 
and not be divided as they now are, one half having service in its 
wing only in the morning, and the other half only in the evening. 
А. hospital ought, also, to be provided instead of the small, incon- 
venient apartment now used for the purpose, and for which it is 
wholly unsuited. Both the chapel and hospital could be under 
one roof; and might be erected at a very light cost. 

Before closing my report, I desire to embrace this opportunity 
to bear testimony to the admirable and efficient discipline which I 
have witnessed within the prison: Strict yet parental, humane 
yet vigilant, quiet yet efficient, it appears to be all that can be de- 
sired. The office you hold, sir, is one of peculiar responsibility, 
andealls for qualities of character that do not meet together in 
every man. Severity tempered by kindness, decision by mildness, 
justice by pity should characterise the governor of a prison; and 
these qualities, I well know, you have eminently shown in your 
government of the penitentiary. Most of those who are dis- 
charged call upon me as soon as they come into the city, to thank 
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me for teaching them on the Sabbath, and invariably they have 
spoken of you with affection and respect. They speak of the ad- 
mirable order of ће -prison regulations, the kindness of the officers, 
the goodness of the food, and the absence of all cruelty of pun- 
ishment. Ав I have ventured to express а hope that a chapel and 
hospital may be provided, I also cherish the hope that some alter- 
ation may be effected in the construction of the cells. They are 
far too small for men to be confined in. Being but three feet wide 
and nearly filled up by the cot, ће prisoner must of necessity lie 
down wen locked in. It is to be hoped that our enlightened Leg- 
islature will take this subject into serious consideration.

You will also find accompanying this report, separate statements, 
showing the condition of the Prineipal Bank and each of the 
Branches, on the 1st of July, 1849. 

By the tabular statements herewith submitted, in accordance 
with the resolution of the General Assembly, passed 5th February, 
1848, and marked A. B., С., D. and E., it will appear that the 
capital stock has been reduced by the appropriation to the rivers 
in the Eastern and Western Divisions of the State; by the 
payment of interest upon the State bonds; by the amount refunded 
to Ocoee pürchasers; by the defaleation of the former cashier 
at Columbia; by bad and doubtful debts, and by losses upon Real 
Estate, during the eleven years the Bank has been in operation, 
from more than three millions, to $2,844,652 54, which constitutes 
now its aetual and available capital. 

+ This is the discount on Internal Improvement Bonds purchased by the Bank, 
and will be available when the Bonds become due. 
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The amount of Interest paid annually by the Bank, on the 
Bonds of the State outstanding, may be stated thus:

Тће Bank has paid in interest upon the bonds of the State, in all, 
to Ist July last, in the Eastern cities, $1,178,675; the exchange 
uponwhieh sum, (estimating it at one and a half per cent, which 
is believed to be under the average rate, would be $17,680 12, 
has been saved tothe State, and should be added to the profits of 
the Bank. 

The annual profit upon the available capital, including the 
contingent fund, may be estimated, (after making a fair allowance 
for expenses and losses by bad debts,) at $174,826 37. "The profits 
of the Dank, however, will depend, in a good degree, upon the 
amount and value of our exports, and may vary under the best 
administration of its affairs, from six to eight per cent. Assuming, 
then, seven per cent, as the average, there will appear an annual 
deficiency, to be supplied from the Treasury, or by such other mode 
as the General Assembly may determine, of $100,000. Should 
this deficiency be supplied as suggested, the success of the 
Institution, it is believed, will be placed beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Upon the other hand,if the bank is to remain subject to its 
present liabilities, and be compelled annually to рау, as is now 
the case, about one hundred thousand dollars more than it can 
be expected to make, with the means at its command, the 
result must be a failure. The capital will be reduced more 
and more each year, which will cause a corresponding reduction 
in profits, and before the expiration of the charter (1st January 
1865) the entire capital will have been absorbed. 

lt will be remembered that, by the act passed in January, 
1844, the cashier of the bank was authorized to draw on the 
Comptroller for any deficiency that might occur in the dividends 
to meet its liabilities. Under the operation of the old revenue 
law, it frequently happened that the amount in the Treasury 
was not more than sufficient to meet the current expenses of 
the Government; and, es a eonsequence of this condition of 
the Treasury, the sum of $51,860,99 only, has been drawn from 
that source on aceount of such deficiency, which sum is included 
in the bank statement, as part of the contingent fund. 
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The law of the last session, however, increases the revenue, 
and will, it is believed, raise a sum sufficient to pay the expenses 
of the Government, and supply the annual deficiency in the 
bank; and it is, therefore, respectfully submitted to your hón- 
orable body, whether the publie interest would not be promoted 
by requiring the Comptroller of the Treasury to pay annually 
to the bank the deficiency, or half the amount semi-annually, 
on first of January and first of July.so asto leave the present 
capital untouched? The propriety of this course will be seen 
the more readily as the dividends upon the State’s stock in the 
several works of Internal Improvement, (which, by the charter, 
constituted a part of the contingent fund) have been taken 
from the bank by the act of 1846, and are now payable to the 
Treasury. 

By reference to the several reports made heretofore to your 
honorable body, it will be seen, that the suspended debt (or 
debt in suit) has been steadily increasing in amount until it 
has reached the sum of $697,264 36, two hundred and ninety- 
six thousand five hundred and sixty-two dollars and forty cents 
of which is regarded as lost. This result is owing to the policy 
that has been pursued of discounting a large amount of what 
are called accommodation notes, to be renewed from time to 
time, and in some instances running through a series of years, 
and so long as this policy is pursued, we may expect to see the 
amount increased from year to year. 

But aside from this, it lessens the means and ability of the 
bank to make fair profits, and creates embarrassment in its 
exchanges, with the other banking institutions of the State. 
By way of illustration let us suppose a case:—The three city 
banks have about the same circulation, and on a given day they 
discount notes to the amount of, say $6,000 each, at four months. 
How will the account stand between them when these notes 
mature? The Union Bank requires the whole amount dis- 
counted there to be paid, and receives one-third in our notes $2,- 
000. The Planter’s Bank also requires the whole to be paid, 
and in like manner receives one-third in our notes, $2,000. But 
the State Bank permits the notes discounted by it, to be re- 
newed for-two-thirds of the amount, and collects one-third only in 
its own notes, say $666, Is it not clear then, taking this day's busi- 
ness alone, that each of the other banks will ‘receive $1334 more 
of our notes than we will of theirs? This, it will be remembered, 
is the business of a single day, and which, if extended to the end 
of the year, will present a heavy balance against this institution, 
that must be paid either in exchange upon the Eastern cities, or in 
specie! 

The true interest of the Bank requires, and is it not the interest 
of the country too, that a larger portion of its discounts than has 
been made heretofore, should be in bills drawn upon the produce 
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of the country, the cotton, tobacco, iron, horses, mules, cattle, and 
hogs, that are to be sent to a distant market, and in real transaction 
paper, or notes payable at maturity? Several of the branches 
have been, within the last few years, materially benefited by 
adopting this policy, and none more than the branch at Rogers- 
ville. ЈЕ has made no bad debts for the last four years, and Љу 
inereasing the diseounts in bills during that time, their available 
means have been increased until it has become one of the 
strongest branehes belonging to the Institution. And, in fact, all 
past experience proves that this is the only way to sustain the 
Institution, and make it answer the purposes for which it was 
intended. : 

Under the aet of the last session (ch. 141, sec. 4) the agents 
appointed to wind up the branches at Athens and Clarksville, 
have been authorized to use the capital remaining at these 
branehes respectively, in the purchase of bills in their several 
distriets, and in this way they have extended to the country all 
the aid in their power, whilst their means have been made more 
available. 

The ageney at Columbia, has been equally well managed. 
The course of liquidation commenced by the former board, has 
been carried out for the last two years, and the business of that 
branch is much nearer wound up than either of the others, 
The circulation on the Ist of July last, was $10,274, only. 

I beg leave in conclusion to say that it will afford the officers 
of the bank pleasure to furnish any further information, connected 
with the bank, or its branches, that may be desired by your honor- 
able body. All of which is respectfully submitted.

January, and 1st July of each year, at the same time charging off their expense accounts, while the prineipal 
bank makes its dividend annually, running its expense account through the whole year. Thus you will see 
the tables heretofore furnished, embrace only six months expenses of the branches and the expenses of the 
principal bank the whole year. This error is corrected in the tables now furnished, made up from the Books of 
the branches, and from their semi-annual statements, but this will make no change inthe dividends of the 
branches, as heretofore reported.

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: ae 


The Act of 1835, chap. 12, provides, among other things, that 
the Comptroller shall make out an accurate .statement of the 
receipts and disbursements of the Treasury,for each and every 
year, ending on the first. Monday of October; also, of the unex- 
pended balances, if any there be, of the several appropriationss 
the amount remaining in the Treasury; the amount of warrants 
issued and not redeemed, if апу: there be; and report the same 
tothe General Assembly, at each and every regular session 
thereof, together with such remarks on the finance of the State” 
às he shall deem proper for the consideration of the Legislature. 

In undertaking the discharge of this duty, it is proper for; the 
undersigned: first to say, that-he entered upon the du'ies ot this 
office in the month of June last, having been appointed thereto 
by his Excellency, the Governor of the State, in the place of Е. 
К. Zolliéoffer, resigned. Asat present organized, the office of 
Comptroller is, to the publie, the most important, and, to the« 
incumbent, the most responsible known to our State government. 
In thé eomparatively short space of time allowed him, the under- 
signed cannot hope, whilst laboring to di&charge promptly the 
current business of the office, to have ` overcome all the difficul- 
ties of a position to him so new and untried, or to be able to , 
submit, to the wisdom and scrutiny of the General Assembly, 
the result of his labors with that éonfidence which should be. > 
founded alone upon experience and long and patient toil. ;

Condition of Siate Debt. 


The public debt now owing by the State, may be said to have 
begun with the establishment of the Union Bank, at the called 
session of the Legislature in 1832; In that institution the State 
became a Stoek-holder to the extent of half a million of dollars, 
to obtain which the Governor was authorized by the charter of 
the Bank to execute, and cause to be negotiated, bonds of the 
State, bearing five per cent. interest, and payable fifteen, twenty, 
twenty-five and thirty years after date. Of the bonds thus is- 
sued, the first instalment of $125,000, fell due on the first of 
January, 1818, and was paid by the Bank of Tennessee. The 
three remaining instalments of $125,000 each, fall due on the 
first of January, 1853, first of January, 1858, and first of Jan- 
пагу, 1863. 

No other indebtedness of a permanent nature was incurred by 
the State until the passage of the act of 1835, entitled “an act - 
to encourage Internal Improvements,” &e. Under this law and 
the aet of 1888, establishing the Bank of Tennessee, and that 
general system of Internal Improvements, which has proven so 
fruitful, alike of benefits to the publie, and abuses cf the pub- 
lic treasure, many works, really demanded by the wants of soci- 
ety and of geueral public utility, have been constructed, whilst in 
some instances, individuals, taking advantage of the liberal spirit 
of existing laws, have caused the State to embark in enterprises,

In view of the population, 
wealth and resources of the State, this debt cannot be regarded 
as one of any great maguitude, but is still large enough to invite 
` the constant attention of those to whomshall be committed, from 
time to time, the management of public affairs. |

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The balance remaining in the Treasury on the first Monday of 
October 1847 as shown by the books of the Comptroller and Treas- 
ürer, and as reported to the last General Assembly, was $177,981 
73. It wasstatedat the time that the Treasurer's account in Dank 
exhibited a somewhat smaller balanee, though it was not then 
ascertained with certainty what the discrepancy amounted to. 
By dint of perseverance, and that patient investigation so char- 
acteristic of the late incumbent of this office, the precise amount 
of this discrepancy was afterwards ascertained to be, on the 
first of April 1844, 8864 16; which discrepancy arose within the 
eight years during which Miller Francis was Treasurer; but 
how or at what partieular period eannot now be determined, 

In the month of March 1848 it was also ascertained that Gen. 
Robert B. Turner, late Treasurer, had received of the publie 
money $12,476 33 more than he had deposited to his credit in 
Bank. The same mot having been accounted for, these two 
items make up the sum of $13,840 49 to be deducted from the 
balance properly belonging to the Treasury. | 

It furthermore appears that the amount of Gen. Turner's 
checks issued exceeds the amount as yet presented at the Bank 
for payment by the sum of $38 03, which added to the amount 
of excess of moneys received over moneys deposited, constitutes 
the total amount of his delinquency $12,514 36. ` 

Under instructions from the Comptroller steps were, in due 
time, taken by the Attorney General of the sixth Judicial Cir- 
euit to recover this deficit, and judgment was obtained against 
the securities of the late Treasurer for $9,889, 36 the amount 
ascertained to be due after deducting $2,625 00 on account of 
so much of his salary undrawn. Upon this judgment $7,552 
22 have been received into the Treasury. 


Explanatory Remarks. 


The receipts into the Treasury within the last two years have 
increased from $710,907 61 to $790,693 58, whilst the disburse- 
ments for the same period have increased fromthe sum of $642, 
314 32 to the sum of $802,436 66—exceeding the disbursements 
for the two preceding years $160,122 34.

Character and Sources of Revenue. 


Clerks of the County Courts are charged with the collection 
of the State tax on the registration of deeds, the tax on Mer- 
ehants, Auctioneers, Pedlers, Brokers, Public Exhibitions and on 
all privileges for the exercise of which license is required. 

Circuit, Chancery and Supreme Court Clerks collect the pen- 
абез ог forf«itures accruing in their respective Courts, and a 
specifie tax ou all suits, at law or in equity, to be paid by theun- 
successful party. | 

The direct taxes on property and polls are collected by Sher- 
Шз, or, as the ease may be, by Revenue Collectors appointed by 
the County Courts. . 

By the revenue act of 1835, а poll tax of twelve and 
à half cents was levied upon each white male inhabitant of the 
State between the ages of twenty-one and fifty years, and a tax 
of five cents to the hundred dollars on the value of all lands, 
town lots, pleasure carriages, Bank stocks, and slaves between 
the ages of twelve and fifty years. Subsequent acts of: he 
Legislature increased the tax on property. and licensed privileges 
fifty per cent; and also brought into the list and made taxable, 
m like manner various other objects, such as pianos, jew- 
elry, watches, gold and silver plate, capital loaned or depos- 
ited at interest, certain turnpikes and bridges, and all stocks in 
the incorporated companies of the State. 

But the act passed 5th February 1848, entitled an act to amend 
the Revenue laws of this State, increases the poll tax to fifteen. 

езпіз, and rovides that a yearly tax of ey cents on the hundred 
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dollars shall be assessed upon the valae of all taxable estate, 
real and personal; and again by another act of the same date a 
special tax of one and a half:eents upon each hundred dollars 
worth of taxable property was levied to continue in force for the 
term of three years, and be applied to the establishment of a 
State Hospital. Hence the decided increase to be cbservod in 
the receipts from Sheriffs and Collectors within the last two years. 

The receipts from entry takers are the praceeds of entries and 
gales of the publie lands south and west of the Congressional 
Reservation line, and are applied as hereinafter stated. Pay- 
ments into the Treasury from this source have declined very 
mueh since the last Report, and for the future may be regarded 
as forming no part of the acerning revenue. 

The receipts from the Bank of Tennessee eonstitute the annual 
dividends of $100,000 for Common Schools and $18,000 for 
county Academies, which, by the provisions of ifs ebarter, the 
Bank is required to place in the Treasury. 

The amounts reeeived from the Planters’ Bank and the seve- 
ral Insurance Companies, are the proceeds of the annual tax 

aid on their respeetive corporation privileges, which together 
with the 8100.000 from the Bank of ‘Tennessee, and the $2.000in 
lieu of the Sehool land tax, constitute the fund annually appor- 
tioned among Common Schools. | 

The payment by the Lawrenceburg Bank comes also as a 
bonus on the amount of its stock paid in from that Institution. 

- The sum of S188 7S received on sales of lands, &e., is the 
amount of collections thus far made by J. №. A. Maury. Agent 
and Trustee, upon sales of lands received by the State from the 
eld Nashville Bank under Resolution passed 23d January, 1846.

lowed; but the law has since been repealed. "The payments un- 
ed pus head were for warrants issued previous to the repeal of 
the law.

Miscellaneous Expenditures. 


Bank of Tennessee on Account of Union Bank Bonds.—By an act 
passed December 4, 1847, the Bank of Tennessee is directed to li- 
quidate, as soon as possible, $125,000 of the Bonds of the State, 
executed for stock in the Union Bank, falling due on the first day 
of January, 1848. And in order to prevent a reduction in its cap- 
ital the Dank is authorised to draw upon the Treasury for the 
sum above-mentioned, in four semi-annual installments. Three 
of those installments have been drawn which constitute the 
charge under this head. . 

State Board Common School Commissioners.—By an act of 1848 
the Comptroller is directed to pay over the amount retained by 
him under the act passed Jan’y 24, 1846, to the board of Commis- 
sioners of Common Schools, to be by them vested in State bonds, 
the interest of which to be distributed as other School funds.

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Academy Fund. 


The Act of 1837-8, establishing the Bank of "Tennessee, pro- 
vides that, out of the dividends of the Bank, there shall be ap- 
propriated for thirty years, or so long as the Bank shall continue 
in operation, the sum of eighteen thousand dollars per annum for 
the use and benefit of county Academies, to be applied as the Gen- 
eral Assembly may direct. This the Bank has regularly paid into 
the Treasury for the purpose contemplated; and by the act of 
‚1840, chap. 102, each county in the State, without regard to popu- 
lation, is entitled to and draws from the Treasury an equal por- 
tion of the amount thus appropriated. "The following is a state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements of this fund, and the bal- 
ances, uncalled for at the several periods indicated:

Western District College Fund. 


This fund originated under the Act of Congress, approved Au- 
gust 7, 1846, relinquishing to the State of Tennessee all the va- 
cant and unappropriated lands lying within the limits of the 
same, upon condition that the State would, out of the proceeds 
of the sales of such lands, set apart and apply the sum of forty 
thousand dollars for the esta}-lishment and support of a college 
at Jackson, in the Western District. The balance of this fund re- 
maining in the treasury on the firs: Monday of Oct’r, 1847, after 
deducting payments made in liquidation of land warrants, and to 
the Bank of Tennessee for the use of the United States treasury, 
amounted to $45,179 86. Since that time the receipts have 
amounted to six thousand two hundred and fifty-three dollars and 
sixty-eight cents. In obedience to an aet of the last General 
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Assemb!y, the Comptroller, on the 15th November, 1847, issued 
his warrant upon the Treasurer in favor of the president and 
trustees of the college at Jackson for said sum of $40,060. 

The following statement will show the annual receipts and 
disbursements of the fund from the opening of the land offices 
under the act of 1842, chap. 24. to the present time, and also the 
balance now remaining in the treasury, to be applied as the 
Legislature, under the conditions imposed, may direct:

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By resolution of the last General Assembly, the Comptroller 
was directed to collect and invest in State bonds, at as early a 
day as praeticable, the bequeathment of Spencer T. Hunt, de- 
ceased, to the Comptroller of the Treasury, in trust for the use 
of the common school fand of the counties of Humphreys and 
Dickson. This bequeathment consisted of land and negroes, 
which were ordered by a decree of the chancery court to be sold 
by the elerk and master at Charlotte, the land on a credit of one 
and two years, and the negroes on a eredit of four months. In 
accordance with said decree, I learn from the clerk thatthe lands 
were sold on the 26th June, 1848, for $2,851 00; and five of the 
negroes on the first day of January, 1849, for $1.889 00. These 
are the only facts which have come to my knowledge. No mo- 
ney has yet been paid into this office from this source. 


A statement in detail of all the outstanding delinquencies to 
the Treasury is in progress of preparation, and will, in due time, 
be presented to your honorable body.

his aggregate would have been much greater, if it had nog 
been for the destructive effects of the freshets in the winter of 
1847-8, and the prevalence of the cholera in Nashville, and some 
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ef the contiguous counties, throughout a large portion of the last 
year. Dy the freshets occurring in the winter of 1847-8, the 
bridge over Duek river, on tho Franklin and Columbia turnpike 
read, was entirely swept off, and a new one has been erected ata 
сові of five or six thousand dollars to the company—during its 
re-eonstruetion the collection of a portion of the tolls was sus- 

ended. Бу the same freshets, the bridges over Stone's river, 

rowns and Mill Creeks, on the Nashville and Lebanon road, 
and the bridges over the east and west forks of Stone’s river, on 
the Jefferson turnpike, were either entirely swept off, or so dam- 
aged, as te require heavy outlays to re-construct oy repair them. 
During the actual or reported prevalence of cholera іп Nash- 
ville for six months of the current year, the travel and transport- 
ation were greatly diminished, and, for a portion of that time, 
wholly suspended, on all the lines of road leading into Nashville, 

From the “Nolensville company,” [have reccived no toll, By 
its undertaking to construct one mile of the “Mill Creek Valley” 
road, its tolls have been mostly absorbed; bat according to its 
last report, all of its liabilities will have been discharged by the 
first of January next, and an overplus of 8600 or 700 will at that 
time be paid into the treasury of the State. 

From the “Gallatin company” no tolls have been received, and 
probably will not be for several years. The creditors of this 
company, some years ago, filed a bill to subject the stock to the 
payment of their claims—the court refused to sell the stock, but 
deereed that the whole dividends of toll should be paid over to 
the creditors in discharge of their claims—about 83000 a year 
^im been thus paid, and the residue of the debts amounts to about 

20.000 

The Big Hatchee, Forked-Deer, Ashport and Fulton turnpike 
companies are paying no dividends, and probably never will—all 
the tolls collected are expended in such temporary repairs as will 
keep there roads in a passable condition. Бу an act cf the last 
General Assembly the Doard of Internal Improvement was au- 
thorized to sell the State's interest in the Big Hatchee road, but 
no sale has been made. 

The “Harpeth company” has as yet, paid no dividends. The 
original eenstruetion of the road was imperfect, and the company 
has given a lease of its tolls for three years to have it repaired in 
a substantial manner; two years of which lease have yet to ex- 

ire. 

The “Pelham and Jasper" road by compromise has passed into 
ether hands, and the State sustained an entire loss of the fund 
expended in its original construction. 

y an act of the last legislature, the time for the completion 
of the “Murfreesborngh and Manchester” turnpike road was ex- 
tended for one year from the passage of the act. Atthe expira- 
tion of the year, I visited the road and found some portions of it 
wholly impassable, and but little of the maeadamized part com- 
pleted as the charter requires. This, together with all the other 
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necessary facts in relation to the road, were reported to the At- 
torney General of the State, who has instituted suit against the 
company, whieh is now pending. " : 

The “East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company,” since 
its re-organization by the last Legislature, has received $40,000 
in State Bonds, being a part of the original subscription of the 
State-to that improvement. The whole of this road, as I under- 
stand, has been put under contract; in the prosecution of which 
five or six hundred hands are now at work on the lower end, and 
, unless some unlooked for event retards the progress of the work, | 
seventy-five miles will be in readiness for the superstructure in 
some short time, 

The “Memptis and LaGrange Railroad,” on which the State 
has expended $216,000, has been for some time considered as а 
total loss of the whole sum; but from the growing commerce of 
Memphis, some line of Railroad communication will be pushed 
from that point into the interior, either directly to Charleston. or 
to meet the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, probably at 
Nashville; in either of which events the bed of the Memphis and 
LaGrange Railroad will fall within the general -route of these 
new improvements; and the State in granting either of these new 
charters, will be exercising buta just regard for her own vested 
rights, to require in the charter, that the new company shall take 
the present improvement of the Memphis and LaGrange road at 
a reasonable valuation, either as stock in the new improvement, 
orincash. In this way the State, without doing injustice to 
any one, may reimburse’ herself to some extent, the funds she has 
expended. 

At different periods during the last two years, I have inspected 
as many of the roads as absence from other official duties would 
allow; found them, generally, in good condition, and the compa- 
nies efficiently administered. The original toll-books at the 
several gates were carcfally examined, and compared with the 
reports made to me, and I had the satisfaction to find that the 
full amount appearing on the books had been, in every instance, 
faithfully and honestly reported by the companies. 

Before closing this report, I trust it will not be considered in- 
_ trusive to direct the mind of the Legislature to what is evidently 
а defect in the existing legal provisions connected with these 
turnpike companies. In granting the charters, it .was no doubt 
the intention of the Legislature to invest the companies with the 
right of exacting and receiving from each individual using the 
road a certain compensation for such use, proportionate to the 
distance. As a means of defining and collecting these dues, a 
system of tolls and of toll-gates was established, at prescribed 
points оп the road. This system, where the roads are regularly 
traveled through, and each gate passed as it occurs, is very sim- 
ple and efficient in doing equal justice to all concerned. But 
there is a disposition in the minds of many, who use the roads, to 
evade the payment of tolls wherever it can be done without 
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ineurring the existing legal penalties. Many pass along the 
intermediate portions of the road without passing through any of 
the gates, and of course without the payment of any toll. And, 
as it is the vse of. the road, and not simply a passing through the 
gates, whieh creates the obligation to pay, many of these just 
obligations remain undischarged, and the companies have no 
legal means of enforcing them. Thus, the system of toli-gates, 
as the only instrument of the law, fails to attain the ends cf 
justice, and requires some auxiliary remedy to accomplish thet 
object. If alaw were passed authorizing the companies, in ail 
сазез where the gates are not passed through, and the regular 
tolls not paid, to sue for and reeover from the person using any 
portion of a road, а sum not exceeding the regular rates of toll 
on said road, a remedy would be fürnished broad enough to meet 
the full equity and justice of every ease. Under such à provi- 
sion as this, I doubt not, the State's revenue from these roads 
would be increased some thousands of dollars annually, and the 
existing temptations to evade the payinent of tolls be entirely 
removed.

REPORT 
OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE AFFAIRS OF THE 


EAST TENNESSEE & GEORGIA RAILROAD. 


The joint Select Committee appointed by the Senate and 
House of Representatives, to examine into and investigate the 
condition and affairs of the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad 
Company, with instructions to inquire— 

Ist, “How much stoek was paid in by the individual stock- 
holders? and in what paid, whether in money, labor or damages, 
for the right of way? Апа how much was paid in by the State 
under the Act of 1837? 

2d, “What is the value of the work done on the road under the 
old charter, compared with its nominal value? And if the nom- 
inal and real value of the work done are not the same, what is 
the difference, and ће reason for it? 

3d. “What is the contract with Gen. Duff Green? What is 
he to get for building the road? And how much stock “of the 
Company was he to take as part of the consideration for building 
the road, if any?—And whether this was not reported as so much 
paid in by private subscription, upon which an equal amount of 
State bonds issued? And what amount of State bonds have 
been issued under the new charter!—And that -said committee 
be authorized and required to extend their investigations to what- 
ever they may think the interest of the State may demand; not- 
Withstanding the terms of this resolution may not require it— 
the object being to have a full, fair, thorough expose of all the 
affairs of said company, and that said committee report the re- 
sult of their deliberation at as early a day as practicable; and, 
for the purposes, aforesaid that said committee have power to 
send for persons and papers, with power to compel their attend- 
ance, Having had the subject of said resolution under consid- 
eration at numerous meetings of the cominittee, and having 
made a full and thorough investigation into the condition and af- 
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fairs of said company, by the examination of the eharter and laws 
governing said Company; by a critical inspection of the reports 
and official documents of said Company, andof tue reports ot 
commissioners appointed and reporting under the provisions of the 
Act of 1810; by an examination of the action of the Board of In- 
ternal Improvements, the Attorney General of the State and the 
Governor, on the applications of said Company for the issue of 
State bonds; and by an examination of the President of said 
Company, and Samuel A.Smith,a director on the part of the 
State and other witnesses, on interogatories and by a due consid- 
eration of other matters and things connected with said exami- 
nation; and having come to a fulland satisfactory conclusion, in 
their own minds, said committee now report the result of their 
labors, as follows: 

First. They find that-on the 3d of October, 1842, when the 
Stute by her Attorney General instituted suit against the old 
company. and suspended tho work and business of the company 
by injunction, the individual stockholders had paid on their stock 
$357,093; that between said date and the 31st of March,1848, they 
had paid a further sum of $103,662; making their payments to 
said last mentioned date 460,662, and since said last men- 
tioned date have made further payments to the amount of 
$63,738 33 cents making their aggregate payments to this 
time the sum of $529,590 38. The committee cannot as- 
certain and report precisely what amounts of said payments 
were made in cash, or in labor, or in right of way, or any other 
thing. From the testimony, however, they aro satisfied the 
greater portion of the payments were made by the stockholders 
in cash, and in cash liabilities of the company incurred for work 
which had been actually done, esitmated and received before 
such payments on stock were made. In short the committee 
are satisfied that by payment made by the individual stockhold- 
ers іш labor, right of way, orauything else besides cash, no inju- 
ry or loss has been suffered by the Company, the State or individ- 
ual stockholders; and that in the partnership between the State and 
individuals, іп said Company, по fraud has been committed or at- 
tempted by individuals in their payments of stock. The commit- 
tee find that the State had paid under the Act of 19thof January, 
1888, the sum of $357,000, on 3d of October 1842, between the 
Sd of October, 1842, and the 31st of March, 1848, she paid а іш- 
ther sum of $92,000; and since then and under the amended 
eharter or new organization of the Company $73,090, making 
her entire payments of stock in said Company $592,000. 

Secondly. The committee further find that the nominal value 
or entire cost of the road, under the old charter, or rather old or- 
ganization was about $940,000; and they assume asits real val- 
ue the amount assessed and agreed upon by the commissioners 
acting under the Act of 4th of February, 1848, being the sum of 
$454,581. The committee assume said valuation as the real 
value of the work, orrather road, at said date, because fixed by 
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commissioners шег an Act of the Legislature, and binding on 
the State and individual stockholders. The report of said commis- 
sioners is filed in the office of the Comptroller and bears date the 
31st March, 1848, being the time at which said valuation was made. 
The: committee are satisfied the old work on the road is fully 
worth the amount of said valuation. Said commissioners under 
authority of said Act also scaled or reduced the paid stock of the 
State at said date, to the sum of $224,500, and that of individ- 
duals to the sum of $230,831. So that the present interest of the 
State in said road will be, when she pays the balance of her pres- 
ent subscription, the sum of $425,500. 

The committee report, therefore, that there is a difference be- 
tween the nominal and real value of the work done,&e , under the 
old charter, as before shown; and they-state the following as con- 
stituting, in their opinion, the principal and perhaps the only rea- 
sons for that difference. That is to say: Ist. The contracts 
were let at à time [1837 and 1838,] when, as is known to every 
one, the price of labor and supplies were ext'avagantly high. and 
consequently the work was undertaken and done athigh prices. 

9d, А loss of: about $100,000, being discount on the sale of the 
bonds of the State issted to said.Company in paymen: of her 
gtock. | 

34. On account of, the suspension of the work by the injunc- 
tion of the State, the Company lost $60 or $70,000 in the accu- 
mulation of interest on debts. 

4th. The Company lost in preparations for making iron for the 
road, about $30,000 dollars, the work being suspended and en- 
joined by the State. 

5th. 'The suspension of the work, by the suit of the State, for 
a great length of time, caused a loss of near $30,000 in the de- 
cay and destruction of timbers prepared for the road. 

6th. The injury to the road bed, embankments, culverts, drains, 
ditches, &c., on account of the work remaining so long unre- 
paired and unprotected. 

т. Thé accumulation of costs in suits instituted against the 
Company during the pendency of the State's suit which suspend- 
ed the operations of the Company. These, the committee after 
mature deliberation are satisfied constitute the principal losses 
sustained by the Company, and are the causes of the diTerence 
between the nominal and real value of the work done under the 
old organization. And the committee deem it but justice to state 
that, in their opinion, the action of the State, caused a portion, if 
notindeed the larger portion of those losses. But the commit- 
tee will not suffer themselves to find fault, either with the consti- 
tuted authorities of the State, or with the individual stockholders, 
or with th edirection of the Company, in regard to any of those 
causes of loss to the corporation. There does not seem to be any 
ground for the crimination of either of the parties; and ih > com- 
mittee think that ће depreciation and losses were in some degree 
owing to the peculiar condition of the affairs of the country, at 
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the time: governed and controlled by causes over and beyond the 
control of the parties in said corporate partnership. 

Thirdly. The committee have bad before them and have exam- 
ined the contract with Gem. Duff Стева with said Company for 
the building of the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad. The 
contract is a large one, as it embraces the construction and equip- 
ment of the entire road from Dalton in Georgia to Knoxville, and 
the building and furnishing all engine and car houses, depot and 
station houses, wood and water stations, and in short all necessa- 
ry and proper buildings and fixtures so as to put the road in com- 
plete and successful operation. The first section of forty miles 
is to be completed by the first of July, 1850; the second section 
of forty miles to Elair’s Ferry on the Tennessee River to be com- 
pleted by the first of March 1852, and the remaining section to 
Knoxville by the first of March, 1854, On the entire contract 
the Company are to pay Gen. Green $1,859,000, besides the 
bridge across the Tennessee river, which is to be paid for on the 
valuation of competent engineers. Of the foregoing sum the 
Company are to pay Gen. Green $ 1,150,000 in the stock or shares 
of the Company, as the stoek is earned by him in the progress of 
the work. {he road to be constructed under this contract is to 
be а, first class road, with first class equipments; it will be, indeed, 
when finished, one of the best roads in the Union. Its average 
cost per mile including bridges, buildings, equipments and every- 
thing else necessary to put it in full operation, will be something 
under $22,099; which the committee believe is much under the 
average cost per mile of good Rairoads heretofore constructed 
in the United States. ‘The committee are of opinion that, under 
all the circumstances, the contract is a very favorable one for the 
Company, if carried into execution as they, from the evidence 
they have taken, are induced to believe it will be. And by the 
term Company the committee intend to include the State. 

‘[ he committee further report that the stock to be taken by Gen. 
Green under his contract was not reported as so much stock paid 
in by private subscription upon which an equal amount of State 
bonds issued. They are satisfied there never was any: intention 
whatever on the part of the Company or its officers so to report 
said stock, On the contrary, Gen. Green is only paid shares 
of stock as he earns them, and does not receive any advances on 
his contract either in stock or any other thing, and consequently 
cannot be in debt to the Company at any time. The committee 
are also satisfied that no individual stock of said Company is re- 
ported as paid until itis bona fide paid. 

‘Lhe committee find no cause of complaint or ground for a 
charge of fraud in relation to any transaction of the Company, 
whatever. ‘lhey have been informed that vague rumors, sur- 
mises, indefinite charges and misstatements have been put in 
circulation in different places, caleulated to impair confidence іп 
the Company, to destroy its credit and to retard its successful ope- 
rations. ‘These the committee think unfounded and unjust; and 
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whether originated and circulated throngh ignorance or in malice, 
shonld be at once abandoned and disregarded. The committee 
find no just-cause for them whatever, and make this statement to 
disabuse the public mind. 6 

The committee will here take occasion to remark—and it gives 
them pleasure to do so—that, so far as they can ascertain, the 
affairs of said company are managed with prudence and fidelity; 
and that the officers, directors, and agents of the company are 
entitled to the confidence, aid and support of the State and her . 
eitizens, in their efforts for the construction of their road. 

Our examinations and enquiries have also satisfied your com- 
mittee, that Gen. Duff Green, the contractor, is a man of great 
resources of mind, of much experience, and is excelled by few 
men in energy and perseverance. "They arealso pleased to learn 
that the engineers and agents in charge of the work, are well 
qualified and working men, and such as ean ђе depended on to 
carry forward a public work. 

The committee also report that the work on the road is pro- 
gressing with energy and rapidity; that eighty miles out of one 
hundred and fourteen, the length of the road, are in such a state 
of forwardness as to be made ready in a short time for receiving 
the superstructure; and that the timbers for some fifteen or twen- 
ty miles are prepared and ready to be laid down. 

It is deemed fitting and proper that your committee remark, in 
conclusion, that the East Теппеззее and Georgia Railroad is one 
of the great improvements of the State; that its construction 
will do much in unlocking and bringing into use the resources of 
an important section of our commonwealth; that the position and 
connexions of said work, make it an important link in the great 
chain of railways which must and will, ere long, bind together the 
extreme north-east and south-west corners of the State. 

This work cannot be abandoned ur put down. It must be con- 
strueted, and every citizen of the State is deeply interested in its 
. Speedy completion. And this urgent necessity calls upon us all 
toreach out a sustaining and helping hand. We are satisfied 
the work cannot be brougbt to an early completion without lib- 
eral aid from the State. "M 

This improvement commends itself to every member of this 
Legislature. First. because the State has unproduetive capital 
vested in it, and because that capital cannot be made productive, 
in any definite period, without further aid from the State; and, 
secondly, because, from its state of forwardness, the work can, 
With proper aid, be brought into use in à short period, and can . 
800n be made to yield a dividend to the State on her inyestment; 
and, thirdly, the State will not, in the opinion of your committee, 
risk much, if anything, in granting the aid which the committee 
learn is asked by the company, because your committee firmly 
believe that the road will have abundant capacity and resources 
of trade and business, to- meet the interest as it falls due, and to 
liquidate the principal of the loan at maturity. These are rea- 
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sons which, as before remarked, commend themselves to every 
member of this Legislature, and they are reasons which, among 
others, urge your committee to recommend to the Legislature 
to grant to the company the aid of the State heretofore asked for; 
and your committee do therefore, ia good faith, earnestly and re- 
epectfully recommend and urge the same. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT. 


NasuvinLLE, Nov. Ist, 1849. 
To the Speaker of the Senate and 


of the House of Representatives: 


In pursuance of the provisions of the first section of an act, 
passed February 5th, 1848, entitled “Ап act to provide for the 
establishment of a State Hospital for the Insane in Tennessee,” 
his excelleney theGovernor appointed commissioners, But soon 
after the appointments were officially announced, it was ascer- 
tained that several of the appointees were unable or unwilling 
to serve, and a delay of one ог two months occurred before the 
board could be filled with gentlemen in the adjoining counties, 
who had the leisure and the will to engage in the undertaking. 
The board was finally constituted by the appointment of the foi- 
lowing persons, to wit: Lucius J. Polk, of the county of Maury; 
John J. White aud Daniel S. Donelson, of the county of Sumner; 
Henry S. Frazier, of the county of Wilson; Samuel D. Morgan; 
Andrew Ewing aud Alexander Allison, of the county of Davidson. 
Five of the above named commissioners met and organized 
themselves into a board, by the appointment of Alexander Alli- 
son, chairman, and Andrew Ewing, Esq., secretary and treasurer; 
and after giving public notice that propositions for the sale of 
sites suitable for a Lunatic Asylum would be received, they 
commenced the examination of sites, and, after considerable 
time spent in their inspection, they selected, in the month of 
April last, and contracted with E. H. Foster, G. M. Fogg, Esqrs. 
and Dr. L H. Harris, commissioners under a decree of the chan- 
€ery court, for а farm in the county of Davidson, containing 
&bout two hundred and fifty-five асгез, for which the sum of nine 
thousand dollars was agreed to be paid, one-third in eash, the 
residue in two equal annual payments bearing interest from date. 
The contract thus made was consummated on the 12th of May, 
1849, by the payment of three thousand dollars in cash, and the 
execution of the individual notes of three of the members of the 
board for the remaining two payments; whereupon a deeree was 
rendered, vesting the title of the land in the State of Tennessee, 
on the payment of these two notes. 
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"The board might have made a purchase much sooner, but 
thought it best to defer the matter until a thorough examination 
of the proper sites could be made, and a sum sufficient to meet 
the object would accumulate in the treasury under the provisions 
of the fifth section of the act referred to. 

The farm selected lies six miles from the city of Nashville, its 
northern boundary resting upon the Murfreesborough turnpike 
road, while its southern boundary is not exceeding one mile from 
the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad. It forms very nearly a 
square plat of ground, about one-fourth woodland. It is well 
watered by four springs, all arable; the soil is good and suscep- 
tible of the highest state of improvement, every part of it being 
free from surface rock. 'The whole can be most conveniently laid 
off for all the purposes of farming, horticulture, pasturage, and 
pleasure grounds. The site tor the building being not far from 
the centre, the ground upon which it will be erected is sufficient- 
ly elevated to give it the advantage of the most perfect drainage. 

The building will front and stand about five hundred and fifty 
yards from the Murfreesborough turnpike road, and with very 
slight improvement on the ground, will be in full view of it. 
'The appearance of the building when finished, whether viewed 
upon а near approach to it or from a distance, will be greatly 
enhaneed by being most handsomely relieved by two natural 
forests which stand a short distance from each end of it. | 

There are two other considerations which, in the opinion of 
the board, highly commend the place for the purposes for which 
it is designed: the first is, the four springs mentioned will at all 
times afford an abundant supply of pure water free from the 
strong impregnation of lime so common to the waters in this 
country; the other, that there is not on the place, or in its imme- 
diate vicinity, any local eause eapnble of producing disease. 

After having concluded the purchase of the farm, the board 
were strongly impressed with the conviction of the necessity of 
& correct knowlege of the various modern improvements in the 
architeeture of such buildings, and that such a thorough infor- 
mation as to be useful in practice could only be obtained by a 
personal examination of the recently constructed edifices in other 
States of the Union. Acting under this impression, they sought 
and obtained the serviees of Dr. John S. Young, so long and so 
fasorably known for his abilities and faithfulness in the perform- 
ance of his duties, and he immediately set out on his tour, 
and was employed düring the whole month of May and a part of 
the month of June last. After his return home, at his instance 
and under his directions, two plans were drawn by Maj. А. Hei- 
man, architect, which were transmitted to the board by Dr. Young 
as parts and exhibits of the report whieh he made, one of which 
was adopted and has been deposited in the office of Secretary 
ef State—to which, together with the able report of Dr. Young; 
(which is appended to and made a part of this report,) the atten- 
tion of your honorable body is most respectfully and earnestly 
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invited. The plan adopted is in every essentia Iparticular like the 
Insane Hospital near Providence, Rhode Island, except the style 
of architecture, which accords with Major Heiman's own views, 
and does credit to his skill and taste. 

The building will be a plain, neat brick structure upon a stone . 
foundation, composed of a centre building 95 by 50 feet, with 
two lateral wings, each 114 feet long, making the front of the 
building 923 feet; in addition there will be three other wings, 
thetwo front each 180 feet, extending at right angles from each 
end of the front building, the third extending 85 feet from the 
centre of the back part of the centre building; for particularsin 
relation to dimentions, reference is invited to the ground plan. 

All of the building will be three stories high, except the cen- 
tre building and the projections in the ends of the wings, which 
will be four stories high. The building, when complete, will con- 
tain two hundred and sixteen rooms, and will, it is believed, af- 
ford ample accommodation for two hundred and fifty patients, 
that being the number specified by the General Assembly. 

The building will be warmed by the heat reflected from steam 
pipes, and will be supplied with water from tanks on the top of 
the building, which will be filled by means of pumps placed at a 
reservoir, which will collect the water of the three springs men- 
tioned. In short, the building will incorporate all the modern 
improvements. For particular information in regard to which 
you are again referred to the report of Dr. Young. 

As early as the month of May last, the Board commenced col- 
lecting materials for the building, and about the first of Septem- 
ber last, the work was actually commenced. The excavations 
are nearly complete and large quantities of stone, lime and 
sand have been hauled, and it is designed to commence the 
masonry of the foundation in a few days. 

The Board acting with a double view to the economy of ex- 
pense, and the certainty of having the building properly erected 
of good materials, and in exact conformity with the original. 
plan, have deemed it best not to employ any contractors or mas- 
ter-workmen for the whole institution, but to divide it out 
amongst a great number of artisans, who could afford a wide 
field for competition, and work for much smaller compensation 
than others who had incurred heavier expenses in their business, 
and were in less necessitous circumstances. In order, however, 
to avoid the want of system and order which would arise from 
such division of labor, it becomes necessary to have some com- 
petent person constantly on the ground acquainted with the plan, 
and deeply interested in the subject matter, who would superin- 
tend its erection. They have, therefore, employed Dr. John S. 
Young and Maj. A. Heiman, at moderate salaries, whose duties 
Joinily, require a constant supervision of its erection and undi- 
vided attention tothe nature and excellence of the materials 
used in its structure. These gentlemen prefer dividing à salary 
between them, and algo the labor and responsibility, rather than 
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single undertaking on the part of either of them, and the Board 
were happy to avail themselves on these terms of their united 
skill and ability. | 

The act of Assembly ereating the Board and designating its 
duties contains two distinet requisitions, which, after the closest 
investigation and mature deliberation, have been found wholly 
irreconcilable in their execution. The first one prescribes the 
mode of erection of the building, certain comforts and conveni- 
ences to be enjoyed hy the patients, dwelling houses, &c., and 
that the institution shall be capable of accommodating two hun. 
dred and fifty subjects. The second, limits the eost of the whole 
establishment, including the purchase of the land, to forty thou- 
sand doilars. 

With every disposition te economise in the matter, and after 
abandoning every improvement connected with the plans sub- 
mitted, which are not deemed absolutely essential to the com- 
fort and eonveniences of the patients, it has been found that the 
lowest estimate of the whole cost with reach from ninety to one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The Board felt deeply the responsibility of acting under such 
a state of things, and after a free and full consultation, they 
unanimously came to the conclusion, that the honor and interest 
of the State, and still more the eause of humanity, required 
them to commence the building on a plan which would fully 
carry out the nobie charity contemplated by the last Legislature. 
Leaving it, however, to your honorable body at this Session, to 
decide finally whether they would contract the plan and thus 
lessen the expense and aeeoinmodation of the institution, or car- 
ry out the magnificent intentions of your predecessors, 

By the 5th section of the act, referred to, one and a half cents 
on eaeh hundred dollars worth of taxable property, is set apart 
for three years as a fund for the purehase of the ground and erec- 
tion of the building, which, it is believed, will yield about fifty 
thousand dollars. 

In the opinion of the Board the best means of raising the 
funds which will be required for completing the institution under 
the plan adopted, would be by extending the provisons of the 
present act for three years longer, rather than by any direct ap- 
propriation from the Treasury. | 

It will require two or three years to entirely complete the 
building, and should the special appropriation, alluded to, fail to 
furnish the means with sufficient expedition, it could be antici- 
pated by loans obtained on the faith of the taxation, and the 
work thus earried on without delay, 

There is one addition to the charter of the institution which 
our experience has eonvinced us is absolutely necessary to the 
speedy completion of the building, and the necessary respousibil- 
ity of the Board; it is the addition of one or two more directors 
in Davidson .eonnty, so that а quorum can be procured at any 
time without unnecessary delay. 
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It would afford the Board pleasure to accompany such of the 
members of the General Assembly as may desire to visit the 
ground, and they would also be pleased to afford committees of 
both or either house an apportunity to make any investigation 
which may be ordered touching the conduct and action of the 
Board.

DR. YOUNG'S REPORT. ; 


NASHVILLE, 22th Јох, 1849. 
To Messrs. A. Allison, Chairman, and 


А. Ewing, Secretary, 
Of the Board of Commissioners for the construction of the New 


State Asylum, near Nashville: 
GENTLEMEN— 


In accordance with your request, during the month of May 
last, I visited the Western Asylum at Staunton, Virginia, the 
Pennsylvania Insane Hospital, near the city Philadelphia, the New 
Jersey State Asylum, near Trenton, and the Bloomingdale Asy- 
lum, near the city of New York. 

In examining the above named establishments, I had brought 
under my view, most if not all of the modern improvements in 
the arrangement of buildings, by the adoption of which the 
health and comfort of inmates have been greatly improved, whilst 
a system of economy has been secured which has much abridged 
the labor and lessened the expense of keeping. 

The plans of all the structures which I examined are pretiy 
much the same, and incorporate one principle, viz: a centre build- 
ing with lateral wings terminating in straight lines, or at right 
angles with a wide corridor passing through the centre building, | 
with a cross corridor leading to the wings, which consist of a 
wide corridor, with rooms or wards on each side. The same 
plan of building, has, so far as І have examined, been applied to 
all of the Asylums in the United States, except the Butler Asy- . 
lum at Providence, Rhode Island, where the wings consist of the 

ridor and single set of rooms or wards, which is in my estima- 
tion incomparably the best plan, on account of the facilities af- 
forded for free ventilation, a consideration deserving much weight 
in a position as far South as ours, where the summers are so long. 
In all structures having the double set of rooms or wards ventila- 
tion is an object of difficult attainment, and is never, as I believe, 
fully secured, and the only reason as I conceive, why the corridor 
and single set of rooms or wards are not adopted in all instances, 
is, that the expense of building is somewhat greater and the ex- 

nse of warming considerably increased. 

I did not visit the Butler Asylum at Providence, but from.a 
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close examination of a plan, aided. by a lucid description of it by 
the Superintendent, I am satisfied that it is the best planned Азу- 
lum in the United Statés; Every part of it has the benefit of 
free ventilation, added. to which it has all the convenient arrange- 
ments found in other Asylums, with, as I believe, superior 
means for the classification of patients. It was projected by Dr. 
Bell under the lights of his great experience, and has done great 
credit to his taste and talents. a 

In order to present to the Board when it meets to adopt а plan _ 
in a clear light, both the principles of building, I have directed 
Major Heiman to make two drawings, the one upon the plan of . 
the Butler Asylum near Providence, the other upon the plan of 
the New Jersey State Asylum at Trenton, with modifications 
which I have suggested in both cases, which will bring the subject 
of plans before the Board in a manner which will give the great- 
est latitude for the interchange of opinions in regard to the different 
forms of structures. The two institutions which I have mention- 
tioned have high reputation. In orderto mature the plan for the 
first mentioned, Dr. Bell made a tour to Europe. The other was 
projected by and built under the superintendence of Dr. Kirk- 
bride, a gentleman of acknowledged abilities and experience. 

A building constructed upon the plan of the New Jersey State 
Asylum would be the cheapest, but’ cannot, as I believe, be so 
arranged, as to fully guard against the difficulty of securing at 
all times free ventilation. After my visit to the Institution, saw 
the Architect in Philadelphia, who admitted to me that the diffi- 
culty existed, and indeed provisional arrangements have been 
made to produce forced ventilation whenever it may be needed, 
by passing. a jet of steam through air shafts, which terminate 
and open in the cupola’s on the projections of the wings, in all 
other respects the arrangements and dispositions of the building - 
are of a superior character іп ‘comparison with other buildings 
which I visited. It is a very plain structure, built of sand stone, 
in what is termed broken’ range work, and consists of а centre 
building sixty feet front and eighty feet deep, four stories high, 
including the basement which is above ground, with two lateral 
wings on each side. The first, one hundred and twenty, the se- 
cond ninety feet long, three stories high, except the projectionson 
the far ends of each wing, which are four stories high. The 
main entrance to the, building is to the second story, or story 
above the: basement, by means of a Portico, which is supported 
by six handsome columns. The centre building is divided by a 
corridor fourteen feet wide, which extends from the front to the 
back part of the building, and crossed at the centre, by a cross 
corridor twelve feet wide, which leads to the wings which consist 
of а corridor twelve feet wide, with rooms or wards on each side. 

lié basement story of the centre building contains the kitchens, 

e private dining room, store rooms and rooms for the various do- 
mestie purposes. The second story is divided into four parlors’ 
and two offices. The third story the private rooms of the Super- 
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intendent, except one which is set apart as а chapel, and the 
fourth story private bedrooms. There are eighteen rooms above 
the basement, seventeen of which may be said to be set apart 
for the accommodation of the officers, being from the arrange- 
ment of the building inaecessible to the patients, which with me 
is а serious objection. А considerable expense is incurred in 
constructing a number of large rooms, which from their position, 
cannot be used for the purposes of the institution. In this par- 
ticular, the arrangements of the Butler Asylum are greatly supe- 
rior. 

The first of the two wings mentioned above is on a line with the 
centre of the building and separated from it by a cross corridor. 
The second wing is extended from the first and in the rear of it, 
and nearly on a line with the back part of the centre building 
and separated from the first by а corridor. "The wings on each 
gide, with the centre building, form a line of buildings four hun- 
dred and eighty feet long. The wings are reached from the cen- 
tre building by the cross corridors, mentioned above, in addition 
to which, there is a private stairway at the entrance of each 
wing. 'Phe four wings compose twelve floors or sections, each of 
which, contains a dining room, an attendants’ room, a parlor, a 
large sleeping dormitory, a number of single and double sleeping 
rooms, a bath room, water closet and clothes store room. In ad- 
dition to which, each floor or section, has a funnel or flue through 
which the sweepings of the floor pass to a box in the cellar. Also 
а similar flue or funnel through which soiled clothes are transferred 
to the cellar. The dining rooms are reached from the kitchen by 
an outside door, and from within by an inside door on the lower 
story. The supplies for the dining rooms m the upper stories 
are carried to them by means of dumb waiters or traveling cup- 
board, operated by pullies, a highly convenient arrangement. 
Each floor or section is capable of accommodating from fifteen 
to twenty-five patients, who are supplied with every thing they 
need, and have itin their power to attend to all the calla of na- 
ture, without the necessity of leaving the floor or section to which 
they belong. The twelve floors or sections compose twelve 
amall communities who have no intercourse with one another in- 
side of the building. А door at the entrance of each wing closes 
all in, and holds them subject to the will of the superintendent. 

Тће New Jersey State Asylum, I have said, is four hundred and 
eighty feet long; it contains nearly two hundred rooms and is de- 
signed to accommodate from two hundred to two hundred and 
fifty patients, there-being different opinions as to the capacity. 
If the commissioners conform to the instructions of the General 
Assembly, ournew State Asylum must be about the same size. 
The edifice proper of the New Jersey State Asylum cost eighty 
thousand six hundred and fifty dollars. The cost of warming it, 
supplying it with water and apparatus for Gas light, was nearly 
twenty thousand more, making the entire cost when finished one 
hundred thousand dollars, 
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A structure of the same size could,I feel satisfied, be built of 
brick in this country for ten thousand dollars less, labor and ma- 
terials both being cheaper here than in New Jersey. 

The Butler Asylum at Providence is capable of accommodating 
about the same number, and cost about one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. АП its interior arrangements are fully equal 
to those of the New Jersey Asylum except that it is not warmed 
by steam, whilst it has а more costly exterior. The difference in 
the cost of the two forms of building would not, I think, upon 
close comparison be found to be a matter of much consideration, 
and could be lessened by increasing the altitude of the building 
from two to three stories above the basement story. (I mean the 
wings. 

In d. State of New Jersey, the new State Asylum which has 
not yet passed its first summer, is the source of great admiration, 
and by its projector and friends is almost heralded as a perfect 
model. So firmly was I convineed, when Í examined it, that it 
could not be perfectly ventilated, that were the selection of the 
plan for our new State A-ylum left to me, I would reject the dou- 
ble set of rooms or wards and adopt the single, asin the Butler 
Asylum. lI would avoid at once the difficulty and not fall into it 
and then be forced to adopt'expedients to obviate it; upon this 
point I fully concur with Miss Dix. 

In all modern Asylums the windows are made large, and for 
safety the sash in the upper stories are made of cast iron, and so 
arranged in the most of them by means of a double lever to 
raise the lower sash and lower the upper one four inches at the 
same time; a space too small to admit the body. In the New 
Jersey Asylum the windows can be raised to the full height, be- 
ing protected on the outside by a neat wrought tron guard, 
which has the effect of an ornament to the building. The proper 
size of cast iron sash weighs 80 pounds, and costs 5 cents per 
pound. In the lower stories the windows are protected when 
necessary by means of wire shutters hung in the inside of the 
room. 

Dr. Stribling, whose opinions deserve great weight, thinks that 
asingle sleeping ward or room, should be eight by ten feet, and 
a double sleeping room or ward for two beds ten by sixteen feet, 
parlors and large sleeping dormitories twenty or twenty-four feet 
square, the dining room ten by twenty-four feet, bath room seven 
by ten feet, water closet six by ten feet, attendants room and 
clothes store room the same size as single sleeping rooms; these 
are about the sizes in the New Jersey State Asylum, the Western 
Asylum at Staunton, Virginia, and the Pennsylvania Insane Hos- 
pital, except that the parlors at the Western Asylum which are 
smaller and considered too small, and the parlors at the Penn- 
syivania Insane Hospital which are much larger. 

In all Asylums having two hundred patients, from the best 
estimate I was able to make, about one sixth part are violent, 
turbulent and filthy, for whose accommodation arrangements dif- 
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ferent from those in other parts of the building have to be made, 
which I do not think it necessary to particularize, as they must 
necessarily result from any plan which may be adopted. 

Having said thus much on the subject of the structure of build- 
ings, I will notice four subjects which involve considerations of 
the greatest importance, and of indispensable necessity in the ar- 
rangement and organization of all Asylums, viz: | 

Ist. Drainage. 

2d. The arrangements of water closets. 

od, The means necessary to furnish the building at all times 
with an abundant supply of water. 

4th. The means of warming the house. 

The best method of drainage,is by means of a cast iron pipe, 
ten inches in diameter, laid in the cellar, and extended a consider- 
able distance beyond the limits of the building. Atthe New Jer- 
sey State Asylum it extends eight hundred feet from the building, 
and terminates in a reservoir, over which a house is built, where 
all the deposites are colleeted and converted into compost ma- 
nure. The whole amount of ten inch pipe used, is eleven hun- 
dred feet, which cost $1769, being $1 60 perfoot. At the Penn- 
sylvania Insane Hospital, the pipe is extended a short distance , 
from the building, and terminates in an arched sewer, which 
opens into a small creck. The same is the case at the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum near New York. The pipes which receive the 
deposites in the water closets convey them to the ten inch pipe, 
when they are carried off by the frequent currents of water 
which pass into it through the water closets. 

In the construction of all buildings intended for the aecommo- 
dation of a large number of persons, the proper arrangement of 
of water closets із a matter of much importance. А room in 
each story of the building, as I have remarked, is set apart as a 
water closet, in one corner of the room from a few inches above 
the floor, a cast iron pipe four inches in diameter is carried to the 
cellar and inserted into the fen inch pipe; on the upper end of 
the four inch pipe an iron box some twenty inehes long and four 
inches square is secured, upon the upper end of which a wrought 
iron pan is fixed, having a hole in the bottom which corresponds 
with the size of the box, the inside of the pan is enameled to 
prevent rust; over the whole fixture a box and a seat is fixed. 
‘There is a set of pipes which pass from the bath room and the 
wash-stands in the bath room which discharge themselves into 
the pan, by which, all the waste water used in bathing and the 
daily ablutions of the patients passes through the pan. In addi- 
tion to this there is a general water arrangement by which the 
water elosets are in eonstant communieation with the large water 
tanks on the top of the building by a pipe which opens into the 
рап, and is so arranged by means of what is termed а irap, that 
when the patient opens the door to enter the water closet a eur- 
rent of water passes into the pan, and when he opens the door 
to leave it another current passes into it and carries off the de- 
posit he has left behind him. | 
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In all the Asylums which I visited the supply of water is furn- 
ished to the buxlding by means of four large water tanks, holding 
together five thousand gallons, and placed in the dome of the 
centre building, which are best when made of sheet iron. In 
addition to the large tanks there is a small tank holding five hun- 
dred gallons, placed in each of the wings of the building below 
the level of the large tanks, so as to be filled by them, in which 
water is heated by a steam pipe for bathing purposes. 

From the large tanks two pipes are carried from the top to the 
bottom of the centre building, on the inside of the wall, thence 
under ground to the reservoir spring or fountain, from which the 
wateris to be derived. То the ends of the pipes а double action 
pump is fixed, which forces the water in strong currents into the 
large tanks by means of steam or horsé power, steam, I think, is 
preferable, for the reason that it might be used for the tripple pur- 
pose of pumping, heating water in wash house and propelling 
machinery in a work-shop. At the Bloomingdale Asylum, near 
the city of New York, fifteen hundred gallons per hour are 
foreed to an elevation of seventy feet by the means of à sma 
steam engine. At the Pennsylvania Insane Hospital the eleva- 
tion is about the same, and the same results are secured in about 
double the time by the power of two horses. Either method is 
cheap, the cost of all necessary steam apparatus would not ex- 
ceed one thousand dollars, whilst that of horse pewer would not 
perhaps reach half that amount. In an Asylum having two 
hundred inmates, itis estimated that the daily amount of water 
used, is four thousand gallons, all of which, except what is used 
fordrinking and culinary purposes, passes through the water 
closets, and is chargeable to the account of drainage. | 

For warming large buildings, three methods. are now in use. 
The first, by what is termed the dry air furnace. The second, 
by the heat reflected from Gast iron pipes, four inches in фате- 
ter, extended through a cold air chamber, through which a con- 
Stant current .of boiling water is made to pass. The third, by 
the heat reflected from- ranges of wrought iron pipes, heated by 
steam. The second and third methods are fast superceding the 
first, on account of the more healthful and bland character of the 
heat produced. The third method is generally preferred to the 
gecond. 

At the Philadelphia Alms House, а building of immense mag- 
nitude, the Commissioners have determined to lay aside the dry 
air furnaces, and have closed a contract to warm it by means of 
steam pipes, at a large cost. | | 

The process of warming by steam pipes is exceedingly simple. 
Gold air chambers twelve feet wide and six feet high are arrang- 
edin the cellar, and correspond through the length and breadth 
of the building with the eorridors above. On each side of the 
6014 air chamber, near the ground, openings аге madé for the 
admission of cold air, which in а brick wall, would abont corres- 
pond with leaving’ ont every other brick, making the opening 
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about eight by ten inches. In the centre of the cellar of the cen- 
tre building, about four feet below the level of the air chamber 
four tubular boilers are placed, two for each end of the house, 
and one for each side of the cold air chamber. From each 
boiler, the steam is carried, by а pipe, into a hollow perpendicu- 
lar shaft, inside of the chamber trom the shaft, and connected 
with it а range of eighteen three-fourth inch pipes on each side, 
extend the whole length of the chambers. The pipes are about 
two inches apart, and extend from near the floor about half 
down the sides of the air chamber; by the transmission of steam 
the pipes are heated and the heat reflected from them is carried 
to the different parts of the building through flues in the walls, 
nine inches square, each story having its own set of flues, which 
terminate in circular openings, just above the floor in the cori- 
dors opposite to each of the small rooms and inside of the larger 
rooms. The circular openings are called registers, which are 
closed by doors made of iron fret work and move upon a revolv- 
ing disc, they open and shut by an easy and quick movement, so 
that the heat can be turned off or on at pleasure. The flues for 
the transmission of heat should be numerous, so as to insure the 
requisite degree of heat in extreme cold weather. For the pur- 
pose of ventilation, each room has a flue of the same size as the 
warming flue, which terminates and opens into the attic story or 
in common parlance the garret loft. 

During my visit to the New Jersey State Asylum, I passed 
through the cold air chamber during the time the pipes were hot; 
while I was in the erect posture, the heat about the head and up- 
per part of the body was so great, that I was frequently forced 
to stoop below the range of the pipes, where I would meet a cur- 
rent of cool air about the temperature of the atmosphere outside 
of the building. From the boilers, pipes pass to the small tanks 
in the wings, through which the surplus steam escapes, and by 
which, the tanks are kept constantly full of hot water. As the 
steam in the warming pipes is reduced to water, it is returned 
through a pipe for that purpose to the boilers. All the pipe 
used in the New Jersey Asylum, for the purposes of warming and 
distributing the water to the different parts of the building, is 
made of wrought iron, and it is said, that it contains a sufficient 
number of feet to make five miles in length. I was unable to 
arrive at a very correct estimate of the fuel required to heat the 
boilers, but I think it may be safely set down at two cords of 
wood per day, during the three fall and winter months. 

But one of the Asylums which I visited islighted with Gas, viz: 
the New Jersey State Asylum. The Gasometer in that establish- 
ment cost over four thousand dollars, and the annual expense of 
generating the Gas is about seven hundred dollars; it is the most 
expensive light, but the safest, and furnishes better light, two 
considerations sufficiently strong to induce its adoption, and in- 
corporation into the plans of all new Asylums of any magni- 
tude. 


—— 
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I have alluded to a workshop, an idea for which I am indebted 
to Mr. Samuel D. Morgan, a member of your Board. During my 
late visit to the North, I frequently mentioned it. It was highly 
approved, and particularly by Dr. Stribling, the Superintendent 
of the Western Asylum of Virginia, who thought it would furn- 
ish а means much needed in all Asylums of affording amusement, 
recreation and exercise to the patients during the winter season. 
And it could be made a source of profit, which would more than 
compensate for the expense of fitting up. In the cabinet kept at 
the Western Asylum of Virginia, there is a piece of mechanism, 
which I do not think it would be in the power of human skill to 
surpass. A miniature ship, fullrigged, executed by an inmate of 
that institution, with no other instrament than a pocket knife. 
In the same cabinet I saw many fine specimens of handicrait by 
the female inmates—many of the articles in bead work and em- 
` broidery most skillfully executed and of considerable value. 

The drawings which are being executed by Maj. Heiman, will 
form part of this report, and are necessary to illustrate it. The 
modifications I have suggested in the plan of the New Jersey 
Asylum, are the additions of a cross corridor to the first wing, 
and placing the second wing at right angles with the first, and 
constructing them with a corridor and single set of rooms. The 
modifications I have suggested in the plan of the Providence 
Asylum, consist of slight changes in the form of the building, 
which do not materially change the plan. | 

It may be, that one or the other of the drawings may meet the 
view of the Board, if not, the theory of building will be so pre- 
sented to the Board by them, as to give the fullest exercise to 
the taste and judgment of each member, which will result, 1 have 
no doubt, in the adoption of a plan without the smallest difficul- 
ty. ң 
If the Commissioners conform to the Act of Assembly, and 
commence the construction of a building to accommodate two 
hundred and fifty persons, an additional appropriation will be re- 
quired at the next or subsequent session of the Legislature. The 
instruetions of the Act are plain and explicit, and it would be a 
reflection on the intelligence of the body which passed it, to pre- 
° sume, that any calculation was made, that the amount appropri- 
ated would be sufficient to meet the object. The case would 
have been different if the Generally Assembly had appropriated 
forty thousand dollars to build an Asylum, without specifying 
the number to be accommodated. If the Commissioners had 
been able to obtain a site eighteen months ago, and had up to 
the present time, built а house capable of aceommodating one 
hundred and twenty-five persons, with the forty thousand dol- 
lars appropriated, they would have done an act clearly eontrary 
tothe statute; but if the Commissioners had commenced the 
building of a house capable of accommodating two hundred and 

persons, and exhausted the forty thousand. dollars, the next 
Legislature would not have the shadow of a pretext to resist 
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further appropriations to complete the work. If the Commis- 
sicgers had commenced the work іп Мау, 1848, the work would 
have been considerably advanced by this time, and the appropri- 
ation exhausted. The work ought to be commenced in July, 
1849, three months before the meeting of the Legislature, under 
precisely the same views. it would have been in 1848—arrange- 
ments aud dispositions, ought 10 be made to actively apply the 
the amount now at the disposal of the Commissioners. "Го refer 
the Act to the next Legislature for interpretation, would be virtu- 
ally asking its repeal, and contributing to the failure of an enter- 
prise more noble than any other. It is far better to endeavor to 
dispel the fears of Из success by firmly and resolutely rallying 
around its hopes and let the responsibility of failure rest upon 
future Legislatures, an event there is no reason to anticipate. 
Justice to the benevolent intentions of the last Legislature, and 
E UNE of humanity point out this as the course to be pur- . 
sued. 

So &oon as the plan is adopted, the building should by laid off, 
as the first work to be done will be an immense amount of ехса- 
vation, a cellar being required under every part of the building. 
The work cannot be commenced so long as the site remains be- 

yond the absolute control of the Commissioners. If the exca- 
` vations are not made duiing the next fall, but little can be done 
the next year. The work of excavation, quarrying rock, and the 
making of brick, should be going on at the same time; the brick 
maker ought to have the opportunity of making his yards and 
sheds, and collecting his fuel during the fall, so as to commence 
the work of making and burning early in the spring; in addition, 
he should have under his control the clay thrown out in excavat- 
ing tho cellars, if itshould answer his purpose. 

The building will have to be carried up under the drawings and 
specifications of an Architect; for this service, I would recom- 
mend Maj. A. Heiman, who has both the skill and industry to per- 
form it; his services could be secured at а moderate rate, as i 
would not occupy his whole time or direct him entirely from other 
pursuits. ^.

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From the foregoing statement it appears that delinquencies, 
amounting to $35,675 67, have been reported to Attorneys Gen] 
for collection.

the amount of which notbeing ascertained or liquidated cannot 
now be stated.

Sm: In compliance with a resolution of the House, (a copy of 
which has been furnished me,) calling on me as chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners for the erection of the new State Lu- 
natic Asylum, to report to the House “what progress has been 
made in the work, and furnish an estimate of what will proba- 
bly be the whole cost of the building upon the plan that has been 
commenced" —1 have the honor to state: 

‚ lst. That the excavations for the cellars and foundation have 
all been completed for the building as adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

2d. That a contract has been made for the delivery of all the 
stone required for the foundation and cellars for said building, 
about one-fourth of which has been delivered and a part of the 
the same built into walls. 

34. That a-contract has been made for the delivery of all the 
Stone necessary for the cut work of said building, and a part of 
it has been delivered and worked into form. 

4th. That a contract has been made for the lime and sand, and 
a large portion of it has been delivered on the ground. 

5th. That а contract has been made for three millions of brick 
to be delivered and laid at the rate of six dollars per thousand 
in the walls, whieh quantity is considered by the architect sufli- 
sient to finish the building оп the plan adopted by the Board. 

"већ, That the Board of Commissioners have in their employ- 
ment on the work some 35 or 40 workmen in all, consisting of 
stone-cutters, masons, &c., and have erected for their accommo- 
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dation shanties, sheds, бос, on the place, and the work is now 
progressing rapidly. 

"th. Аз to what will be the probable cust of the whole build. 
ing, upon the plan as it has been commenced, the undersigned 
would most respectfully refer you to the estimate carefully made 
by Mr. A. Heiman, architect, in charge of the said, building, 
which accompanies this. |

To authorize and regulate the business of Banking. 


Pn PI a f rr eee 


Be i enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: That 


Sec. lst. Any person or association of persons, having аф 
least one hundred thousand dollars of capital, who is or 
may be а resident citizen of this State, із hereby authorized 
to carry on the business of banking. 

By discounting bills, notes and other evidences of debt; 

By receiving deposites; 

“Ву buying and selling gold and silver bullion, foreign 
coins, bills of exchange, and various stocks of the State 
of Tennessee; 

By lending money on real or personal security; 

By exercising such incidental powers as are necessary to 
carry on such business; and i 

By issuing circulating notes on the following conditions: 

1, That such person or association deposit with the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, legally transferred to the State 
of Tennessee, to be held in trust for the redemption of 
said circulating notes, bonds of the State of Теппез- 
see, or stocks or funded debt of the United States, in 
the proportion hereinafter mentioned, bearing an in- 
terest of not less than five per cent., equal in amount 
to the capital invested by such person or associa- 
tion in said business of banking. At least three fourths 
of the securities so deposited shall be bonds of the 
State of Tennessee. 

2. That such person or association, shail not, at any time, 
for the space of twenty days together, have on hand at 
their place of business, іп specie, less than ten per 
cent. of their circulation. 

8. That they annually allow, out of the accruing interest 
on such deposite, twenty five cents out of each hun- 
dred dollars of their capital, to be retained by the 
Comptroller for the use of common schools; which sum 
shall be in lieu of all other taxation. 

4. That before.commencing said business, such person or 
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association make, and, after the manner of a deed of 
conveyance, acknowledge, and cause to be registered 
in the оШее of the register of the county, where said 
business is to be carried on, a written memorandum, 
speeifying:— 

1. The name, by which the bank is to be distinguished, 
and to be used in all dealings, transactions and suits 
by, with and against said person or association; 

2, The place and county where the operations of diseount 
and deposite of said bank are to be carried on; 

©. The amount of capital stock, and the number of shares 
into which it is divided. 

‚ 4 The names and places of residence of the shareholders, 
and the number of shares held by each; and 
5. The period at which such bank shall commence and 
terminate. 

А сору of which memorandum from the Register's office, 
duly certified by him, shall be filed by such person or 
association; in the office of the Secretary of State.— 
And said memorandum, or a сору thereof, duly certi- 
fied either by the Register or Secretary of State, may 
be used as evidenee in all Courts and places for and 
against sueh person or association. 

Sec. 9. On complying with the conditions aforesaid, such 
person or association by the name stated in the memorandum 
aforesaid, shall be a body politic and corporate, and have suc- 
cession—be capable of sueing and being sued—shall have 
power to make by-laws, for the government of said Com- 
pany and its officers and agents: for the management 
and disposition of the stock and affairs, and business of such 
Corporation not inconsistent with the laws of this State—may 
choose one of their number as President—may appoint а 
Cashier, and such other officers and agents as their business 
may require; and may remove such President, Cashier, officers 
and agents at pleasure, and appoint others in their place. 

Sec. 8. The conditions aforesaid having been complied 
with by such person or association, the Comptroller shall at 
their expense, and under their direction, cause plates and 
dies to be engraved for striking circulating notes, of such de- 
nominations, not under five dollars, as they may desire, and 
shall cause said notes to be printed, and after countersigning 
the same by himself or his clerk, and eausing them to be 
numbered and registered in a book or books of his office, shall 
deliver to such person or associction, or their agent, as and 
when required, an amount of said notes not exceeding in all, 
the amount of securities so deposited. And said plates 
and dies, and other implements or materials for making said 
circulating notes shall remain in the custody of the Comp- 
troller, and under his direction. Mutilated notes issued by 
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the Comptroller, may be returned to him and destroyed, and 
he shall deliver in lieu thereof, other cireulating notes to the 
same amount. 

Seo. 4. Said person or association may, after having 
caused said circulating notes to be executed and signed by 
their president in such manner as to make them obligatory 
promissory notes of said bank, payable оп demand at their 
place of business in this State, lend and circulate the same as 
money, according to the ordinary course of banking business 
as regulated by the laws and usages of this State. 

бес. 5. The Comptroller shall not countersign and deliver 
to any such bank an amount of circulating notes exceeding 
in the aggregate the amount of said securities so delivered 
to him by said bank, on pain of removal from his office, and 
of being personally liable to any note-holder for the full 
amount, with interest, of any note or notes that may be lost 
for want of security for the payment thereof. 

Sec. 6. If such bank, at any time, on lawful demand, du- 
ring the hours of business, between the hours of ten and 
three o’clock, at the place where any of said circulating 
notes are made payable, fail or refuse to redeem the same 
in the lawful money of the United States, the holder of such 
note, making such demand, may cause the same to be pro- 
tested for non-payment by a notary public in the usual man- 
ner. And the Comptroller on receiving and filing said pro- 
test in his office, shall forthwith give notice in writing to said 
bank to pay the same; and if payment thereof is omitted by 
said bank for ten days after such notice, without a good and 
legal defence against such payment in the opinion of the At- 
torney General, the Comptroller shall give notice in some 
newspaper published at the seat of government, having the 
largest circulation, that all the circulating notes issued by 
said bank will be redeemed out of the trust fund in his 
hands for that purpose, which fund he may dispose of in 
the manner best adapted, in his Judgment, to enable him to 
redeem said circulating notes. 

Sec. 7. Every such bank shall be liable to pay the holder 
of every bill or note put in circulation as money, the рау- 
ment of which shall have been demanded and refused, dam- 
ages for non-payment thereof, in lieu of interest at and after 
the rate of twelve per cent. per annum, from the time of such 
refusal until the payment of such evidence of debt, and the 
damages thereon. 

Бес. 8. Shares of the capital stock of said banks, shall be 
deemed personal property, and shall be transferable on their 
books in such manner as may be determined by her rules and 
by-laws; and every transferree of shares shall, in proportion 
$0 his shares, suceeed to allthe rights and liabilities of the 
original shareholders. | 
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Sco. 9. АН ће property of every such bank shall be liable 
to execution and sale, in satisfaction of any judgment or de- 
cree that may be rendered against it; and said judgment and 
deeree shall be enforced alone against the property of the 
same. 

Sro. 10. Every such bank may purchase, hold and convey 
real estate for the following, and no other purposes: 

1. Sueh as shall be necessary for immediate accommoda- 
tion in the convenient transaction of business. 

2. Such as shall be mortgaged to itin good faith, by way of 
security for loans made by, or moneys due to it. 

3. Such as shall be conveyed to it in satisfaction of debts pre- 
viously contracted in the course of its dealings. 

4. Such as it shall purchase at sales under judgments, decrees 
or mortgages held by it. ~ 

Sre, 11. Every such bank shall, on the first Monday of 
January and July in every year, after having commenced the 
business of banking, as preseribed by this act, make out and 
гал о tothe Comptroller, in the form to be provided by 
him, a full statement of the affairs of the bank verified by 
the oath of the president or cashier, which statement shall 
contain, 

1. The amount of the capital stock paid in according to the 

provisions of this act. 

9. The value of the real estate of the bank, specifying 
what portion is oceupied by the4bank as necessary to 
the transaction of its business. 

3. The shares of stock held by said bank; whether abso- 
lutely or as collateral security; specifying each kind 
and description of stock, and the number and value of 
the shares of each. 

4, The amount of debts due to the bank, specifying such as 
are due from monied or other corporations; and also 
speciiving the amount secured by bond and mortgage 
or judgment; and the amount which ought to be incla- 
ded in the computation of losses. 

5. The amount of debts due by said bank; specifying such 
as are payable on demand, and such as are due to 
monied or other corporations. 

6. The emount of claims against the bank not acknowl- 
edged by its debts. 

7. The amount of notes, bills, or other evidences of debt 
issued by said bank. 

8. 'The amount of the losses of the bank; specifying wheth- 
er charged on its capital or profits, since its last prece- 
ding statement, and of its dividends declared and made 
during the same period. | š 

9. The average amount in each month during the preceding. 
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six months of the debts due to and from the bank; the 
average amount of specie possessed by the same during 
each month, and the amount of bills and notes issued 
by said bank and put in circulation as money, and 
outstanding against the bank, on the first day of the 
preceding six months. 

10. The average amount in each month during the prece- 
ding six months due to the bank, from allthe share- 
holders in the bank; also, the greatest amount due to 
the bank in each of the said preceding six months, from 
all the shareholders in said bank. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to cause the 
statement required to be made by this section, for Jan- 
uary of each year, to be published in a newspaper 
printed in the county or nearest the county where the 
place of business of said bank is situated, and in a 
paper published at the seat of government; the ex- 
pense of which shall be paid by said bank. 

Sec. 19. Every such person or association may receive the 
annual interest accruing on the bonds or other securities de- 
posited and transferred in trust for the redemption of their circu- 
lation, except the bonus hereinbefore reserved, unless default 
be made in paying said circulation, or unless in the opinion 
of the Comptroller, said deposite becomes an insufficient &e- 
curity for the redemption aforesaid. 

The Comptroller may re-transfer the bonds or other secu- 
rities so deposited, upon receiving and cancelling an equal 
amount of the circulating notes, to secure the payment of 
which the deposite was made, if, in his opinion, the residue 
of the deposite is an ample security for the residue of said 
circulation. 

The business of every bank organized under this law, and 
all legal proceedings by and against the same, shall be con- 
ducted in the name assumed to distinguish it. And service 
of process upon the president thereof, or upon any officer 
conducting said banking business, shall be sufficient. 

Any association organized under this act may increase 
their capital to any sum not exceeding five hundred thous- 


` and dollars, and the number of the associates at their pleas- 


ure; in which case, à memorandum thereof shall be execu- 
ted, registered and deposited in the same manner as is here- 
inbefore provided for the original memorandum of associa- 
tion. 

Sec. 13. The bonds of the State of Tennessee, when de- 
posited as hereinbefore provided by the holders thereof, to avail 
themselves of the privilege herein granted; shall thereafter 
become payable at Nashville, and likewise the annual inter- 
est accruing thereon. 
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Sec. 14. The Legislature reserves the right to amend, alter, 
or repeal this in such manner however, as shall do no injury 
to the Corporators, nor destroy any vested right acquired by 
them—nor shall such repeal take away or impair any remedy 
which have been given against such company, its stock- 


holders or offices for any liability which shall have been in- 
curred, 


THE MAJORITY REPORT. 


The joint Committee on Banks of the two houses of the Gener- 
al Assembly, to whom was referred “the bill to authorize and regu- 
late the business of banking,” have had the same under considera- 
tion, and after mature deliberation, return it to the Houses, with 
the recommendation that it be passed. 

The great importance of a subject so intimately connected with 
the interests of the people in all the various departments of trade 
and labor, requires of the committee a brief statement of the rea- 
sons, which influenced them in arriving at their conclusions. 

They are deeply impressed with the opinion, that the power to 
furnish a paper currency, by the grant of exclusive privileges to 
corporate bodies, ought not to һе exercised without due caution 
and deliberation; and that every precaution, (consistent with the 
legitimate rights of the corporators,) should be used to secure the 
people from imposition and loss, and to furnish to them, a good and 
safe currency, free from the great injuries which have been inflict- 
ed by the failure of banks, and the consequent depreciation of bank 
paper, and not liable at one period to encourage speculation by its 
excesses, and at another, to oppress honest industry by its eontrac- 
tions. 

The system of banking as heretofore understood and pursued in 
this State, is liable to many and great abuses. А charter once 
£ranted, confers on the corporators vested rights, while the rules, 
and restrictions under which they exercise the privilege, are often 
times in effect, merely directory. The Legislature has great diffi- 
culty in ascertaining, or restraining, the excesses into which they 
run. The credit of the institution depends mainly on the charac- 
ter and standing of its managers, and the note holder has no secu- 
rity, other than his confidence in their honesty and capacity. All 
the assets and resources of such corporations are left in their pos- 
session, and subject to their control, and there is no means, by which 
they ean be made to feel that their first and greatest duty is to the 
people. Ithas been too often the case, that they have been sedu- 
ced by the temptations of gain from the strict path of duty, and ex- 
tended their issues far beyond their means of redemption, so that in 
almost every instance, where public confidence has been shaken, or 
withdrawn, they have been compelled either to suspend or go into 
bankruptcy. Their only principle of vitality is publie confidence. 
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Withdraw that and they cease to exist; and the bill helder who ofall 
their ereditors, ought to be the first secured, has to submit to the 
discount ef a broker, or is delayed in the payment of his just 
demand, until it has become worthless, by depreciation. When 
guided by intelligence, and honesty, and confined to their legitimate 
business, these banks answer the purposes of their creation well 
enough; and had we assurance that they would in every instance, 
be so managed, there would be no great reason to complain. It is 
then against the blinders of the ignorant, the ingenious devices 
and cunning arts of the fraudulent, that we must guard by strict 
rules and heavy penalties; and it is diílieult to see how such rules 
and penalties ean ђе incerporated into this system, without entire- 
ly destroving it. 

The system of banking here proposed is free from all these ob- 
jeetions. К public confidence be essential to the prosperous exis- 
tence of all monied corporations, the committee know of no means 
better ealeulated to secure that confidence, and to fix it on a basis, 
not to be shaken by slight derangements іп the currency, or ru- 
mored insolveney, than the faith and credit of the State, pledged to 
the redemption of every dollar of circulation. 

The great principle of ample sceurity for currency, is not now 
for the first time advanced. ‘This bill has nothing of novelty in it. 
The system embraced by it has been amply tested in one of the 
moat commercial States of the Union, and experience has proven, 
that while it atiords to the capitalist a fair remuneration for his in- 
vestment, it gives to the people a sound, safe and reliable currency, 
not liable to sudden contractions and expansions, and affords, to 
that portion of the community, who by common usage are compel- 
led to become its creditors, a sure guaranty that all its notes can 
and will be faithfully redeemed. A security more desirable than 
mere confidence in the managers, more reliable than paid up cap- 
ital left in their possession, and under their control; more ample 
than pledges of real estate, or individualliability. All these have 
been fully tested, and found to offer no security. The facilities 
which stockholders who are individually liable have in transfering, 
and concealing their property, and the delay, and expense incident 
to enforcing that liability, render it altogether nugatory. The 
pledge of real estate is equally valucless as the long and protract- 
ed proceedings incident upon the investigation of titles, and fore- 
closure of mortgages produees a delay which to the note holder, is 
little better than total insolvency. Paid up capital, when left in the 
possession, and under the control of those who pay it, is по securi- 
ty atall. It is at all times liable to be withdrawn, and the tempta- 
tion to withdraw it, when it can be more profitably employed, is not 
always resisted. 

The capital, required by this bill to be deposited as the basis of a 
paper eireulation, is entirely free from these objections. Itis easily 
eonvertible into eash without loss or delay. Nor is it left in the 
custody of those, who might from motives of interest, divert it from 
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its legitimate object. But the distinguishing feature of this system, 
is—"ample security to the bill holder, entirely beyond the reach of 
the stockholder.” It is capital paid in, to, the full extent of the is- 
sues, secured in the most safe and absolute manner, by a deposit in 
the custody of a publie officer, who hglds it in trust for the redemp- 
tion of the circulation, and the consequent security of the note hold- 
er, and heavy penalties are to be intlieted on him, ifhe issues notes 
to а greater amount than the securities filed. The avenues of in- 
formation, are so completely opened to this officer, that he with or- 
dinary diligence, will at any time be able to acquaint the public 
with the character, condition, and credit of the bank. 
The committee repeat—that this system is based on capital, cap- 
ital paidin, although not in the legal tender of the country, yet by 
a prudent exercise of the bond issuing power, can in every respect 
be made its equal; thus imparting to the State stock a new quality 
and giving to the publie debt, which now hangs so heavily upon our 
treasury, and with its.annual foreign drain of interest, is eating into 
the substance of the people, the principle of activity, that of creat- 
ing and supporting the currency of the country, a currency which 
may at all times be relied upon by the note holder. While he, the 
note holder, being so interested in sustaining thé credit of the State, 
pledged for the redemption of the State bonds. There can be no 
apprehension of repudiation. Thus honesty and interest are made 
to harmonize. ` 
The committee believe, that the adoption of this system, willhave 
a salutary effect upon the finances of the State, by increasing the 
value of the State bonds, and arresting the drain of foreign inter- 
est, At present these bonds are much depreciated, and but a small 
amount is held by citizens of our own State. Urgentappeals, will 
probably be made to increase the amount of State bonds, in aid of 
great, and important works of internal improvement. It is there- 
fore highly important, that they should be made to command their 
par value. Should they be worth less than their par value, either 
the State or the enterprise to subserve which they are issued, must 
sustain a direct loss, equal to the amount of the depreciation. 
The effect of this bill necessarily increases their value, and шау” 
cause them to be worth a premium. Their value is increased, be- 
cause they become the basis of banking, and afford the profits there- 
upon in addition to the interest payable upon them by the State. 
This additional profit, to the holder of the State bonds, redounds to 
the benefit of the State. The holder cannot make an excess of 
profit, beyond the true value of eapital, because the amount of pro- 
fits, acting on the value of the bonds, enhances their price, which 
the State will receive. The tendency will, also, be,to stop the 
drain of interest payable abroad. À home demand for State bonds 
Will be ereated, which will absorb all thathave been issued, and all 
that will be required for the present objects of internal improve- 
ments, while the interest upon them, instead of being paid abroad, 
may be paid here and to our own citizens, It is reasonable to sup- 
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pose, that capital now employed, in shaving operations, and illegal, 
and usurious loans, will be diverted from that deservedly unpopular 
business, and be invested in State bonds, and employed under the 
provisions of this bill. Instead of going abroad to sell the State 
bonds, it may be reasonably expected that much capital at home 
will be invested in them, because capital invested under this bill 
will find its true level—neither more nor less. When we consider 
that the individual faith and credit of every citizen of the State, is 
pledged through his representatives to the payment of these bonds, 
and consequently to the redemption of the circulation based upon 
them; we see at once, a strong motive for the Legislature, to use 
great prudence, in the exercise of the bond issuing power, and at 
all times, to limit the public debt, to an amount which may be re- 
quired as the basis of a sound paper circulation, otherwise Шеге 
would be great danger of lessening the value of the securities de- 
posited, to the detriment of the public credit, and hazard of loss to 
the note holder. 

Thus it will be seen, that an individual, or an association, bank- 
ing under this plan, having all their issues for circulation, endorsed 
and registered by the Comptroller, and being limited in their issues 
to the amount of the deposites; can never increase the currency at 
their pleasure; but the same is altogether under the control of the 
legislature, who can prevent the evils of an inflated currency, so 
apt to be produced by banking corporations not under such control. 
As the resources of our State shall become more developed, by the 
improvements now in progress, the value of property will be en- 
hanced, manufactories will spring up, and our commerce will be 
greatly enlarged; an increase of banking capital will then be re- 
quired, when the legislature can with safety direct the issuance of 
State bonds in aid of other important objects of improvement. 
Thus the great system of internal improvement and the currency 
‘will move on in harmony, the one with the other; while the appre- 
hension on the part of the legislature of enlarging the public debt 
beyond the convenient means of paying it, will restrain the excesses 
of both. Education will also come in for a full share of the bene- 
fits. The bonus reserved by this bill for the use of common schools, 
would bring a handsome accession to that fund. : 

The interests of the corporator are amply secured under this 
bill; sound regulations are prescribed as to the property he may 
hold, the internal government of his bank, and the officers of the 
same is left to himself, and those with whom he may be associated, 
go that when managed by intelligent, honest and prudent men, 
and confined to its legitimate business, it will be certain to return à 
fair remuneration for the capital and labor employed. . 

Nor ean he, when we consider the legitimate objects of banking 
corporations, complain of the conditiona to be performed by him; 
under the provisions of this bill. The committee understand that 
object to be, the concentration of capital, to be loaned on favorable 
terms, to those who needit in the prosecution of their business, and

who рау a reasonable interest for the use of it. Тһе banker must 
remember that these institutions and the circulation whith they 
issue, add nothing to the aggregate wealth of the country, that 
consists alone in the surplus products of the industrial pursuits of 
its citizens. АП national and commercial debts are discharged by 
the exchange of such products. Banks are established as a matter 
of convenience to industry and trade, and the loss incident to bank 
failures, generally falls on those who are least able to bear it. 

The capitalists who alone enjoys this prerogative, ought not, 
therefore, to complain, that they, in consideration of the privi- 
leges granted, should be required to give the most ample and satis- 
factory security to the bill holders. 

These are some of the reasons which influenced the committee in 
arriving at their conclusion, and are, with the bill, respectfully sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the House.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 
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The subscribers being а minority of the Joint Committee on 
Banks—and unable to concur with the majority, in reconimend- 
ing the passage of the Bill to authorize and regulate the business 
of banking, bez leave to submit the reasons whieh operate upon 
their minds inducing them to withhold their assent to its passage. 

The ВШ provides that any person or association of persons 
owning one hundred thousand dollars in bonds of the State of 
Tennessee, or seventy-five thousand dollars of said bonds, to- 
gether with twenty-five thousand dollars of stocks or funded debts 
of the United States, may deposite the same with the Comptroller 
and therefor receive from him а like amount of notes to be used 
as money in the usual banking operations of the country. The 
bonds deposited are to be held in trust for the ultimate redemp- 
tion of the notes so used and the bank so formed, is prohibit- 
ed from having on hand for the spaee of twenty days to- 
gether, in specie, less than ten per cent. of its circulation, all 
judgments or decrees against said bank shall be satisfied alone 
out of the property of the same. The person or persons making 
auch deposite, to be a corporation with such name as may ђе 
chosen and to continue until sueh time as the bank may de- 
aignate. 

These constitute some of the leading features of the bill. With 
а single exception in one act of legislation, such a wholesale 
proposition to create banks has no precedent. 

If the bonds of the State already issued shall be made the 
bases of banks under this bill the number may be thirty, and for 
every additional hundred thousand dollars that may be hereafter 
issued, an additional bank may be added to the list; under such 
an operation the Bill promises to become a most prolific generator 
of banking institutions. If the majority of the Committee, had 
not appealed to the experience of New York, in support of the 
Bill, the undersigned would have characterized the proposition as 
something novel. With due deference to the opinions of the ma- 
jority, they cannot concur with them in yielding a controlling in- 
fluence to the precedent referred to in New York. That State 
has become somewhat celebrated for her experiments in matters 
of banks and currency, and after all her other schemes have ex- 
ploded, she has but recently entered upon the experiment of free 
banking. Like most of her other projects of the kind, its com- 
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mencement has been heralded to the. world as signally successful, 
but as yet, its probation has been too short to justify us in relying 
upon it as à controlling precedent. 

It will be ample time to quote the result when the system shall 
have been subjected to one of those severe commercial revulsions 
which visit our country periodically, and make wrecks of thous- 
ands of mushroom banks, which had sprung up and flourished in 
times of plenty and prosperity. | 

Regarding the system proposed as а mere experiment, the un- 
dersigned are unwilling to see the State embark in it, unless some 
pressing necessity for hazarding so much could be shown. № 
such necessity has been shown, and they respectfully suggest that 
none such exists. Itis certainly true that we now have as much 
banking capital in our State, as can be profitably employed, it 
may not be as well distributed for profit and convenience as it 
should be, but this evil may be easily remedied by the present 
banks or by the Legislature. 

Our currency із éertainly аз good as any that the proposed sys- 
tem could furnish. 

The notes of all our present banks circulate freely, and no want 
of confidence exists as to their abilityesromptly to redeem them, 
. Where then is the necessity for additional banks. The under- 
signed can. conceive оЁ none, пог have the majority undertaken to 
show any. Under such circumstances, a proposition which may re- 
sult in as many banks as we have counties, deserves to he most 
и scrutinized, before it receives the sanction of the Legis- 

ature. 

The majority ofthe committee have stated with clearness and 
force the objections which obtain to the existing system of banking, 
in the truthfulness of these strictures we fully concur; but we cannot 
concur in the opinion expressed by the majority. that the proposed 
bill avoids those objections. The bill under consideration seems to 
be based upon the supposition, that if the redemption of the cireu- 
lation of a bank is made certain, all the evils of banking will be 
remedied. Weagree that the security of the note holders is an ob- 
ject of primary importance, and that the pledge of the State bonds 
for that purpose furnishes as reliable a basis for their security 
аз сап well be adopted. But this does not remove the evils grow- 
ing out of the alternate contractions and expansions of the cur- 
rency оп which the majority have commented with much foree; 
these are evils to which the banks provided for in the bill, will be 
peculiarly liable. These banks will be authorized to have a vircu- 
lation equal to the full amount oftheir capital stocks, and yet they 
are only required to keep on hand specie to the amount of ten per 
cent. of their capital. A wider range for contraction and expan- 
sion could not be devised by any bank. Heretofore it has been 
supposed that no bank was safe whose circulation was more than 
three to one for its specie; but under the new system it seems to be 
regarded as sufficient, if the proportion be ten to one. 
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How long а bank could stand with a circulation of ninety thousand 
dollars, with only ten thousand of specie, we need not stop to caleu 
late. But this objection to the billis not yet fully stated. The 
State bonds deposited with the Comptroller to be held in trust 
for the indemnity of the note holders; they are made the pre- 
ferred creditors. and properly во, butthey are not the only creditors 
ofabank. What indemnity is provided for depositors and check 
holders; these creditors are wholly unprovided for in the Dill, ex. 
eept as they may be indemnified out of the assets not pledged to 
the note holders. The only sceurity which all other creditors, ех. 
eept the note holders have under the bill, is the honesty and fideli- 
ty of the officers of the bank. Every objection, therefore, which 
exists against the present banking system, exists with equal force 
against the proposed system. The bill expressly exempts the in- 
dividual property of the corporators from liability for the debts of 
the corporation; to the undersigned, this is a most serious objection, 
ЈЕ such liability is not necessary as to the note holders, as is strong- 
ly maintained by the majority ofthe committee, it does not follow, 
that itis not necessary for the security of other creditors. The 
majority have contended with great eartnestness, that the note 
holders should have some better seeurity than the honesty and in- 
tegrity of the managers of the bank; with the same earnestness we 
insist, that the depositors and other ereditors should have better 
seeurity than the mere integrity and honesty of the managers of 
the bank, and at better security should be the individual liability 
of the stoekholdors. "They may seek to eseape from it by fraudu- 
lent transfers of their property, but we have ample remedies 
against all such attempts. It is provided in the Dill, that any per- 
som, or association of persons, may have the privilege of banking 
in our State, provided the requisite amount of bonds is deposited 
with the Comptroller. ‘The mojority of tho committec have stated 
with truth, that the passage of the bill will have a tendenéy to ap- 
ргосісќе our Stato bonds, much the larger portion of these bonds 
are now held by citizens or corporations in the eastern states. 

Under the bill, the holders ean eome to Tennessee, and for every 
hundred thousand dollars ean commence abank. The inducement 
to do this is parcrful—they will not only continue to draw the in- 
terest on the bonds from our treasury, but from their banking ope- 
rations they will draw in adlition, some seven or eight per cent. 
in profits, making the handsome sum of twelve or thirteen per cent. 
on their eapital, instead of the five per cent. they now make. 

With such inducements held out by the bill, it ean be determined 
whether our own citizens would enjoy the benefits of the system, or 
foreigners. ‘The interest on the bonds will continue to be drained 
from our State, and in addition the profits made upon banking. 
If we аге correctly informed, the million of six per cent. bondsissued 
to raise the eapital of ourState bank are all held by one company 
in New York, upon these bends, that company can start ten banks 
in our State, and instead of drawing бош us annually sixty 
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thousand dollars as at present, they may draw annually one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand. "The majority of the Committee have 
supposed that our State would be greatly benefitted from the fact, 
that the interest on our bonds, would hereafter be payable at home, 
we think the falacy of this argument has been fully exposed. 

But it becomes us to look to the consequences if the bonds should 
be purchased from the foreign holders, and be made the bases of 
banking corporations. The people of the State have a deep inter- 
est in sustaining our State bank. 

They rely upon it for the means of paying the interest on our 
State bonds, and of raising a fund for annual distribution to com- 
mon schools. ë 

It is too palpable to require argument—that an increase of bank- 
ing capital would materially diminish the profits of the State 
bank. This is a result for which we could receive no compensa- 
tion in the adoption of the new system, but in addition to this, it 
is our true policy to purchase as many of the bonds of the State 
as the means of the bank will command. This policy has been 
pursued until the bank now holds nearly four hundred thousand 
dollars of her bonds. If the adoption of the new system should 
appreciate the bonds, as it no doubt would, this policy would at 
once cease. The majority of the Committee urge the passage of 
the Bill, with the view of appreciating our bonds, having an eye 
to the bonds that may be hereafter issued in carrying on works of 
internal improvement. у 

This view of the subject deserves a most careful consideration. 
If we understand the argument it is this: A system of Internal 
improvements cannot be prosecuted except by the aid of the 
State, in the use of her credit. To increase our present debt 
might depreciate our State credit, so that our bonds would not 
be available—to avoid this, a market for the bonds is to be crea- 
ted at home, by this bill, and the bonds are to be appreciated by 
the inducement held out of getting the interest on them, and in 
addition of getting the profits to be derived from banking upon 
them. “The doctrine that a national debt is a national blessing,” 
was never before presented in a more captivating form. The State 
is deficient in credit, and, therefore, cannot go into debt. To 
remedy the evil, and enable her to contract indebtedness for the 
public good, a license to bank freely is offered to all the money 
dealers and shavers who will agree to take the evidences of this 
indebtedness at par value. By the scheme the State will secure 
the blessings of a system of internal improvements, and the peo- 
ple, the blessings flowing from this new species of banking ac- 
companied by a large debt and taxation sufficient to pay the 
interest. 

The project appears to the undersigned to be deficient in one 
important particular, whilst it is admirably calculated to help the 
State to go in debt. It provides no means of paying either prin- 
cipal or interest. According to the argument of the majority, 
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eapitalists will be induced by the bill to seck an investment of 
their money in State bonds, and to supply this demand for bonds 
the State will be required to embark in internal improvements, 
A combination between capitalists who look to the banking privil. 
eges, and the real friends of internal improvements, will be the 
result —and a system of wilde and extravagant schenies, connect- 
ed with banking privileges will follow. 

The ultimate practical effect of the bill will be to induce com. 
panies to procure charters for roads, not with a view of improv- 
ing the country, but for the purpose of getting State bonds, on 
which to commence banking. 

Our past experience has been worth nothing if it does not teach 
us to guard with vigilance against the disastrous consequences of 
such a system. 

These are some of the reasons which prevent the undersigned 
from concurring in the recommendation of the majority of the 
Committee.

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But the above balance is merely nominal. Itis respectfully sub- 
mitted that a large portion of the Stocks here claimed asthe property 
of the State, consists of a fund, no portion of which can, without a 
ehange of the Constitution be applied to the payment of the public 
debt, or to any other purpose than the encouragement and support 
of Common Schools. Sec. 10: Art. 11, of the Constitution pro- 
vides “that the fund called the Common School fund, and all the 
lands and proceeds thereof, dividends, stocks, and other property 
of every description whatever, heretofore by law appropriated by 
the General Assembly of this State, for the use of Common 
Schools, and all such as shall hereafter be appropriated, shall re- 
main a perpetual fund, the principal-of which shall never be di- 
minished by Legislative appropriation; and the interest thereof 
shall be inviolably appropriated to the support ‘and encourage- 
ment of Common Schools throughout the State.” 

Strictly speaking, then, the School fund is of itself a domestic 
debt of the State—unredeemable and irreducible—made so by the 
Constitution and laws of the land. 

In the various plans that have been, or may be projected for the 
extinguishment of the publie debt, this provision of the Constitu- 
tion will of course be kept in view. 

Though not called for by the resolutions above, 1 have deemed 
it proper to append the following tables, showing the aggregate 
amount of property and number of polls returned for taxation for 
the year 1819, being the data, upon which the estimates of reccipts 
from Sheriffs and Collectors for the eurrent year, are predicated. 
The House will bear in mind the fact, that about fifteen per cent. 
of the revenue from this source will cease with the operation of 
the act passed 5th February, 1848, entitled “Ап Act to establish a 
new State Hospital for the Insane,”

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


By the 9th section of an act, passed at the last session of the 
General Assembly of this State, entitled an act to establish the 
County of Lewis the sum of $500 was appropriated, or so much 
thereof as might be necessary, to preserve the place of interment 
where the remains of Gen. Меввкуетнев Lewis were deposited; 
and the undersigned were appointed the agents of the General 
Assembly to carry into execution the provisions of the act, and 
report to the present General Assembly. 

Looking upon the object to be accomplished to be one highly 
honorable to the State, the undersigned entered upon the duties 
assigned them most cheerfully and with as little delay as possi- 
ble. They consulted with the most eminent artists and practical 
mechanics as to the kind of monument to be erected, and a plan 
being agreed upon they employed Mr. Lemuel W, Kirby, of Co- 
lumbis, to execute it for the sum of five hundred dollars. 

The entire monument is twenty and a half feet high. The 
design is simple, butis intended to express the difficulties, succes- 
ses and violent termination of a life which was marked by bold 
enterprise, by manly courage and devoted patriotism. 

The base of the monumentis of rough, unhewn stone eight 
feet high, and nine feet square where it rises tothe surface of the 
ground. On this, rests а plinth of cut stone four feet square and 
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eighteen inches in thickness, on which are the inscriptions 
which are given below. On this plinth stands a broken column 
eleven feet high, two and a half feet im diameter at the base, and 
afew inches smaller at the top. The top is broken to denote the 
violent and untimely end of a bright and glorious career. The 
base is composed of a species of sandstone found in the neighbor- 
hood of the grave. The plinth and shaft, or column, are made of 
afinelimestone, commonly known as Tennessee marble. Around 
ihe monument is erected a handsome wrought iron rail fence. 
Great саге was taken to identify the grave, George Nixon, 
Esq., an old Surveyor, had become very early acquainted with 
its locality. He pointed out theplace; but to make assurance 
doubly sure the grave was re-opened and the upper portion of 
the skeleton examined, and such evidences found as to leave no 
doubt of the place of interment. Witnesses were called and 
their certificate, with that of the Surveyor, prove the fact beyond 
dispute Theinscription upon the plinth was furnished by Pro: 
fessor Nathaniel Cross, of the University of Nashville. It is 


beautiful and appropriate. It is placed on the different sides of 
the plinth, and is as follows : 


MERRIWETHER LEWIS, 
BORN NEAR CARLOTTESVILLE, VIRGINIA, AUGUST 18, 1774; 
DIED OCTOBER 17, 1809; AGED 35 YEARS; 


AN OFFICER OF THE REGULAR ARMY-—PBIVATE SECRETARY TO PRESI- 
DENT JEFEERSON-——COMMANDER OF THE EXPEDITION TO THE 
OREGON IN 1808—1806——GOVERNOR OF THE TERRI- 

TORY OF LOUISIANA—-HIS MELANCHOLLY DEATH 
OCCURRED "WHERE THIS MONUMENT NOW 
STANDS, AND UNDER WHICH REST 
HIS MORTAL REMAINS.

In the Latin distich, many of your honorable body will no doubt 
recognize as the affecting epitaph on the tomb of a young wife, in 
which, by a prosopopocia, after alluding to her immature death, 
и prays that her happier husband may live out her year and 

own. 
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* Immatura peri: sed tu felicior annos 
Vive meos, conjux optime! vive tuos." 

Under the same figure, the deceased is represented in the Latit 
distich as altered, after alluding to his саму death, as uttering 
as а patriot a similar prayer, that the republic may fulfil her 
high destiny, and that her years may equal those of time. As 
the distich now stands, the figure may be made to apply, either to 
the whole Union, or to Tennessee that has honored his memory ' 
by the erection of a monument. | 

The impression has long prevailed that under the influence of 
diseaae of body and mind—of hopes based upon long and valua- 
ble services—not merely deferred, but wholly disappointed— Gov. 
Lewis perished by his own hands. It seems to be more probable 
that he died by the hands of an assassin. The place at which he 
was killed is even yet а lovely spot. It was then wild and soli- 
tary, andon the borders of the Indian Nation. Maj. С. L. Clark, a 

~ gon of Gov. Clark of Missouri,in a letter to the Rev. Mr. Cressey, 
of Maury county, says: “Have you ever heard of the report, that 
Gov. Lewis did not destroy his own life, but was murdered by his 
servant, a Frenchman, who stole his money and horses, returned 
to Natchez, and was never afterwards heard of? This is an im 
portant matter in connection with the erection of a monument 
to his memory, as it clearly removes from my mind, at least, the 
only stigma upon the fair name I have the honor to bear.” 

The undersigned would suggest to the General Assembly, the 
propriety of having an acre of ground, or some other reasonable 
quantity, around the grave secured against the entry of private 
persons. This can be done, either by reserving the title in the 
State, or by! directing a grant to issue in the name of the 
Governor and his successors in office. The firat mode would per- 
haps be the best. :

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To the Honorable Legislature of Tennessee, now in session. 


In presenting their third Biennial Report to your Honorable 
body, the Trustees for the Tennessee Institution for the instruc- 
tion of the Dlind, would premise; that ita presentation has been 
delayed much longer than they intended at the commencement of 
your present session. 

This delay Баз been the result of no want of interest on their 
part, in the benevolent duties assigned them, or of disrespect to 
your Honorable body; but of a variety of causes, the principal of 
which, was the deranged condition of the Institution after its late 
ravages by the cholera, and the necessity of new exertions to com- 
mence again its multiplied operations. 

You will learn from the Report of our present Principal, Mr. 
Whelan, herewith submitted, that during the past summer the re- 
signation of his office was accepted by your Board. In thus act- 
ing, he was mainly influenced by the impaired health of Mrs. 
‘Whelan, intending to travel with her, with a view to its restora- 
tion. On accepting his resignation, Mr. J. С, Berry, a gentleman 
highly qualified for the station, was selected in the room of Mr. 
Whelan. Пе had, however, but scarcely entered on the duties of 
his station, before he was removed by cholera—an event greatly 
deplored by your Board, and by ali who had learned to appreciate 
his worth. f 

After his decease, with that of many others of the Institution, 
no successor for some months was appointed in his stead. During 
those months, its surviving pupils were sent abroad, and silence 
reigned in the late habitation of their sounds of melody. On the 
restoration of health to our city, it was deemed expedient to 
eall home our scattered pupils, and to renew the facilities of their 
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former means of instruction. And in order to this, the selection 
of a Principal to succeed the departed one, was the first step ne- | 
cessary to betaken. Our selection was soon made, for our former 
` Prineipal, Mr. Whelan, was still among us, to whom we again 
tendered the station; and who, the main eause of his resignation 
having been removed, was induced to accept it —thus affording re- 
ты evidence of his ardent devotion to the improvement of the 
Blind. 

In the month of' October, the School was again re-organized un- 
der his superintendence, and is now, once more, in successful oper- 
ation. For information respecting the Institution in its past course 
of instruction, and the results apparent therefrom, we would re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of Mr. Whelan, а synopsis of . 
which will be submitted for your consideration. It is believed by 
your Board, that for the time its remaining pupils have been favor- 
ed withits means of improvement, they will favorably compare, both 
as to the variety and extent of their acquisitions, with those of 
any other similar Institution in our whole land. And for the sin- 
cerity of this belief, they are entirely willing to have them exam- 
ined individually under any course of competent trial, calculated 
to exhibit their real proficiency in the several branches of learning 
to which they have been attending. Nor in connexion with this 
avowal, can they forbear expressing the hope, that before the end 
of your present session, it will comport with your convenience, to 
judge for yourselves of their success in prosecuting their теврес- · 
tive studies, by having them personally before you, for your indi- 
vidual and special examination. Notthat we would insinuate, that ' 
all our pupils have been individually alike successful in their several 
courses of study, but that allowing for the usual disparities of in- 
tellectual and industrial developements of character, more or less 
‘apparent in all schools, no scholars on the whole, have been more 
successful than ours, іп the attainment of an education at once 
thorough and available—requisites, without which no education is 
of any solid or practical importance. And here we would re- 
spectfully call the attention of your Honorable body to the eon- 
sideration of some matters, touching the present and future inter- 
ests of our Institution, which we deem of radical importance. 
And in specifying these matters in detail, we would arrange them 
as follows, viz: 

The purchase of a lot on which to erect a suitable building 
for the accommodation of all the unfortunate blind, within the 
limits of our whole commonwealth, who can be induced to avail 
themselves of its means of instruction. From the showing of our 
last census, no less than 250 of this pitiable class are enumerated, 
as living within the bounds of Tennessee. And from further re- 
searches instituted since 1840, it is believed, that at this period, 
the number of such sufferers, will not fall much below the start- 
ding aggregate of 400. Of this large number, it would doubtless 

a fair estimate to presume, that, at least one third of them, arc 
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within the proper age to enter a blind Institution, and to be largo- 
ly benefitted by its almost indispensable facilities of instruction. 

Now, it must be evident to your Honorable body, that with our 
present contracted building, for the use of which we have the sum 
от $400 to рау, it would be impossible forus to accommodate even 
a tithe of the nu above indicated. If, therefore, in your 
benevolent sympa Tor this pre-eminently afflicted class of 
suffering humanity, you would extend to them that which alone 
ean tend, through the blessing of Providence, to render their pre- 
sent existence а source of comparative enjoyment, and not an in- 
tolerable burden, (we mean the cultivation of their minds,) how 
ean you more truly express those sympathies, and respond to one 
of the most ennobling ends of your high trust, than by the enact- 
ment of such a bill as shall at least prepare the way, for а con- 
summation so absolutely required—the erection of an edifice suf- 
ficiently large and commodious for all the poor Wind children of 
vour great State of Tennessee—íor they are generally not only 
blind, but extremely poor. 

In order that you may more ішің understand the imperative 
need under which we labor, in regard to such a building, we would 
again respectfully refer you to the statements of our worthy Prin- 
eipalin relation thereto. 

And while referring you to his recital of the many disadvan- 
tages, under which we are obliged at present to struggle, we would 
especially call your marked attention to the difficulties growing 
out of the existing exigencies of our mechanical department—a 
department, of pre-eminent importance to those of our pupils, 
whose circumstances in life make it positively necessary for their 
future maintenance, that they should be well versed in one or 
more of the various branches of handicraft. 

In reference to the amount necessary to enable us to procure 4 
lot, on which to erect a suitable edifice, we would not presume to 
specify any particular sum, inasmuch, as we would refrain from. 
any course having even the semblance of dictation, and, more- 
over, as itis aanatter so necessarily within the scope of your own 
individual sense of responsibility to your several constituencies. 

But we would barely intimate, that taking into consideration the 
benevolent action of other States in providing for the education 
of their Blind—together with the liberal bounty granted already 
in part, to the sister Institution at Knoxville, for the Deaf and 
Dumb:— these and other facts, connected with our noble State, have 
led us to anticipate, not only that your benevolence in a cause 
so affecting, will be equal that of other States—but will at least, be 
equal, if no more, to that liberality which one branch of your leg- 
islative body has already manifested towards the Institution at 
Rnoxville. In correspondence with the sentiments expressed in 
our last report, it is again our pleasing po to reaffirm the 
expression of our united thanks to the Lady Managers, who have 
been associated with us in the management of the Institution 
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committed to their, and our joint eare. Their habitual readiness 
to perform all their appropriate duties—to ascertain from time to 
time the wanta of its domestic department—to provide for such 
wants when ascertained—and in general, to minister by their 
prompt and affectionate assiduities to all ita cases of destitution 
and of distress; have not only claimed our gratitude, but also tend- 
ed greatly to soften and improve the person welfare and happi- 
nens of all its truly dependant inmates. 

Nor can we forbear in this connexion to advert to the obliga- 
tions, under which we have been placed to‘one of our city physi- 
cians, Dr. Robert Martin, tor his unwearied efforts, both dering 
the prevalence of the cholera, and throughout all other instances 
of affliction, in ministering by his skillful and gratuitous atten- 
tions to all the cases of illness, with which the pupils have been 


` from time to time attacked. 


In conclusion, we would reiterate the convietion expressed by 
us to the members of the last Legislature, which was, that in or- 
der to the more perfect management of our financial department, 
it would be advisable on your part, either to appoint some two or 
three secular gentlemen to be associated with us, or as we now 
think, to commit the whole management of the Institution alone, 
to gentlemen, whose superior qualifications would not only 
enable them to control said department to the best advantage, 
but whose time could be more conveniently given to it, than that 
of clergymen constantly more or less occupied in the performance 
of their pastoral duties. 

Indeed, it is our individual persuasion, that it would far more 
advance the interests of the Institution in all its combined objects 
of usefulness, for its Board of Trustees to be all composed. of sec- 
ular financial gentlemen, and for a like number of the clergy 
of our city to be designated as a Board of Visitors, whose duty it 
should be to visit the School, at least, monthly, in order to the ex- 
amination of its pupils, and the promotion of their intellectual, 
moral, and religious well-being.

Handicratt employment must necessarily constitute a Јафе ele- 
ment in the instruction of the blind, since upon its aid most of 
them must depend for their future subsistence. It is to be regret- 
ted therefore, that for want of a house adapted to our circum- 
stances, we have been able to do very little in this department-— 
beyond the making of coarse brushes and segars. It is to be 
hoped, that the munificenee of our Legislature will soon supply 
| us, not only with suitable school apparatus, but also a building, 
grounds, and shops, by which the wants of this class of our fel- 
low-citizens may be met and supplied.

This is doubtless attributable among other causes, to con- 


finement in apartments too small for our purposes, the best that 
could be temporarily seeured, but insufficient for our, purposes; 
and want of grounds for exereise. "The cholera overwhelmed us 
In desolation. The Principal was one among its first victims, and 
then in succeasion, the steward, his wife, three of the pupils, and 
some of the servants, The pupils and teachers were dispersed, 
and the school for a season, broken up. We have hdwever, reas- 
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sembled under favorable auspices, and we trust, under the nur. 
turing hand of our Legislature, with the blessing of God, that we 
shall fulfill th® expectations of our fellow-eitizens, regarding the 
unfortunate blind of our State. One of our greatest difficulties, 
and cause of the smallness of the number we have had under our 


qharge, is the ditlgulty of inducing the blind to avail themselves |,

Act passed by the Legislature of Pennsylvania, 1833 and 1834,

every indigent pupil of this commonwealth taught in said school, 
one half to be paid at the expiration of six months, and the re- 
mainder at the end of the year. Provided, that no one scholarshall 
be taught at the expense ‘of the commonwealth more than six 
years. And prewided also, that the sum во to be drawn from the 
Treasury Yor tuition shall in no one year exceed the sum of nine 
thousand dollars.”

The following description of а board prepared by Mr. King to 
aid our pupils in the study of thorough bass, will perhaps prove 
not uninteresting: 

The Staff, Clef and added lines are raised, and at the distance 
of about an inch and a half apart from each other, double rows 
of holes are pierced on the lines and in the spaces extending from 
below the second added lines below the Staff, to above the second 
above, this perpendieular column of holes being immediately over 
а similar eolumn in the Staff below, enables the pupil to use both 
Staffs and to write the exercises exactly as they appear to the 
eye. Аз the main object to be attained in the study of thorough 
Bags, is to acquire a facility in reading and playing from a figured 
Bass, and an understanding of the principles of harmony, the 
value of the notes is of minor importance, accordingly we have 
thus far used it without attaching any length or value to the notes 
except when some particular principle to be taught required it, this 
occurs so seldom that а verbal explanation has proved sufficient. 

"The notes are represented by pegs or pins placed in the right 
hand holes of the double row, the left being reserved for-acciden- 
tals, which are represented by pegs, on the tops of which are the 
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characters of sharps, flats, ог naturals, as required. The figures 
are in like manneron the tops of pegs and plaged in the holes un- 
der the note in the bass. 

We are at present engaged in preparing а set of Geometrical dia- 
grams on a plan we believe to be entirely new, and which we hope 
will prove material aid to our pupils in this interesting and impor- 
tant branch of their study; the figures or diagrams are raised upon 
very smooth canvass in needle work, called as I understand in Tai- 
lors’ nomenclature, “the Back-Stich,” presenting a smooth line suf- 
ficiently prominent to be tangible to the most obtuse touch. The 
dotted or demonstrative lines are produced by throwing alternate 
stitches to the face. The letters and numbers are made in a simi- 
lar manner. The canvass thus prepared is mounted upon two hor- 
izontal rollers about inches in length, and the same distance 
apart in a frame, each roller being turned by a crank; between the 
rollers and a little in advance of them, is a board over which the 
canvass iskept tightly stretehed as it passes off one roller on to the 
other. The diagrams thus prepared are fit for use in order to ren- 
der them more durable and also serviceable for exhibition purpo- 
ses, we have colored the lines &c., exactly like those for the seeing, 
thus completed they will not only serve for the blind while at 
school, but may prove useful to those who engage in teaching the 
seeing, That someidea may be formed of the figures and quanti- 
ty of canvass, we may add that the first book of “Davie’s Legen- 
aig contained upon seven yards in length and three-fourths in 
width.

. The Commissioners to superintend the erection of the State Cap- 
itol, report that at the date of their report to the last General As 
sembly, Ist of October, 1547, they had on hand an unexpended 


balanee of 5 592 99 
Received since that period from the sale of State Bonds 

and other sources 102,000 50 
Making the sum of $102,592 79 
Within the same period they have expended the sum 

of 115,811 29 , 
Showing excess of expenditure over receipts of $13,218 58 


Whieh has been advanced to the Commissioners by the Bank of 
Tennessee. Аз the General Assembly was soon to convene, the. 
Commissioners thought it more advisable thus to exeeed the appro- 
priations than to diminish the force employed, or arrest the work 
altogether for a time. 

The account shewing the details of the receipts and expendi- 
turės to Ist inst.," signed by H. A. Gleaves, Secretary, is herewith 
transmitted as part of this report. The original vouchers or re- 
ceipts, on which these payments have been made, are in the pos- 
session of the Secretary, and await the examination of the Gene- 
ral Assembly or any Committee they may appoint. 

This sum of $115,811 57 
Added to amount previously expended, say 40,679 31 
Makes the whole expenditure in money on the Capitol, 

since its commencement, $156,490 68 

The Commissioners were enabled. to sell the hundred thousand 
dollara of State Bonds, having ten years to run, at par, according 
to the provisions of the act of the last General Assembly. f 

Should that mode of raising funds be continued, the Commission- 
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ers would suggest such a modification of the law, as will author- 
‘ize bonds of the denomination of $1000, to be issued instead of con- 
fining the issue to those of $250. ‚ 

For full details of the work done, the ‘present condition of the 
building, the force employed &c., &c., they refer to the able and 
satisfactory report of the Architect, hereunto appended. 

They moreover invite a personal and thorough examination of 
the building by the members of the General Assembly.

Sinee my last report to the Commissioners, dated the 4th 
Oetober, 1847, upon the progress then made in the building of the 
State Capitol, the eut stone ashler of the basement story, together 
with the Cornice and Plinth courses have been completed and set 
all around the building, both inside and ont. 

The Basement Story has been subdivided in its interior with 
rubbed or polished stone, forming the Halls, stairways and cham- 
bers for the accommodation of the Supreme and Federal Courts, 
and the various offices connected with the State. The whole of 
this story has been arched over entirely, and the stairways carried 
up tothe platforms of the principal story. 

The Principal Story, on the outer walls have been raised to the 
height of about 9 feet above the basement, and all the interior sub- 
divisions of the walls, forming the Hall of Representatives, Senate 
Chamber, Committee rooms and Library have also been founded 
in stone to the height of the Plinth course on the inside of the build- 
ing, while the exterior walls are considerably advanced toward 
their destined height of 43 feet to the ceiling of the interior Entab- 
lature. Inthe course of the next season the walls will be up and 
ready to receive the cornice, and preparations will be made to roof 
in the body of the building-as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The arches are now all completed, with the exception of those 
ever the Committee rooms of the House, these.will be vaulted so 
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as to form all the side galleries and seats for spectators both here, 
and over the Committee rooms of the Senate, which will he situ- 
ated on each side of the Library room on the №. М. division of 
the building. | | | 

The original act of the General Assembly authorizing the con- 
struction of a State Capitol, defines that the whole structure should 
be built “with cut or hewn stone,” and with this view the Board of 
Commissioners, have, trom time to time, instructed the Architect to 
carry out the law for the work to be done accordingly, in a substan- 
tial and workmanlike manner. 

The material used in the building is of the most durable kind, 
quite equal in texture and compactness to any of the Northern and 
Eastern marbles, and as far as regards the rubbed or polished sur- 
faces of the interior stone walls, there are no examples of any 
buildings in the United States, either public or private Jin which the 
walls are constructed of rubbed or polished stones on the interior; 
indeed, there are very few buildings in Europe of this handsome 
and permanent class. 

The body of the building may now be considered to be about 
half up toits height, so far as regards its erypt and cell, thatis to 
say, exclusive of the Porticos and roof. It is necessary that the 
sixteen interior columns of the Hall of Representatives, should be 


wrought as soon as practicable, in order that the roof may be 


sustained and the building covered in. These columns are already 
quarried, each in one Боск of 91 feet in length, including their 
capitals and bases. : 

The materials for the division walls of the great Hall, extending 
North and South and separating the Senate Chamber from the Li- 
brary and Committee rooms, are in a great state of forwardness, 
and the developements at the quarries, since the last report to you, 
gives an assurance of an abundant supply of rock, and that of the 
very best quality. The amountof stone now quarried is sufficient 
to keep the stone cutters employed all this winter at the quarries, 
and in the Penitentiary. 

The following is an account and average estimate of the number 
of men daily employed, and material wrought, within the last two 
years, Viz: 

The hired hands at the sheds on the quarry bed will average 
about 50 men at cutting and rubbing stone.

The Penitentiary force averages about 47 convicts

Bricks.— The arches have taken 648,130, including the filling in 
of walls, spandrils &c., all of which has been laid by 13 Bricklay- 
ers, 40 tenders and mortar makers, employed from May to July in 
the present year. |

REPORT. 


To the Honorable : 
Тіс Senate and House of Representatives: 
Now IN SESSION at Nasnviene, TENNESSEB. 


The undersigned Board of Trustees of the Memphis Hospital, 
а majority of whom were continued in office by order of your 
Hon. predecessors at their last session, (1847-S,) the balance 
having been duly elected by the authority conferred upon the board 
to fill vacancies occasioned by death, removal, or resignation, feel 
gratified to have it in their power to present their second report, 
of the situation and progress of said Institution for the past two 
years, ending 4th Oetober, 1819. In presenting à plain statement 
of its management for the past two years, we deem it only neces- 
sary to inform your body, that the change of government noticed 
in our last report from that ofa resident physician, managing the 
stewardship, as well as admitting physician, was carried out as 
contemplated, af an early day thereafter, and has since been con- 
ducted by а residentsteward, whose duty it is made to provide for 
the attention and eomfort of all patients admitted by order of the 
physician, who diseharges the duty of admitting and attendant 
physician, at а fixed salary. We feel gratified to say, that the pre- 
sent system adopted for the government of the Institution, works 
more harmoniously and with less expense, and although we have 
not the pleasure of noting a greater number of admissions than 
forthe two years preceding, yet we feel satisfied that all has been 
done which our limited means would permit, although falling far 
short of our antieipations from estimated amount of money set 
apart during the last session of the Legislature, and to which a 
brief referenee will be sufficient to enable you to appreciate our 
position. ‘The change of the revenue laws operated as the princi- 
paleause of our disappointment, as you will perceive from an ex- 
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amination from our receipts, they being only about eight thousand 
dollars for the two years, instead of, as anticipated, fifteen thou- 
sand per annum; which amount is not sufficientif all was collected, 
tosupply the urgent demands for relief at this point, forced as we 
are to receive in charge: the sick and dying from all the States 
watered by the Mississippi, to the exclusion frequently, for the 
want of means for the native citizens of Tennessee, for whom the 
charity is set apart to aid. We cannot too forcibly point your at- 
tention to the necessity of affording more abundant means for its 
support, or otherwise yield it, as it should be done, into the hands 
of the general government, whose necessities from her public 
works at this place require her fostering care; rendering it a nation- 
al Institution, in place of a single State Institution, bound from its 
locality to sustain the unfortunate of a dozen sister States, who 
travel on the great inland sea, three fourths of all the applicants 
are from other States. If the: Memphis Hospital be required to 
meet the requirements of public sentiment as to the aid of the sick 
and worn down pennyless travelers, who are daily thrown' into 
our city, means must be furnished-equal to the burden. | 

Hoping that this subject may claim a full share of your services 
for the-public good, we proceed to submit a schedule of the receipts 
and disbursements for the past two years: all of which is respect- 
fully submitted for your examination; in doing which, we beg to 
call your attention to what may seem an improvident outlay in im- 
provement, in consideration of the scant means of the Institution. 
Such was the decayed state of theroof of the building, that it became 
absolutely necessary, as last reported, that repairs should be made; 
accordingly, by a unanimous voice of the Board, improvements ot. 
a durable kind was determined upon, which has been executed 
satisfactorily. Another large drain on our means was made, and 
we feel proud in recurring to the fact, that our returning Tennessee 
volunteers from Mexico, as well as many others from other States, 
received allthe aid and attention in the power of thosein charge of 
the Institution at the time, requiring large expenditures for medi- 
cines, and articles generally, for their comfort, which we flatter our- 
selves, many at distant points will testify. "The expenditures for 
the quarter including the time they were stationed here, waiting 
their discharge, amounted to over four thousand dollars. We pro- 
ceed with our schedule, believing further comment unnecessary.

REPORT. 


The Committee ofthe House of Representatives on Banks, 
have had under consideration and investigation, various en- 
quiries, in regard to the Bank of Tennessee, and its Branches, 
to which thier examination was directed, by different resolutions of 
the House, and ask leave respectfully to submit the following 


» 


REPORT: 


The Committee convened at the Banking House of the Bank of 
"Tennessee, on the 11th of January, 1850,.and with little intermis- 
sion since that time, they have been engaged in the examination 
and investigations required of them, by the several resolutions re- 
ferred to them by the House. They had free and unrestrained ac- 
cess to all the books of the Bank; and the different officers have 
manifested every disposition to aid the committee in the satisfac- 
tory prosecution of their investigations. They have examined a 
number of witnesses, touching the subjects involved in their ex- 
amination, and have caused all the proof taken to be written 
down, which is herewith submitted to the House under exhibit (А.) 

It will be found by reference to the proof, that much of the at- 
tentien ef the committee, has been directed to an investigation of 
the question, whether or not the Bank has atany time heretofore 
been used for political purposes, or in extending accommodations 
to members of one political party, more liberally than to those of 
the other. 'The interest of the Bank, as wel as ef the State, 
seemed to the committee to require that this questión should be 
thorougly investigated and satisfactorily solved. It needs no ar- 
gument to satisfy any one, that the ара of an impression 
whether well founded or not, that the Bank is a mere political ma- 
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Chine, used for partizan purposes, by those having its manage- 
ment, cannot fail to destroy its usefulness, and involve the State, 
whose faith is pledged for its support, in serious embarrassments 
and losses. hilst the committee have witnesed with sincere 
regret, any effort to create an impression which threatens to be 
so disastrous, they have felt themselves called upon by the 
stronger obligations of duty, to resort to all the means within 
their power to ascertain correctly the truth, in regard to the past 
management of the Bank, with a full deterngination to bring it 
fully to light, be the result what it might. 

It із found upon examination, that since the Bank went into 
operation, in 1888, it has keen customary for the Governor of the 
State, to nominate boards of directors, composed of a majority of 
members of his own political party, and with two exceptions. 
these nominations have been confirmed by the General Assembly. 
It is also found, that with one exception, the several boards have 
chosen their president from that party to which a majority of the 
board belonged, and in appointing the Branch boards, it has been 
the uniform custom, to give them the same political complexion 
with the board of the principal Bank. To this extent, and with 
the exceptions here indicated, the control of the Bank heretofore, 
has been conceded to the ascendant party, and in this concession, 
the popular will, as far as the committee have observed, has 
cheerfully acquiesced. 

But this does not touch the question, whether the Bank has been 
used to promote political objects or to accommodate political parti- 
zans, On this question, the committee have taken the proof of a 
long list of witnesses, embracing every president of the Bank 
since its organization, and a number of other officers who have 
been connected with the institution since its commencement, and 
from every witness they have received the p t and positive 
responae, that the Bank has never been used or politioal purposes, 
and that no distinction has ever been observed in granting ac- 
commodations to members of the two politieal parties. If po- 
litical considerations had ever at any time influenced the man- 
agement of the institution, it could not have escaped the obser- 
vation of so many witnesses of the highest intelligence and in- 
tegrity, and whose opportunities of observation have been so 
full and complete. 

Under ordinary cireumstanees, such an unbroken array of tes- 
timony, would be deemed all-sufficient to satisfy any reasonable 
mind, that the Bank has heretofore been free from political in- 
fluences, in its management. But in a matter of so much con- 
sequence to the Bank and to the State, the committee have deem- 
ed it to be their duty to investigate in detail, such facts as have 
been referred to in any quarter, as furnishing evidence of po- 
litical management. The first of these facta from which such 
an inference has been drawn, is connected with the heavy losses 
austained at the Athens Branch. The allegation is, that these 


277 


heavy losses occurred on debts contracted in 1843, and as there 
was an important political struggle in that year, it has been in- 
ferred that the debts were made in accommodating political favor- 
` ites. This inference was supposed to be deducible from an exam- 
ination and report of the Athens Branch, made by President Nichol 
in the year 1844. The first fact which struck the committee, was 
contained in & letter of the cashier of that branch to President 
Ledbetter, dated July 2d, 1849, in which he says that the heavy 
losses at that branch, with few exceptions, of small amounts, arose 
from debts made previous to 1843. In the next place, the com- 
mittee called before them, President Nichol, who testifies without 
hesitation, that when he made his examination of the Athens 
Branch in 1844, and made his report thereon, he did not discover 
that the losses occurred there in consequence of accommodations 
for political purposes, and that he had по informatjon which would 
justify such а conclusion. In order to place the matter beyond all 
doubt, the committee submitted the lists of bad and doubtful debts 
from the Athens Branch, to Col. S. A. Smith, a gentleman residing 
near that Branch, and well acquainted in the Bank district, and 
requested him to state the political complexion of the lists. The 
following was his answer: 


“I have examined the list of bad and doubtful debts at the 
Branch Bank at Athens, I am generally acquainted with the peo- 
ple of that Bank distinct, though not sufficiently so to give the 
pole of all the principal debtors in the list referred to, I have, 

owever, given it a careful examination in connection with others, 
who are perhaps better acquainted with the character of the poli- 
ties of the debtors there named than I am. I have desigñated on 
the list the party to which each principal debtor belongs, so far as 
my knowledge or information extends, by placing the letter (W) 
to the right of the names of all those who are whigs, and the let- 
ter (D) of those who are democrats. Those who are not marked, 
are persons of whom I know nothing. There may be errors in 
the classification of the list before referred to, but if there are, 
they are unimportant, and would not change materially the result. 
By reference to said list (which is herewith returned and made a 
part of this answer,) it will be seen that the aggregate amount of 
bad and doubtful debts during the years there mentioned, set down 
to whigs is $54,672, and that set down to democrats, $27,255, 
while that not ascertained is $9,268. Some of the individuals 
named in said list, of both political parties, are warm partizans, 
but I do not believe that any accommodation was extended to them 
on that account, nor do I believe the money was used for political ' 
purposes. The most of the sums mentioned in the list, of which 
I have any knowledge, were obtained by the debtors to discharge 
‚ debts which they had incurred, or which came upon them, during 
the commercial and pecuniary crisis and depression of 1839-40 
and 41. Some, however, was obtained for speculation, I there- 
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fore, do not believe that the losses before referred to, are attributa- 
ble to political causes in any respect whatever. 
Signed, S. A. SMITH. 


The next and only other fact which has been referred to, as far as 
the Committee know, for the purpose of creating the impression 
that the Bank has heretofore been used for political purposes, is 
derived from tabular statement (B) annexed to President Ledbet- 
ter's report to the General Assembly. This table purports to be а 
statement of the bad and doubtful debts of the Dank and branches 
when made, and as it appears from this table that the heaviest 
losses oceurred in years when there. were important political elec- 
tions, it Ваз been supposed to be a fair inference, that the debts 
were made under political influences. Based as this inference is, 
upon an oficial document emanating from the President of the 
Bank, and con¥eying, as it does, a serious imputation upon the 
past management of the institution, the Committee have deemed 
it their duty to subject this table to a careful and thorough scrutiny 
and investigation. | ; 

It is peoper to remark, that tabular statement (B) was prepar- 
ed in obedience to a resolution passed by the General As- 

embly in 1817-5, requiring the President of the Bank, amongst 
other things, to report to the Legislature a statement of the bad 
and doubtful debts of the Bank and branches, with the time when 
they were made. То enable him to discharge this duty, it appears 
that on the 9th of June, 1849, President Ledbetter addressed a cir- 
cular letter to the several branches, calling their attention to the 
resolution of the Legislature, and requesting them to furnish a list 
of their bad and doubtful debts in separate columns, from the com- 
mencement to the Ist of July, 1849, and showing at what time 
each debt was made, and requesting that these lists should be fur- 
nished by the Ist of September, 1849. All the branches except 
Rogersville furnished lists, and the President of the Rogersville 
Branch being in Nashville, furnished а conjectural statement, 
which list and conjectural statement, together with the suspended 
debt at the principal Bank, classitied by a committee, were placed 
in the hands of Mr. Claiborne, who was employed as a special 
elerk to prepare the tables required by said resolution. With these 
materiale, Mr. Claiborne performed the labor of preparing the tab- 
з statement Б, butunder the superinendence of President Led- 

etter. 

Upon examination ofthe severallists of bad and doubtful debts 
furnished by the branches, the committee discovered, that with the 
exception of that from the Trenton Branch, they did not show ог 
profess to show, when the debts were made that were put down ds 
bad and doubtful. With this fact manifest upon the face of these 
lists, the committee were unable to understand what rule could 
have been adopted in making out the table so as to show the times 
when the several bad and doubtful debts were made, as the cap- 
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tion to the table purports to show. They therefore sought an ex 
planation of this difficulty by examining Prest. Ledbetter, and Mr. | 
Claiborne, as to the rule followed in making out the table, and the 
‘instructions given by Prest. Ledbetter to Mr. Claiborne. "This ex- 
amination disclosed а material discrepancy in the recollections of 
the two witnesses, as to the instructions under which the table was 
made out. In the effort to reconcile this discrepancy it became 
necessary to examine also, Col. Anderson, the Cashier, and Mr. 
` Norvell, the principal Clerk, and from their testimony it appeared, 
thatthe mode of making up the table, before it was commenced, 
was the subject of consultation and discussion between these offi- 
cers ofthe Bank, and that the suggestions of the Cashier and Prin- 
стра] Clerk, were not adopted, but that Prest. Ledbetter pursued. 
his own plan, and gave his instructions to Mr. Claiborne, and that 
those instructions were in accordance with Mr. Claiborne's recol- 
lection of them. But whether Prest. Ledbetter, or Mr. Claiborne 
was right as to the instructions given, the difficulty of the committee 
in seeing how the table B, with its caption, could be reconciled with 
the lists from which it was made up, was not removed, and for this 
purpose the committee submitted table B, together with the several 
lists from which it was made up, to the three clerks in the Bank, and 
propounded to them several questions which together with tbeir 
auswers, are as follows: 


Questions for Mr. Cunningham, Mr. Norvell and Claiborne. 

Question 1. Examine tabular statement B attached to Maj. Led- 
better’s Bank report; examine also the several lists of bad and 
doubtful débts from the Branches and from the principal Bank,

The bad and doubtful originated in the years as follows:

The dates furnished by the branch un- 
certain, whether intended for origin of the debt or when became 
bad and doubtful it does not state. 

The figures taken from these statements, we believe to be cor- 
rectly stated in tabular ststement В—уе do not clearly understand 
what is meant іп the caption by the words “when made.” 

Question 2d. —F rom such examination state whether or not tabu- 
lar statement B shows correctly the bad and doubtful debt of the 
principal Bank and branches, and the time when such debts be- 
came bad and doubtful? 

Answer—~You will see by answer to your first question that the 
statements from which it 13 made up, do not all furnish the time 
when the debt became bad or doubtful. | а 

Question 3d— By reference to tabular statement B it appears that 
at the Athen branch a bad and doubtful debt of about $60,000, is 
charged as having been made in 1843. Examine the report from 
that branch andthe accompanying letter of the Cashier and say 
whether or not said debt originated in 1843? 

Answer—The figures appear to be correctly reported from the 
statement of that branch, which shows the dates at which the debts 
were last renewed, and the following `s an extract from the accom- 
panying letter of Cashier Camp’ ., showing considerable discre- 
репсу, which we are unable to e plain. 

‘Those marked A В and C show the dates and amounts of the 
notes last given in renewal. , recedent debts, and these renewals 
running through a series of several years, and the names of the par- 
ties and amounts, having been frequently changed, it is impossible 
to tell the exact times when the several debts were made; though it 
sufficiently appears that a small portion of the debts were made be- 
tween the years 1839 and 1841, and the balance of the debts, with 
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a few exceptions of small amounts, were made between the years 
1841 and 1842. 

. The debts upon the bills of exchange were made at the dates of 
the bills. At what times the debts became bad or doubtful, I have 
no data upon which to form an opinion. Among the doubtful debts 
I have stated several about which suits are still pending, and their 
goodness will depend upon whether the endorsers escape liability 
or not, they having put in the plea of пол est factum. 

Question 4—Examine report of bad and doubtful debts made by 
the Sparta Branch, and state whether the committee at that Branch 
do not charge the bad and doubtful debts to the years in which they 
became bad and doubtful, and whether according to that report, 
there were any debts which became bad or doubtful in 1848 or 1849, 
which are not charged to those years, in tabular staterrent В, and 
why this departure was made from the report of the branch com- 
mittee. 

Answer—The committee at that branch, do charge, as stated іп” 
1st answer, the bad and doubtful debt to the years in which they 
became such, and there appears $3,109 bad, $693 doubtful in 
1848, and $937 bad and $425 doubtful in 1849, which are not 
charged to these years in tabular statement B. We refer you to 
the correspondence between Maj. Ledbetter and Cashier Warren, 
on this subject iu your possession. ; 

This testimony fully confirms the observation of the committee, 
that there exists an irreconcilable discrepancy and contradiction 
between the caption to table B, and the table itself, It putports 
by its caption to be a statement, showing the bad and doubtful 
debt of the Principal Bank and branches when made, but the proof 
conclusively shows that with the exception of the Principal Bank 
and one branchsthe table does not show when the debts were made. 
To illustrate the erroneous use which may be made of this table, 
the committee deem it necessary to give but a single item. Ву this 
table and its captión, it might be reasonably inferred that there were 
bad and doubtfal debts made at Athens in 1843, amounting to sixty 
thousand dollars, and as there was a political election in that year, 
it might be inferred that the debt was created in promoting politi- ` 
cal objects. But according to the truth, as it appears on the list 
fürnished from Athens, and from which the table was made up, this 
debt was not made in 1843, but that was the date of its last renew- 
al, and by reference to the letter of the Cashier, addressed to Pres- 
ident Ledbetter, but which was not looked to by Mr. Claiborne 
in making the table, this debt, except а small amount was con- 
e between the years 1841 and 1842 and before the year 

From these facts which are in proof, the committee are fully war- 
ranted, and they are gratified to be able to state that they are war- 
ranted in declaring the opinion, that the bank has at no time 
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heretofore, been used for political purposes, and that all such im- 
putations and allegations, are unfounded and unjust, whilst they 
are well caleulated to destroy the credit of the institution, and se- 
riously to effect its usefulness. Whilst they are able from the proof, 
to assert with confidence, that no facts can be properly deduced 
from tabuler statement B, calculated to fix upon the past manage- 
ment of the bank political influences, they would cheerfully add 
that the erroneous character given to that table by au incorrect 
caption was the result of inadvertance, if the proof in the case 
would enable them so to declare. But without assuming to deter- 
mine whother this result was accidental or by design, the com- 
mittee are constrained to make the following statements. First it 
13 proved that the several lists from the branches were handed by 
President Ledbetter to Mr. Claiborne; Second, that Prest. Led. 
better examined these lists is proved from the fact that in some in- 
stances he wrote back to the branches for explanations of items, 
which were not satisfactory; Third, that an examination of these 
lists could not fail to show that the debts were not charged to the 
years wen they were made; Fourth, that when the same questions 
propounded to the three clerks, and which they answered in a few 
hours, were propounded to Prest. Ledbetter, he deelined to answer 
them for want of time to make the necessary examinations—and 
Fifth, that after the table was. prepared by Mr. Claiborne, it was 
handed over to Prest. Ledbetter, who put to it the caption which it 
bears and annexed the same to his report without note or explana- 
tion. 

The committee were charged, amongst other things, with an in- 
vestigation inte any means resorted to by an officer of the bank to 
retain possession of sit for political purposes, whether the facts just 
referred to, have any bearing on this question the committee will 
not assume to determine. But in this connection they deem it 
proper to give the result of their inquiries as to the fragment of a 
letter, bearing date Sept. 7th, 1849, and lately read in the Senate 
as the production of Prest. Ledbetter. 

The following questions to President Ledbetter, and his 
answers will show the result of the investigation on this sub- 
Ject:—

Dear Sir: What ought to be done with the Bank of Tennessee, 
at the ensuing session? This is an important question, and one 
tbat should be considered well by our friends in time. 

'The Legislature, two years hence, will have, as vou know, to 
elect a Senator to Congress, and to district the State anew, for the 
election of Representatives, as well as Senators and Representa- 
tives to the General Assembly; and the democratic party will 
bring heaven and earth together to carry the State; aud they will 
carry it unless we can have а new organization. In their hands, 
the bank can be made a powerful instrument—will they scruple to 
use it, or its means, to effect that object? 

What, then, shall be the course of the whigs at this session? 1 
wtite to you because we have no leaders in the middle part of the 
State, no working men at least, and I would like to have : 

If so, to whom? 

« Answer—1 refer you to my answer to the Senate's Committee.” 

“Question 61—TF rom your connection with the bank, and knowl- 
edge of its management, do you believe that either party would 
not scruple to use it or its means for political purposes?" 

* Аизшег-—Т have already stated that during my connection with 
the bank, I have never known it, or its means, used for political 
purposes, by either party. What parties would, or would not 
scruple to do *I cannot say." | 

The answers by Prest. Ledbetter to the questions by the Senate's 
Committee, referred to by him are as follows: | 

Question——“You will please read the second resolution under 
which this Committee was aappointed, and give any information in 
your power relative to the matter therein referred to.” 

Answer—“If any officer of the Bank has used his influence to se- 
cure the possession of the Bank for political purposes, I have no 
knowledge ofit. Nor have I any reason to believe that any officer 
of the Bank has used the bank for any such purpose. 

Question 2.—'**You will please state all you may know in rela- 
tion to a letter, or part of a letter, dated 7th September, 1849, and 
read in the Senate, by the Senator from Overton, or айу other let- 
ter written by yourself or any other officer of the Bank on the same 
subject of the one above referred to, and to whom written.” : 

Answer— The paper which was read in the Senate, аз a letter of 
mine, was not sent by me to any person. During the last fall, 1 
commenced writing a letter to a private gentleman, and had writ- 
ten what is contained in the paper referred to, which was left un- 
finished on the table in the Bank, in. which I was writing atthe 
time, and which I did not see afterwards until it had been read in 
the Senate." р 

As soon аз I had leisure, I commenced on another sheet, and wrote 
to the gentleman alluded to. I wrote also about{the same time, one 
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or two other letters, not more than two I think upon the same sub- 
ject, and these are all the letters I rememberto have written durin 
the past summer or fall, in relation to the future management of the 
Bank. I wrote nothing at that time or any other with a view of se- 
curing the Bank for political purposes; on the contrary, I gave it as 
my opinion that it should be placed if possible, above party conten- 
tions. Í did not write to any member of the General Assembly upon 
this subject or to any person holding political office. 

I presume the committee do not desire me to give the names of 
private gentlemen, to whom I have written private letters. 

Iknow of no letter written by any other officer of the Bank upon 
the subject mentioned in the interrogatory. Signed 

WM. LEDBETTER. 

Upon these facts the committee have no disposition to make any 
comments. It will be seen that Prest. Ledbetter says he has ex- 
pressed the opinion, that the Bank ought, if possible, to be placed 
above party contentions, so that neither party, asa party, should be 
responsible for Из management, and that the present session was 
the most favorable time to effect it, but he is not aware that he ever 
proposed keeping himself in office to any one. About the time that 
Prest. Ledbetter was giving this evidence, it became his duty, as 
acting President of the Bank, to appoint in conjunction with the oth- 
er directors, directors for the several branches. According to the 
opinion of Prest. Ledbetter, the management of the branches might 
have been placed above party contentions by appointing an equal 
number of whigs and democrats. But the proofis that he made 
out a list of directors for each branch and submitted it to the Board, 
and upon examination it is found to be as follows, each director 
with his politics designated by Prest. Ledbetter, viz:

The Committee have not undertaken to investigate the correct- 
ness of the bad and doubtful debts at the branches, nor have they 
any reason to doubt that they are as nearly correct as could be ex- 
pected. The proof in regard to the bad and doubtful debt at the 
principal Bank, for the years 1846 and 1847, shows that at the 
time some of them were created, the parties to them were in doubt- 
fal circumstances, although there is no reason for believing that 
they were not considered good when the discounts were made. 
The Committee are satisfied however, that as to much the largest 
portion of this debt, the parties, at the time of the discounts, were 
in good credit and solvent, and the debts became bad or doubtfulat 
а subsequent period. Much of the loss which occurred in the bu- 
siness of 1847, was produced by the extensive commercial em- 
barrassments which prevailed in that and the following year. The 
proof furnishes no ground to suspect that any of these losses re- 
sulted from accommodations for political purposes, but any such 
inference is fully repelled by the fact that the losses are about equal- 
ly divided between the members of the two parties. It was satis- 
factorily shown that one debt of $1511, classed as bad, was im- 
properly so classed, and that another of $501, classed as doubtful, 
was not properly chargeable tothe year 1847. It is proper to state 
that since the committee closed their investigation, President Led- 
better has received information which he has communicated to the 
committee: that a debt of $1000, charged to the year 1846 and 
1847, as bad, at the Sparta branch has been secured and is now 
considered good, deducting the two amounts erroneously put down 
as bad from the aggregate bad debt of the years 1846 and 1847, as 
shown in table B, it will appear that the true aggregate for those 
two years will be $28,540, or an annual average bad debt of $14,- 
270, which is less by $10,000 than the annual average bad debt 
from the commencement of the Bank to the Ist day of January, 
1848, as appears from the testimony of President Ledbetter. 
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Аз to the other debts the committee have seen nothing in the 
evidence to induce them to question the correctness of their 
classification, unless it be in regard to the Conner debt of about 
$8,500. In making up the table, Mr. Claiborne charged this as 
a doubtful debt of the year 1848, but this was changed by Presi- 
dent Ledbetter, to the year 1847. The proofin this matter shows 
that in May, 1847, Conner had three bills discounted amounting 
to $10,200, on all of which Pilcher & Porterfield were endorsers, 
апа on one of which G. S. Crockett was endorser. He had also 
anote of $2000 with the same endorsers. The bills became due 
and were protested in January, February and March, 1848, and 
the note in May, 1848. They all remained under protest until 
August, 1848, when Pilcher and Porterfield paid $3,500, and were 
released upon Conner's giving his two bills for the residue, with 
Jesse Johnson and A. Hamilton as endorsers. Before this ar- 
rangement was made, А. Hamilton desired the Board not to 
take Conner's bills with his endorsement, and Jesse Johnson in- 
formed one of the Directors that he was unwilling for the bills 
to be discounted with his endorsement on them, which fact was 
communicated to the Board before they were discounted. With 
this knowledge, however, the board, supposing that Johnson 
would be legally bound, took the bills and gave up the paper on 
which Pilcher & Porterfield were endorsers. Шізіп proof that 
Pilcher & Porterfield were in good credit and solvent; but that 
they were unwilling to pay more for Conner than $3,500, and 
that they are yet in good credit and solvent. It is in proof that 
Johnson was solvent and worth probably more than Pilcher & 
Porterfield, when the new bills were discounted, and the Board 
thought him the better security. Shortly afterwards, however, 
he made an assignment, and now resists the payment of the 
bills, and is considered doubtful, if notinsolvent. The committee 
find that the witnesses differ in opinion as to the proper year to 
which this debt should be charged. But when correctly con- 
sidered, the committee see no necessity for attempting to decide 
the question, When the debt originated in 1847, the committee 
are satisfied that any Bank in the place would have considered 
the paper good, and they are also satisfied that the new bills were 
taken under the belief that it was the best arrangement for the 
Bank. The only thing connected with the arrangement of the 
debt, which ought to excite any criticism, is the fact that the 
new bills were taken against the known wishes of the endorsers. 
If the endorsers were not bound on the bills, the loss will neces- 
sarily be chargable to the act of releasing the first endorsers, 
and failing to take others who were legally bound; but even then 
it would be apparent that the loss was the result of an honest 
mistake as to the legal responsibility of the endorsers, and there- 
fore calling for no censure. 

The committee find a loss of about $2000 which arose from 
the purchase of а draft in New Orleans, by the agent of the 
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Bank in 1848. This loss does not appear in the list of bad and 
doubtful debts for that year. "The omission they suppose was 
accidental, and the loss is probably attributable to the com- 
mercial revulsion which extended into the year 1848. It is not 
intended by President Ledbetter in his table B. to be understood 
as saying that no more of the debts of 1848 and 1849 than $66, 
were bad or would become bad. Such an assumption would be 
wholly unreasonable, and would throw discredit ever his entire 
report. The bad debt of the Bank since its commencement, has 
averaged over $24,000 a year, and considering the amount of the 
business, and its diffusion over so wide an extent of country, 
the committee have no reason to suppose that losses will not 
occur on the business of 1848 and 1849, similar to those which 
have occurred in former years. These losses cannot be develop- 
ed and ascertained until the business of these years is brought 
to a final close, and therefore it would be utterly unreasonable 
and unjust to institute comparisons between those two years, 
and any other two whose losses are developed and ascertained. 
Looking at the aggregate of losses from bad debts since the com- 
meneement of the Bank, although the amount appears large, yet 
when compared with the immense amountof ће transactions, and 
the amount of profits made, the committee are rather surprised 
that the losses have not been greater than that they have not 
been less. Compared with the other banks, the committee are of 
opinion that the result would not be disadvantageous to the Bank 
of Tennessee. 

The committee were charged with the investigations of any 
violations of the Bank charter in granting excessive accom- 
modations to directors within the last six years. The proof ta- 
ken by the Senate Committee on this subject, was so full, that 
the House Committee have not deemed it necessary to travel 
overthe same ground. They have taken no proof whatever in 
relation to the years 1844 and 1845, for the reason that they 
were aware of no alledged violations in those years, except such 
as have been fully reported upon by Pres’t Nichol, in regard to 
the Athens Branch. In regard to the years 1846 and 1847, the 
only allegation involving a violation of charter, known to the 
committee, was, asto the discount given to C. Conner in May, 
1847, and the renewal of his note for $2000 without any call. 
On this subject they examined Mr. Nicholson, who was president 
when the discounts and renewals took place, and they submit his 
testimony. | 

*Since my examination before the Senate's committee, I have 
been to Columbia, and ascertained with certainty, that I was 
there from the 3d of May, 1847, till the 15th or 16th of May— 
thatI was here on the 17th, and returned to Columbia, either on 
the 18th or 19th, and remained there until after the 20th. I am 
unable to ascertain whether I left Nashville on the 1st or 2d of 
May, nor can I recollect any thing more in regard to the Connor 
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bills than is contained in my statement before the Senate com- 
mittee. | 

«When I returned from Columbia and found the Connor bills 
discounted, I did not bring the subjeet before the board, because 
I had no doubt but that Му, Connor's resignation had been in 
good faith, and because I had no reason to suppose that the 
board was ignorant of the transaction, as every member had 
{ree access to the books, and as the resignation, discount of bills 
and return of Mr. Connor into the board, had all taken place in 
my absence, The insinuation, wherever made, that the trans- 
actian was concealed from the board, is without the shadow of 
truth. If I had been present, I should have regarded Mr. Con- 
nor's functions, as director, at an end, upon his handing in his 
resignation, and considering the bills good, I should not have 
hesitated to discount them. - 

“It was not customary to bring renewal notes before the board 
for discount, and therefore I do not suppose that Mr. Coumor's | 
$2000 note, which was renewed on the 20th of May, and agaim 
in November, was before the board. 

“If I was consulted as to the renewal of this note, without 
any call, of which I remember nothing, I have no reason te. 
doubt that I consented to the renewal, as Í certainly should have 
felt myself authorized to do under the charter. IÍ understand 
the charter to require a director's debt, which exceeds $2000, to 
be reduced at the rate of twenty-five per cent. per annum, and 
as bills are always discounted to be paid in fall at maturity, 1 
should have felt authorized to make no call on the note, but to 
са] the whole of the bilis." 

Upon an examination of all the proof upon this subject, the 
committee are unable to see any just principle for holding Mr. 
Nicholson responsible for a violation of the charter, unless he is 
to be made responsible because the transaction took place in his 
absence. It could not be expected that the President should at 
all times be present, and it would be manifestly unjust to-make 
him responsible for acts done in his absence, and without his 
knowledge. The adoption of such а principle might operate 
with great injustice and hardship upon the present President of 
the Bank. -It is known to the committee, that his residence is 
in another. county, where his private interests necessarily require 
him to go frequently. . № one could teasonable object to his ab 
sence on such occasions, nor would it be just or fair to make him ` 
responsible for any transaction occuring in his absence. Jn like, . 
manner, the committee cannot see, how Mr. Nicholson should 
be responsible for being absent, when his private interests re- 
quired such absence. That the bills of Mr. Connor were dis- 
counted under the belief that he had ceased to be ‘a director, 
and that they were regarded as good bills, the committee enter- 
tain no doubt. Nor can they see*why Mr. Nicholson should 
have been expected to bring the matter:before the board: when 
he learned of the discounts, as the whee пш had occured jn 
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his absence, and he had no reason to doubt the fairness of the 
proceeding, aad the aequaintanee of the bound with the eireum- 
stances. À 

The committee have deemed it proper and just to Mr. Nichol- 
Son, to take his statement in regard to the indulgence extended 
by him to Mr. Orton, on a bill for $1099, about which allegations 
have been made against him. On this subject. his statement 
is as follows: 

“Sometime after the bill of Pollard for $1000 endorsed by Orton, 
J. €. Nicholson and Johnson, was discounted, Mr. Orton inform- 
ed me that the bill was for his benefit. and he asked the privilege 
of paying it at Nashville, instead of paying it at Huntsville, Ala. 
nn whieh latter place it was drawn. This was a privilege fre- 
quently granted to others, and I consented that he might have 
tho same privilege. Some short time before the bill became due, 
which was about the 6th of May 1847, I saw Mr. Orton, and had 
such assurances from him, that he would arrange the bill at 
Nashville, that induced me to rely upon its being done, and with 
that expectation Linformed the clerk (Mr. Norvell) that it would 
not be necessary to send the bill to Huntsville. as Mr. Orton 
would ar-ange it here. When the bill became due, Mr. Orton 
failed to arrange it as І expected, and the bill was not protested. 
This occurred while I was at Columbia, and upon my return I 
heard that the bill hai not been arranged. I felt it my duty to 
have the debt secured, and frequently tried to get if done, but 
failed until after Пей the bank. At my own expense 1 ffnally 
gat the debt secured upon the bank agreeing to redeem real es- 
tate in Nashville, which was considered by a committee of the 
Bank, smple security. The Bank advanced about $4,700, in 
redeeming the real estate which was valued at from six to ten 
thousaud dollars. Ihave claimed no compensation for my labor 
and cxp»ases iu getting this debt secured, because I had directed 
the el^rk nas to send it to Huntsville for presentation, under the 
belief that it would be paid here. If I had not got it secured, I 
should he ve felt myself bound to secure it myself. The relation- 
shin existing between myself and the parties iu the bill, had no 
influence in my actions. СІ relied on Mr. Orton’s assurances of 
payinort, and being absent when the bill became due, could not 
ргоси the service ofdemand and notice by the endorsers, which 
would have dene, ifl had been at home. Mr. Pollard was a dis- 

` tant conte xion of mine, and so was J. C. Nicholson and Mr. Or- 
ton’s úrst wite,"who had been dead some years, was my second 
от third eousin., Mr. Orton himself, was an enterprising and in- 
Qusirious meehanie, but no relation of mine.” 

І has not been alleged that there was any violation of the 
Бах charter in this transaction, but the imputation involved a 
Chorro of personal favoritisin on account of relationship. The 
eomm Кес Бате no hesitatiou in declaring that the imputation 
ws auju:t, and that the facts of the case warrant по such charge. 
Mr. Orton was no relation of Mr. Nicholson—he was а respecta- 
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ble, enterprising mechanic, and the indulgence extended to hint 
was only such as is often extended to others. As the endorsers 
were released by the failure of Mr. Orton to arrange the bill ac- 
cording to his promise, Mr. Nicholson assumed the responsibility 
and at his own expense secured the debt. Instead of subjecting 
him to imputations, the transaction only shows his willingness 
to accommodate. honest and enterprising mechanies, and his 
readiness to save the bank from loss by taking the responsibility 
upon himself. . 

In regard to alleged violations of the charter in the year 1848 
and 1849, the committee have deemed it just and proper to take 
the statement of President Ledbetter, which is as follows: 

“On the 13th of Feb., 1849, as appears from the bill book, the 
Bank purchased a bill on New Orleans, drawn by Henry Dow- 
dy, four months, for $4,000, endorsed by Geo. C. Allen, (who is a 
director; John Dowdy and Alex. Allison. At the time I knew 
nothing of the drawer, nor did I notice Mr. Allen’s name upon 
the bill. It was discounted mainly on Maj. Allison's endorse- 
ment, which made it first rate. Т was told afterwards, that 
Henry Dowdy and Mr. Allen were partners,in business at Carth- 
age. Lately I have understood from Mr. Allen, that he was of- `` 
fered the money for the bill before it was brought to the Bank, 
which he declined, as he wanted the Bank to have Фе benefit of 
the bill. Не was of opinion at the time as I understood that his 
endorsement would make no difference as there were two endor- 
sers upon it besides himself. The bill was paid two or three 
months before it matured. Mr. Dowdy has had no note discount- 
ed in 1849 that I know of. 

“I have also understood that А. P. Shelden, is a partner of B. 
R. Howard (who is a director) in business at Gallatin. He had 
a note discounted 29th of June, 1848, for $1,000, which has been 
reduced by payments ta $250. From the 12th of April. 1848, to 
the 13th of July 1849, as appears from the bill book, the Bank 
^ purehased Mr. Shelden's bill on. New Orleans, amouniing to 
$29,919 55, which matured last season, and all of which, І un- 
derstand trom the Cashier has been paid. | 

*From'the 7th of August 1849, to 29th December, 1849, as ap- 
pears froin ihe bill book, the Bank purchased Mr. Shelden's bills 
on New Orleans, ‘amounting to $17,500, which I believe are 
drawn. upon shipments of produce, and will mature during the 

resent season. ‘They are endorsed by different persons. J.C. 
ouglass, Bennett Lane, Wm. Soloman and-Z, W. Baker. 

The Bank purchased on the 12th Dec. 1848, a bill drawn by 
О. B. Smith, on New Orleans, for 82000, endorsed by В. G. Smith, 
Б. Embry and Nicholson & Smith, which 1 understood was-upon 
shipments of cotton, and which was paid during the last season. 

From the 9th Oct. 1849, to 10th Dec. 1849, as appears by the 
bill book, the Bank purch&sed O. B, Smith's bills upon New Or- 
leans, amounting to $41,380. These bills are endorsed by dif- 
ferent persons—B. Embry, В. ©. Smith and Nicholson & Smith, 
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are drawn mostly at short dates, and, as I believe upon shipments 
of produce. Мг, Smith has had no note discounted that I know 
ef, during the years 1848 and 1849, He has been a partner of 
Jas. Morton’s in the auction and commission business in this. city; 
but my information is, they discontinued this business on the 1st 
af July last. | 

A. С. Green. the Director for Robertson county, I believe, is a 
merehant, and that his brother J. Green, is his partner, who had 
no note or bill discounted during 1848 and 1849, that I know of 

Mr. Monohan, Ваза partner in the carriage making business in 
this city, but has never applied for any discounts, as I learn from 
the о сета of the Bank. 

«Whether any other Director ‘or Directors have partners 
or not I am unable to say. 

All of the cases referred to in this statement, except that of 
А. P. Selden, were fully examined into and the proof reported by 
the Senate Committee. That there was any wilfull intentional 
violation of the charter, the Committee will not pretend to in- 
sist, and if there was any violation at all, they see no reason to 
doubt that it was through inadvertance and unintentional. They 
are not, therefore, prepared $0 east any сепзигез by way of com- 
ment upon the transactions, but submit them to the considera- 
tion of the House. They deem it proper to remark that in their 
opinions, it would be exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to 
earry on the various complicated transactions of the Bank with- 
out occasional apparent departures from the charter, but they 
do not conceive that it would be just, much lessliberal, to seek 
Љу suchinstances to cast censure upon the officers of the Bank, 
who had no other object in view but the interest ol the institu- 
tion. They make this remark in regard to all the alleged viola- 
tions of the charter, to which their attentions has been drawn, 
and they makeit because it is due to truth and justice. 

'The Committee called upon President Ledbetter to exhibit a 
eomparative statement of the profits of the Dank during his ad- 
ministration and that of Mr. Nicholson preceding. This state- 
ment was furnished according to the Bank years, which begin 
and end on the first of July and was made up from his own report, 
made to the present Legislature and from that of Mr. Nichol- 
son’s made in 1847, the following is the comparative statement: 

“The Bank year is from Ist July to 1st July and the tabular 
statement foreach year is made outin this way.

+Ты item eredited in 1847,1 m an interest acceunt which accumulated for fiveor six 
years at Athens, on a debt due that branch by East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad 
€ompany, aud for which stock in that company was taken in payment. Should the 
stock prove of par value, this dividend will be good for fuil amonnt, and it embraces 
«то years of interost which properly belongs to profits of 1846 and 1847. 
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The committee deem it proper to add, that in order to exhibit 
more fully the comparative profits of the two periods embraced 
in the above statements, they have ascertained by inquiry at the 
Bank tbat in 1846 and 1847 State bonds were purchased to the 
amount of, $ 120,790, at a discount of $14,951; and that in 1848 
and 1849 the amount purchased was $135,500, at a discount of 
$8,160. The discount on bonds purchased are regarded as con- 
tingent or suspended profits, but they are not carried into the 
general account; and therefore, in making а complete compara- 
tive statement, they should be added. Ву making this addition, 
it will appear that in 1846 and 1847 the profits were $409,902 78 
and in 1848 and 1849 they were $372,653 95. 

Your committee would further state, that they have been in- 
formed by Col. Anderson, Cashier of the Bank, that letters have 
been received from the Attorney ofthe Bank at Memphis, stating 
the following facts: 

The debt of Lenard for $2,506, Fowlkes for $3,106, and Stan- 
ton for $1,131, set down as a doubtful debt, іп 1846 and’47, has 
been settled with interest, by giving real estate in Tipton county, 
at cash valuation. 

This information I have received from our Attorney, and noth- 
ing remains to be done, but for the Bank to make a transfer of 
the claims. and receive her title papers.

Which should also be deducted from the amount of doubtful 
debt reported for 1846 and 1847; which leaves $403,159 78. 

The committee have taken proof, in regard to a loss of about 
$10,000 sustained in the purchase and sale of the L'Hommedieu 
Mills, near Nashville. The facts as proven are, that in 1846, 
the Bank discounted В. Е. L'Hommedieu bills amounting to 
$20,000. Mr. L'Hommedieu was considered a large capitalist, 
and had just completed a large manufacturing establishment, 
which eost over $30,000. Ву way ofsecurity, the Bank required 
a mortgage on the property. Before the bills became due, Мг. 
L'Hommedieu died, and contrary to expectation, his estate was 
insolvent. “he mills were sold to foreclose the mortgage, and 
bought by the Bank at the amount of the debt secured. At the 
time it was believed that nothing more could be realised from the 
estate, and that the property was with the debt. Afterwards the 
property was greatly damaged by high waters in 1847, and when 


- sold in 1848, the best price that could be had for it was $12,000. 


The present owners have repaired the property at great expense, 
and now value it at $20,000. It is supposed by the Committee, 
to be about as valuable now, asit was when the mortgage was 
taken. The Committee see no reason for charging this loss 
upon either administration—they have no doubt acted with the 
best motives, and with an eyeto the interests of the Bank. 

The Committee were required (о investigate and report upon 
the management of the Rogersville branch. They regret that 
their means of investigations have been tan limited ta смо 


24 


them to make a full and satisfactory examination. They find, 
that for several years past, the profits made at this branch have 
increased, and this they suppose is attributable, mainly to the 
more extensive bill business done there for some years. The 
only means of investigating its management, within the reach of 
the Committee. was the examination of such witnesses as might 
be supposed to be able to give information on the subject, and 
by an inspeetion of the weekly statements furnished, by the 
‚ braneh to the principal Bank. T ey have taken the proof of 
Samuel Powel Еза. ће representative of Hawkins county, which 
they submit, as follows:— 

* What do you know in reference to the management of the 
Rogersville branch, during 1848 and 18497 Has it given satis- 
faetion? Who have received the largest accommodations, and 
for what purposes? Does its management exhibit any evidences 
of favoritism. Ш so to whom? Give the facts fully touching 
the foregoing questions. | 

Question 2d. Did any director. or partners of any directors re- 
ceive accommodations at said Branch, exceeding the limits al- 
lowed by the Bank charter? State the facts fully in reference to 

the question. 

«Answer to questions 1 & 2—I know nothing of my own 
knowledge. 

Question 3d. What changes have been made in the directory 
of the Rogersville Branch within the last twelve months, and 
what changes have been made in the officers of said bank. 

Answer.—-Gammon of Sullivan, Taylor of Jefferson, and Ray 
of Washington, have been superceded, and Franklin and Massin- 
gill appointed in their places, John Blevins has been elected 
clerk in the place of Hord within the period mentioned. 

Question 4th. Was there any complaint against James M. 
Hord, Clerk of the Bank at Rogersville Branch, for 1846, °47, 
and'48? Who run against him in 1848, and were the changes 
in the directory made with a view of changing the officers of the 
Bank? Did not the directory, while under the control of a dem- 
oeratie administration, keep in the Bank, as an officer, at least 
one officer of the opposite party in polities! 

Answer.—lI never heard any complaint against Нога as an off- 
eer of the Bank. He had been clerk of the Bank for three years 
and I think if there had been any complaint, [ should have heard 
ofit. John Blevins run against Нога in 1848, for clerk. Wheth- 

er or not the change in the Directory was made with a view of 
changing the officers of the Bank, I cannot say; but the effect 
was to turn out the only demoeratie officer in the Bank, and elect 
John Blevins in his place. Blevins is the son-in-law of Kyle (a 
director.) "Taylor was superceded, and Franklin. Kyle’s partner, 
appointed in his place: Gammon superceded, and Massingill, a 
relative of Kyle’s—in his stead. My recollection is that during 
the democratic administration of the Bank there always has 
been one officer of different politics. 
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Question 5th. Ave А. Kyle, L. D. Franklin and*Wm. C. Kyle 
partners? In what business are they engaged? 

Answer.—They are known as partners in negro trading. 

Question 6th. (By Mr. Harrell)—Has 5. D. Mitchell been presi- 
dent of the Bank for the last four years? Is he not a first rate of- 
ficer, and has not the condition of that branch been very much 
improved since he has been president? 

Answer. 5. D. Mitchell has been president of the Bank for the 
last four years. He is considered a good officer, 

. Seeing from this evidence, the strong family influence which 
seems to have been concentrated in the Board, the Committee 
turned to the weekly statement, showing the names of the draw- 
ers and endorsers of notes and bills, to see if these furnished any 
evidences of the exercise ofthis influence. They regretted to find 
that some few of these statements had been misplaced, or could 
not be found at the bank, but from those on file, they find a state 
of things there well calculated to excite suspicion and dissatisfac- 
tion. They find from these statements, that, in 1848, the presi- 
dent of the Branch, S. D. Mitchell, was liable to the Bank, as 
drawer, in the sum of $2100, and as endorser in $1000. They 
find that in 1849, he was liable, as drawer, in $1900, and, as en- 
dorser, in 2000. How this is reconcilable with the Bank char- 
ter the committee do not understand.

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These figures seem toindicate strongly that the family of Kyles 
in partnership with the Franklins, who seem to be engaged in 
the slave trade, have been receiving extraordinary accommoda- 
tions, This may be a profitable business to the Bank, but the 
Committee question very much, whether if continued, it may not 
prove disastrous, It appears from the proof, that W. C. Kyle, a 
son of A. Kyle, a director, and whose liabilities are very large, is 
а man of limited means. It appears also that І. У. В. Frank- 
lin, a son of L. D. Franklin, also a director, and whose liabilities 
are very heavy, is quite a young man, and with limited means. 
Connected as these two sons are, with fathers who are directors. 
ofthe Bank, and engaged in the negro trade. the Committee can- 
not concur with the President ot the Bank, in the compliment 
which he pays to this branch in higreport. It may show large 
profits may not be the forerunners of large losses, may well be a 
subject for serious deliberation. 

In conclusion, the Committee take pleasure in stating, that 
their examination has satisfied them that the Bank is in a safe 
and sound eondition, fully ableto meet all its liabilities faithfuly, 
and tocontinue to furnish a good circulating medium, unless some 
unexpected commercial revulsion should occur, or unless the 
publie distrust should be so excited as to cause asudden and gen- 
eral demand forspecie. Itis in proof before the Committee, that 
the Bank has suffered of late, in consequent of the evcitement 
growing out of the failure, on the part of one branch of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, to aet upon the nomination of the new Board of 
Directors, and out of the prevalence, to some extent at least, of 
the opinion, that the old board could not legally keep possession 
of the Bank. It is hoped, however, by the committee, that this 
injury will be temporary and limited, and that neither ofthe 
causes of this injury will be permitted to continue to operate, but 
that the institution may be speedily restored to the full confi- 
dence ofthe country, and go forward successfully and prosperous- 
ly, in the discharge of the high obligations imposed upon it.

We keep books in which bills and notes in suit are entered, 
of the different counties. The Davidson and out county list was 
put before the committee—they classed them: Wilson to the Di- 
rector and the Attorney—they classed them; Sumner, I relied on 
Col; Anderson; Rutherford, I classed myself; Smith county, to 
Mr. Allen and Col. McDonald; Williamson, to Mr. Alexander, 
Attorney for the Bank. The lists of which I speak, I believe 
contain the whole of the debts in suit, or suspended debts, bad 
and doubtful debts, and were made out by Mr. Claiborne from the 
books of the Bank, for the use of the committee, and shew who 
are debtors, when protested, &c. | 

I directed Mr. Claiborne to take these lists, and with the assist- 
апсе of the other Clerks in the Bank, to decide the time when 
the debts were contracted. "There may be some cases which I 
knew myself, I put down. I relied mainly for information upon 
the report made by Mr. Claiborne, from the books. Some of 
these debts are due at а distance.: I addressed letters to Attor- 
neys and others, for information as to the character of these debts, 
and relied mainly on their statements. These statements and 
letters are on file, and ean be exhibited if desired. 

Ques. 5. Doyouknow of your own knowledge, that the bad 
and doubtful debts were created respectively at the time speci- 
fied in your said tabular statement: | | 

Ans. I know very little as to the time when any debt was 
eontracted, except what I find*from the books of the principal 
Bank, and the returns mentioned before, as received from the 
Branches. I do not know of my own knowledge as to time. 


ы books and returns are the only means of information 1 
&ve. = 
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Ques. 6. Did you examine the books yourself, to ascertain 
when the bad and doubtful debts were contracted, or was that 
left for others to do? Х : ' 

Ans. Imay have examined the books in some cases myself; 
but as stated before, I relied mainly upon Mr. Claiborne, with 
the other Clerks of the Bank, to ascertain from the books when 
the several debts originated. It was impossible for me to attend 
to it myself. | 

Ques. 7. Whatdoyou mean by the Davidson and out county 
lists, and to what member of said committee was the classifica- 
tion of these debts left? State the facts fully in relation to this 
maíter. 5% | 

Ans. 1 mean the list of debts due n Davidson county, and 
the out counties, not included in the old Bank district, which was 
composed of Davidson, Rutherford, Williamson, Wilson, Sum- 
ner and Smith. My recollection is, that the other members of 
the committee, (who reside in Nashville or the neighborhood,) 
classed most of the debts in Davidson, and a portion of those in 
the out counties. The residue of the out pounty debts, I think, 
I classed myself, as I received letters from the Attorneys and 
Agents of the Bank, or got information from other sources. I 
find, by examining the.list, that I changed the classification of 
two of the debts due in Davidson, from doubtful to good, after 
the committee had classed them. — · 


Ques. 8. Did you examine, вю as to know yourself, whether 
the classification made of the Davidson and other counties, bad 
and doubtful debts, was correct; and do you know the real char- 
acter of any considerable portion of said debt? 

. Ans., Аз stated before, I examined a part of the list myself, 
"but what part I arn not able to state. I know the character of a 
portion of the debt myself, but in most cases was compelled to 
rely upon the best information I could obtain from others; and in 

` these cases had no personal knowledge. It was impossible for me 
to attend in person to more than I did. I availed myself of all 
the means in my power to obtain correct information. 

. Ques. 9. Do you know any thing of your own knowledge, as 

to the character of the bad and doubtful debt for the counties em- 
. braced in the old Bank district. 

Ans. I do know of my own knowledge, the character of a 
part of the debt of the old Bank district, but са? say how 
much. Ав to the balance, Ihave no personal knowledge, and 
had to rely, as stated before, upon the information of others. 

Ques. 10. Might not great injustice be done to particular ad- 
ministrations of the Bank by an erroneous classification of the 
bad and doubtful debt, and a mistake as to the time when it was 
. - originated? 

Ans. It might, 
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Ques. 11. Did you write to the different Branches of the 
Dank, suggesting а rule of action for fixing the time when the 
bad and doubtful debts were contracted? Ш you wrote an 
other letter or letters on this subject than that of June 9th, 1849, 
furnish eopies. 

Ans. 1 до not recollect that I wrote any letters to the Branch- 
es in relation to their bad and doubtful debts, besides the letter 
of the 9th of June, which is referred to. In two or three instanc- 
es after the statements werereceived, I wrote for some explana- 
tions; but of these I have no copies that I know of. 

Ques. 12. Did you write letters to the Branches of the Bank, 
marked *eonfidential copies of which are not to be found in 
the letter-book. f | 

Ans. None of the letters to the Branches were marked con- 
fidential, that I remember; nor do I remember that any were 
written upon this subject, besides those mentioned above. 

Ques. 13. What was the rule observed at the principal Bank 
im ascertaining the time when a bad or doubtful debt was made? 

Ans. Weascertained as near as practicable, when each debt, 
regarded as bad or doubtful, became so, and reported according- 
ly. Some debts are bad or doubtful when they are created, oth- 
ers become so afterwards. A bad and doubtful debt is set down 
$0 the particular period, when in our judgment it became bad 
or doubtful. 

[Azs. to 18, corrected. By examining the list of bad and 
doubtful debt at the principal Bank, 1 find that all, or nearly all, 
the bad and doubtful debt was set down to the year in which it 
originated. 2 

When first examined by the Committee, my impression was 
thata different rule had been observed in tracing the bad and 
doubtfuldebt. (See letter to the Branches, of the 9th of June, 
1849.) In the absence of other proof, Mr. Claiborne was com- 
pelled to trace the several debts to their origin.] . 

Ques. 14. Did you write any private letter or letters to any 
member ог members of the Boards of the different branches, ог 
to any bank Attorney, or any officer of said Branches, in regard 
to the manner of making reports for your said tabular statement 
marked “В?” Did you suggest the politics of committees to 
perform this duty? 

Ans. I до поё remember that I wrote to any person whatever, 
im regard to the manner of making the Branch reports, except 
the letters mentioned before, and am satisfied that I said nothing 
of the politics of committees to perform the duties. I suggested 
to the Board here, that I thought it would be best to select a 
committee of two from each party, to perform this duty. This is 
the only suggestion I remember to have made upon the subject. 

Ques. 15. Are not endorsers frequently changed in renewing 
paper? \ 
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Ans. Endorsers are sometimes changed, but I think not, very 
frequently. We prefer to continue the same endorsers, unless 
we believe the paper can be strengthened by the change. 

Ques. 16. 15 it not often difficult to determine when a debt 
became bad or doubtful, when it has been renewed with a change 
of endorsers; or where it lies over under protest, and is after- 
wards renewed? 

Ans. lt is sometimes difficult to determine this question, 
where a debt has been running for some time, or lies over a con- 
siderable length of time. Ме decided the question in each case,. 
from the best evidence we could procure at the time. 

Ques. 17. Is it difficult, in any case, to determine when a. 
debt was created? 

Ans. Тһе books wili generally show when each debt was сге- 
ated orrenewed. 1% sometimes happens, from the press of busi- 
ness, however, or other causes, that а debt is not carried into the 
books on the particular day it was created. Where the same 
parties have a number of notes running at the same time, it is 
sometimes difficult to trace them. Where one note is made to 
renew another, 1 believeit can be traced without difficulty. 

Ques. 18. When the endorsers are changed in renewal, do 
you regard itas the creation of a new debt, or a continuation 
of the existing one? ` 

Ans. In the majority of cases, I should regard it as а continu- 
ation of the old debt; but in some instances would consider it a 
new one. This would depend upon the circumstances of the 
case, | 


Ques. 19. What is the amount of the profits made by the 
Bank during the years 1846 and 1847, exclusive of the bad and 
doubtful debts, and what the amountin 1848 and 1849? 

Ans. Тһе Bank year is from Ist July to 1st July, and the tabu- 
lar statement for each year is made out in this way. 
` And according to the statement “A,” accompanying Bank re- 
port, and which 1 believe to be correct, the profits appear to be:

Ques. 20. Furnish a list of the names of the debtors of the 
Rogersville Branch during your administration, as reported by 
that Branch in pursuance of the 9th Seetion of the Supplement- 
al Aet. | 

Ans. The lists are in the Bank, and ean be examined by the 
committee, when thev see proper to do во; or they can have 
them copied if they desire copies. 

Ques. 91. Furnish a list of the bad and doubtful debt rep- 
resented as controlled at the prineipal Bank in 1846 and 1847, 
in your tabular statement marked “В; also a list of the bad and 
doubtful debt contracted at the principal Bank during the two 
vears of vour late administration. 

Ans. The lists marked В. and C. are believed to be copies of 
thelists reterred to. The statement of real estate of the Bank 
Tennessee marked “О,” in Bank Report shows that $10,582 94, 
was lost in the sale of the Steam Distillery, at Nashville, taken 
for the bills of L'Hommedieu & Co. The following statement 
made out by Mr. Norvell, Clerk in the Bank, is submitted in 
explanation of this statement in the table:

Ques. 22. How much of the debt contracted at the principal 
Bank, in 1848, is still unpaid; and can you state positively that 
no more was bad or doubtful than thesum given in your tabular 
statement, marked B, at the time when it was made, and that 
no more will prove bad than'the sum there given. 

Ans. Ido not know what portion of the debt contracted in 
1848 remains unpaid, nor can I say, from my own knowledge, 
that no more of it was bad or will prove to be bad, than the 
sum stated іп the table, which was made out from the best infor- 
mation I could obtain from the Directors, Officers of the Bank, 
Attorneys and others, most likely to possess correct information 
upon the subject. No one can suppose that 1 have personal 
knowledge of each case. 

Ques. 88. As your tabular statement marked B furnishes no 
bad debts for the year 1849, are you prepared to state that the 
entire debt of that year will be paid. 

Ans. Ву по means. Тһе statement referred to was made up 
$0 the first of July only, the end of the Bank year, the state- 
ments furnished by the Branches, and the report of the commit- 
tee of the principal Bank. 

Ques. 24. Атепопе of the debts which you set down in your 
said tabular statement as bad and doubtful secured so that all 
ога portion thereof may be saved? 

Ans. I cannot say that none will be paid; I understood at the 
time the committee examined the lists, that the debt of M. C. 
Napier їо $1,511, was set down as bad or doubtful, from infor- 
mation received from the Sheriff of Davidson, or because he 
had returned the execution, “Мо property found." I have since 
heard that Ше debt, or a part of it, was funded for in some deed 
of tiust, but Ihave never read the deed and do not know its 
provisions. 

Ques. 25. Why do you put the Billings’ debt of $502 down 
as doubtful? 

Ans. Because the committee who examined the Davidson 
county list, classedit as such. "The bank attorney was of opinion, 
as I understood, that Nance was released on account of some 
informality on-the part of the Notary Public. Nance I believe 
to be good. 


Ques. 26. What was the amount of the Connor debt when 
you came into the Bank. Who were his endorsers, and at what 
periods did it fall due! 

Ans. Icame into the Bank as President, on the first day of 

20-H 
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Tanuary 1848, and from the books of the Bank it appears that 
Mr. Connors debt amounted.to $12,200, viz: 
First bill endorsed by Pilcher & Porterfield and L. E. 
Johnson, due 3d and 6th January, 1848, ‚ 133,000 
Second bill endorsed by Pileher & Porterfield and Geo. 
D. Croekett, (or by L. D. Johnson, in place of Crock- 
ett, according to the bill book,) due 1st and 4th Feb- . 


ruary 1848, 3,200 
Third bill endorsed by Pilcher & Porterfield and L. E. 
Johnson, due 3d and 6th March, 1848, 3,500 
His note, endorsed, by Pilcher & Porterfield and Geo. 
D. Crockett, due 22d and 25th May, 1848, 2,000 
$12,200 


All of which went to protest at maturity. 

Ques. 97. Do you know what the practice is in cases com- 
promised by the Bank, and if there are any such cases, do you 
know whether they appear іп your tabular statement marked 
“B,” or are they to be found only in the profit and loss account? 

Ans. We have no rule as to compromises of bad debts that I 
know of. Ido notremember any case that is included in tabu- 
lar statement “B.” The Bank has compromised some cases 
that were considered doubtful, in whieh the losses, I think were 
charged to profit and loss account. For particular items, I refer 
you to Mr. Norvell, who has kept the general Ledger. 


Ques. 98. Were the endorsers of the Connor bills regarded 
as solvent at the time said bills matured, and are they still so 
regarded? 

Ans. Ihave по personal knowledge of the condition of Major 
Connor's endorsers, at the time his bills matured, and must refer 
to the other members of the board for information upon that 
subject. The standing of Pilcher & Porterfield, as. business 
men in the city is very good, but lam unacquainted with their 
means. 

Ques. 29. What has been the annual average bad and doubt- 
ful debt, since the Bank went into operation—exclusive of your 
late administration? 

Ans. The aggregate amount, according to statement B, of 
Bank report, (excluding 1848 and 1849) of bad 
debt is, $236,110 58 

Doubtful debt, 118,220 66 

The Bank had been in operation nine years and a half, on the 
156 day of January 1548. 

This will give an annual average of bad debt of $24,853 74 
Doubtful debt, : 12,444 28 

Ques. 30. Did either of the endorsers on the paper taken in 
diseharze of the Connor debt give notice in any shape before it 
was taken that he did not want it discounted. 
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Ans. The last endorser, А. Hamilton, stated to me that he 
did not want the Bank to take Major Connor's bills, with his 
name upon them, that it would injure his credit in the Bank &c. 
That he could not refuse Connor, as he was an old friend; which 
fact I communicated to the Board, The new bills were taken 
mainly upon Jesse Johnson's endorsement, who was. represented 
atthe time, as owning property in Nashville worth more than 
the debt. I was opposed to the change of endorsers at the time, 
but in that I may have been wrong. 

Ques. 31. Had you reason to believe, from any cause what- 
ever, that either of the other endorsers were opposed to having 
said paper discounted. A 

Ans. I remember to have heard at some time that Jesse 
Johnson, (whois an illiterate man,) alleged that he was overreach- 
ed by Major Connor, but I don't know when 1 first heard this, 
I was unacquainted with Jesse Johnson at the time the bills 
were taken. | х 

Ques. 32. Did Jesse Johnson, one of the endorsers on said 
bills, after they were discounted and before the proceeds went to 
Connor's credit, tell you that he did not want them so passed? 

Ans. As stated before, I did not know Jesse Johnson when 
the bills were discounted. · Му recollection is, that he called at 
the Bank some time afterwards, and had a conversation with 
me upon the subject, in which he stated that he thought he waa 
endorsing notes for Major Connor and not bills, but said nothing 
about the proceeds going to Connor's credit. 

Ques. 38. Did any member of the Board exert his influence 
to effect the change in favor of Pileher & Porterfield, and if so, 
state whether he is a relative of either of the members of said 
firm? 

Ans. When Major Connor's bills went to protest, I laid the 
whole matter before the board of Directors, who had several 
meetings upon the subject. At these meetings, the members of 
the Board residing in the city, gave their opinions freely, some 
one way, and some another; but what influence any particular 
member of the Board exerted in making the arrangement, I do 
not know. 

If the allusion in the question is to Mr. Shapard, (the father. 
in-law of Porterfield.) І had two or three conversations with him 
upon the subject, between the time the old bills matured, and 
the taking of the new ones. He was of opinion, that Jesse 
Johnson's endorsement was better than Pilcher & Porterfield's. 
My recollection is, that Mr. Shapard was generally absent 
when this subject was under consideration Whether he was 
present when the arrangement was made, 1 do not remember.— 
My opinion is, that it was the payment of the $3,500 in money 
(which I understood Pilcher & Porterfield adyanced,) and the 
$1,200 in notes promised by Major Connor, that induced the 
Board to аке the new bills for the balance. 
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Ques, 34. Is it the custom of the Bank to receive paper 
offered for renewal, without submitting the same to the Board 
for approval, provided the paper offered for renewal has the 
same maker and endorsers as that of the original paper? 

Ans. tis the custom, where the call is paid, and the endor- 
вета are not changed, and I believe this has been the custom 
from the commeneement of the bank to the present time. 

Ques. 85. là the year 1817, was Шеге no great monetary 
revulsion, no heavy debts pressing upon the people, and did the 
products of the land yield а fair compensation for labor? 

Ans. I was not connected with the Bank in 1847, as an оћ- 
cer or otherwise, and cannot answer the question. I think, how- 
ever, the eotton crop of that year was sold for а low price. 

Ques. 36. During the years 1541 and 1842, large losses were 
sustained at the principal Bank, and during the years 1842 and 
1843, at the Athens and Clarksville branches, large losses were 
sustained, all of which appears from your tabular statement, 
marked “В Do you believe from your connection with the 
Bank, and your knowledge of the facts, that these losses were 
sustained by an attempt to use the principal Bank and the said 
branches for political purposes? 

Ans. Ihad no connection with the Bank prior to 1844. The 
amount of bad and doubtful debts mentioned in statement В, 
was made out from the returns received from the branches, which 
are now on file in the Bank, but as to how these losses were sus- 
tained, I have no knowledge. 

Ques. 87. Since your connection with the Bank, have you 
known any instance in which an attempt has been made to use 
the Dank for politieal purposes? | 

Ans. During the time І have been connected with the, Bank, 
no attempt has been made to ту knowledge, by either officer or 
director of the Bank, to use it for political purposes, and in the 
discount of paper, I have never seen any diference made be- 
tween the two parties. 

Ques. 8S. State the names of individnals who are in part- 
nership with any director or directors of the late Board, and the 
amount whichsuch individual crindividuals, if any, have received. 

Aas, Аз to how many of the directors have partners I do 
not know, and can answer а part of the question only. 

On the 13th of February, 1849, as appears from the bill book, 
the Dank purehased a bill on New Orleans, drawn by Henry 
Dowdy, at four months for $4,000, endorsed by George C. Allen, 
(who is a direetor,) John Dowdy and Alexander Allison. At the 
time I knew nothing of the drawer, nor did I notice Mr. Allen’s 
name on the bill. lt was discounted mainly on Major Allison's 
endorsement, which made it first rate. I was told afterwards 
that Henry Dowdy and Mr. Allen, were partners in business at 
Carthage. Lately I have understood from Mr. Allen, that he 
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was offered the money for the bill before it was brought to the 
Bank, which he declined, as he wanted the Bank to have the 
benefit of the bill. Не was of opinion, at the time, аз I under- 
stood, that his endorsement would make no difference, as there 
were two endorsers upon it besides himself. "The bill was paid 
two or three months before i$ matured; Mr. Dowdy has had no 
note discounted in 1848 or 1849, that I know of. 

I have also understood that А.Р. Sbelden is a partner of B. В. 
Howard, (who is a director) in business at Gallatin. Не had a 
note discounted, 29th June 1848, for $1000, which has been re 
duced by payments to $250. From the 12th of April 1848, to 
13th January 1849, as appears from the hill book, the Bank 
purchased Mr. Shelden's bills on New Orleans, amounting to 
899,019 55, which matured last season, and all of which I un- 
derstood from the Cashier has been paid. From the 7th of Au- 
gust 1849, to 29th December 1849, as appears from the bill book, 
the Bank purchased Mr. Shelden's bills on New Orleans, amount- 
ing to $17,500, which I believe are drawn upon shipments of 
produce, and will mature during the present season. "They are 
endorsed by different persons, J. C. Douglass, Bennett Lane, W. 
Solomon and Z. W. Baker. 

The Bank purchased on the 12th December, 1848, a bill drawn 
by O. B. Smith on New Orleans, for $2000, endorsed by В. G. 
Smith, B. Embry and Nicholson & Smith, which I understood 
was upon shipments of Cotton, and which was paid during the 
last season. 

From the 9th October 1849, to 10th December 1849, as ap- 
pears by the bill book, the Bank purchased O. B. Smith's bills 
upon New Orleans, amounting to $41,380. These bills are en- 
dorsed by different persons, B. Embry, В. С. Smith and Nichol- 
son & Smith; are drawn mostly at short dates, and as I believe 
upon shipments of produce. Mr. Smith has had no note discoun- 
ted that I know of during the years 1848 and 1849. Не has been 
& partner of James Morton's in the auction and commission 
business, in this city; but my information is, they discontinued this 
business on the Ist of July last. 

A. G. Green, the director for Robertson county, I believe, is a 
merchant, and that his brother J. Green is his partner, who has 
had no note or bill discounted during 1848 and 1849, that I 
know of. Mr. Monohan has a partner in the carriage making 
business in this city, but he has never applied for any discounts, 
as I learn from the officers of.the Bank. Whether any other 
Director or Directors, have partners or not, I am unable to say. 

Ques. 89. Is the fifth’column in table D. of your report, made 
out upon correct principles? 

Ans. This table like the others was made out by Mr. Clai- 
borne, and is believed to be correct, or as nearly so, as the data 
before him would enable nim to do it. 
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Take the dividend for the ycar ending Ist July 


1359, as per table A $129,319 76 

Deduet the bad, and one half of the doubtful 
debt, as per table D, say . 9,683 37

The actual capital that year, see table D, was $1,002,393 76, 
which shows $10 95 to be the rate per cent,.or very near it.— 
The calculation for each year, I believe, is made іп this way, 
from tables A, B and D. Part of the dividends on the Ist of 
July 1844, and Ist of July 1846, were reserved profits at the 
branches, which makes a small increase in the rate per cent, for 
these years, and lessens itin previous ones. 

Ques. 40. "The following caption is at the head of table B in 
yourreport: “Statement of bad and doubtful debt of the Bank of 
Tennessee, where and when made, up to 1st day of July 1849.°— 
Do you mean by “when made” the time when the debt was orig- 

~inally created, or the time when it became bad or doubtful? 

Ans. So far as the branches are concerned, the table is made 
up from their own statements. At the mother Bank each case 
I think was put down at the time of its creation, unless we had 
some proof to show that it became bad or doubtful at some sub- 
sequent period. 

Ques. 41. If the Bank charter should be violated, in the 
absence of the President, without his knowledge, would you hold 
him guilty of such violation? | 

Aus. ‘Thisis purely a matter of opinion, and has no relation 
that Iam aware of, to any transaction of the Bank during my 
connection with it; but my opinion is that one man should not be 
made responsible for the acts of another, if done in his absence 
and without his knowledge. | 


Questions to Col. Anderson, by Мг. Gantt. 

Ques. 1. What was the commercial condition of the country 
inthe year 1817? 

Ans. There was great commercial distress in Europe, during 
а partof the years 1347 and 1848. This in connection with the 
heavy reduction in the price of cotton, in the spring and summer 
of 1817, produced considerable pecuniary embarassment in the 
United States. How far this embarassment in money matters, 
contributed to the loss sustained by the Bank of Tennessee in 
her business in 1847, I am unable to say. Iwas absent from the 
United States in 1846, and the early part of 1847. 

Ques. 9, Did the other Banks in Tennessee not suffer much 
heavier losses than the State Bank, and was the loss sustained 
by the State Bank in that year, the result of improvident man- 
agement ог for political purposes, or was it the result of the 
monetary revulsion of that year? 

Aus. lam not prepared to say what losses the other Banks 
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of this city sustained, in their business of 1847. So far as I 
know, the loss sustained by the Bank of Tennessee in 1847 was 
not the result of mismanagement, nor до 1 believe any part 
was lost.on account of discounts made for political purposes.

Ques. 3. What would be the probable effect of such a mon- - 
etary crisis as that of 1847, on the business operations of the 
Bank for 1847! 

Ans. A sudden decline in the price of cotton, as in the spring 
and summer of 1847, would in all probability, endanger the col- 
lection of some of her bills and notes, but as to the amount of 
the loss that might be sustained, Iam wholly unable to say; 
such an opinion would be wholly conjectural. е 

Ques. 4. Do you know any cases of compromised debts, 
during Major Ledbetter's late administration, in which the Dank 
sustained losses? if so, state the facts in reference to them. 

Ans. One draft purchased by our agent at New Orleans in 
1845, was compromised during the year 1849. "The loss sus- 
tained by the Bank was $2,000 75, and was charged to profit 
and loss account during 1849. » 

Ques. 5. Look over the list of bad and doubtful debts, which 
Major Ledbetter in his tabular statement B, sets down as con- 
tracted during the years 1846 and 1847, and state what was the 
condition of the debtors, at the time said debts were contracted, 
as far as your knowledge extends. 

Ans. 1 entered upon my duties as Cashier of the Bank, in 
June 1847, and consequently cannot say what was the character | 
of that portion of the debt “reported as bad or doubtful” contrac- 
ted before my connection with the Bank. I have no hesitation in 
saying, that no paper was discounted by the board of directors, 
or the bill committee, after my association with the Bank, that 
was not regarded as good at the time it was done. One debt of 
$1,511 reported bad in 1847, is now ascertained to be secured. 
It was classed as a bad debt from the return of the Sheriff of 
Davidson county, saying “no property could be found to satisfy 
the execution.” We have been advised that ample provision has 
been made for the security and payment of this debt. | 

Ques. 6. Wasit*unusual for the Bank to discount bills at 
eight, nine and ten months, drawn in anticipation of a succeed- 
ing crop? _ 

Ans. The officers of the Bank have been in the habit of dis- 
counting long bills, during the last of the spring, and first of the 
summer months. Bills having eight, nine and even ten months 
have been done. As the season advances, the Board requires 
shorter paper. 

Ques. 7. State as near as yow can what proportion of the 
bad and doubtful debts spoken of was contracted by whigs and 
what by democrats, 
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As. I cannot speak with any certainty as to the political 
complexion of the debt reported as bad or doubtful. So far as 
Í know, the loss is about equal. This answer is intended to ap- 
ply to the business of the principal Dank, and for the years 1846 
and 1842. Se far as I know or believe, no political test has ever 
been made when paper was under consideration for discount. 

Ques. 8. Can you by examining the books of the Bank, or by 
other means form an opinion as to the relative amount of accom- 
modations extended to whigs and to democrats during the peri- 
od of your connection with the Bank? 

Ans. The district of country for which the Bank of T'ennes- 
see does business, and her customers so numerous, that it would 
be utterly impossible for me, to say what amount of paper has 

‘been diseounted for either whigs or democrats. . 

‘Ques. 9. Ilave you ever known any effort to use the bank 
for political purposes, or diseovered any disposition to grant ac- 
commodations more favorable to the members of one party than ` 
of another? | 

Ans J lave never known any effort, on the part of the offi- 
сет of the Bank, to use the business of the Bank for political 
purposes. Р р

éd аз solvent at the time said bills matured, and are they still so 
regarded? « 

«ins. ЛЕ the time the Connor bills matured, Messrs Pilcher 
& Porterfield, endorsers on said bills, were engaged in the gro- 
eery trade] in this епу; they were at the time in good credit.— 

‚ What amount of capital they employed, Iam not prepared to 
кау. They ате still engaged in the same business, and have 
good standing and eredit. L. E. Johnson (another of Connor's 
endorsers) was without any means that was tangible. G. D. 
Crockett, the other endorser, was a clerk in the employ of Con- 
nor. As to his means, I know nothing. 

Some months after the maturity of the Connor bills, a propo- 
sition was made by Connor, to renew the bills and a note also 

eunder protest for $2,000, Не wished to give his two bills on 
New Orleans, for $5,100 each, with new endorsers, and pay 
$3,500 in eash. It was understood at the time that Pilcher & 
Porterfield refused to go on his paper agin, and that they ad- 
vaneed the $3,500 in order to be released. This paper offered 
by Connor was-accepted, and the bills were renewed. At the 
time this arrangement was made, I was of the opinion that it 
was а good one for the Bank, as I regarded at that time, the new 
as stronger paper than the old. 

Sinee the maturity of the last bills, Connor has paid some 
$1,600, and the ballance is in suit. | 

Ques. 11. State how the Connor debt was arranged, and if 
before it was finally arranged, either of the endorsers on the pa- 
per offered in lieu, notified any member of the Board, either 
directly or indirectly, that he did not desire said paper discounted. 
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Ans. І һауе no knowledge of any legal notice having, been 
given to the Bank, that Connor’s endorsers did not desire these 
bills diseounted, I understood one of the directors to say, that 
either the first or second endorser had said he did not wish “the 
paper discounted. This I think was stated in the hearing of the . 
Board of Directors. 

Ques. 12. What was the character of Tooner, Gay & Co., 
for solvency when they obtained their accommodations, "and at 
what time did their paper become doubtful? 

Ans. The character of the house of Tooner, Gay & Co., 
whose aeceptances were discounted by the Bank of Tennessee 
in 1847, was that of a safe and prudent house, and they con- 
tinued to maintain their good standing until the last of Februa- 
ry, 1848. Their failure was produced, as I understand, by heavy 
losses іп cotton, : . _, . О 

-Their paper was discounted by one.of the other. Banks in this 
city, for a much larger amount than was done for them by the 
Bank of Tennessee. 

Ques. 13. State what you know in relation to the Dowdy 
debt; how and why it came to-be discounted, with Allen, a Di- 
rector, on it, whose accommodations had already“reached the | 
limit allowed by the Bank Charter? r 

Ans, Dowdy’s bill for $4,000, was discounted in February, 
1849, endorsed by by his brother, G. C. Allen and A. Allison. I 
am under the impression that Mr. Allen had had some assurance 
that Dowdy’s bill would be done, and I think the bill was done 
before the name of Allen was discovered to be on it; that after 
the discovery of his name, the bill committee declined rejecting 
it. Mr. Allen had left the Bank before the Dowdy bill was acted: 
on. I would remark that such a length of time has elapsed since 
this paper was done, that 1 simply give my impressions. 

Ans. 14. Had you any agency in preparing.the tabular state- 
ment B, in Maj. Ledbetter’s report? Were you consulted or ad- 
vised with, asto the mode of making the statement, and by whom, 
‘and what was your advice; and state whether or not, the rule 
adopted in making it out, is caleulated to do injustice to the sev- 
eral administrations of the Dank? ‚ 

Ans. lwas one of the committee appointed to class the bad 
and doubtful debt for the principal Bank. The amount, as re- 
ported by Major Ledbetter, in his tabular statemént B., is, I 
believe, correct. 1 have already explained how the committee 
discharged the duties assigned them. I had noagency in tracing 
the bad and doubtful debt, tothe time when it became bad or 
doubtful. I recollect at the time, Maj. Ledbetter’ was making 
up this part of his report, that I gave, as my opinion, that in or- 
der to report the debt cortectly, it would be best to have two 
columns—one showing the time when the debt originated, and 
the other, the time when the claim became bad or doubtful, ac- 
companied by such note of explanation as might be necessary.

Question S—What is the amount of the actual circulation of 
the Frincipal Bank and Branches? What amount of specie 
funds has she on hand? What amount is she likely to receive 
inashort time, if any? What amount of exchange converti- 
ble into specie, has she on hand? What amount of bills at 
short date falling due from the present time to the first of July 
next, and are not said bills all safe transactions? 

Answer—1 refer you to the “state of the Bank and Branches,” 
on the 18° January, 1850, herewith furnished (No. 4) for the 
amount of “cireulation andspecie on hand.” We have directed 
our agent at New Orleansto send us $25,000 in silver by the first 
Nashville boat, and to make provision to make additional ship- 
ments in a short time, to the amount of $25,000 to 885,000. 

The Principal Bank has to her credit in the eastern cities, now 
due and of short date, about $100,000. This fund is a very 
valuable one to the Bank, and under ordinary circumstances, is as 
good as silver, or better, to protect her circulation; but when 
distrust is awakened against a Bank, her credit at distant points 
are not so valuable. 

The Bank of Tennessee and Branches, have bills of exchange 
running to maturity, amounting to about $1,600,000. About 
$900,680 of this amount belongs to the Principal Bank, a large 
proportion of which will fall due in the next ninety days. | 

lean only speak of the character of the bills held by the 
Principal Dank. These bills were regarded as good at the time 
they were done, and I have every confidence, they will be gene- 
rally paid as they mature. I know nothing of the character of 
the bills diseounted by the branches. 

Queston 9—4Àre not bills of the description above spoken of, 
equivalent to specie, in protecting the circulation of the Bank 
ond paying interest on State bonds, and if so, explain how and 
why they are so? 

Answer—W hen bills are paid at New Orleans, the proceeds 
ean be invested, as the interests of the Bank may require, in 
either silver, gold or eastern exchange. If in exchange, it is a 
fund out of which the Dank pays the interest falling due on the 
bonds of the State, and upon which she ean check for the ac- 
commodation of merchants and others. If the proceeds of the 
bills, paid at New Orleans, are invested in silver and gold, it 
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strengthens her in that department of her means; so in either 
event, they act as means, when paid, in protecting her circula- 
tion, but until paid they cannot be considered equivalent to 
specie. 

Р пева 10—What amount of State bonds does the Bank 
own, and can she not make them available to sustain her cireu- 
lation in an emergency? . 

Answer—The Bank owns $406,390, of State bonds, much the 
largest portion of these bonds bear interest of 5 per cent. These 
5 рег cent. bonds are now worth 835 cents to the dollar-—making 
them equal to 6 per cent. stock. What effect the placing so 
large an amount of State bonds in the market might produce on 
their value, Tam unableto say. lam of opinion, however, that 
it would depress their value very much. Whatever amount 
these bonds might bring, would be placed as “means” of the 
Bank, to protect her circulation in a time of emergency. 

Question 11—Sum up the amount of circulation of the Bank, 
and all her avajlable means, and show how they compare? 

Answer—By а reference to the state of the Bank and Branch- 
es, on first January, 1850, herewith fürnished, you will be able 
to compare allthe available means, with the immediate liabilities. 

Question 12—Has not the Bank ample means, which she can 
make available to redeem her circulation? 

Answer—By a reference to same statement, you will perceive 
that the Bank has ample means to redeem her circulation, pro- 
vided time be affagded her to bring them into requisition. But 
to redeem her circulation immediately, would require available 
means to the full amount, and you can form а better opinion, by a 
comparison of the immediate liabilities, with means readily availa- 
ble, than I could otherwise convey. 

Question 13—What did the Bank lose upon shipments of pro- 
duce in 1847? | 

Answer-—The Bank has never purchased nor shipped any 
produce, so far as I know. 

Question 14—What amount of bills did the Bank purchase 
from Throckmorton, and at what dates were they purchased? 

Answer—I refer you to statement No. 10, showing amount of 
bills purchased of S. В. Throckmorton, and their respective 
dates, and the time each had to run (see statement 10.) 

' Question 15—Where did said Throckmorton live, and what 
business did he follow at the time the bills we: e purchased? 

Answer—He resided in this city, and was engaged in buying 
peltries, in this and the St. Louis markets, for shipment to New 
York, as I understood. _ | 

Question 16—Was Mr. Throckmorton shipping produce in 
1847, as a basis to draw bills upon? Was he not afur dealer? 

Answer—1 know nothiug of his business more than I have 
stated above. 

Question 17—What is the annual value of the fur trade at 
Nashville, and of what description of furs does it consist? 
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Answer—I1 know nothing of the character or extent of the fur 
trade of Nashville. "e 

Question 18—Upon whom did Throckmorton draw his bills, 
and what information was furnished the Dank in regard to.the 
circumstances of drawer when bills fell due, from whom was 
such information obtained. Furnish copies of any letters Bank’ 
received upon this subject? 

Answer—You will see by reference to statement of Throck- 
morton’s bills, that they were all drawn on S. А. Halsey, New 
York. Such of his bills as were purchased by the Bank since I 
have been an officer, were based upon a letter of credit from 
Halsey, who was regarded as perfectly good by the other officers 
of the Bank. Whether their opinion was founded upon informa- 
tion fürnished them, and from whom, I do not know. 

1 know of no letters on the subject of Mr. Halsey’s means. 
The only reference to them is the postscript contained in the let- 
ter of one of our correspondents, herewith furnished. “The 
house you inquire about is not worth any thing, nor has it been 
so considered for years.” This extract bears date 29th January, 
1848. 

Question 19—W as not Throckmorton known to be a man of 
very small means, if any, at the time of the purchase of the bills. 

Answer—-I do not know how he was regarded in this respect. 
After his failure, I heard it said ће had very limited means. ` 

Question 20—Did not the Dank have an agent at New York, 
and was it not easy to have obtained information through him 
in regard to the means of Halsey, the accepto? 

Answer—We had an agent at New York, and information 
eould have been obtained if it had been desired. 

Queston 21—18 it not both unprecedented and unsafe for the 
Bank to purchase bills for such large amounts, and indeed, for 
any amonnt, upon persons living at a distance, without making 
enquiry as to their means? 

Answer—The Bank is notin the habit of buying bills for any 
amount, unless satisfied that they are goad and safe. 

Question 22—What time elapsed from the drawing of Throck- 
morton’s first bill to his last? 

Answer-—You will discover from the statement of the bill, the 
dates of purchase. 

Question 23—W ho were the drawers, acceptors and endorsers 
of the bills of L'Hommedieu & Co., were not the drawers and ac- 
eeptors members of the same firm. What is the language of 
the 14th article, page 6th, ofthe Bank rules upon the subject— 
ineorporate as much as refers to endorsers when members of 
firms, in your answers? Was not the purchasing these bills thus 
endorsed, direet violation of said article of the rules? 

Answer 23—I herewith furnish you statement No. 11 (see state- 
ment No. 11) of the drawers, endorsers, and acceptors of R. Е. 
L'Hommedieu & Со bills, with their respective dates and 
amounts, I am nct prepared to give any information, as to who 
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were the parties to the firm. The following are the words of the

Question 42—Did you make any effort to ascertain the period 
when W. Cosby, А. G. Cosby, and Stephen Cooke, became insol- 
vent in classing.the Rutherford debt? 

Answer—lIn classirig the Rutherford debt, I did not make any 
effort to ascertian the period when the Cosby debt became insolvent, 
for the reason, that I thought I knew the condition of the debt; I 
сап further add, that it was created 16th December, 1841, went to 
protest in June 1842, was put into the hands of the then Attorney 


for that county, and-nothing has been realized on the debt, as ap- 
pears from the books of the Bank. 


. QUESTIONS TO COL. ANDERSON BY MR. HARRELL. 

Question 87— Who attended to the sale of the steam distillery, 
and was it not sold for a fair price. How long, and at what places 
was it advertised? 

Answer—My recollection is, thatthe President, Cashier and seve- 
ral of the Directors, attended the sale of the mill and distillery, I 
do not regard myself as a good judge of the value of such property. 
1 heard different opinions expressed. Some that it was well sold, 
and others that it.sold. low. It sold for much less than the cost of 
its construction. 1 recommended the sale. The sale of this pro- 
perty was advertised in the Cincinnati, Louisville, and papers of 

is city. Я 

Question 38— Were not the two Throckmorton bills that wers 
paid, endorsed by a substantial house in the city of Nashville, and 
did that house endorse the bills which were not paid? 
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sAnower—The two first bills of Throckmorton, іп my statement 
furnished you, No. one for $2,500, and the other for $1,500, 
were endorsed by Morton, Smith & Co. of this city. Morton, Smith 
& Co. was a house of good standing and character. These two 
drafts were paid. They were not endorsers on the other Throck- 
morton drafts, reported in my stdtement No. апа the drafts have 
not been paid. 

(Question 39-—-Was not the draft purchased at New Orleans оп 
Martin & Co., without the knowledge or consent of the President, 
or of any officer or member of the board, and was it not taken from 
the papers of the Bank in 1849? 

Answer—James W. Allen Esq. was our agent at New Orleans, 
and has been actingas such for several years. Mr. Allen’s author- 
ity to invest the payments made on our bills maturing at New Or- 
leans and Mobile in checks on the North; asa matter of course, the 
character of the paper is left to his sound discretion. Mr. Allen 
purchased the draft alluded to, and remitted itto us. The only 
control the officers of this Dank had in the matter, was to send the 
draft to New York for collection. 

The loss sustained by the Bank in this transaction, was charged 
to profit and loss account in 1849, and of course was taken ош of 
the profits of that year. 

Question 40—15 the Connor debt properly put down to the year 
1517. 

Aaswer—If by putting down the Connor bills asa doubtful debt 
for 1549, it is intended to give the year they were created. I an- 
swer they are correctly put down, except so much of the debt as 
may have grown out of Connor's note, which was created in 1846; 
but if it is intended to show the time at which the debt became 
doubtful, I am of opinion it should be put down tor 1848. - If any 
loss should result from this debt, it will be chargeable to the ad- 
ministration that created it; as it was not rendered more doubtful 
by the renewal than it was before. At the time the debt was con- 
tracted in 1846 and 1847, the parties had such standing as to en- 
title them to credit in the bank. I desire to give the following his 
tory of the case. 

Connor’s note for $2,000 was discounted 1846, and the bills 
amounting to $10,200 were discounted in May 1847. The note 
had been renewed from time to time, and finally went to protest, 
іп 1848. The bills fell due in January, February and March, 1848, 
and were protested for non-payment. Atthe time the three pa- 
pers were discounted, Connor was in business in this city, in the 
name of Connor & Saunders, the house was in good standing at 
that time, and so far as I knew, met promptly all their engage- 
ments. Thisstate of things continued until the early part of 1848, 
when Connor's first bill for $3,500 went to protest. This was the 
first circumstance that awakened my fears that we might have dif- 
ficulty in collecting these claims. I advised Conner of the protest 
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of his bill in January, and he said as soon as all the bills matured 
he would make some arrangements by which they should be set- 
Чед. ‘The time for the last bill arrived, and all were protested 
after their return, and the the maturity of the note for $2,000. I 
had several conversations with Connor, and at the instancé of the 
board of directors proposed to take from Connor, any good notes 
he might have. I proposed to take good paper (real transactions) 
at twelee months, or longer. I now became satisfied we should 
have great difficulty in getting these claims adjusted. I found that 
Conner's means and credit was becoming very limiteds I aext turn- 
ed my attention to Messrs. Pilcher’ & Porterfield, who, as I 
thought, were the enly endorsers that could be regarded as able 
to pay any thing on these bills or the note. "After repeated con- 
уегвайопв with Mr. Porterfield, one of the firm of P. & P., I was 
convinced that the collection of the full amount of the debt was 


"in great doubt. І learned from Porterfield that they were willing 


to pay $3,600 and be released, and that before they would pay 
any more, they would surrender their business. I do not believe 
from the information I had оп the subject, that we could have real- 
ized more, if as much, Бу suit against the parties, as was received 
by the arrangement entered into afterwards. Of the new paper I 
have spoken, Í regarded the arrangement аз the best under the cir- 
cumstances, that could have been made for the bank. 

Col Andersou asked and obtained permission to amend answer 
to 40th question, as follows: 

J. J. Billings’ note should be changed from doubtful debt of 1847 
to 1848. This debt is rendered doubtful on account of plea of C. 
W. Nance, one of the endorsers, that he failed to receive notice of 
protest in due time. This failure of notice, if true, 1s chargeable 
to Notary Public. | 

Question 41—Did you act as one of the committee to class 
the bad and doubtful debts of Davidson and the out counties, 
and is their any debt in the lists for 1846 and 1847, except the Na- 
pier debt covered by the deed of trust, that you would now change, 
and when did you first know any thing of the deed of trust? ` 
 Answer—I acted on the committee appointed to class the bad 
and doubtful debts for the principal Bank. I do not know of any 
others than the Napier debt that should be changed. I had no 
agency in tracing the debts to the time when they became bad or 
doubtful. When M. C. Napier failed to meet his engagements 
with this bank, or soon after his failure, I was informed he had se- 
cured the bank by a deed of trust. This information escaped my 
recollection when we were classing the debt for Davidson county, 
and we classed the debt as I have stated before. 

Question 42—Did the bank lose any thing upon bills drawn upon 
thipments of cotton from Nashville? =

ported at Nashville as bad and doubtful, was caused by shipments 
af cotton, Т am of opinion that they were not the result of ship- 
ments of cotton. It may be that some of the parties purchased 
cotton, but of this I am not certain. I know no other losses than 
those reported, Бу which the bank made losses on her bills drawn 
on produce in 1847. | 

Question 43—Did not the President use every means in his pow- 
erto secure the services of a competent clerk to make out the tabu- 
lar statements. Give the names of persons he applied to 

Auswer—I have no doubt the President used his best efforts in 
trying to procure the services of а competent clerk to aid him in 
making up his report. Currin and Gaines, and perhaps several 
others were spoken to on the subject. 

Mr. Claiborne was one of the first persons рео (о, and it was . 
underatood his engagements were such, that he could not aet. А. 
few days after Mr. С. informed us he was freed from his engage- 
ments, and Maj. Ledbetter employed him. 

Amendment to answer to question 43. 

E. G. Steel, New Orleans, and F. G. Roche at Columbia, were 
also spokon to but declined. Мг. Roche stated as hia reasons for 
declining; first that it was too laborious, and, second that he be- 
lieved it to be utterly impossible for any man to make out a satis- 
factory report. 

Question 44—You say in answer to former questions, that some 
of the debts set down as bad and doubtful, have been since set- 
tled. Please refer to any of the bad and doubtful debs, set down 
to 1846-7 which has been settled? 

Answer-—The claims settled, of the bad and doubtful debt to 
which [alluded in my answer, in my first examination, did not ori- 
ginate in 1846 or 1847. 

Question 45—Were the bills of Loomer, Gay & Co. discounted 
for the benefit of persons residing in Tennessee or Mississippi. Do 
any of the parties reside in this State? What part of the debt is 
reported bad and upon what evidence, and is the debt properly set 
downto 1847? . 

Answer—None of the parties оп the acceptances of Toomer, Gay 
& Co., reside in Tennessee. “They reside in Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. The amount of this debt reported bad, is 60 per cent., and 
it was so reported on the information received from John S. Topp, 
Esq. our attorney employed to attend to these cases. 

1 do not think these cases became bad until 1848. Dut I regard 
the loss that may be sustained upon them, as properly chargeable 
to the time when they were created.

Question 15— What. did you understand to be the manner of 
tracing the bad and doubtful debts exhibited in table B, in Мај. 
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Ledbetter’s report? Did you understand that they were to be put 
down in the years when they were discounted, or in the year when 
they were supposed io become doubtful or bad? 

‘Do you recollect to have heard before the commencement of, or 
during the working out of table B, any conversation or instructions 
to Мг, Claiborne in relation thereto, if so state them, or the general 
notice of them? ` 

Answer—W hen Maj. Ledbetter was making up his tables for his 
report, a good dealof conversation passed, as to the proper manner 
of doingit, Several plans were spoken of, I have already alluded 
to one that I suggested, 1 am ot the opinion however, that Maj. 
Ledbetter gave Mr. Claiborne instructions as a general rule, ,to 
trace the bad and doubtful debts to the years in which they were 
created; but I do not pretend to say that I heard all that passed on 
the subject. 

Question 16— Was Throckmorton engaged extensively iu tlie 
Fur trade in this city? Was he so engaged during the period he 
was getting accommodations of the Bank? What was his politics? 

Answer—1 have been informed since my first cross-examination, 
that Throckmorton commenced business in Nashville in 1842. 
That he was engaged 10 selling Hatters materials, and of purchas- 
ing or taking peltries in exchange therefor, My information is, 
that he done quite a large business for a number of years. Та 
1847 he had changed his mode of business, and confined his opera- 
tions to the purchase of:peltries in-this and St. Louis markets for 
shipment to New York. On examination of the books of the Bank, 
from Oct. 1846, to Jan. 93, 1847, Throckinorton had transaction 
paper discounted, amounting to about $1700. All of these dis- 
counts, have been paid. You will find statement of these transac-

Question 17—State what agency Mr. Nicholson had in securing 
the Orton bill of $1000? What did he do on this subject, and how 
long was he engaged, and how far did he travel, and did he do this 
at his own expense, and did he enable the Bank to secure the debt, 
State if you know from information what was Mr. Orton’s occupa- 
tion, and what relation he was to Mr. Nicholson? 

Answer—Mr. Nicholson had considerable trouble and expense іп 
arranging this cdse (Orton). He obtained a coufessed judgment 
from Orton, and the Bank placed it as a bid on the Tan-yard pro 
perty—this property makes the debt very secure. The Bank has 
never paid Mr. Nicholson any thing for his services. 

Orton when he lived in Nashville, was engaged in manufacturing 
leather and shoes. Не done a large business I understood. Or- 
ton's wife was I understand, a distant relative of Mr. Nicholson.

Question 18— When bills are discounted, are they always done 
with the understanding that they are to be paid in full at maturity? 
If Mr. Connor, a director, was indebted on the 17th of May, 1847, 
to the Bank, in $10,000 in bills, due in 8, 9 and 10 months, and in 
$2,000 by note, due 20th May, 1847, in calling 25 per cent per an- 
num on this debt, according to the charter, would you say that the 
charter required the callto be made on the note, or might it be 
made on the bills; and if the whole of the bills were required to be 
paid at maturity, might not the note be renewed without call and 
without а violation of the charter? | 

Answer—W hen bills are discounted, it is with the understanding 
that they are to be paid at maturity. Some Bills go to protest and 
are taken up by an extension of time by a new bill. Sometimes a 
part is paid in cash, and the balance by new bill, and sometimes by 
note. 

“suppose when Mr. Connor renewed his note іп May and Novem- 
ber, 1847, for $2000, it was under the impression and belief that 
he would pay his bills in full, falling due in January, February and 
March, and had he done so, his liabilities would have been reduced 
ao in the course of less than one year. He did not pay the 

ills. 

Question 20—W'hen the Connor bills endorsed by Jesse Johnson 
and A. Hamilton were discouuted, did you consider these bills as a 
new debt, or аз а renewal of the Connor bills, with Crockett and 
Pilcher & Porterfield as endorsers, and to what period should these 
bills be charged in tabular statement B? 

Auswer—lf Connor had owed nothing to which this discount 
was to be placed as a payment, it would have been a new discount, 
but as the new bills were done, with express understanding, that 
it was to extend an old debt, it could not be considered in the light 
of anew discount. The paper was new in this respect, that new 
endorsers were substituted for the old. a 

Question 21—How long have you been connected with the 
Bank, and during that time have you ever observed any difference 
made in giving accommodation to whigs and democrats—if any 
difference, state in-what and why? State if any President has at 
ачу time shown a partiality to members of his own party, or if апу 
President has ever attempted in any way to influence the political 
opiaions or action of any one connected with the Bank? 

Answer—lI acted ав a director of the Bank from '38 to January 
"46, with the exception of a few months. I have been acting as 
@ashier, since June 1847. 

I have never known of any political test being made in the busi- 
ness or discounts of the Bank. I have never known any President 
of the Bank, show any partiality in the business of the Bank for his 
political friends, or in attempting to control the action of any one 
connected with the Bank.

Question 1. At whattime were you employed by Maj. Ledbetter? 
ere you an experienced Bank book keeper when employed? 
id you have as much time as you thought necessary to perform 
the labor required of you with satisfactory accuracy? 
Answer. I was employed on the 24th August, 1849; I had no ex- 
perience as а Bang Воокквврев, the same general principles apply 
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to bank books aa to other books; 1 had ample time to perform the 
labor, indeed more than was necessary, had the Branch reports 
been all correct, which was not the case in detail, some time was 
therefore consumed in correspondence with the Branches. 

Question 2. What instructions did Maj. Ledbetter give you in 
relation to making out Tabular Statement B? 

Answer. That report is made out from the reports of the various 
Branches (copies of which I herewith hand you,) and from lists of 
the suspended debt at the Mother Bank; in some instances Maj. 
Ledbetter was not satisfied with the réports as sent, he in ‘one in- 
stance returned the statement (Sparta) [ herewith copy his letter, 
accompanying the same to Мг. John Warren, eashier. |

You will see by copy of the statement from that Branch, to- 
gether with the remarks Jno. Warren, Esq., Cash’r, in regard to it 
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the nature of Maj. Ledbetter's objeetion, any instructions given 
mein regard to the Table B., were of à general rather than a 
special nature. I had nothing to do with classing the debts at the 
mother Bank, that duty was performed by a committee appointed , 
for the purpose. І was instructed by Maj. Ledbetter to get such 
information as possible from the clerks at their desks; but their du- 
ties preverited them consuming so much time. I took the Credit 
Books of the Bank, agreeably to Maj..Ledbetter's instructions, and 
traced the different cases as near as I could to their origin, I can- 
not swear to the correctness of the tracing, I believe, however, 
that no stranger to the affairs of the Bank, could do it more cor- 
rectly than I did, I was at much trouble. 

Question 3. What rule did you observe in making out Table 
B., did you trace the bad and doubtful debt of the Principal 
Bank, back to the Bank year in which it originated, setting it 
down as the debt of the Bank year in which it was originally con- 
tracted, or did you set it down as the debt of the Bank year in | 
which it became bad or doubtful? : 

Answer. 1 traced the debts by the credit books ав in answer to 
questión 2d. The debt of the mother Bank therefore, is set down 
when I supposed they originated. 

Question 4. Were you controlled by Maj. Ledbetter in making 
out Table B. in any cases, if só, give the cases and his instruc- 
tions: 

Answer. Ав previously stated I got general instructions from 
Maj. Ledbetter, as to the mode of making out Table В., further 
than this, І have no recollection of being so controlled. I put 
down the Connor Bills, mentioned in the list for Davidson county, 
numbers 2,535 and 2,536, in the year 1849, Maj. Ledbetter chang- ` 
ed them to 17th May, 1847, the Bills above mentioned, I under- 
stood to be in part of the Bills discounted 17th May, 1847. For in- 
formation in regard to the proper time at which these Dills became 
doubtful, you are respectfully referred to other evidence in regard 
to the cases. 

Question 5. lt appears from schedule of bad and doubtful 
debts, furnished by the Sparta Branch, that bad and doubtful debts 
to the amount of two or three thousand dollars, became so in 
1848 and 1849.

when the several debts were made; though it sufficiently appears 
that a small portion of the debts were made between the years

The debts upon the Bills of Exchange were made at the dates 
of the Bills. At what time the debts became bad or doubtful, I 
have no data upon which to form an opinion. Among the doubt- 
ful debts I have stated several about which suits are still pending, 
and their goodness will depend upon whether the endorsers es- 
pos liability or not, they having put in the plea of non, est 
actum. 

For a more partieular explanation of Statements D. and E. re- 
ference is made to the statements themselves. Upon the subject 
of the Real Estate belonging to this Branch Bank, I have to re- 
mark, that the banking house and the lots upon which it is erected 
cost 912,205 20, and although it would not probably now sell for 
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more than half that amount in cash, yet it is believed that the lots 
and the building of а like banking house, could not be procured 
for а much less sum.

Answer. It is. 

Question 13. Did Мај. Ledbeiterin his conversation with, and 
instructions to you, in regard to making out the Tabular State- 
ments in his report, manifest any disposition to cast responsibility 
improperly upon.one person and take it from another? 

Answer. Not that I know of. Е became my duty to make out 
lists of the suspended debt at mother bank, as before stated, the 
only alteration of my work that 1 know at present, 13 in regard 
to the Connor Bills, I placed them as stated in my answer to ques- 
tion 4, he changed them to 17th May, 1847. 

Question 14, by Mr. Gantt. State fully the facts in relation to 
the loss sustained by the L'Hommedieu debt, embracing a history 
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of the purchase and sale of the Steam Distillery, and the sums 
expended in repairing the same and for other purposes? 
Answer. lhave examined the Bill Book of the Bank, and find 
the L/Hommedieu bills as follows:

$12,000, thus showing a loss of $10,582 94. 

Question 15. Is the fifth column in Table D. made out upon 
correct principles, and did you not deduct the bad and doubtful 
debt of 1847, from the profits of the year 1848, before you calcu- 
lated the rate, per cent., and is not that the reason, that the rate 
per cent. made that year was reduced to $5 97, and what would 
have been the rate if such had not been the case? 

Answer. Idecline in this, asin all other questions propounded 
me, to express an opinion,—but will show the manner of making 
the column referred to:

Question 16. Yousay in your answer to the first question pro- 
pounded to Mr. Cunningham, Mr. Norvell, and yourself, that the 
statements from the Branches are made out in different ways, did 
you inform Maj. Ledbetter of this fact while you were engaged 
in making out Statement B? 

Answer. I həve no recollection of informing Maj. Ledbetter 
+ trticularly, he saw the reports as they came іп, and handed them 
over to me, as they came in, he could discover it as readily as 1 
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eould, there was difficulty and we had conversations, but I do not 
recollect sufficiently to state them. 

Question 17. In Cashier Campbell’s letter, referred to by you, 
does he give the names of any of the debtors to the Athens 
Branch, or the amounts of any of the debts, and in making out 
Table B., were you not compelled to go by the statement which 
he furnished? ; 

Answer. In one of the letters from Cashier Campbell, there are 
no names mentioned (this is the letter of 2d July) in his letter of 
18th September, he does give the names of some debtors (see. 
copy of said letter in your possession, in my answer to your 7th 
question) the bad and doubtful debt of that Branch is made up 
from the Statement. 

Question 18. How did you trace the Bills of Exchange. 

Answer. "There being no eredit books to that department, as 
in Notes, I had to rely for information in regard to Bills on Mr. 
Norvell, who had charge of that department in the Bank, no сге- 
dit books in that department were kept in the Dank until after the 
report of Maj. Ledbetter was made "out. 

Question 19. It appears from Statement of bad and doubtful 
debt of the Sparta Branch, that the debts S. G. Hawkins, Jno, 
F. Reed, Pleasant Brewer, and four debts of Bird Thomas, all in 
Bledsoe county, amounting together to 84,038, were set down to 
the years 1848 and 1849, and that on the 12th of September, 1849, 
after the statement before alluded to was received, Maj. Ledbetter 
wrote to John Warren, Cashier, for explanation of these several 
debts, in which letter he says, *permit me to call your attention to 
the eases of Bird Thomas, at the bottom of the enclosed sheet, 
they amount to $3,051 and I wish to know when they became doubtful, 
was it in 1848 or 1840, please answer by the first mail and return 
the sheet;” in which letter he further states, “І enclose you two 
other sheets to be returned, I desise to know if the cases marked

Did Major Ledbetter use any unfair means to have 
the debts alluded to, so classed, as to favor his administration and 
injure others, did he not in the above letter ask for the time when 
the debts became bad? Copy certificate of committee appointed 
toclass the debt at Sparta, which came with the original report, in 
your answer? _ ` M | 

Answer. Maj. Ledbetter did not to my knowledge «use any unfair 
means" in having “the debts alluded to, so classed, as to favor his 
administration and injure others.” In his letter he did ask when 
the Bird Thomas and other debts became doubtful, and in regard 
to the cases ‘marked with red ink” he did ask for the original dis- 
count. . 20% 

I herewith hand you copy of the certificate of the committee, 
which came along with the original report. 

We, the committee appointed for the purpose, do make the fol- 
lowing report, which we believe to be correct as to the time the 
debts became bad and doubtful. We have been governed in all 
cases by the last renewal, which shows that a great many bad 
debts have been made in the last few years which realiy is not the 
case—they were acbaracter of debts tliat could not be made any 
better, and were still renewed from time to time with the same en- 
dorsers by the regular calls being- paid, there is not a single debt 
reported exeept а few in Bledsoe county but what was discounted 
before the year 1843.

Question 22 by Mr. Harrell. Ts not Maj. Ledbetter's report to the 
General Assembly of 1849 made out as correctly as it was practi- 
cable with a reasonable amount of labor to make it, considering the 
amount of detail and the means of information, and do you believe 
it was honestly made out? | 

Answer. Мај. Ledbetter's report to the General Assembly of 
1849 is made outas correctly as possible from the data on which 
it was made and general instructions given me. The labor bestow- 
ed on it was very considerable, its details very comprehensive, the 
means of information necessarily varied, and difficult to unite in 
one common report; delicacy, it appears to me, if no other reason, 
should prevent me from answering further your interrogatory. 

Question 23. Examine the lists of the Rogersville Branch for 
1548 and 1849, and state what amount of accommodations the 
firm of A. Kyle, L, D. Franklin and Wm. С. Kyle received at said 
Branch in those years. What amount did the directors A. Kyle 
and L. D. Franklin receive in those years either as endorsers or 
makers? 

Answer Ist. I have examined the lists of Bills of Exchange and 
discounted notes of the Rogersville, Branch, and find the accom- 
modations of the gentleman named to be as follows, viz:

Answer 2. Maj. Ledbetter. 

Question 25. Did the rule which you gave in relation to the man- 
ner af placing the Mad and doubtful debt correspond with that 
which Maj. Ledbetter had previously submitted in answer to ques- 
tion thirteen? What occurred on the coming in of your answer? 
Did Maj. Ledbetter attempt toconvince you that you were wrong? 
Did he refer you to the lists of suspended debt, to instruotions giv- 
en by him to you, and to particular conversations for that purpose, 
was he very positive that his said answer was correct, and that 
your's was errroneous? 

Answer З. The rule in regard to the manner of placing bad and 
doubtful debts, did not correspond with Maj. Ledbetter's answer 
previously submitted, some excitement sprung up, Maj. Ledbetter 
attempted to convince me that I was wrong, he referred me to the 
lists of suspended debt, to instructions given me and to conversa- 
_ tions, which letter I did not, nor do I now recollect, he seemed pos- 
itive at the time that he was right and Т was wrong. : 

Question 96. Please examine your statement made out as to the 
indebtedness of A. Kyle, a director at the Rogersville Branch for 
1545 and 1849, and state whether any new discounts were made to 
А. Kyle after the month of January 1848, and whether he was а 
new endorser, and if his discounts were over $2,000, whether he 
reduced them 25 per cent in the year? 

Answer. Y have examined the statement referred to. I find А. 
Kyle as endorser in February 1848, for $946 to renew balance of 
John Blevin's bill. Ido not know whether this should be called a 
new discount or not, admitting it howeverto be a new endorsement. 
His discounts were reduced 25 per cent, in my opinion. . 

Question 27. Please examine your said statement as to the in- 
debtedness of L. D. Franklin at the same brauch Юг the year 1849, 
and answer as to him the interrogatory above? 

Answer. 1 have also examined the indebtedness of L. D. Frank- 
lin, and from the evidences before me must conclude that he also 
has reduced his indebtedness 25 per cent. | 

Question 9S. Have you any evidence that A. Kyle was interest- 
ed in the discounts to Franklin and Kyle, to W. C. Kyle and A. A. 
Kyle, in the years 1848 and 1849? 

Question 99. Have you any evidence that Franklin was interest- 
ed in any discounts to W. C. Kyle, A. Kyle and A. A. Kyle? 

Answer to questions 28 and 29. I know nothing about the parties, 
and bave no evidence whatever, that they were interested togethor 
in the discounts. 

QUESTIONS TO MR. LEDBETTER. 

Question 50—At the Board when the Connor bills were arranged, 

от at any previous board, did Dr. Waters make any statement or 
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remarks as to Jesse Johnson's being unwilling for the Board to 
take the bills with hig name on them—if ‘so, state what he said? 

Answer—ti have already stated, that I heard at some time that 
Jesse Johnson alledged he was overreached, but cannot say when 
Í first heard this, or whom from, probably from Dr. Waters. | 

Question 51—Ву Mr. Adams—Examine tabular statement B, at- 
tached to Maj. Ledbetter’s Bank report—examine also, the several 
lists of bad and doubtful debts from the Branches, and from the 
principal Bank, from which tabular statement В was made up, 
and say whether from such examination that tabular statement B 
shows correctly the bad and doubtful debt of the principal Bank 
-and Branches, when those debts were made as represented in the 
caption to said tabular statement? 

Question 52—From such information, state whether or not tabu- 
lay statement B shows correctly the bad and doubtful debt of the 
principal Bank and branches, and the time when such debts be- 
came bad and doubtful? 

Question 53—By reference to tabular statement В, it appears 
that at the Athens Branch, а bad and doubtful debt of about 
$60,000 is charged as having been made in 1843, examine the re- 
port from that Branch and the accompanying letter of the Cashier, 
and say whether or not said debt originated in 1843? f 

Question 54—Examine the report of bad and doubtful debt, made 
by the Sparta Branch, arid state whether the Committee at that 
Braneh, do not charge the bad and doubtful debts to the years in 
which they became bad and doubtful, and whether according to 
that report, there were any debts which became bad or doubtful in 
1848 or 1849, which are not charged to those years in tabular 
statement, B, and why this departure was made from the report of 
the Branch Committee? | 

Answer—I am not able to answer these questions for want of 
time to examine the several statements from the Branches, and the 
list of bad and doubtful debt-at the principal Bank, so as to enable 
me to answer correctly, would require a good deal of time. Since 
they were submitted evening before last, I have been almost con- 
stantly engaged in important business of the Bank, that_required 
my personal attention. They have been answered by Mr. Cun- 
ningham, Mr. Claiborne and Mr. Norvell. 

Question 55—Has any lirector used any means, and what, to ap- 
point Branch Boards, with a view of having relations of such Di- 
rector appointed Cashier or Clerks? 

Answer—1 have no knowledge upon the subject, and have no re- 

‘lation in the'employ of the Bank, in any capacity whatever. 

Question 56—In classing the bad and doubtful debt for Ruther- 
ford county, did you make an effort to ascertain the time when it 
became bad and doubtful. 

Answer—I thought I knew Ње condition of the Rutherford debt, 
and made no effort to ascertain more than I could find from the 
books of the Bank, and knew of my own personal knowledge. 
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Question 57—In suggesting the Board for the year 1850, for sev- 
eral Branches, what line of policy did you pursue in relation to 
politics? What is the relative proportion of whigs and democrats? 
Are the democrats so suggested not generally more remotely sit- 
uated from the respective Branches than the whigs? 

Answer—The former Boards have been re-appointed for the pre- 
sent yegr, with the exception of a few individual members. In 
some eases complaints were made, in others, we had too many 
merchants. Тһе boards are divided in politics, as near as I can 
judge from the information of others aboutin the same way, they 
have been heretofore under both parties. I have but little know- 
ledge as to the residence of members. 

Question 58—What changes were made in the Rogersville Bank 
directory in the year 1849, and for what purpose were those 
changes made, and at whose request were those changes made. 
г you any letters from the Kyles on this subject, if so produce 
them. 

Answer—The Board here made some changes in the Board of 
Directors at Rogersville in 1849, but what those changes were, I 
am unable to state without reference to the books, and am con- 
fined to my room, and unable to make thereference. Iam inclined 
to the opinion, that one of the changes took place because we had 
too many merchants. The reasons, however, I suppose were such 
as satisfied the Board here of the propriety of the changes, I never 
received a letter from any one of the Kyles upon this subject that 
I remember. | 

Question 59—W hat influence have you used to keep yourself in 
office, of a partizan character? 

Answer—1 have given my opinion that the Bank ought, if possi- 
ble, to be placed above party contentions, so that neither party as 
& party, should be responsible for its management, and that the 
present session was the most favorable time to effect it, but as to 
keeping myself in office, I am not aware that Г ever proposed that 
to any one. 

Question 60--Нахе you written letters of similar import to the 
following: 

NasnuviLug, 7th Sept., 1849. 

Dear Sir: —What ought to be done with the Bank of Tennessee, 
at the ensuing session? This is an important question, and one 
that should be considered well by our friends in time. 

The Legislature, two years hence, will have, as you know, to 
elect а, Senator to Congress, and to distriet the State anew, for 
the eleetion of Representatives, as well as Senators and Represen- ' 
tatives to the General Assembly; and the democratie party will 
bring heaven and earth together to carry the State; and they will 
earry it, unless we can have a new organization. In their hands, 
the bank can be made a powerful instrument—will they scruple to 
use it, or its means, to effect that object? 

What, then, shall be the course of the whigs at this session? I 
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write to you because we have no leaders in the middle part of the 
State, no working men at least, and I would like to have 

If so to whom? | 

Answer—I refer you to my answer to the Senate's Committee. 

Question, 61—From your connection with the Bank, and knowl- 
edge of its management, do you believe that either party would 
not scruple to use it, or its means for political purposes? 

Answer—1 have already stated, that during my connection with 
the Dank, 1 have never known it, or its means used for political 
purposes by either party. What parties would, or would not scru- 
ple to do, 1 cannot say. 

Question 62—By Mr. Burton—In your amendment to your an- 
swer to question 13, you say, upon examination you find that Mr. 
Claiborne traced the debts to their origin in almost every case. 
Do you thereby mean to say that you did not instruct Mr. Clai- 
borne to trace the debts to the time it became bad or doubtful, and 
do you not yet insist that such was-your instruction? 

Answer—tIn the amendment to the answer to question 13, I speak 
only of what was done by Mr. Claiborne, not of any instructions. 
My recollection is, that the instructions given originally to Mr. C. 
were the same as those given to the branches, and that in a sub- 
sequent conversation I told him, the origin of a debt, in the ab- 
sence of other proof must of necessity be taken as the time when 
it became bad or doubtful. 

Question 63—W as it more difficult to ascertain the time when 
the bad and doubtful debt became so, at the principal Bank than it 
was at the branches? 

Question 64—Did the Committee who classed the bad and 
doubtful debt at the principal Bank, furnish or attempt to furnish, 
Mr. Claiborne with the time when the bad and doubtful became so. 

‘Question 65—Did you do so in reference to the Rutherford bad 
and doubtful debt? 

Question 66—Does the book containing lists of bad and doubt- 
ful debts, not show that the Committee simply ascertained the fact 
that the bad and doubtful was bad and doubtful, without reference 
to the time when it became so. 

Answer to questions 68, 64, 65 and 66—1I2dont know what dif- 
fieulty they had in ascertaining the time when the bad and doubt- 
ful debt became so at the branches, but I would suppose it was 
more difficult at the principal Bank, asit does more business, and 
15 extended over a larger territory. 

The Committee classed the debt, and Mr. Claiborne traced it up- 
on the books as stated before. 

I classed the Rutherford debt and believe it is charged to the 
proper years. : 

The last part of the questions is already answered. 

Question 67—In answering question 3, did you not examine the 
book containing the lists of bad and doubtful debt for the princi- 
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pal Bank, in which book it appears, that the said bad and doubtful 
debt was traced by Mr. Claiborne. 

Answer—In answer to question No. 3, it will be seen that Ire- 
fer to the bad and doubtful debt of the branches, and as to those 
debts had no reason to refer to the book containing a list of the 
bad and doubtful debt at the principal Bank. But in answer to 
the next question, (No. 4.) I say “I directed Mr. Claiborne, with 
the assistance of the other Clerks in the Bank, to take the lists 
and decide the time when the debts originated—there may be some 
eases Which I know myself, I put down, I relied mainly for infor- 
mation upon the report made by Mr. Claiborne &e." This answer 
· (аз well as the previous answers to Nos. 1, 9 and 3,) was taken 
down by Mr. Claiborne, who was acting as Clerk for the Commit- 
tee, atthe time it was not written out by myself. Му recollection 
13, that the original directions given to Mr. Claiborne was to trace 
the debts upon the books, and ascertain from the best information 
we eould get, when they became bad or doubtful, and that in a 
subsequent conversation. I directed him to trace them to their 
origin, which (in the absence of other proof) was the best evidence 
when they became bad or doubtful. This I believe was done in 
all, or nearly all the cases.

JOINT QUESTIONS TO MESSRS. CUNNINGHAM, NOR- 
VELL AND CLAIBORNE. 


Question 1—Examine tabular statement В, attached to Maj. 
Ledbetter's Bank report; examine also the several lists of bad and 
doubtful debts from the Branches, and from the principal Bank, 
from which tabular statement B was made up, and say whether 
from such examination that tabular statement B shows correctly 
the bad and doubtful debt of the Principal Bank and Branches, 
when these debts were made as represented in caption to said tab- 
ular statement. 

Answer—Upon examination we find that the bad and doubtful 
debts of the principal Bank are charged to the yearsin which they 
originated. 

Those of the Rogersville Branch taken from a conjectural state- 
ment of President Mitchell, (a copy of which you have). 

Those of the Athens Branch to the years in which they were last 
renewed. 

Those of the Sparta Branch, partly to the years in which they 
originated and partly to the years in which they became bad and 
doubtful. 

Those of Columbia to the years in which the character of the 
parties failed. 

Those of Clarksville taken from the following extract from 
Cashier Barksdale's letter. 

“From а careful examination of the suspended debt of this 
Branch, I would class it as follows:

Those of the Trenton Branch to the years in which the debt 
originated. ` · 

Those of Sommerville, the dates furnished by the Branch uncer- 
tain whether intended for origin of the debts, or when became 
bad and doubtful, it does not state. 

The figures taken from these statements, we believe to be cor- 
rectly stated in tabular statement B—we do not clearly understand 
what is meant in the caption by the words “when made.” 

Question 2—From such examination, state whether or not tab- 
ular statement B shows correctly the bad and doubtful debt of the 
principal Bank and branches, and the time when guch debts be- 
came bad and doubtful? 

Answer—You will see by answer to your first question that the 
statements from which it is made up, do not all furnish the time 
when the debt became bad or doubtful. 

Question 3—By reference to tabular statement В, it appears that 
at the Athens Branch, a bad and doubtful debt of about $60,000, 
is charged as having been made in 1843. Examine the report 
from that Branch and the accompanying letter of the Cashier, and 
say whether or not said debt originated in 1843? 

Answer—tThe figures appear to be correctly reported from the 
statement of that Branch, which shows the dates at which the debts 
were last renewed, and the following is an extract from the accom- 
panying letter of Cashier Campbell, showing considerable discrep- 
ency, which we are unable to explain: 

“Those marked А B and C, show the dates and amounts of the 
notes last given in renewal of precedent debts, and these renewals 
running through a series of several years, and the names of the 
parties and amounts having been frequently changed, it is impossi- 
ble to tell the exacttimes when the several debts were made; though 
it sufficiently appears that a small portion of the debts were made 
between the years 1839 and 1841, and the balance of the debts, 
with a few exceptions of small amounts, were made between the 
years 1841 and 1842. 

The debts upon the bills of exchange were made at the dates of 
the bills. At whattimes the debts became bad or doubtful, I have 
no data upon which to form an opinion. Among the doubtful 
debts, I have stated several, about which suits are still pending, 
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and their goodness will depend upon whether the endorsers escape 
liability or not, they having put in the plea of поп est factum. 

Question 4—Examine report of bad and doubtful debts made by 
the Sparta Branch, and state whether the Committee at that 
Braneh do not eharge the bad and doubtful debts to the years in 
which they became bad and doubtful, and whether aceording to 
that report, there were any debts which became bad, or doubtful in 
1848 or 1849, which are not charged to those years, in tabular 
statement D, and why this departure was made from the report of 
the Branch Committee. 

Answer—The Committee at that branch, do charge, as stated in 
first answer, the bad and doubtful debt to the years in which they 
became such, and there appears $3,109 bad, $693 doubtful, in 
1848, and 8987 bad, and $425 doubtful in 1849, which are not 
charged to those years in tabular statement В. We refer you to 
the eorrespondence between Maj. Ledbetter, and Cashier Warren, 
on this subjeet in your possession. 

Questions to Messrs. Claiborne, Cunningham and Norvell by 
Mr. Adams. 

Do you know from information, or of your own knowledge, 
what, or about what, was the eost of the L'Hommedieu Mills to 
the builders? What was their condition and value when pur- 
chased by the® Bank? What their present value? Say whether 
you know from information or otherwise, the value put upon them 
by their present owners.

I do not know their original cost, but heard Mr. A. Thayer, one of 
the builders say they cost over $35,000.—I believe they were in 
good condition when: bought, and also when sold by the Bank.

Question 1—What did you understand to be the manner of 
tracing the bad and doubtful debts exhibited in table D, in Maj. 
Ledbetter's report? Did you understand that they were to be put 
down in the year when they were discounted, or in the year when 
they were supposed to become bad or doubtful? 

Answer.—I heard Maj. Ledbetter direct Mr. Claiborne to trace 
the debts to their origin, and charge them to the years in which they 
originated. Of this, I am positive, having objected to the plan at 
the time, which produced considerable conversation between Maj. 
Ledbetter and myself. This was before the statement was com- 
menced, | 

Question 2. Do you recollect to have heard, before the commence- 
ment of, or during the making out of table B. any conversations 
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or instructions to Mr. Claiborne, in relation thereto; if so, state 
them, or the general nature of them. 

Answer.—An answer to this question is contained in my answer 
to 1st question alone. It may be proper to add, that Col. Anderson 
and Mr. Claiborne participated in the conversation, and we, all 
discussed different plans., The plan settled on, was that directed 
by Maj. Ledbetter.

Question 1. Will you please state how long you have resided in 
Nashville, whether you were a director of the Bank in the Spring 
of 1848, and did you take some pains to ascertain the condition of 
the Connor debt, and are you satisfied that it was properly put 
down in the Bank report to the year 1847. 

J. Shelby answers, that he has resided in Nashville since the 5th 
day of May, 1817; was a director in the Bank of Tennessee, in 
the Spring of 1848—took ‘some pains” to ascertain the condition 
of the Connor debt, and is satisfied tbat it was properly put down 
in the Bank report to the year 1847. 

QUESTION TO NORVELL BY MR. HARRELL. 

It appears that the four L'Hommedieu bills for $5000 each, 
discounted in the Spring of 1846, were drawn by В. Е. L'Hom- 
medieu & Co. upon В. F. L'Hommedieu. Was not В. F. L'Hom- 
medieu, the drawee, a member of the firm of В. F. L'Hommedieu 
& Co., the drawers. 

Answer.—He was.

L. Norvell.—With a short intermission, I have been 
connected with the Bank from its commencement, and I never have 
observed any difference made to whigs and democrats in making 
loans, nor have I ever noticed any partiality shown by any Presi- 
dent to political friends, nor do I know that any President ever at- 


tempted to influence the political opinions or action of any officer 
of the-Bank. i H. L. NORVELL.

Answer.—1 was inclined to the opinion in some instances, that 
discounts were made rather favorable to the party in the minority, 
the paper offered being solvent. These answers are intended to 
apply.to the principal Bank particularly, and I do not know but 
that they would be equally applicable to the branches,

QUESTIONS TO WILLIAM NICHOL BY MR. HARRELL. 

Question 1.—Аге you able to say that accommodations by the 
Branch at Athens were not extended for political purposee? 

Answer.—I am not prepared to say certainly that accommoda- 
tions of any description were or ‘were not extended for political pur- 
poses by the Branch at Athens; but I can say positively, I have no 
information, that would justify the conclusion that any were made 
for such purposes. 

Question 2.—You say in your answer to question three by Mr. 
Gantt, that if there was any distinction made in extending accom- 
modations, it was rather in favor of the party in the minority. Was 
this the case at the Athens Branch during the years 1840, '41, '42, 
aud '43? | 

Answer.—Not being at Athens, during the years 1840,'41, '42, or 
'43, I bave no positive information. 

Question 3.—Did not the Board appointed by Gov. Polk in 1889, 
hold over until 31st January, 1844, and were not the ассоштода- 
uons above referred to, during the administration of that Board, 
ог prior to it? 

Znswer.—'The Board appointed by Gov. Polk organized on 6th 
February, 1840, (the Senate declined to confirm the new board nom- 
inated by Gov. Jones at the usual time) consequently the directors 
appointed by Gov. Polk continued in office until 31st January, 
1844, except some few cases of resignation. Other business en- 
Bagements requiring my attention, 1, some time previous to the 
expiration to the usual term of two years, determined to retire from 
office inthe Bank at that time. Accordingly, I tendered my resig- 
nation on the 10th, which was accepted on the 17th February, 1842. 
Ás to the accommodations alluded to, I must refer you to the report 
made to the General Assembly, by Mr. Heiskell and others, com- 
missioners appointed to examine said branch. 

Question 4.—W hat was the majority of democrats in that Board? - 

Answer—I presume it was the intention of Gov. Polk to appoint 
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eight Demoerats and four Whigs. They were so considered at the 
time. 
Question 5.—Tlow long Ваз Mr. Campbell who furnished the state- 
ment of the bad and doubtful debt of the Branch at Athens to the 
President at this session, been Cashier of said Branch, and bv 
whom was he elected. 2 

Answir.—Mr. Campbell has been ia the employ of the Branch 
from its organization, first as clerk, and was elected cashier about 
July 1816, as appears from statements on file in this Bank, and 
continued to be elected each succeeding year, until it was placed 
in liquidation, since as agent. The board which was appointed 
for that Branch by the Directors of the Principal Bank on the 18th 
of June 1840, I presume they elected Mr. Campbell cashier first.

Please examine the list of bad and doubtful debts in Davidson 
county, marked A & В. aud which is set down to the years 1840” 
and 1547, and state whether, in your opinion, they are properly set 
down to these years? 

The Napier bill is not iueluded in interrogatory— and did the 
President ot the Bank vote for the renewal of the Connor bills? 

Aaswer-—In reply to the above interrogatories, Т beg to say 
that I have resided in Nashville since the 19th November 1834. 

I was a director of the Bank of Tennessee in the spring of 1848. 

I «did take some pains to ascertain the condition of the Connor 
debt, and am satisfied it was properly put down in the Bank re- 
portto the year 1847. 

1 have examined the list of bad and doubtful debts for Davidson 
county, and so far as I know, I believe they are correctly set down 
to the year 1546 and 1547, with the exception of James J. S. Bil- 
lings’ note, which as I understend, became doubtful in 1848, by 
neglect of the Notary Public having failed to serve notice of pro- 
test within the time prescribed by law, on the endorser, C. W 
Nance Esq. 

I was present at the meeting of the board, when the Connor bills 
were effered for renewal, and am certain that the President voted 


against their renewal in every instance. Signed, 
25th January, 1850.

tQucstion.—At the board when the Connor bills were arranged, 
or atany previous board, did Dr. Waters make any stateme.t or 
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remark as to Jesse Johnson being unwilling for the board to take 
the bills with his name on them—if so, state what һе said? 

` Ansuer.—In reply to your interrogatories, I beg to state, that at 
a meeting of the board in the Cashier's room when the Connor bills 
were under consideration, Dr. Waters stated, either that Jesse 
Johson ог A. Hamilton had expressed a wish to bim that the Bank 
would not take the bills with their name on them. I recollect this 
the more certain, from the faet, that I then declared to the board, 
I never would vote for said bills. ‘This iuformation, together with 
belief that the bills had been originally taken in the bank in 1847, 
in violation of the charter, governed my whole course afterwards in 
voting agaigst their renewal. My recollection of the Doctor's re- 
marks, is also more certain, from the impression made on my mind 
by his vote being contrary to. mine iu reference to said bills.

Question.— Will please state how long you have resided in Nash- 
ville, whether you were a Director of the Dank of "Tennessee in the 
spring of 1948, and did you take some pains to ascertain the real 
condition of the Connor debt, and are you satisfied that it was pro- 
perly put down in the Bank report to 1847. 

Will you examine the list of bad and doubtful debt, reported 
for 1346 and 1847, in Davidson county, and state whether you 
would now change the classification of any of said debts, and if so, 
state the case? 

Were уоп a Director in 1845, and, if so, state what was the 
standing of Martin Forehand with the Board of Directors at that 
time? | | 

Answers.—In answer to your first interrogatory, as to how long I 
have resided in Nashville. Answer—Since 9th September, 1819. I 
was a Director ofthe Bank of Tennesseé іп the spring of 1848. Soon 
after C. Connor’s bills, endorsed by Pilcher & Porterfield were pro- 
tested, a question arose among the members of the board as to the 
ability of the principal or the endorsers, to meet the bills without _ 
suit, or even if suit was instituted. There was a diverity of 
opinion. ‘The Cashier, S. В. Anderson, was directed by the board: 
to call upen C..Connor, and ascertain from him how ће proposed’ 
paying the three bills amounting to $10,200. His reply was, that 
he would arrange the debt satisfactorily to the Bank. Soon after, Con- 
nor offered to take up the protested bills with two bills for the same 
amount endorsed by Capt. Jesse Johnson and A. Hamilton, the board’ 
declined to take the bills, unless he would procure the endorsement 
of Pilcher & Porterfield in addition. "This he feared he could not 
obtain, as they had intimated they would not. I suggested to the- 
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oflicers of the Dank, that the name of Ваше Johnson, Captain 
William Phillips, or John Minor, either of them as endorsers unou 
the bills would make them first rate, and that I had no doubt Mr. 
Connor could obtain some one of the three named gentlemen, as 
they were intimate friends of his. The board requested me to see 
Mr. Connor and confer with him, and assure him that either of the 
named gentlemen as endorsers upon the bills offered, would be suf- 
ficient. His reply was, that he would see what he could do, as he 
was anxious to relieve Pilcher & Porterfield of their liability. This 
conversation occurred some thirty days before his note of $2000, 
endorsed by Pilcher & Porterfield was protested. This note was 
-à six months note, and originated, Nov. 12th, 1846, and renewed a 
second time—protested May 25, 1848. T am clearly of the opinion, 
that this debt was properly put down in the Bank report of 1847. 
Some short time after the note of $2000 was protested, C. Con- 
nor made a new proposition to the board, in lieu of the suggestion 
of the additional name of Bailie Johnson, Wm. Philips, or John 
Minor. Не proposed to pay thirty-five hundred dollars іп cash, 
and two uudoubted notes for about twelve hundred dollars in addi- 
tion to the bills endorsed by Captain Jesse Johnson and а. Hamil- 
ton, to take up the two thousand dollar note. The balance to be 
credited upon the bills upon which Johnson and Hamilton were 
endorsers. After mature consideration by the board, this proposi- 
tion was accepted, believing it to be the best arrangement they 
wonld be able to make for the interest of the Bank, inasmuch as a 
majority of the board, who bad this matter under consideration, 
were satisfied that Pilcher & Porterfield had taken a determined 
stand not to endorse for C. Connor any new paper by way of re- 
newal One ofthe firm, Mr. Porterfield, assured me, in the event 
of the Bank bringing suit upon this debt, it would have this effect; 
it would cause them to stop, and in truth said, this liability alone 
was cramping them, as those persons to whom they looked to for 
assistance, were unwilling to lend their names until they were ге- 
lieved from this responsibility, and as their means were limited, 
this was a matter about which they felt great solicitude., 
You request me to examine the bad and doubtful debts of Da- 
° vidson county, of 1546 and 1547. Upon а careful examination, I 
would make a single change—it is the note of James J. В. Bil- 
lings for $502 50, endorsed by A. Billings, C. W. Nance, and 
Cyrus Macy. This note was discounted December, 1847, and 
protested 14th June, 1843. It is classed among the doubtful debts 
of 1847, when it properly belongs to 1848. This debt Ido not 
consider doubtful, as one of the endorsers, C. W. Nance, is un- 
doubtedly good. ‘The attorney for the Bank, who has this claim 
for collection, states, that he, Mr. Nance, disclaims having received 
due notice from the Bank of Protest, through the Notary Public. 
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If-C. W. Nance is not legally bound as endorser, it follows of 
course that the Notary is. | 

` Your next enqniry is, was I director in 1855. . I was a member 
of the Board during the year 1845, and in answer to your inquiry 
as to the standing of Martin Forehand, at that time, the, opinion of 
the board of directors was, the sooner he relieved his liabilities to 
the Bank, the better it would be for the interests of ihe State. I 
notice a number of other names among the bad and doubtful debts 
of 1847, whose liabilities were increased, who were looked upon 
as in a failing condition, in 1845. Ë 


QUESTIONS TO MR. MONOHAN BY MR. ADAMS. 

Question. ` At the Board when the Connor bills were arranged, 
or at aby previous board, did Dr. Waters make any statement or 
remark as to Jesse Johnson being unwilling for the Board to take 
the bills with his nameupon them?—if so, state what he said? 

Answer. Dr. Waters remarked to the Board either at the time 
the Connor bills were arranged, or at some previous meeting, that 
Jesse Johnson said to him, he did not wish the Bank to take the 
Connor bills upon which he was endorser. Some member of the 
Board remarked that he had left no such notice at the Bank. I 
remember very well that Dr. Waters voted with the majority when 
the Connor debt was arranged. 


BY MR. HARRELL. 

Was Irving one of the endorsers on Throckmorton’s Bills, a mi- 
nor at the time the Bills were endorsed and discounted in 18472 

Answer. Alexander Irwin was an endorser upon а portion of 
S. R. Throckmorton’s Bills, discounted in 1847, and a minor at 
the time. The Three Bills, upon which he is endorser, were dis- 
counted. Тһе first Bill for $2,000, Sept. 14th, second Sept. 21st, 
for $2,000, third Bill for $1,500, Oct. 26th; all Protested and con- 
sidered Bad. Since this question was propounded, I have seen 
and conversed with the mother of Alexander Irwin, who very 
kindly exhibited the old family Bible, showing a record of the 
age of her son Alexander,—he was born October, 14th, 1829. F 
have also seen Dr. John Irwin, who says he, Alexander Irwin, is 
still a minor, and further, if the committee desire his attendance 


before*them, he will so testify.

I bave resided in Nashville and its neighborhood be- 
tween 20 and 30 years. 

Question 2. Were you а member of the board of directors in 
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the Spring of 1943, and did you'take some pains to ascertain the 
condition of the Connor debt? | 
„Лозкст. 1 was a member of the board of directors in. the 
Spring of 1919. I was well acquainted with Mr, Connor and en- 
dersers—and, although I would not have. hesitated to have yoted 
for bills of short date, for a larger amount, with the same names, 
onactual shipment, articles shipped in the face of the bill; but as these 
bills had goue to protest, and returned upon the parties hete—the 
endorsers I considered unable to pay them and do justice to their 
own creditors. I kaew also that Pilcher & Porterficld had deter- 
mined that said bills and notes should not be renewed with their 
endorsement, which Феу had been frequently and pressingly so- 
licited to do. І considered the debt in jeopardy from the time I 
zacertained there was such а debt, and Юг so large an amount. 
Question 3. Was that debt in your opinion, properly put down 
in the Bank reports to the year 1847? и 
see, Ithiuk that debt was properly put down m the Bank 
report for the vear 1847, although Mr. Counor was in better eredit 
in 1547, vet he was in failing cireumstances early in 1848, and I 
think the board in 1848 done all they could, and the best they 
could to secure said debt. | 
Question 4. Were you a member of the committee that classed 
the Davidson, and a part of the out county debt; and if so, state 
who acted with you, and particularly whether the President of 
the Bank had any thing to do with the Davidson debt? Who ac- 
ted with you upon the committee. Andis there any debt upon 
the list for 1846 and 1547 due in Davidson, that you would now 
change, except the M. C. Napier bill, that is understood to be se- 
cured by a deed of trust? | 
Answer. Iwas a member of the committee that classed the 
Davidson debt —Mr. Morton acted with me, and I think Col. An- 
derson, Cashier, part of the time;—my impression is, that the Pre- 
sident had nothing to do with the classification ot Davidson county 
debt. There is no debt for Davidson, on said list, which I would 
now change, except that of M. C. Napier, which I have recently 
heard is secured by a deed of trust, and of which fact I was ig- 
norant at the time of the classification. And in the Davidson debts 
I find Jas. J. 5. Billings and others, for $500, became doubtful 
by some informality of notice by the Notary to C. W. Nance, one 
of the endorsers on said note, in June, 1848.

What was the politics of the house or honses at Clarksville, by 
the failure of which the large loss occurred at that Branch, as sta- 
ted by the Cashier. 
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Answer. I tbink the Bank of Tennessee lost largely by the 
failure of Galbraith, Cromwell & Co., all the members of which 
firm, 1 believe weré whigs. Ithink she also lost considerably by 
C. M. Barker & Co., two of which firm were democrats, and I think 
the other was а whig, I speak upon this subject from my recol- 
lection of what was said in the community at the period of these 
failures, and can by no means vouch for the perfect accuracy of 
what I state, I will further assume to acquit said Branch from any 
charge of using its means for political or partisan purposes of any 
sort, К 


QUESTIONS TO MR. PORTERFIELD BY MR ADAMS. 

Ques. 1. Have you any knowledge or opinion as to the objects 
to which Mr. Connor applied the proceeds of his three bills, on 
which Pilcher & Porterfield were endorsers—discounted May, 
1847! Please state it. | 

Ans. Mr. Connor stated to me, at the time he obtained Pilcher 
& Porterfield's endorsemerit, that the proceeds of the bills was to 
be applied to the purchase of Сойее in New Orleans, but I was 
satistied, long before the maturity of the bills, that the proceeds 
could. not have been applied in that way, and have no knowledge 
for what purpose the money was used. . 

Ques, 2. State at what time C. Connor suspended in business; 
was it in 1847 or 1848, and what month? 

‘Ans. Connor & Sanders did not stop business until March, 
1849. | 

Ques. 3. Did you or not desire ог request the board to hold up 
ihe bills from the time they were due until they were finally ar- 
rapged, or did you or Mr. Pilcher, request that suit should be 
brought. Tell what you did towards getting the bank to commence 
suit! | 

Ans. Neither Pilcher nor myself ever requested the bills to be 
held up. I expressed my wish frequently, that suit should be 
brought at May term of Court, 1848, but never in writing to the 
board. My reason for wishing suit brought was, that I thought 
Connor would make some arrangement to take up the bills without 
Pilcher & Porterfield’s endorsement, rather than be sued at that 
time. : s 

Ques. 4. Has Mr. Connor indemnified you in any way, or to any 
extent for the $3,500, paid by Pilcher & Porterfield. 

Ans. Connor gave Connor & Sanders’ notes for the $3,500, 
neither of which notes have been paid.

QUESTIONS TO DR. JOHN WATERS BY MR. ADAMS. 

Ques. 1. State what eonversation you bad with Jesse Johnson 
in rezard to his endorsement on the Connor bills before they wero 
diseounted by the board, and what you said to the board on the 
subject, and what was the action of the board. Жл 

Ans, Ihad been absent from the city for several weeks, and on 
my return I attended а meeting of the board, at which meeting 
the subjeet of the Connor debt was introduced, and on enquiry, I 
was intormed that, during my absence, there had been an ineffect- 
ual effort made to settle the Connor liability; that the first en- 
dorsers, Pilcher & Porterfield, refused to endorse for renewal, and 
that Connor proffered to give Jesse Johnson in their stead, which 
had been retused by the board, and that the subject was again 
brought forward for eonsideration,—at this meeting nothing was 
done. On the same day I met with Jesse Johnson—informed him 
what had been proposed; he (Johnson) replied that he would not 
endorse the bills to take the place of those under protest, and that 
he did not want the bank to entertain the idea. 

At the next meeting of the board, that the subject was men- 
tioned, I took oeeasion to inform the board what Jesse Johnson 
‘has said to me in relation to endorsing them. 

Ques. 2. Was Mr. Shapard desirous of taking the Connor bills, 
and did he say any thing to you as to any other director on the 
subject. а 

Ans. Мг. арата was very anxious to have the arrangement 
entered into as proposed— stating, at the same time, that he con- 
sidered Jesse Johnson as good for the debt, or better thau Pilehe 
& Porterfield: further stating that their means were limited, Фе, 
The proposition was aggin rejected, but a proposition, made b 
the board, that if Baily Johnson would likewise endorse the bills 
with Jesse Johnson, the bank would take them. I will take this 
occasion to state, that I voted against every proposition made, 
until the last one, at which time the bills were taken. At the 
time the bills were taken, they were presented to the board for the 
first time, with the endorsement of Jesse Johnson, which surprised · 
me very much, from what he had previously told me, and further 
the bills were aecompanied with a proposition from Pilcher & 
Porterfield, that they would pay the bank in cash $3,500, made 
through Mr. Shapard, and further. I was induced to believe, from 
what Mr. Shapard stated, that if the bank refused this proposition, 
that they would have to close their business. І, therefore, felt it to 
be my duty to do the best I could for the bank to secure it from 
loss; and therefore voted for the last proposition, thinking that 
Jesse Johnson was as good ог better than Pilcher & Porterfield 
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all the time, but believing as I did, from his own protestation that 
he would not endorse the paper, but to my astonishment, as before 
stated, the bills, when produced, had his endorsement on them, I 
came to the conclusion, that he had changed his mind, and con- 
cluded to endorse them, and the date being made to suit the time 
the debt should have been arranged. After the board hàd ad- 
jourhed, on my way to the square, [ met with Jesse Johnson, and 
informed him what had been done and asked him why it was that 
he had changed his mind; to my sürprise he still insisted that he 
had not endorsed any bills, that he endorsed some notes for the 
payment of a house and lot for Connor. | 

Ques, 3. Was В, Е. L'Homadieu & Co. considered large сарі- 
talists when they came to Nashville to put up the mills and dis- 
Шегу, and was their credit good in all the banks? | 

Aus. В. Е. L'Homadieu & Co., when they came to Nash'ille, 

were considered very rich, and their credit undoubted. 
‚ Ques. 4. When their four bills were presented to the bill com- 
mittee for discount, were the mills finished, and in full operation, 
and did the bill committee refuse to discount them, unless there 
was a mortgage given on the mills, and did the other banks require 
any such security? | 

Ans. Atthe time the four bills were discounted by the bill 
committee,the mill and distillery were finished and in full operation. 
If 1 am not mistaken, the bill committee required the mortgage to be 
given before they would discount the bills. I do not know what 
was required by the other bank. 

Ques. 5. Do you know from information, or have you an opinion 
as to the cost to the builders of the mills, and their value when ће 
bills were discounted, if so, state it? 

Ans. Atthetime the bills were discounted the mills were con- 
sidered much more valuable than the amount of the bills, they 
having cost the builders more than thirty thousand dollars. At 
the time the bank became the purchaser of the mills, # was 
considered that property would pay the debt,or near it, which 
it certainly would have done, could it have been kept in ope- 
ration, and the high water not have overflowed the machinery, 
which lessened its value greatly. | 

Ques. 6. When the mills were purchased by the bank, what 
was their probable value, and was it not the supposition that 
this was all the bank would get? 

Ans. І considered the bank made a great sacrifice in the sale 
of the mill property to Messrs. Fosier, but it was costing the 
bank a great deal to have it insured and guarded day and night, 
and, therefore, we sold it for the best price that could be obtained 
а. е бте. I have understood that the purchasers, Foster & Со, 
consider it worth twenty thousand dollars at this time. 

Ques. 7. Was not the mill property much injured by being un- 
occupied, and by the high water, after the bank purchased them? 

ns. In answer to 6th question. 
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Quos. S. Do you know from information or otherwise, what 
the mills are valued at by the Messrs. Foster, who now own it, 
and what do you eonsider their value. 

Ans. In the answer te the 6th question. 

Quies, 9. Did you ever see or suspect anything like political -in- 
fluence in the management of the bank whilst you were а director, 
and how long were you a director? 

Дав, Ihave been a director in the bank ever since it has been 
in operatien (with the exception of two years) and during the 
whole time, never saw or suspected any thing like political in- 
fluence attempted to be used inthe management of it by either 
party. 


QUESTIONS TO DR. WATERS BY MR. HARRELL. 
Ques. 10. Did you ever hear Jesse Johnsen say, after the bills 
were peesented to the board, thet he did not want the board to 
diseount them, with his endorsement on them, and were not the 
еовуета Нона alluded to, in your answer to question, prior to their 
presentation to the board? 

Ans. As Пате stated, I did not see the bills at the board, until 
on the day the board әстеей to take them. In all conversaticns 
had with Johnson up to that time, he said he had not, nor woud 
not endosse bills to take the place of those endorsed by Pilcher & 
Porterield.

Ans. It was advertised in the places mentioned, at least it was 
so ordered by the board. I was in favor of selling them; as 
the sale was made, at the price obtained, the sale was the best we 
could have done at the time. | 

Ques. 12. What is the value of the improvements made to the 
milis and distillery bythe present owners? And how did you learn 
that it was now worth $20,000? - 

Ans. Ido not know what improvements have been made; ina 
conversation held with Wm. L. Foster, 1 understood him to say, 
that they were worth $20,000 at this time. 

Ques. 13. Was not Col. Cheatham interested in the mills, and 
has he not lately sold his interest at a loss? 

Aus. Ue was interested in the purchase, but I did not know 
that he had parted with his interest. 

Ques. 14. Did the president of the bank vote against taking 
Connor’s bills, and did you not urge him to vote for them upon the 
ground that Jesse Johnson was a better endorser than Pitcher & 
Po: teriield? 

Ans. ile did vote against the Connor bills, and I urged him to 
votefor them on the ground that the other (Johnson) was a better 
endorser.

Ques, 1. Were you present at the sale of the steam mill and 
distillery by the bank, in July, 1848? Was it sold at publie auc- 
tion, and do you believe it was sold for a full price? i 

Ans. I was present atthe sale of the above property, and be- 
liéved'at the time, and ever since; that the property sold for its fall 
value, and so told Col. Foster at the fime. I told Col. Foster 
before the sale if he gave more than $10,000 he would give more 
than it was worth. 

Ques. 2. How long have you been engaged in manufacturing? 
end how much do you think the establishment has been worth. at 
any one time since it was built. | 

Ans. 1 have been engaged in manufacturing about eighteen 
years; was only engaged in steam distilling about one year. 

Ques. 3. At what cost do you think the steam distillery conld 
have ‘been built in the manner it was built, by prudent manage- 
ment, | j : 

Ans. I think а man perfeetly understanding machinery and 
building, could have buils the mills, aad put in the machinery and 
fixtures for some $18,000, The value of the ground alone would 
not be worth, in my estimation, more than $200 per aere. I have 
understood there was 6 acres and have also understood that the 
Messrs. L'Homadieu & Co., paid $2,400 for the land.  Five-sixths 
of the land I think is subject to overflow.

Ans. 1 have examined the list of bad and doubtful debts at 
the branch bank at Athens. Iam generally acquainted with the 
people of that bank district, though not'sufliciently so to give the 
politics of all the politieal debtors in the list referred to. . 1 have, 
however, given ita careful examination in connection with others, 
who are perhaps better acquainted with the character of the 
polities of the debtors there named than Iam. I have desig. 
nated on the list, the party to which each principal debtor belongs, 
80 faras my knowledge or information extends, by placing the , 
letter (w) to the right of the names of all those who are. whigs, and 
the letter (р) of those who are democrats. Those who are not 
marked are persons of whom I know nothing. There may ђе 
errors in the classification of the list before referred to, but if there 
are, they are unimportant, and would not change materially the 
result. By reference to said list, (which is herewith returned and 
made part of this answer), it will be seen that the aggregate 
&mount of bad and doubtful debts, during the years there men- 
tioned, set down to whigs is $54,672, and that set down to derno- 
crats $27,255; while that not ascertained, is $9,268. Some of 
the individuals named in said list of both political parties, are warm 
рат лава, but I do not believe that any accommodation was 
extended to them on thataccount, nor dol believe the money was 
used for political purposes. The most of the sums mentioned in 
the list, of which I have any knowledge, were obtained by the 
debtors to discharge debts which they had incurred, or which came 
upon them during the commercial and pecuniary crisis and de- 
pression of 1839, °40-41. Some, however, was obtained for spéeu- 
lation. I, therefore, do not believe that the losses before referred to, 
are attributable to political causes in any respect whatever.

We estimate the value of the improvements and repairs 
to be from $8,000 to 89,000, and Iam sure that the property is now 
worth more than when we purchased, hy their cost, the value of the 
improvements can be seen by our receipt book. а 

Ques. 8. What interest did Col. Cheatham own, and at what 
price did he sell his interest? At what time did he sell,and was it 
not after the $8,000 or $9,000 worth of improvements were put 
upon it? Did he sell at а loss? . | _ | 

Ans. Col. Cheatham bought one third interest in the property, 
for which he was to give $4,000; after all the improvement and 
repairs had been put upon the property, he sold his interest for 
$5,000. Whether he made or lost can be easily inferred. 

Ques. 4, State what price or prices have been asked for the 
Mills since they have been offered for sale. EE 

Ans. We have asked as high as $20,000; the property is not 


now for sale. The partners would have taken less than $20,000 `

Ans. Gammon, of Sullivan, Taylor, of Jefferson, and Ray, of 
Washington, have been superceded, and Franklin, Gammon and 
Massingill, appointed in their places. John Blevins has been elect- 
ed Clerk in the place of Hord, within the period mentioned. 
. Ques. 4. Was there any complaint against James М. Нога, Clerk 
of the Dank at Rogersville Branch, for 1846, ’47,and’48; whorun 
against him in 1848, and were the changes in the ditectory made 
with a view of changing the officers of the Bank? Did not the 
directory, while under the control of a democratic administration, 
always keep in the Bank, as an officer, at least one officer of the 
opposite party in polities? i 

Ans. ‘I never heard any complaint against Hord, as an officer 
of the Bank. He had. been Clerk of the Bank for three years, and 
Ithink if there had been any complaint I should have heard of it. 
John Blevins: ran against Нога in 1848 for Clerk. Whether or not 
the change in the directory was made with a view of changing the 
officers of the Bank, I cannot say; but the effect was to turn out 
the only democratic officer in the Bank, and elect John Blevins in 
his place. Blevinsis the son-in-law of Kyle, (a üirector) and 
Taylor was superceded, and Franklin, Kyle’s partner, appointed 
in his place, and Gammon was superceded, and Massingill, Kyle’s 
relative appointed inhisstead. My recollection is, that during the 
democratic administration of the Bank, there always has been 
one officer of different politics.

Ans. N: D. Mitchell hasbeen President of the Bank for the last 
four years. Не isconsidered a good officer.

Ans. Since my examination before the Senate's committee, I 
have been to Columbia, and ascertained with certainty that I was 
there from the 3d of May, 1817,4ill the 15th or 16th of May; that 
I was here on the 17th, and returned to Columbia, either on the 
18th or 19th, and remained there until after the 20th. I am unable: 
to ascertain whether I left Nashville on the Ist or 2d of May, nor 
ean I recollect any thing more in regard tothe Connor bills thanis 
contained in my statement before the Senate Committee. _ 

When [returned trom Columbia and found the Connor bills dis- 
counted, I did not bring the subjeet before the board, because I had 
no doubt but that Mr. Connors resignation had been in good 
faith, and because I had no reason to suppose that the board was 
ignorant of thetransaetion, as every member had free aecess to 
the books, and as the resignation, discount of bills and return of 
Mr. Connor into the board had all taken place in my absence.— 
"The insinuation, wherever made, that the transaction was conceal- 
ed from the Board, is without the shadow of truth. ге 1 

I£ І had been present T should have regarded Mr. Connor's fune- 
tionsas a director at an end, upon his handing in his resignation, 
and considering his bills good, I should not have hesitated to dis- 
count them. | 

It was not eustomary to bring renewal notes before the board 
for discount, and, therefore, 1 do по? suppose that Mr. Connors 
two thousand dollar note, whieh was renewed on the 20th May, 
and again in November, was before the board. 

If I was consulted as to the renewal of this note without any 
eall, of which I remember nothing, I have no reason to doubt that 
I consented to the renewal, as I certainly shoüld have felt myself 
authorized to do under the charter. I understand the charter to 
require а director's debt, which exceeds two thousand dollars, to 
be reduced at the rate of 25 per cent. per annum, and as bills are 
always discounted to be paid in full at maturity, I should have 
felt authorized to make no eall on the note, but to call the whole 
of tho biils. 

Ques. 2. Did you indulge Orton in his debt? Give the facts fully 
in reference to this question? | E 

Ans. Sometime after the bill of Pollard, for one thousand dols 
lars endorsed. by Orton, I. C. Nicholson, and Johnson was dis- 
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counted, Mr. Orton informed me that the bill was for his benefit, 
and he askéd the privilege of paying it at Nashville, instead of 
at Huntsville, Ala., on which latter place it was drawn. This was 
a privilege frequently granted to others, and 1 consented that he 
might have the same privilege. Some short time before the bill 
became due, which was about the 6th of May, 1847, I saw Mr. 
Orton, and had such assurances from him that he would arrange 
the bill at Nashville, that induced me torely upon its being done, 
and with that expectation, I informed the Clerk (Mr. Norvell) that 
it would not be necessary to send the bill to Huntsville as Mr. Orton 
would arrange it here. When the bil became due Mr. Orton 
failed to arrange itas I expected, and the bill was not protested. 
This occurred whilst I was at Columbia, and upon my return I 
' found that the bill had not been arranged. I felt it my duty to 
have the debt secured, and frequently tried to get it done, but 
failed until after I left the bank. At my own expense, I finally: 
got the debt secured upon the bank agency to redeem real estate 
in ‘Nashville which was considered by a committee of the bank 
ample security, 'The bank advanced about four thousand seven 
hundred dollars in redeeminz the real estate, which was valued 
at from six to ten thousand dollars. 1 have claimed no compensa- 
tion for my labor and expenses in getting the debt secured, because 
I had directed the clerk not to send it to Huntsville for presentation, 
under the belief that it would be paid here. 1f I had not got it 
secured, I should have felt myself bound to secure it myself. The 
relationship existing between myself and the parties in the bill, 
had no influence іп my action, I relied on Mr. Orton's assurances 
of payment, and being absent when the bill became due, could 
not proeure the service of demand and notice, by the endorsers, 
which I would have допе, # I had been at home. Мг. Pollard 
was adistant connexion of mine, and so was J. C. Nicholson, and 
Mr. Orton's first wife, who had been dead some years, was my 
second or third cousin. My. Orton himself was an enterprising 
and industrious mechanie, but no relation of mine. 

Ques. 3. Give a statement of the facts connected with the 
L'Homadieu accommodations. 

Ans. When the L'Homadieu bills were first offered the mills 
and distillery were completed, and В. Е. L'Homadieu was con- 
sidered a large capitalist, and the bills of the concern were taken 
freely, as I understood, by the several banks; but as these bills 
were to have twelve months from discount to run, I declined to 
agree to their discount without a mortgage on the mills and dis- 
tillery. The cost of this establishment, was found, upon exami- 
nation, to have been over thirty thousand dollars, and 1 considered 
it good security. Т also required the concern to have the establish- 
ment insured. Upon the execution of the mortgage and the in- 
surance on the property, the bills were agreed to be discounted. 
Shortly after this the mills were burnt down, but were immediate- 
ly re-built, and put into operation again. The partners were R. 
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F. L'Itomadieu, Willis Tatum, and A. Thayer, as I now recollect; 
L'Homadieu was considered the capitalist in the concern. When 
he died his estate was suggested as insolvent, and a bill filed to 
settle it іп chancery. -The mills and distillery were decreed to be 
sold to satisfy the bills held by the bank. At the sale I bought the 
property for the bank, at about twenty-one thousand dollars, which 
would about cover the amount of the bills. Ithen supposed the 
property was worth the debt, and I also supposed, from what I had 
heard, that nothing more could be got out of L'Homadieu's estate. 
The property remained unoccupied and no opportunity of selling 
was presented whilst I was in the bank. From being urioccupied 
and from the high waters, the property was greatly damaged. I 
have по knowledge аз to the price for which the property was sold 
nor dol know what is its present value. I have understood from 
one of the present owners that he eonsiders the property well 
worth twenty thousand dollars. 

a 4, Have you known the bankto be used for political pur- 
noses? 
Й Ans. During my connection with the bank there was по at- 
tempt on my part, or on the part of any other director or officer, as 
far asl ever knew or believed, to use the bank or its means for 
political purposes, or in aecommodating members of one party 
more than the other. I never heard the inquiry made at the board, 
whether applicants for discounts were whigs or democrats, nor do I 
believe that sueh eonsiderations ever influenced any member of the 
board. If I ever made any difference in my own action, it was іп 
favor of whigs, in my anxiety to avoid even the suspicion that the 
bank was used for political purposes. I now remember instances 
in which І consented to extend accommodations in the way of re- 
newals, without calls, or with small calls, to prominent whigs, be- 
cause Í was desirous of satisfying them that they stood on as 
favorable grounds as to accommodations as democrats.

Ques. 5. Were you interested directly or indirectly in any of the 
notes discounted in the Bank of Tennessee, during the year 1847 
in the name of Jacob Voorhies, and if so, what amount? 

Ans. I did not consider myself interested, directly or indirectly, 
in any notes discounted for J. Veorhies in 1847. 

Ques. 6. Had you any interest in any note or notes discounted 
inthe years 1816-7, in the name of any other person or persons; if 
so, to what amount? 

Ans. Ihave no recollection of any note or notes, in the name 
of any other person, having been discounted in 1646-7, in which 1 
wasinterested, If any such note or notes were discounted, they 
were real transaetion notes, whieh belonged to me, but I do not re- 
member at present, any such notes.

State the condition of the following debts: No. 2201 on M. 
Lenard, A. Trigg, W. Connell and J. Fowlkes for $2,506; Мо. 
2202 on J. Fowlkes, Cross, Connell & Co., A Trigg and D. Cross 
for 88,106; No. 5817, on Е. P. Stanton, J. Fowlkes, and W. J . Brown, 

Ans. The above specified debts were sent by the Bank of 
Tennessee to the firm of Searcy & Pope at Memphis, for collec- 
tion. They were considered by us as very doubtful, and the bank 
was informed of that fact,and advised to compromise, as it was 
believed they could not be collected by legal proceedings. Dr. 
Fowlkes proposed to settle these debts, with others due from him 
to sundry persons, and an agreement, embodying the terms of his 
proposition, was drawn up and signed by some of his creditors or 
by their attorney on their behalf. Ithink it was signed by Mr. 
Pope in behalf of the bank of Tennessee. I have not that agree- 
ment before me, and cannot, therefore, pretend to state with strict 
accuracy its terms. My recollection is, that he (Fowlkes) agreed 
to settle all the debts specified in the said agreement, at the rate 
of fifty cents in the dollar, to be paid in land at valuation. Dr. 
Fowlkes owned no land that I knew of. My understanding was, 
that he expected, if his creditors would come into the agreement, 
to obtain the aid of his friends in procuring the lands. Ido not 
recollect whether the above specified debt on Stanton and others 
was included in the original written agreement ornot. If not, it 
was afterwards understood as being placed onthe same footing, 
together with an amount of Farmer’s and Merchant's Bank bills, 
owned by the Bank of Tennessee or some of its branches. "This 
agreement has remained unexecuted for some time past. 

When Ileft home it still remained unexecuted, nor have I any 
reason to suppose that it has been executed since that time. 

I have, since I have been in this city, advised Maj. Ledbetter, 
to forward the Farmers & Merchant's Bank bills, and all other 
claims on Dr. Fowlkes, so that they might be redeemed and paid 
on the same terms. i 

Ibelieve it is the very best arrangement that can be made, and 
if the debts were mine, I would not hesitate a moment in acced- 
ing to the proposition. 

Ques. 9. Are there any other debts in your hands due the Bank 
of Tennessee, which were supposed to be doubtful or bad, but which 
are now secure. State the facts fully in reference to the above 
question. ~ 

Ans. "The bank sent several other claims to us for соПес- 
tion. At this time I ean only remember three others. ' "Thess 
I think were considered good, and my impression is, some of 
them have been collected and paid over, but what amount and 
which of them have been collected I do not know. I cannot state 
that there were no other claims of a doubtful or bad character 
sent us. lean only state that I do not remember any others. 
And further deponent saith not. ~

The undersigned appointed a committee to examine and report 
the condition of the suspended debt of this Branch, as also the 
amount and present cash value of its real estate, in obedience to in- 
structions to that effect contained in a communication of President 
Ledbetter, under date of 1st of June, 1849, and in compliance 
with resolution No. 5, passed the last General Assembly, have pro- 
ceeded to make said examination and estimates, and from the best 
data within their reach, have arrived at the following results: 

Of the suspended debt in suit, amounting at this date to the sum 
of $46,640 84, they find the sum of $5,065.63 to be bad, $5,996 44 
to be doubtful, and the balance, say $35,578 77 to be good.—Of 
the item of doubtful, it is believed a good portion, if placed in 
charge of a competent and active agent, could be made available. 
The parties in many of these cases have moved away, and if fol- 
lowed up, might be made to pay. 

Of the suspended debt, not in suit, but under protest, they find 
the whole amount at this date to be $39,512 $8, consisting of notes 
protested, say $12,456 93, and bills protested say, $27,075 90. 
Of which amount they estimate $200 to be bad, and $6,028 68 to 
be doubtful, leaving balance of $33,284 15 good. From the char- 
acter of the parties to this class of suspended debt, the committée 
have reason to believe, that a large portion of it will be early ad- 
justed by payment or renewal. 

Of the amount of Notes and Bills running to maturity at this 
date, say $141,617 70 of the former, and 880,191 92 of the latter, 
the committee have no reason to believe that one dollar will be 
lost. ‘The policy.of this Institution has been for years past in view 
of the losses previously sustained, to observe the utmost caution 
and vigilance in the discount of paper, no accommodation having - 
ia any case been extended except to-individuals of whom the most 
satistactory information as to punctuality and solvency was obtain- 
ed. Notwithstanding all these precautions, however, some in- 
stances of bad faith and even fraud have occurred. These will 
be found briefly referred to.under the head of remarks in the list 
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made out in compliance with your instructions and herewith for- 
warded. 

The amount of the Real Estate owned by this Branch, at this 
date, and including Banking House, is $25,058 97, the present 
cash value of which they find it difficult toestimate from the fact 
that a portion of it lies in other counties. · Consequently that infor- 
mation is not possessed by the officers of the Bank, which can ena- 
ble the undersigned to make such an estimate as would be reliable. 
Taking, however, the rents received in the absence of such infor- 
mation as the best only criterion, they would estimate the cash 
value at two thirds of the whole amount. -

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, а minority of the Committee on Banks, in- 
structed by resolutions of the House of Representatives to inves- 
tigate sundry matters connected with the Bank of Tennessee, 
having felt themselves constrained by a sense of duty to with- 
hold their signatures from the Report of the Majority, beg leave 
respectfully to present some of the reasons which have influen- 
ced them in this determination. 

]t js with much regret that the time allowed them within 
which to make what they conceiveto be a proper vindication 
of the evidence elicited, before the adjournment of the session 
now at hand, is wholly inadequate. They can but hastily and 
rapidly review a portion of the evidence, and they would here 
most earnestly entreat the House to have careful reference to 
the mass of the testimony itself, as filed by the committee 

They believe that such investigations, to be useful, ought to be 
strictly just and impartial, and sternly uninfluenced by party con- 
siderations. "They had once earnestly hoped, that simply the facts 
submitted in evidence would have been presented, and fully and 
fairly presented, in the report of the committee. The majority 
seem to be fully aware of the value of the appearance of fairness 
in such a report, and have accordingly with admirable tact and 
simplicity of manner, thrown over it a guize of calm impartiality 
and just forbearance, well suited to cover the important omissions 
and ingenius misuses of testimony, which it is our unpleasant 
duty briefly but plainly to disclose to the House. 

It cannot but be regarded as remarkable that the majority have 
made no allusion whatever to some of the most important and 
pointed enquiries embraced in the resolutions of instructions under 
which the investigations of the committee were conducted, 

After a labored investigation of twenty-five days, in ‘which more 
than questions were propounded to witnesses, they have 
reported, but without answer to the important enquiry of the 
House, “if the Bank of Tennessee is not dissolved?” They have 
failed to answer, and have not even attempted to answer the 
House enquiry, “if the Treasurer can lawfully deposit the public 
funds in the bank?” They have failed to answer the enquiries 
(though propounded, as were the enquiries above stated, by a 
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member of the majority committee) if ihe present directory can 
make contracts binding on the bank? andtif notes payable to the bank 
will not be void! Nor have they given any response to the serious 
enquiry also propounded by a member of the majority committee 
whether any officer used the means of the bank to operate on political 
elections or to retain possession for political purposes?” Мо reflec- 
tion is intended to be cast upon the chairman or any member of 
the committee. The mischievous resolutions emboding these 
grave and pointed enquiries, introduced by members of the ma- 
jority of the committee, and deliberately adopted by the House of 
Representatives, having done their work of exciting the public 
mind and seriously for a time crippling the operations and impair- 
ing the profits ot the bank, have been abandoned wholly by their 
movers, ond the committee, it may be fairly presumed, perceiving 
that their force is expended and their effect fallen impotent upon 
public opinion, have rather chosen to pass them over in silence, 
than magnanimously to state what was within their knowledge, 
that these imaginary calamities are without the shadow of an 
existence in fact. 

It will also be seen how far they have manifested willingness to 
remove the unjust imputations involved in the resolutions of a 
member of the majority, that the bank’s means were furnished to 
directors, to their partners, or to others to buy cotton, to purchase 
merchandize, or for other purposes, when the fact is known that 
after the laborious investigations above stated, no evidence what- 
ever was elicited, justifying the suspicion of such unwarrantable 
practices. 

The undersigned have, with pleasure, met with the statement of 
the majority, “that their examination has satisfied them that the 
bank is in a safe and sound condition, fully able to meet all its 
liabilities faithfully, and continue to furnish а good circulating 
medium, unless some unexpected commercial revolution should 
occur,” but they cannot but express sincere regret that the ma- 
jority have seen fit to add the words “or unless the public distrust 
shoull be so excited, as to cause a sudden demand for specie.” 

The undersigned do not perceive anything in the present atti- 
tude of the relations between the bank and the country to call for 
the expression of such a sentiment at this time. 

It is in proof before the committee that the bank is strongly 
furtified with specic and specie means to meet all its liabilities, 
and that the efforts to produce distrust as to whether there was a 
lawful directory, have fallen harmless to the ground. 

The declaration of the majority, that “che bank has suffered of 
late in consequence of the excitement growing out of the failure on 
the port of one branch of the General Assembly to act upon the 
nominations of the new board of directors, and out of the preva- 
lence, to some extent at least, of the opinion, that the old board 
could not legally keep possession of the bank,” the undersigned 
regard as not reflecting with precision the testimony before the 
committee and the facts within their knowledge. 
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The undersigned beg leave to call to mind the fact, that it wa? 
on thé 31st of December, that the Senate postponed action on the 
Governor's nominations ot Bank Directors to the 15th of January, 
and that this action of the Senate was immediately followed by 
the introduction into the House of Representatives (on the Ist day 
of January) of a series of inflammatory resolutions, by a member 
of the majority of the committee, enquiring whether any officer 
of the bank has used or authorized the use of the means of the bank 
in operating on political elections. 5 

They must also call to mind that those resolutions were followed 
in quick succession (next day, 2nd January) by other resolutions, 
introduced by another member of the majority of the committee, 
and which were on the 3d of January adopted by the House of 
Representatives, of a still more exciting character, and propound- 
ing the alarming enquiries, whether the “Bank was not dissolved;" 
whether the "Treasurer can safely deposit" in it; whether its 
contracts are “binding” upon the Bank, &c., $c. 

It will also be remembered that within two days thereafter, viz: 
on the 5th of January, the extraordinary spectacle was presented 
to the country of the Governor of Tennessee, calling upon the 
Attorney General for a written opinion, whether the bank really 
“has а corporate existence or not,” and т a few more days came 
the more extraordinary opinion of the Attorney General, and last, 
though not least, on the 14th of January the anamolous message 
of the Governor to the General Assembly was presented, pro- 
claiming that the bank was in a “perilous condition" wholly with- 
“өш a board of directors or any other person legally authorized to 

take charge of its effects,” and that “the public funds were in great 
danger.” Such were the causes of panic and alarm rapidly 
prepared for the public mind, and now the undersigned will re- 
‘spectfully turn to the testimony, taken before the committee, to 
show what followed. It is as follows: 

*Question to Col. Anderson, by Mr. Adams: А 

State what length of time the principal bank has stopped its 
discounts; state what you suppose the loss has been upon dis- 
counts during this time, at said bank; state also whether orders 
have been issued to the branches to cease discounts; at what time 
these orders were issued, and what has been the probable loss of 
said branches? - 

Answer. The principal bank stopped her discounts, on new 
paper, en the 18th inst., (January) and resumed again on the 28th 
inst. I am not prepared to say what amount of interest on bills 
and notes has been lost by the bank, that would greatly depend 
on the business the bank might have done. The branches were 
directed on the 16th inst., to be very prudent and cautious in their 
business for the next thirty days. laddressed the letter at the 
request of the president—his business preventing his attendance. 

Ques. to the same, by Mr. Harrell. Was not the instruction 
given to the branches, to be very prudent and cautions in their 
business for the rext thirty days, suggested by the alarm produced 
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in the country in consequence of the opinion, that the bank was 
without a lawful directory, and was not that the cause of the 
cessation of business at the principal bank? 

Ans. It was.” 

It may perhaps be proper to mention, that the answer to this 
question has been omitted by the majority, accidentally itis pre- 
sumed, in the official copy of the evidence, furnished by them to 
the House. The importance of this testimony in determining 
who were the alarmists, and if the profits of the bank have been 
impaired by a temporary panie, what occurrences have contribu- 
ted to such a state of the publie mind, will be seen, on a moment's 
reilection, and justifies its introduction, by the undersigned, to the 
attention of the House. The majority seem to be earnestly im- 
pressed with the importance ot the contest between presidents 
Ledbetter and Nicholson, and devote much the larger portion of 
their labors, directly or indirectly, to a vindication of the latter, 
and an inculpation of the former. The undersigned are willing 
to leave these gentlemen to the positions to which their actions 
and publie opinion liave assigned them, and it is to be regretted 
that simple justice requires that an occasional important omission, 
by the majority, in this connection should be supplied. It appear- 
ed in evidence before the committee, that a debt was lost to the 
bank amounting to about $8,843, growing out of the discount of 
the bilis of Toomer & Co., under Mr. Nicholson’s administration 
in 1847, which bills were drawn upon the firm of Toomer, Gay & 
Co.. of Mobile, Ala.. and that in discounting these bills the rule 
of the bank was violated—the drawer being a partner of the ac- 
ceptor, ог a branch of the same house. Yetthe majority have 
‘not appeared to remember this important violation of the rule. 
It was also proven that the bank lost $10,500 upon bills discount- 
ed under Mr. Nicholson’s administration іп 1846, drawn by R. 
F. L'Homadieu & Co., upon В. Е. L'Homadieu ot Cincinnati, а 
partner in the house drawing the bills, and which bills were en- 
dorsed by a person of small means, and who proved to be wholly 
irresponsible. Yet the majority have not remembered to make 
any mention of this disastrous violation of the rule. 

Again, it was proved before the committee that the bank lost 
some $10,000 upon bills discounted in 1847, and drawn by a Mr. 
‘Throckmorton, a person of small means, upon S. A. Halsey of 
New York, who had been for years insolvent. А majority of 
which bills were endorsed only by a young man who was a minor, 
under the age of 21 years, and who is yet a minor. It appears 
that thongh the bank had an agent at New York who, had he been 
written to, could have given information preventing this loss, yet 
it does not appear that any pains were taken to ascertain the 
means or credit of Halsey, but af. er the bills went to protest, this 
agent was written to, who replied as follows: 

“The house you enquire about is not worth anything, nor has 
i; been so considered for years.” 

This extract bears date 29:h January, 1848. 
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And yet we have to regret that the majority have not remem 
bered to allude to this portion of the evidence, contributing so 
materially to the illustration of Mr. Nicholson’s sagacity and 
watchfulness in the management of the institution over which he 
had control. The undersigned beg leave here to incorporate a 
mass of testimony in connection with these three cases, and which 
more fully illustrates them, as follows: š 

LETTER FROM TOOMER, GAY & CO, 
Мовше, April 8, 1848, 

“Jos. W. Auiten—Dear Sm:— Your favor of the 31st ult., is to 
hand, and in reply would state, we shall not be able to pay any 
portion of the bills, alluded to in your favor, this season. The 
drawers of the bills are only a branch of our house at Columbus. 
The endorser also resided there; as to his responsibility we are 
not fully advised. Very respectfully, 

TOOMER, GAY & CO." 
Col. Anderson’s Statement. 

Answer to Question 45. “None of the parties, oa the acceptan- 
ces on Toomer, Gay & Co., reside in Tennessee. They reside in 
Mississippi and Alabama. The amount of this debt reported bad 
is 60 per cent., and it was so reported on the information of Jno. 
S. Topp, Esq., an attorney employed to attend to the cases. 

I do not think these cases became bad until 1848. But I regard 
the loss that may be sustained upon them as properly chargeable 
to the time when they were created.” 

“Question to Mr. Norvell, by Mr. Harrell. It appears that the 
four L'Homadieu bills for $5000 each, discounted in the spring 
of 1846, were drawn by R. F. L’Homadieu & Co., upon R. F. 
Homadieu. Was not R. F. Homadieu, the drawer, a member of 

the firm of В. Е. L'Homadieu $ Co., the drawees?" 
| Ans. Не was.” 

` «Testimony of Mr. Norvell. То secure these bills a mortgage 
was taken on the mills below the city, and when the mills were 
sold Mr. Nicholson bid the amount of the above bills, including 
damages, &c., or about the amount—ssy about $21,000—which 
bid was the highest, and the bank bacame the owner. The ex- 
pense of keeping the mills in order, insurance, and guarding them, 
amounted to $1,582 94, during the time the bank owned them, 
which added to the bid of Mr. Nicholson makes,... $92,58 249

“Question to Mr. Claiborne. Was loss on Steam Distillery car- 
ried into the account of bad and doubtful debt: is it not a loss on 
the operations of the bank for 1846? 

Ans. It was not carried into the amount of bad and doubtful 
debt. Itis а loss on the operations of 1846. 

Question to Col. B. Е. Foster by Mr. Нагтей. Did you purchase 
the steam distillery at the sale by the Bank of Tennessee. If so, 
at what price did you purchase, and was it not sold at a fair price? 
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Ans. Thought the distillery at а publie sale, and gavo for it 
$12,000; I believe that I gave the full value of the property. I 
must think so, as no one bid higher. Тіс property had been in 
market for a long time. 

Ques. What is the value of the improvements put upon it 
since you owned it, and is it not worth more now thanat any 
other time since its erection? | 

Aus. We estimated the value of the improvements and the 
repairs to be from сім to nine thousand dollars, and I am sure 
that the property is new worth more than when we purchased, by 
their eost. The value of the improvements ean be seen by our 
reecipt book. 

Quos, What interest did Col. Cheatham own, and at what 
price did he гей his interest. At what time did he sell, and was 
it net alter the eight or nine thousand dollars of improvement 
were put upon it? Did he sell at a less? 

Aas, Col, Cheatham bought one-third interest in the property, 
for whieh ho was to give $4,000. After all the improvements 
and repairs had been put upen the property, he sold his interest 
fer $5,000, Whether ho made or lost ean be easily inferred. 

Ques. State what price or prices have been asked for the mills 
since they have been offered tor sale. 

Ans. We have asked as high as twenty thousand dollars. The 
property is not now forsale. The partners would have taken 
less than twenty thousand for it; but having made arrangements 
to Work it, we do not feel willing to name a price for it. What 
wo would have taken may be interred from the price given to 
Col. Cheatham. 


Testimony of „Мг. Мопоћаг. 

“Мех. Irwin was an endorse) upon a portion of S. В. Throck- 
morton’s bills, discounted in 1847, and a minor at the time. The 
three bills upon which he is endorser were discounted, the first 
bill ror 52300, Sept. 14th: the second bill for $2000, Sept. 2185 
third bill Yor 91530, Oct. 2th: all protested and considered bad. 
Since the question was propounded, I have seen and conversed 
with the mother of Alexandér Irwin, who very kindly exhibited 
the old family Bible, showing a record of the age of her son, Al- 
exauler. Пе was born Oct. 14, 1529.” 

Testimony of Mr. Anderson. 

“You willsee, by reference to the statement of Throckmorton’s 
bills, that they were all drawn on S. A. Halsey, New York.— 
Such of his bills as vere purchased by the bank since I have 
kcen en oificer were based upon a letter of credit from Halsey, 
who wes regarded at perfectly good by the other officers of the 
bank. Whether this opinion was founded upon information fur- 
nished them, and from whom I do not know. I know of по let- 
ters on the subjeet of Mr. Halsey’s means. The only reference 
to them is the postscript contained in the letter of one of our 
eorrespondents herewith furnished. “The house you inquire 
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aboutis not worth any thing, nor has it been во considered for 
years.” This extract bears date 29th January, 1848. 

Ans, 19, E do not know how he was regarded in this respect. 
After his failure, I heard it said, he had very limited means. 

Ans, 90. We had an agent in New York, and information 
could have been obtained, if it had been desired. 

Ans. 21. The bank is not in the habit of buying bills for any 
amount unless satisfied they are good and safe.” 

The undersigned have carefülly examined the various portions 
of the majority report, relative to the bank report of Mr. Гед. 
better, and particularly to table В, in said report—from which 
table the following exhibit is deducible:

It will be seen that the majority concede that Maj. Ledbetter 
prepared this table in obedience to and in conformity with reso- 
lutions of the last Legislature, and that to enable him to dis- 
charge this duty, he addressed a circular letter on the 9th June, 
1849, to the several branches, calling their attention to the res- 
olutions and instructing them to furnish lists of their bad and 
doubtful debts, and showing at what time such debt was made. 
It is also in proof that he prepared the captions to the table in 
accordanct with the resolutions of the Legislature. ЈЕ was not 
required by the resolutions that he report the losses, which had 
been taken from the capital of the Bank, but “the bad and doubt- 
ful debts, when and where made.” This, the undersigned are 
convinced, wás done with as much accuracy as could be reason- 
ably expected. The report of the Branches, made out under 
these instructions, were followed as far as their statements were 
to be understood definitely, and а committee of the principal 
bank classified the debts at the principal bank, and it is in proof 
that the figures of the branch reports and of the committee at 
Nashville are correctly stated in table B. The undersigned are 
not able to assent to the remark of the majority that the branch- 
es, with the exception of that at Trenton, “did not show, or pro- 
fess to show, when the debts were made? It appears from the 
testimony of Messrs. Norvell, Claiborne and Cunningham that 
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the dates when the debts originated at the Clarksville and Fren- 
ton branches are stated, as the principal bank, whilst at Rogers- 
ville and Sommerville there is no evidence to the contrary, and 
that at Sparta and Athens part of the debts at least are so class- 
ed, whilst at Columbia alone the dates when the debts became 
bad are exclusively given, and for the reasons assigned at Athens, 
where they were partly so classed, that there had heen so many 
changes in renewals and in the parties that it was impossible to 
class the debts otherwise. 

But no injustice could possibly be done Mr. Nicholson by this 
want of uniformity in the branch reports. 

Aceording to the table, the bad and doubtful debts in his two 


years are set down as follows: У

Aceording to the proof before the committee, most of this 
debt was made by the principal bank at Nashville, and all of it 
was proved to be correctly set down, except one debt for $1500 
reported bad, and one debt of $500, reported doubtful—which 
should be deducted from Mr. Nicholson’s two years. Whilst 
$1300 at Rogersville should have been charged to Mr. Nichol- 
son's two years, which was omitted—and it is clearly shown by 
the proof above incorporated that the loss on the L'Hommeeudi 
debt, which was not charged to 1846, should have been so 
charged. How, then, do the investigations of the committee 
alter the case? i

If the foregoing is a fair statement of the accounts, and not a 
single witness testifies to the contrary, then Mr. Nicholson's ad- 
ministration should have been charged with bad and doubtful 
debt $68,964 29 instead of $60,081 35. Though the majority 
assert that “they would cheerfully add that the erroneous char- 
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acter given to that table by an incorrect caption, was the result 
of inadvertance, if the proof in the case would enable them so to 
do,” the undersigned must say that they have seén nothing in 
the proof justifying such an expression, and that they believe it 
manifest from the proof that there was no injustice done or in- 


tended to be done to Mr. Nicholson’s administration or to.any 
other in making out the report. 5:0 


In further evidence of this, the undersigned feel bound to state 
an incident which the majority have not seen proper to make 
any mention of. There were two debts at Nashville of Ray В. 
Orton, on which Mr. Nicholson was endorser. These debts, the 
committee of the bank had classed as doubtful; but when Presi- 
dent Ledbetter saw it, he reclassed them, and placed them in the 
column marked “good.” This was in proof, and these were the 
only alterations made by Maj. Ledbetter in the classification of 
the committee at the principal bank. 


Again—in making out the rate per cent of profit made in 
1848, the bad debt of the previous year 1847, was first taken from 
the profits of 1848, before the estimates were made. This is 
proven by Mr. Claiborne; and it will be seen that this mode of 
calculation saddled Maj. Ledbetter's profits in 1848 with Mr. 
Nicholson's bad debts in 1847, which reduced Maj. L.’s rate per 
cent to 5,97, and so it was reported,—clearly evincing that there 
was no deliberate design to do injustice to Mr. Nicholson. The 
object was manifestly to disregard all minor considerations, even 
prejudicial to Mr. L. himself, and conform to the rule adopted 
in the bank reports in past years. Had Mr. N.’s bad debts 
not been deducted from Ма). L.s profits, the rate per cent 
of the latter, for 1848, would have been 7,34, instead of 5,97. 


Tt appears that in Maj. Ledbetter's report, whilst table B. ex- 
hibited the bad and doubtful debt in each calendar year, the ta- 
ble exhibiting the dividends of the Dank, stated them for each 
fiscal year. This was in accordance with the rule adopted in 
Mr. Nieholson's report two years before, but the committee took 
proof as to the dividend for each calendar year. Mr. Norvell, 
the 1st clerk in the bank was called upon to state the dividends 
for the two years, 1846-7, of Mr. Nicholson; for the two years, 
1848-9, of Maj. Ledbetter. Though he first produced figures 
showing that Mr. Nieholson's profits were over $60,000 larger 
than Mr. Ledbetter’s—and then corrected errors and made a 
second statement showing the excess to be but about $27,500; 
and subsequently corrected other errors, and finally filed a dif- 
ferent statement; yet the undersigned do not except to the final 
figures which were brought in too late Юга thorough revision by 
them. They show dividends for the two calendar years 1846-7, 
after deducting reserved profits at Columbia, and accumulated, 
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interest at Áthens, whieh were in part of the dividends of those 
years, to the amount of $394,951 78 
Deduct from this the bad and half the doubtful debt |

It is manifest that the principal 
bank is not fairly entitled to the credit, if the branches make 
large profts, It appears then from Mr. Norvell’s figures em- 
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braced in the report of the majority, that at the principal bank

Іп looking over these results the reflection is irresistible, that 
their difference is the sum of the carelessness, the inattention, 
and the violations of the charter and of the rules of the bank, 
illustrated in the Connor case, the Orton case, the Throekmorton 
case, the L'Homadieu ease. the case of Toomer, Gay & Со. &e., 
&с. In the majority report the apology for Mr. Nicholson in 
some of these cases is, that he was absent from his post ——absent 
in the Connor ease, and absent in the Orton ease—absent from 
the 2d May to the 17th May, 1847—absent again from the 18th 
May for several days—and again absent when the Orton bill 
went to protest. Mr. Nicholson, while President of the bank, 
was also a lawyer, practising in the different Courts, and for one 
half of the whole term, he was the editor of the Nashville Union, 
a leading newspaper in the politics of the day. Не had, it is 
plain, too many irons in the fire—he could not well be lawyer, 
Bank President and politician, all at the same time, without in- 
. froducing derangement into the important interests entrusted to 
him as an officer of theState, and the undersigned eannot but re- 
gard it as a little remarkable that the majority should have in- 
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stituted so searching an examination into one small fragment of 
a letter of Maj. Ledbetter because regarded as political, thongh 
he had confined himself steadily to the business of the bank, 
when for а whole year, Mr. Nicholson, whilst President of the 
bank, was daily laboring to stir up the political enthusiasm of 
his party, with column after column of partizan editorials. 

The examination into the Rogersville branch was almost an 
exparte investigation. It was sprung so late in the investigation 
that the undersigned had no chance to set the matter clearly be- 
fore the country. If it was the desire to investigate the condi- 
tion of this branch fairly and fully, this portion of the investiga- 
tion should have been commenced soon after the examination 
began, instead of leaving it to the last few days. If this course 
had been pursued, the committee could then have written to this 
branch, and received full, free and critical information, instead 
of having to rely mostly on conjectural statements and rumors. 
This course should have been pursued, inasmuch as violations of 
the charter are charged, and the characters of honorable gentle- 
men are involved. The undersigned made use of the means in 
their power to set this matter right, and beg leave to state some 
important facts omitted by the majority. Mr. Claiborne was 
asked by the majority the tollowing question: 

“Question 23. Examine the lists of the Rogersville branch for 
1848 and 1849, and state what amount of accommodation the firm 
of A. Kyle, L. D. Franklin, and Wm. C. Kyle received at said 
branch in those years? What amount did the directors, A. Kyle 
and L. D. Franklin, either as endorsers or drawers receive? 

Ans. Ihave examined the lists of Bills of Exchange and dis- 
counted notes of the Rogersville Branch, and find the accommo- 
dation of the gentlemen named to be as follows: 

[Here follows a statement of the indebtedness of the Branch.] 

Upon this statement the following questions were put:— 

Ques, "Please examine your statement made out as to the in- 

debtedness of А. Kyle, a director of the Rogersville Branch, for 
1848 and 1849, and state whether any new discounts were made 
to A. Kyle after the month of January, 1848, and whether he was 
anew endorser, and if his ne were over $2,000, whether 
‘he reduced them 25 per cent in the year: 

un Ihave еа the statements referred to, and find A 

Kyle as endorser in February, 1848, $946. То renew balance of 
John Blevins’ bill, 1 do not know whether this should be called a 
new discount or not; admitting it to be а new endorsement, his 
discounts were reduced 25 per cent, in my opinion. К 

Ques. Please examine your said statement as to the indebted- 
ness of L. D. Franklin, at the same branch, in the year 1849, and 
answer as to him the interrogatories above?" _ 

Ans. Ihave also examined the indebtedness of L. D. Frank- 
lin, and from the evidence before me must conclude that he also 
has reduced his indebtedness 25 per cent." | 

‘the inference clearly to be drawn from these answers, is that 
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neither Kyle nor Franklin had violated tht charter. And in ad- 
dition to this, Mr. Mitchell, the present President, who had held 
his office for the last four years, and is acknowledged фу all to be 
а good officer, would not surely have permitted any violations. 
Since the first statement was given, if Mr. Claiborne is fairly re- 
presented by the majority, he has prepared a second statement, 
which makes a very different showing. This statement too has 
been made out aud submitted to the majority, after the closing of | 
the proof, and which tle undersigned had no opportunity to ex- 
amine, to see whether there may not be corrections to be made 
in this, having been submitted to them within a few days past. 
From this second statement the majority take their figures, and 
make their calculations. Whether these large sums set down in 
the report to the Franklins and Kyles as new discounts, and new 
endorsements, be correct or not, they will not undertake to say, 
but are of the opinion that all renewals are added up several times 
within the year, and charged as new discounts. They think with 
Mr. Claiborne; that A. Kyle and L. D. Franklin have not violated 
the charter. The undersigned are of the opinion the majority. 
came. to the conclusion rather hastily, that J. W. R. Franklin was 
a man of limited means when they had before them the proof of 
Mr. Galbraith, who answers on this subject as follows: 


Ans. “I know several gentlemen in the county of Jefferson 
by the name of Franklin, all of whose first names I do not know, 
but suppose J. W. В. Franklin to be the son of L. D. Franklin, 
whe lives in said county; if so, I know his father to be one of the 
most wealthy citizens of Fast Tennessee. As to the property of 
J. W. В. Franklin,I сап only say, that I know him to be engaged 
in the mereantile business, also уап ‘extensive dealer in hogs 
and mules, if he is the man T suppose him to be.” Mr, Senter 
testifies to the same facts. These witnesses, introduced by the 
majority. prove J. W. В. Franklin to be either a gentleman of 
means, or atleast of extensive business, 


It is to be regretted, that the majority in noticing the change in 
the directory at this branch, should have forgotten to report that 
the present board had removed L. D. Franklin, for the reason he 
was a large trader—and elected in his place Mr. Moffatt; and 
had also removed Mr. Gammon, and putin his place Dr. Kinney, 
at the instance of a gentleman from Washington, 

The majority report that Mr. Hord has been made a political 
martyr of. Whether this be so or not, the undersigned are not 
fully prepared to concur with them, the proof has invariably been 
that no political tests were made, and the presumption is that Mr. 
Blevins was better qualified than Mr. Hord. That political tests 
have not been made, we have strong evidence at the mother 
bank, where under a Whig administration four Democrats were 

' elected out of six officers. ‘Whether the inferences drawn by the 
majority, as to the management of this branch, be correet or not, 
the undersigned are of the opinion that the directors at the moth- 
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er bank are not to be held responsible, unless they were notified 
of any derelictions of duty, and on this point there is no proof. 

The majority seem to be undecided as to whether the Connor 
debt should be put down to the years 1847 or 1848. The under- 
signed do not intend to go into а lengthy detail on this subject, 
inasmuch as the Senate's committee made a full report upon it. 
They will only array some of the proof taken to show in what 
year it should be put. Col. Anderson states that it was properly 
chargeable to 1847; Dr. Shelby, a director, also states that it was 
chargeable to 1847; Mr. Monohan, Mr. Morrow and Mr. Shepherd, 
directors, put it down to 1847. Col. Anderson states further in 
relation to this subject, as tollows: “I learned from Porterfield that 
they were willing to pay $3,500 and to be released, and that be- 
fore they would pay any more they would surrender their busi- 
ness. Ido no not believe from the information I had upon the sub- 
ject, that we could have realized more, if as much, by suit against 
the parties, as was received by the arrangement entered into af- 
terwards. I regarded the arrangement as the best, under the 
circumstances, that could have been made for the Bank.” 

As to the Athens branch, the undersigned will not undertake to 
state that the accommodations were made for political purposes, 
but they do question the correctness of Mr. Smith's information as 
to the amounts of bad and doubtful debts owing by whigs and dem- 
ocrats. This statement shows that the bad debt of whigs to be 
$54,268, That of democrats $27,255. Ву а reference to Col.

These gentlemen are known to be democrats, or at least the 
two first certainly are—for they have had some prominence in 
the polities of the country. 

In charging the loses at this branch to 1843, Prest Ledbetter 
is not blameable, as in making out this report (which was made 
out by Claiborne, under the President's instructions) he was 
governed by the returns from t at branch, which set it down to 
. that year. At all events they were made by the directory, appoint- 
ed by Gov. Polk, which held four years from 1st of January, 1840. 

The undersigned would further state, that since they have been 
writing their minority report, Col. Anderson has handed to them a 
letter from Searcy and Pope, which states that the Fulks, the 
Leonard and Stanton bills for upwards of $6000, and the certi-

. head of doubtful. The evidence of Mr. Searcy, taken before 
the committee, proved that the best arrangement could be made 
-оҒ these debts, would be 50 cents in the dollar, and it remains to 
"Ре seen whether the bank will realize more. 
` The undersigned,in drawing to a close, feel forcibly the neces- 
sity which forces them to pass over many important portions of 
the testimony untouched. "They can but hint at a few out of sev- 
eral portions of the majority report, which have arrested their 
attention. "They are at а loss to reconcile the statement of the 
majority, that Messrs. Anderson, Claiborne, and Norvell, show 
that the mode of making up table B was discussed *before it was 
commenced," with the statement of Col. Anderson that it was 
‘when Maj. Ledbetter was making up his tables for his report,” 
or with the testimony of Mr. Claiborne. If Maj. Ledbetter, be- . 
fore it was commenced, instructed Mr. Claiborne to trace the 
debts to their origin, the undersigned are at a loss to determine 
why Mr. Claiborne at first set down the Connor debt to 1848, 
with a knowledge of the fact, that it originated in 1847. The 
majority seem to be concerned that Maj. Ledbetter in appointing 
the branch boards did not see that each party was equally repre- 
sented. "The undersigned regretthat their patriotic concern, that 
both parties should be equally represented in the board, had not 
had an origin some four months earlier. The statement of the 
majority that at the time some of the bad and doubtful debts of 
1846-7 were created the parties to them were in doubtful cireum- 
stances, may serve to illustrate the sagacity of Mr. Nicholson 
inthe management of the bank, but how, the undersigned are at 
a loss to understand. The undersigned care not to take proper 
notice of Mr. Nicholson's disclaimer that he was actuated by a 
strong sense of nepotism in holding up the paper of his relatives 
from protest, before such charge was made by either the under- 
signed or by the Senate Committee. Мог will they determine 
with what propriety he introduces the statement that he saved 
the debt thus lost, “at his own схрепѕе, and for which he has 
"claimed no compensation." They are prevented all opportunity . 
for properly noticing much that deserves careful revision in the 
report of the majority, and they are forced abruptly to conclude, 
in doing which they must again invite attention of the House to 
the mass of testimony filed, which they cannot more particularly 
at this time bring before this honorable body.

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EULOGY. 


Genilemen of the General Assembly 
dnd. Fellow-citizens: 

We have assembled together to pay the merited tribute of respect to 
the virtues of one of our deceased fellow-citizens, whose brief career was 
rendered illustrious by the magnitude of his public services, and whose 
name will adorn the pages of public history as one of the distinguished 
benefactors of his country. It is a truth, not unmixed with cause Тог re- · 
gret, that posterity is the only tribunal on earth whose judgment as to the 
characters of distinguished men can be impartial and consequently infal- 
lible; but posterity must rely for the materials of its judgment upon the 
evidence of cotemporaneous witnesses, and on that aceount, it is due alike 
tothe living, the dead and the unborn; that the important events in the 
lives of publie benefactors should be honestly collected and carefully pre- 
served by their cotemporaries. In discharging this duty in reference to 
the life and character of James К. Рок, I can, without affectation, ex- 
press my regret, that the choice did not fall upon one better ablo to do jus- 
tice to the dead, and to meet the legitimate wishes and expectations of the 
living. At the same time, it is but candid in me to say, that the choice 
could not have fallen on one more willing than myself to dedicate what lit- 
tle ability I possess in attempting to execute the mournful task. In the 
countless throng of his personal acquaintances there is scarcely one, out- 
side of his family, who has had better opportunities of learning and under- 
standing the true character ofthe deceased than myself; and if I possessed 
the power to delineate it, I should hope even to anticipate the judgment of 
posterity and present before you the picture of James K. Polk as it will be 
viewed in after times, when all who now hear me will sleep with him in 
the silent dust. His father and mine emigrated from the same State, about 
the same time, and actuated by the same spirit of enterprise, pitched their 
tents side by side, as deep in the then western wilds as civilized men 
could venture to live. They were neighbors and friends whilst they liv- 
ed. My personal knowledge of the deceased embraces-the whole period 
of my life—but being my senior by several years, our association togeth- 
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er only emmenced after my majority. From that period we were close 
neighbors, belonged to the same profession, were members of the same 
pol'tieal family, and closely identified in the political conflicts of each suc. 
cessive year. I trust, therefore, that I speak but naked truth when I lay 
claim to athorough knowledge of the true character of him of whose life 
and publie services I am called upon to speak. ° 

Sinee our government went into operation under its present glorious 
constitation, twelve of our distinguished patriots have been called to fill 
the office of Chief Magistrate. ОҒ these, nine have paid the last debt of 
nature and are now sleeping with their fathers; and amongst these our 
own beloved State numbers two of her distinguished sons, Many who 
now hear me stood around the pulseless forms of both of them as they lay 
locked in the icy arms of death, and followed them, with broken hearts 
and tearful eyes, to their silent tombs. In life they were devoted person. 
al and political friends, united by bonds of attachment which no change 
of time or cireumstances could break or weaken. Their judgments con- 
eurred as to the means of securing and perpetuating the prosperity and 
glory of their country—for these they counselled together and labored to. 
gether—the names of Jackson and Polk will illustrate the same bright 
pages of history and be embalmed, side by side, in the hearts of all true 
patriots as joint benefactors of their country and joint contributors to its 
lasting fame. 1 is, therefore, fit that the last resting places of two such 
patriots should be so near to each other, that when the pilgrim shall visit 
the banks of the beautiful Cumberland to catch fresh inspirations of ра- 
triotism at the tomb of Jackson, he can turn hard-by for confirmation of his 
impressions to the tomb of Polk. 

When Í call to your recollection the fact that from the time when Mr. 
Polk closed his educational preparation to play his part in the busy affairs 
of life, until his death, there elapsed less than thirty years, and that of this 
period he was engaged twenty-four years in the public service, it will nt 
once oceur to you that such unparalleled success as attended his career 
necessarily pre-supposes more extraordinary endowments than you may 
have been in the habit of awarding to him. In 1821, we see him a clerk 
to the General Assembly ; in 1823, he was а member of that body; in 
1825, he was а member of Congress and continued so until 1839; in 
1885, we see him Speaker of the House of Representatives in Congress 
and again filling the same office in 1887 ; іп 1839, we see him Governor 
of the State of Tennessee ; in 1844, we see him President of the United 
States. Such rapid elevation, step by step, from the private station to the 
highest honor which can be conferred on man, has no parallel in this or 
any other country! If any period of his life had been rendered illustri- 
ous by some brilliant feat of military prowess, we would at once say he 
owed his extraordinary success to the characteristic gratitute manifested 
by our countrymen towards their military chieftains—but Mr. Polk was 
purely and exclusively a civilian and statesman, and of course must have 
risen without the help of mere adventitious circumstances. Locking sim- 
ply to the various stations which he filled, without stopping to consider the 
manner in which he filled them, it may well be doubted whether his mer- 
its have heretofore been appreciated by those who supposed that they 
knew him best. Two causes suggest themselves in explanation of this 
circumstance: He was the acknowledged leader of one of the political 
parties in our State for many years. This circumstance arrayed - 
against him in determined opposition the members of the other political 
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party. That he should be underrated and depreciated by partisan oppo- 
nents, was to he looked for, if indeed it was not a natural and legitimate 
mode of warfare. His political friends were devoted to him as their 
champion and leader, but it was not the devotion which we feel for men 
of distinguished talents who are unknown to us except by reputation. 
We all knew Мг, Polk personally, associated with him freely, admired and 
loved him as our leader, and had every confidence in his intellectual en- 
dowments, but our appreciation of his talents lacked the **enchantment 
which distance lends;" and hence, though we loved him the more from 
our personal knowledge of his virtues, we estimated his talents less than 
others who knew him only by his public career. If it be true that the 
standard of appreciation applied only in his own State to the character of 
Mr. Polk has. hitherto been too low, it becomes now the more important 
that the error-should be made manifest, and that complete justice should 
be awarded to the real; merits of the dead. His reputation is. national 
property—it constitutes а part of the honor and glory of our country—its 
faithful protection and preservation devolve upon us as patriotic duties. 

James Knox Polk was the eldest of ten children and was born on the 
2nd of November, 1795, in Mecklenburg county, North Carolina. His 
ancestors. were emigrants from Ireland in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. "They settled upon the eastern shore of Maryland, where some 
‘of their descendants stil] reside. They brought with them from their na- 
tive land the characters of energetic, intelligent and liberty-loving men. 
That branch of the family from which James К. Polk descended, 
removed from Maryland into. Pennsylvania, and from thence, about 
the middle of the eighteenth century, to North Carolina, where they 
were residing when our Revolutionary struggle commenced. The char: 
acter of his ancestors will be best illustrated by reference to а well 
authenticated historica] fact connected with cur revolutionary struggle. It 
is now well ascertained tha! the first formal and solemn act of separation 
from the mother country that occurred, was the work of the people of 
Mecklenburg county, on the 20th of May, 1775. Amongst the most con- 
spicuous actors on that memorable occasion were two brothers—Thon as 
Polk, the great uncle, and Ezekiel Polk, the grand-father of James К. 
Polk. Ву their resolutions this noble band of pioneers in the cause of 
Independence declared their eternal separation from the British Crown, 
and their purpose to maintain their freedom and independence at all haz- 
ards. They proclaimed every man a ‘faitor who would accept а commis- 
sion from the crown, and closed their declaration of Independence with 
this significant resolution: 

* Resolved, That Col. Thomas Polk and Dr. Joseph Kennedy purchase 
300 pounds of powder, 600 pounds of lead, and 1000 flints for the milita- 
ry of this country." ы еі 

These incidents will serve to show the devotion to civil liberty and the 
energy of character which animated and distinguished the ancestors of the 
late Ex.President. How much of this spirit descended to him, or how 
much influence the frequent narration of these interesting events around 
the fireside may have made upon his tender mind in the formation of his 
character, we can best judge when we have reviewed his own eventful 
career. 

In 1806, when James K. Polk was a little over ten years of age, his 
father, Maj. Samuel Polk, actuated by that indomitable love of enterprise 
and adventure which was characteristic of the family, emigrated from 
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Mecklenburg, and sought a home in what was then the remotest western 
frontiers. Не located upon ће rich lands of Duck River, and there spent 
the remainder of his life. He was a farmer of small means, but intelli- 
gent, active, energetic, persevering and devoted to the acquisition of a 
fortune for his rising family, Не turned his attention to securing the rich 
lands in his neighborhood, and in executing his plans, his son, James К., 
was required to share with him in the toils and exposures incident to a sur- 
veyor's life ina wild border country. It was in the wild woods attending to 
the drudgery of a camp life that James K. Polk first became inured to the 
endurance of severe toil and hardships. Until his feeble physical con. 
stitution was likely to give way under the labor, he was the companion of 
his father in securing the handsome estate which he left to his children. 
The idea of educating him for one of the liberal professions, was not en- 
tertained by his father, until the earnestnéss with which it was pressed by 
his son, induced him to yield as a matter of duty. The University of 
North Carolina, then and ever since a favorite seat of learning through. 
out the south, was selected for his collegiate education. He entered that 
institution in 1815, at the age of twenty, and graduated at the end of three 
years, in 1818. His successful career in college, was but the foreshad- 
owing of the success which crowned his efforts in after life. ‘The reputa- 
tion which he left at Chapel Hill, was not that of a brilliant college ge- 
nius—the expectations created by such a reputation are seldom realized— 
but he owed the honors, which were conferred on him at each successive 
examination, to the untiring diligence and industry with which he app i- 
ed himself to the duties assigned to him. During the three years he was 
never known te be absent from a recitation, nor from the morning and 
evening prayers іп the Chapel at sun-rise and sun-set. Не took delight in 
the mathematical branches of education, and never tized in the details of the 
most abstruse and complicated investigations. His mind was trained and 
тес. odised and systematised by his close attention to mathematical investi. 
gations, whilst it was beautifiedand softened by the less severe, and usually 
more attractive influences of classic literature. At the close of his course 
he bore away from his Alma Mater the highest honors of the institution, 
and along with them the ardent attachments of his preceptors and asso- 
ciates. 

Having finished his collegiate education, he immediately chose the 
Law for his profession, and prepared himself to enter upon its duties, un- 
der the patronage and superintendence of the late Felix Grundy. 

At this stage in the life of Mr. Polk, when he is stauding upon the 
threshold, prepared to enter upon the busy scenes of the world, we may 
pau:e profitably for a moment to see if we can collect and group together 
those peculiar excellencies in his character which formed the substratum 
on which he afterwards reared his splendid superstructure. I have said 
that at college, he did not enjoy the reputation of a brilliant genius—brill- 
janey was not one of the distinguishing characteristics of his mind—of 
imagination he had but little. In writing he used no ornaments derived 
from fancy—in speaking his flights { fancy and figures of rhetoric were 
few, and these the productions of others. He was lively and sociable in 
his disposition, and interspersed his conversation with much wit, humor 
and anecdote. His perc»ption was quick, and his apprehension ready. 
His memory, particularly as to dates, names and faces, was extraordina- 
ry—he never forgot the name or face of a person he had seen and con- 
versed with. Не retained dates with equal tenacity. He comprehended 
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the force of facts at а glance, and could wield or parry them with an 
adroitness of which those only are capable whose reasoning faculties are 
highly cultivated. In his early life he learned to read men from the book 
of nature. He observed closely the jmpelling motives of human action, 
and was thoroughly versed jn the scjence of human nature, He pos 
sessed the rare talent of infusing his own ardor into his friends. His 
mind had been so fully trained to investigation that his judgment was 
clear, and rested on sound reasoning. No subject was too com- 
prehensive or too complicated for the analysing process of his mind. Na- 
ture did not endow him with a great mind, but nature did better by him— 
she endewed him with a good mind, in which the several faculties were 
well balanced. By his habits of application he secured for himself all the 
advantages of a great mind. If nature did not enable him by jntuition to 
arrive at correct conclusions, he cultivated the faculties which nature did 
give him, so assiduously, that he enabled himself to arrive at correct con- 
. clusions by reasoning. Without a liberal education, he would have be. 
come а man of great wealth, but as а man of mind could never have at. 
tained eminence. Nature planted in his bosom a desire for distinction— 
the precepts and example of his father impressed him with the excellence of 
economy and industry-—had he not been well educated, these impressions 
would have directed his devotions to money as the road to distinction. 
Fortunately for him and for his country he succeeded in inducing his father 
to extend to him the ennobling benefits of a liberal education. With ha- 
bits of promptness, puuctuality and industry, which he formed under his 
parental education, sustained by his high regard for virtue and morality, 
and impelled by that ardent desire for distinction, which he manifested in 
boyhood, it would have been strange if he had not distinguished himself 
during his collegiate course. With the same habits confirmed, with vir- 
tue, morality and a reverential regard for religion in all his conduct, with 
his mind thoroughly trained and disciplined, with a native energy of char- 
acter always found in a pioneer life, with a capacity for the endurance of 
mental and physical labor almost without parallel, with the genius of dis- 
tinction beckoning him onward, it would have been equally strange if 
. James K. Polk had failed to fill a large space іп the world’s eye. 

The body ot his character was composed of those peculiar elements 
which distinguish the hardy, enterprising, intelligent pioneer: native 
shrewdness, closeness and quickness of observation, disregard of hardships 
or dangers, firmness and steadiness of purpose, promptness in deciding, 
and rapidity in executing, scrupulous devotion to personal integrity and in- 
domitable energy and perseverancé.~ ‘These are the prominent features 
exhibited in the lives and characters of that noble band of enterprising 
patriots, who^cut themselves loose from the endearments of friends and 
homes in the old States, about the beginning of the present century, and 
penetrated our western wilds in search of larger liberty, and wder fields 
of enterprise. АП that they wanted to constitute them the best republican 
population on earth, was the mollifying and refining influences of liberal 
education. Mr. Polk possessed all these noble pioneer traits of charac- 
ter, but they were modified and reformed oftheir roughnesses, and reduced 
to symmetry and beauty by the hand of education. They still, however, 
constituted the body and substance of his character, Education had done 
for his character just what the chisel of the artist does for the marble 
block—it gave it form, proportion, symmetry and beauty. 

With the traits of character and the previous preparation which I have 
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endeavored to describe, Mr. Polk took his place on the stage of action in 
the year 1820, as a practitioner of law, in the county of Maury. His са. 
reeras а lawyer was short, but eminently successful. He occupied a 
prominent position at the bar from his first appearance, and continued to 
have an extensive and lucrative practice, until he withdrew to devote his 
whole time to his public duties. 

‘The political career of Mr. Polk commenced іп 1828, by his election to 
the General Assembly of the State, In that body, he acquired the char- 
aeter of a prompt, attentive, practical, business member, arid a ready, effi- 
cient and forcible debater. | 

At the election in 1825, ће was chosen a member to Congress, after a 
most arduous and warnry contested canvass. In this canvass the pecu- 
liar traits of his character were prominently developed. His competitors 
were men of age, experience and intelligence. He was young and com- 
paratively inexperienced and unknown. It was a contest to bo decided 
mainly upon personal popularity. The peeple were not then divided into 
two great political parties. The candidates all professed the same general 
роса faith. The chances at the outset were decidedly against him, but 
һе had set his heart upon success, and he resolved to attain it. The dis- 
trict was large, but he traversed and canvassed it again and again. Be- 
fore the canvass was half over he had displayed so much activity and en- 
ergy in his movements, and had instilled into his supporters so much of his 
own ardent zeai that he was regarded by each of his competitors as the 
most furmidable opponent. In his public speeches there was always an 
earnestness and sincerity of manner which was peculiarly impressive. 
Пе seemed ever to feel what he said, and te speak with an animation and 
ardor, which flowed from his heart. This was the secret of his success 
asa роршаг orator, Не was persuasive, because he spoke from his heart 
«s well as from his head. His superior tact in illustrating his positions 
зу humerous anecdotes, of which he had stored away in his capacious 
memory very many, whilst he was always courteous and mild, and res- ` 
peettul, aided him to win the predilections ofhis hearers. As the canvass 
approached its te:mination, he displayed all the skill of a veteran general 
in marshalling his forees tor an impending hattle. He dashed from point 
to point over his district, with a rapidity which struck his opponents with 
surprise, and paralized them with despair. Hie infused into his own friends 
the same ardor and energy which actuated himself. When tho election 
came on, he was triumphantly successful. 

Iu 1827, he was re-elected to Congress after another severe contest 
with a single competitor. In this canvass he was opposed by a gentle- 
man cf distinguished legal attainments and extensive talents. The result, 
hewever, proved that Mr. Polk had imbedded himself too deeply in the 
hearts of his constituents to be successfully opposed. А 

He continued to be re-elected with Кее ог по opposition ищ 1833, 
when he was subjected to another arduous contest. In the preceding year 
as a member of the committee of ways and means, Mr. Polk had made a 
minority report to the Hou-e of Representatives against tke United States 

sank ава depository of the Public Revenue. Іп this report he had ex- 
posed the precarious condition of that Institution, particularly as connecte 
ed with the operations ofits western branches. Іп the spring of 1833 ће 
had announced himself as a candidate for re-election and had gone tothe 
western portion of the State on private business. In his absenco ene of 
the newspapers at Nashville charged him with having slandered andinjur- 
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ed western credit in his report to Congress. The charge was scatterep 
industriously throughout his district and a strong feeling of indignation 
was aroused against him. The charge was made with so much confidence 
and urged with so much feeling and plausibility that the excitement swept 
over the district and his final prostration seemed inevitable. In the midst 
of the excitement two gentleman of distinguished abilities and great pop- 
ularity became candidates in opposition to him. Some of his friends, 
knowing the time when he would return, announced that he would make 
his vindication against the charge on the first day of the April Circuit 
Court at Columbia. The announcement brought together an immense 
crowd from all quarters of the district. The excitement had grown in 
strength and intensity until the whole crowd seemed to be animated with 
one feeling of indignation. At the appointed hour Mr. Polk took the 
stand. He met the charge with boldness, maintained the truth of his re- 
port, vindicated his own motives and character and denounced with crush- 
ing power the injusti. e done him by his assailants. Тһе appeal made by 
himto his old friends and constituents was irresistible—it was the eloquence 
of the heart and it met a responsive sympathy in every bosom. ‘Tears 
of joy trickled down the cheeks of many of his old supporters, whilst the 
eountenances ofthe whole audience were bright with gladness. His vin- 
dication was complete, his triumph was signal, and the tide of popular in- 
dignation was rolled back upon his accusers. His two competitors con- 
tinued to struggle on for victory, but the struggle \.as in van—he was 
re-elected by an overwhe!ming majority. From this time until he volun- ° 
tarily retired from Congress ia 1839, he had no further oppositio n. 

А full' exposition of the congressional services of Mr. Polk would re- 
quire a complete review of the entire administrations of John Quinc y Ad- 
ams and Andrew Jackson and two yearsef Mr. Van Buren's term. Dur- 
ing all this period he was an active and during most of the terms a prom- 
inent participant in the consideration and discussion of all the great ques- 
tions which engaged the deliberations of Congress., To review these at 
full length must be the work of the historian—it will be sufficient for me 
merely to glance at some of the more important of these questions so as 
to exhibit Mr. Polk in his true position. | 

With the accessicn of Mr. Adams to the Presidency the spirit of party, 
which had slumbered during the Administration of Mr. Munroe, was again 
wakened, and from that period if has continued ever since to reign over 
the deliberations of Congress. The exceptionable manner of Mr. Ad. 
ams’ election as well as the character of the doctrines promulgated in his 
first annual message caused the new party division which followed his 
election. Мг. Polk took his position in opposition to the administration 
and during its whole term was au active, vigilant and efficient opponent, 
He regarded the election of Mr. Adams as a defeat of the popular will. 
and to avoid a similar occurrence he advocated an amendment of the Con. 
stitution by which the election of President and Vice President should be 
made directly by the people. His speech on this question was among the 
earliest made by him in Congress, and although he was with probably one 
or two exceptions the youngest member in the body, his effort will not suf- 
fer by comparison with those of the oldest and most talented members 
who engaged in the discussion. "The fundamental principles of our gov- 
ernment were involved in {ле proposition. Whoever reads the speech 
of Mr. Polk will find it abcunding in deep research into the origin and 
history of the constitution, іп profound a views of the rela. 
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ive powers of the different departments of the government, and in pow. 
erful arguments in ізуег of giving efficiency to the popular will. At the 
same session the discussions in regard to the celebrated Panama Mission, 
and the right of the House of Representatives to withhold supplies for 
earrsing out a treaty made by the Executive and Senate took place. The 
inveytigation of these questions engaged the first talents of the body. 
They involved principles of international and constitutional law, which 
were of the most difficult solution. . Mr. Polk took a prominent part in 
this investigation and discussion. By his efforts on the questions, he se. 
eured the high respect of the House and established for himself a charac. 
ter for profound abilities. This was manifested at the commencement of 
the next Congress by his appointment as chairman of the important com. 
mittee of Foreign Relations, 

Most of Ше qnestions which became the subject of zealous party con. 
tention, during the administration of Gen, Jackson had originated or been 
subjeets of action, during the administration of Mr. Adams. This із par. 
ticularly true as to the power of Congress іо appropriate money for works 
ef Internal Improvement in the States, and to impose tariff duties, for the 
purpese of protecting and building up domestic manufactures. Both of 
these objects were favored by Mr. Adams, and both reccived the sanction 
cf Congress, during bis administration. ‘These together with the ques- 
tions connected with the currency constituted the leading subjects of pub- 
lie excitement, during the administration of Gen. Jackson. Оп all of 
these questions, Мт, Polk’s position was distinctly defined, during the ad. 
ministration of Mr. Adams. His opposition to the administration was 
based in no small degree upon what he regarded the consolidating tenden- 
cies of the power yielded to Congress by Mr. Adams, in regard to Inter. 
nal Improvement, whilst he regarded a system of high protective duties as 
necessarily unjust and oppressive to the great agricultural interest of the 
country. "The question of re-chartering the Bank of the United States did 
not arise, during Mr. Adams’ administration, and therefore Mr. Polk in 
his cflicial capacity did not take his position on this subject, until it was 
brought forward by Gen. Jackson. It is a fact within my own knowledge, 
that before Gen. Jackson had communicated any message to Congress, 
and before the re-charter of the Bank was agitated in the public mind, 
Mr. Polk bad been called on through tfie press at Columbia, and had frank- 
ly avowed his opposition to the re-charter of the Bank, both upon grounds 
of expediency and eonstitutionality. It is therefore true, and it is due to 
the memory of the dead that the truth be distinctly stated, that on all the 
leading measures of Gen. Jackson's administration, in sustaining which 
Mr. Polk was so prominent, and so efficient, he was maintaining his own. 
piel s taken in advance of their being brought forward by General 

ack son. 

Gen. Jackson entered upon the discharge of his Executive duties with 
a profound conviction, that the permanent prosperity and happiness of his 
country, demanded a radical reformation of the existing administrative pol- 
icy of the government, His great mind, which comprehended the most 
momentous subjects at a glance, and arrived at its conclusions almo-t by 
intuition, was thoroughly convinced that a system of measures, then in full 
operation would ultimately result in the complete overthrow of the sub- 
stantial principles of representative freedom, leaving nothing standing but 
the mere name and forms of our splendid structure of Republicanism. 
He regarded the Bank of the United States, the construction of works of 
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Internal Improvements in the States by the Genoral Government, and the 
imposition of Tariff duties, for the protection of domestic manufactures, as 
three measures so intimately connected as to constitute one grand system, 
which was destined to sap the foundations of the Constitution, and end іп 
disaster and ruin. Whether his views were correct ог not, it is not now 
necessary or proper to be examined. He entertained them strongly aud 
honestly, and he felt it to be his solemn duty to carry them out during 
his administration, The reforms which he contemplated, involved no 
less than а total revolution in the financial policy of the government. 
That policy was so intimately conuected with the commercial and monetary 
interests of the country, that the contemplated revolution could not fail 
seriously to affect the private interests of a most influential and numerous 
portion of the community. То understand fally the magnitude of the 
reforms proposed, and of the obstacles to their execution, it must be re- 
membered that the whole surface of the country, was chequered over with 
projected lines of roads and canals, for the construction of which the gen- 
eral government was expected to provide the means. It is impossible 
even to conjecture the amount of:ndividual interests, thus enlisted in favor 
of the system. When I state to you that the estimated cost of the various 
projects, which had received the virtual sanction of the government, was 
over one hundred millions of dollars, you will at once discover that hun- 
dreds of thousands ot individuals must havo been flattered with pleasing 
visions of increased wealth to be derived from the immense amounts of 
public money, which was expected to be expended. What an amount of 
disappointment and dissatisfaction would follow upon the abandonment of 
all these projects was clearly foreseen by Сеп, Jackson, but his unbend- 
ing purpose was fixed, and he resolved to encounter all in the discharge 
of a high and solemn duty. 

It would require а, man of more than ordinary decision and firmness of 
purpose to encounter the opposition, which would naturally array itself 
against the defeat of the contemplated projects of internal improvement. 
But when it is borne in mind, that an equally fierce and powerful opposi- 
tion was to be encountered in proposing to bring down the tariff duties to 
an economical revenue standard—and that in combination with both an- 
other still more violent and potent opposition in consequence of the propos 
sition to defeat a re-charter of the United States Bank, was to be encoun~ 
tered, we are lost in wonder and admiration ofthe man, who had the moral 
courage to enter upon so stupendous an undertaking. Men of ordinary: 
stature would shrink back in despair before such obstacles, but impelled 
by a high sense of duty, and looking alone to the ultimate glory and һар- 
piuess of his country, Andrew Jackson cheerfully “took the responsibility” 
and put opposition at defiance. 

The result has proved that the reforms proposed by Gen. Jackson were 
not impracticable—the extravagant schemes of internal improvement in 
‚ contemplation, were arrested by the vote of the Maysville Road-billi—the 

Bank of the United States sunk to rise no more under the veto of the bill 
for Ка re.charter—and the protective tariff palicy was forced to yield to 
the compromise act of 1833. These results were. attained through eight 
years of intense and uninterrupted public excitement. From the eom» 
mencement to the close of his administration, the spirit of party, and not 
unfrequently of faction, raged throughout tho union. Our entire popula. 
tion became warm politicians and active partisans. The eyes ofthe whole 
country were fixed with deep solicitude upon the Halls of Congress. 
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There the warfare of parties was waged with fiercest fury. The highest 
talents of the country were engaged in the conflict. Prominent iu ali these 
collisions of intellectual gladiators was Jas. K. Polk. He coneurred 
cordially in the several reforms proposed by Gen. Jaekson—they were 
reforms, which his own judgment had approved before Gen. Jackson suc- 
ceeded to power. He had then been a member of Congress four years, 
and had established a reputation for superior abilitios. Не was the devo- 
ted personal as weil as political friend of Gen. Jackson. ` It was therefore 
natural that General Jackson should repose peculiar confidence in him. 
and that he should become his most conspicuous supporter in the House of 
Representatives. With every discussion that took place his reputation 
inereased until by common consent, he was regarded as the leader of the 
Jackson forces in the House of Representatives. Whenever Gen. Jack. 
son was attacked, (and the attacks were daily,) Mr. Polk was prompt, bold 
and efficient in his vindication. No matter trom whose stalworth arm the 
blow eame, he was there to return it with equal power. His antagonists 
in these conflicts were no pigmies—they were intellectual giants in de- 
bate—amongst them were the Мершћез, the Adamses, the Binneys and 
а host of others, whose splendid talents have given lustre to American 
eloquence. How he acquitted himself in these high intellectual rencoun- 
ters, may be best determined from the success which crowned his efforts, 
and fromthe fact that many of the distinguished men, who were his an- 
tagonists in these discussions, sought every opportunity in after life to tes- 
tify their appreciation of his talents. ‘The people looked on as witnesses 
of these exciting, and sometimes angry debates—their judgment as to his 
abilities was manifested in 1844, by the alacrity and enthusiasm with 
which they received and supported his nomination to the Presidency. 
How he was appreciated by his political friends in Congress, was clearly 
‘shown in his election by them, on two occasions to preside as Speaker 
over their deliberations. 

Mr. Polk filled the office of Speaker of the House of Representatives 
during four years of high party excitement. In his own language, this 
was “at all times an office of great labor and responsibility.” It was pe- 
culiarly so during his administration of the office, but the united judgment 
of all parties had long since decided that he met its labors and responsi- 
bilities with ability, dignity and impartiality. More points of parliamen- 
tary law and order were made during his two terms of service than bad 
been made from the beginning of the government. He decided them ail 
with promptness, and on every occasion was sustained by the judgment of 
the House without distinction of parties. He retired from the Speaker- 
ship and from Congress in 1839, carrying with him the respect of his po- 
са] opponents and the warm attachment and admiration of his political 
friends, throughout the Union. 

After retiring from Congress, Mr. Polk canvassed ou: State three times 
as a candidate: for Governor. In his first contest he was successful—in 
the last two he was unsuccessful. His speeches in these canvasses have 
been admired by al! as amongst the finest specimens of popular oratory 
ever witnessed in our State. Without disparagement to other distin- 
guished gentlemen who have canvassed the State for Governor, I may be 
permitted to remark that the discussions between Gov. Jones and Gov. 
Polk were distinguished on both sides for their ability and eloquence. 

Mr. Polk closed his gubernatorial term of service in 1841, and from 
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that period to his elevation to the Presidency, in 1844, he was assiduously 
and successfully engaged in the practice of the law, 

The nomination of Mr. Polk to the Presidency by the Democratic Nas 
tional Convention, in the spring of 1844, was unexpected to him. His 
name had been freely used for several years in connection with the Vice 
Presidency, but for the Presidency the public attention had been directed 
to the names of older members of the party. Мг. Van Buren would, in 
all p.obability, have received the nomination but for his exceptionable 
views on the annexation of 'Texas—a question which was then а promi- 
nent subject of discussion before the publie. Ву way of securing the har- 
monious co-operation of the democratic party, the delegates wisely deter- 
mine@ to „о outside of the names to which public attention had been 
attracted, and to select a nominee whose known princip es and distinguish- 
ed services would command the cordial support of the entire раму. The 
name of James К. Palk was suggested and approved. Не became: the 
nominee of the convention, and by the voice of his countrymen was ele- 
vated to the Presidency. 

It is impossible within the limits of an address, to do justice to the 
brilliant succession ofimportant measures which have rendered illustrious 
the administration of President Polk. His four years of service stand 
without a parallel in this or any other government, for the number and 
magnitude of the measures matured and consummated. Almost every 
legitimate subject of either foreign or domestic policy came up for consid- 
eration and received finalaction. In a government like ours, where un- 
restrained freedota of thought is cherished as the main conservative of 
national liberty, there will be necessarily a diversity of opinion as to the 
ultimate wisdom of some of these measures. Whilst we freely concede 
to each other entire sincerity and honesty in our respective opinicns, no 
just exception can be taken to a. frank and distinct avowal of the grounds 
on which those who concur in the wisdom of his measures believe that 
the late Ex-President is entitled to the gratitude of his countrymen. 

[n sketching the congressional career of Mr. Polk, Ihave given you 
some idea, of the distinguished part which he bore in overthrowing, the 
measures of finance, revenue and currency which then prevailed. From 
the date of the overthrow of these measures until the accession of Mr. 
Polk to the Presidency, the policy of the government was unsettled and 
уазе а по. Upon him who had achieved so much distinction in pros. 
trating the old system devolved the duty of rearing upon its ruins a new 
structure. The new system of finance and revenue recommended by him 
have now been in successful operation for several years, and each addi- 
tional year’s experience but increases the admiration of those who concur 
іп the wisdom and skill with which it was constructed. Our revenue вуз» 
tem now rests upon the basis of taxation accorcing to value—a principle 
of eternal justice, as its advocates believe, which ought to commend itself 
to unive:sal support. Thus far it has proved entirely practicable and emi- 
nently suecessful. Experience may and doubtless will suggest modifica- 
tions of the relative rates of some of the duties, but it is sincerely hoped 
by its friends that the great fundamental principle on which the system 
rests will never be distarbed. ° | 

In connection with our present revenue policy the commercial interests 
of the country are rejoicing in the benefits derived from the adoption of 
the warehousing system. This measure has broken up the monopoly in 
the import trade heretofore enjoyed by large capitalists, and has opened 
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up the channels of commerce to free and advantageous competition. It 
is but another step in the progresstowards free trade which is characteris- 
tie of our age. 

The fiscal system adopted by P:esident Polk’s administration has proved 
equally as successful as his revenue system. The immense revenues 
derived from taxes and other sources are no longer mingled with the funds 
of banking corporations as part of their trading capital; but under the 
simple operations of the independent treasury law are kept, disbursed and 
transmitted by the governments own agents. Although this measure 
encountered the most violent and determined opposition when it was first 
proposed, its operation for several years has been so simple, silent and 
salutary, that Из wisdom has almost ceased to be questioned in our political 
discussions, | e 

The policy adopted and recommended by President Polk in regard to 
our public lands was characterized by views of liberality, humanity and 
patriotism, which must ever command respect. He regarded our vast 
publie domain as valuable less as a source of revenue than as furnishing 
cheap homes to the hardy enterprising pioneers. Im his first annual mes: 
sage ho said: “Experience has proved that no portion of our population 
are more patriotie than the hardy and brave men of the frontier, or more 
ready to obey the call oftheir country, aud to defend her righis and honor, 
whenever and by whatever enemy assailed. 'Phey should be protected 
from the grasping speculator, and secured, at the minimum price of the 
publie lands, in the humble homes which they have improved by their 
labor, With this end in view, all vexatious or unnecessary restrictions 
imposed upon them by the existing pre-emption laws, should be repealed 
or modified, It is the true policy of the government to afford facilities to 
its citizens to become owners of small portions of our vast public domain 
at low and moderate rates.” 

These are noble sentiments—worthy the statesman, the patriot and the 
philanthropist. He was in favor of opening wide the door and inviting 
emigration from the eld and densely populated portions of the country to 
the fertile regions of the far west. He regarded our public domain as 
valuable in the preservation of our republican institutions, ,because it 
Serves as an asylum for all who may feel themselves oppressed by the 
power of associated capital and overgrown wealth in the old'and densely 
populated States. Не regarded itas equally valuable in rearing up a race 
of sturdy republieans who never fail to rally te the standard of their 
country whenever their services are needed. Relying with unshaken 
confidence upon the security furnished by the federative character of our 
Union, Mr. Polk discarded and repudiated the antiquated doctrine that the 
territorial limits of a republic could not be enlarged without endangering 
its strength and perpetuity. He had no fears of seeing the “area of free 
dom? extended too far—he believed that our glorious constitution was 
broad enough to embrace а confederacy of sovereignties extending from 
ocean to ocean, and that by its extension the Union, would lose nothing in 
strength or durability. 

In regard to our intercourse with Foreign Nations, President Polk adop- 
ted the principle promulgated by one of his illustrious predecessors—o 
demand nothing that was not clearly right and to submit to nothing that 
was ronge Early in his administration, he had occasion to apply this 
principle, in regard toa pending difficulty with Great Britain as to the 
Oregon Territory. This had been а subject of frequent, but fruitless 
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negotiation between the two governments for more than half a century. 
Our government claimed the territory as its own property, but under the 
arrangement for a joint occupation of the country, it had become in effact, 
a British Province, governed by British laws. Three propositions to 


compromise the questions of title and boundary, had been made and re- : 


jected. In-deference to the action of his predecessors, President Polk re- 
newed one of the propositions of compromise, but ít met with its former 
fate. In this state of things, he determined to infuse into our Diplomacy, 
a degree of energy which it had not exhibited for years. Upon the reje.- 
tion of the proposed compromise, he ordered the proposition to be imme- 
diately withdrawn, and our title to the whole of Oregon to be distinctly 
asserted to the British government, He communicated his proceedings 
to Congress, and recommended that the notice for the cessation of the 
joint occupation of the territory should be immediately given, There was 
а promptness, openness and directness in this policy to which the British 
government had not been accustomed in her late diplomacy. Mr. Polk 
was resolved to be no longer delayéd or baffled inthe settlement of the 
question by diplomatic evasions or procrastinations. Our citizens who 
had settled in Oregon, were calling for the protection of their government— 
they had been neg.ected already too long—Mir. Polk determined to bring 
the difficulty to an immediate and direct issue. The result proved the 
wisdom of his statesmanship. By the firmness. frankness and directness 
of his policy, the settlement of the question could no longer be evaded by 
British counsels without assuming the high responsibility of a rupture 
between the two governments. Mr. Polk is entitled to the credit of great 
sagacity in selecting the time for pressing this question. British pride 
might well be expected to meet his policy in а tone and spirit of defiance, 
but British statesmen could not but know that such а response would be 
tantamount to а declaration of war. Great Britain was in no condition 
for such a declaration, and hence concluded upon the principle, that **dis- 
eretion is tho better part of valor," to concede what she had so long and 
so pertinaciously denied to us. Thus ended an international difficulty 
which had baffled the ablest diplomatists for more than twenty-five years. 
In its settlement our national honor was preserved, and our national do- 
main was greatly enlarged. Thousands upon thousands of bold adven- 
turerers, and brave pioneers will find homes in the territory, thus rescued 
from British usurpation, and under the benign i: fluence of our constitu- 
tion and laws will pour out their grateful hearts in commendations of the 
wisdom and firmness of the President, whose policy has added such an 
empire to the national domain. 

In the final adjustment of the Oregon question, by which a government 
was provided for the territory, it became the duty of Mr. Polk to take his 
position on the subject of slavery, as connected with our territorial govs 
ernments. The bill presented for his action contained a clause prohibit 
ing slavery inthe Oregon Territory. He approved the bill, but to avoid any 
misconstrüetion of the act, he accompanied its return to Congress with a 
special Message; in which he recognized the obligatory character of the 
Missouri Compromise line, and on that basis rested his approval of the 
law. Не did not place the obligatory character of the compromise upon 
its force аз an act of Congress, passed in pursuance of the Constitution, 
but as а covenant entered into by -the two divisions of our Union, for the 
observance of which, the sacred honor of the contracting parties was 
pledged. Не regarded the Oregon Territory as embraced within the spi- 
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rit of this compromise, and on that account that a disapproval of the bili, 
would be obnoxious to the imputation of a violation of the solemn pledge. 
At the same time he distinetly, avowed his purpose to disapprove any act 
which might attempt to interfere with this compromise by prohibiting 
slavery in territory south of the line—thereby adopting and recognizing 
this compromise line, as the true basis for the settlement of this agitating 
question. ‘Time must prove whether any other basis can be found better 
ealculated to harmonize the conflicting views on this exciting subject. 

No subject has taken stronger hold upon the publie mind within the last 
few years than did the measure of the annexation of Texas to the United 
States in 4814. It exerted a controlling influence upon the selection of a 
demoeratie eandidate for the Presidency, and during the excited canvass 
which followed, it was the most agitating topic of popular discussion. Mr. 
Polk was an early and ardent advocate of the proposed annexation. His 
warmest sympathies were enlisted in behalf of the citizens of Texas. 
Many of them had been his early and devoted personal friends. He had 
watched with interest their noble resistance of Mexican oppression, and 
rejoiced sincerely in the splendid victory of San Jacinto, which secured 
their indepondence. Не was also the advocate of annexation upon high 
principles of national policy. He believed that the acquisition of the vast 
fertile territory ót Texas, would add greatly to the commercial and agri- 
cultural wealth of the nation. He considered it аз а part of the great 
Mississippi Valley, which had been improperly torn asunder by the Florida 
Treaty, and that its restoration was essential to the security of the vast 
intorests which were constantly freighted upon the bosom of the Missis- 
sippi. He saw evidences of a purpose on the part of Great Britain to se: 
eure a controlling influence over the counsels of Texas, and he saw the 
dangers which threatened the interests of the great Mississippi Valley 
from such an influence. His views on this subject harmonized freely with 
the p'euliar sentiment of the country, and his election was universally 
regarded as а verdict of the popular mind in favor of annexation. The 
moral influence of this result upon Congress, wag so decided, that the 
passage of the annexation resolutions was precipitated previous to Mr. 
Polk's inauguration as President, leaving to him the work of consummat- 
ing what had already commenced. 

The duties which devolved upon President Polk in perfecting the mea- 
gure of annexation, were of a character of delicacy and responsibility that 
ealled for the highest order of statesmanship. "Two days after his inau- 
guration, the Mexican Minister, resident at Washington, protested against 
the resolutions of annexation, as violative of the rights of his government, 
and abruptly demanded his pass.ports. “his protest was based upon the 
assumption, that Texas was still a Mexican Province, and was а denial 
ef her existence as a separate and independent republic. Tt was a repu- 
diation of the right of revolution, to which Mexico herself was indebted 
for her national existence, and to which our government appeals as the 
basis of our independence. ‘Texas had exercised this right and had main- 
tained it so triumphantly that for nearly nine years no hostile Mexican 
foot had tred upon her soil. Most of the leading powers of Europe as 
well as our own government, had acknowledged and recognized her claim 
to separate nationality. She was de jure and de facto a free and inde- 
pendent government, "The denial of her rights in the manner which 
characterized the conduct of the Mexican minister was an insuit to our 
national honor, which would have justified measures of redress far more 
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prompt and stringent than those adopted by Mr. Polk. Actuated, however, 
by a sincere desire for peace, and sympathising cordially with a feeble 
sister Republic, he sought to overcome the infatuation of Mexico by the 
exercise of forbearance and conciliation. He remonstrated earnestly, but 
respectfully, with the Mexican minister upon the absurdity of ‘his posie 
tions, and having failed to make an impression on him, Mr, Polk des- 
patched an Envoy to the Mexican government, with full powers to adjust 
and reconcile all questions of dispute, The Mexican government met 
this noble offer of conciliation with renewed insult, and prepared to re> 
claim Texas at the point of the bayonet. It was not the Texas between 
the Rie Grande and thé Neuces that she sent her army to re-conquer and 
re-claim, hut Texas from the Rio Grande (о the Sabine. It was not a 
mere question as to the boundary of Texas, for which Mexico appealed to 
arms, but her claim to the whole of Texas, was to be thus vindicated. 
Impelled by an infatuation which bordered on absolute madness, she re: 
solved to put in issue the sacred principle involved in the right of revolu- 
tion, and to submit its decision to the arbitrament. оГ war. 

Whilst Mr. Polk was seeking to avoid а hostile collision by measures of 
forbearance and conciliation, he was not unmindful of the high responsi- 
bility which rested upon him, to be prepared to meet the threatened in» 
vasion of our soil. When the Mexican forces concentrated оп the Rio 
Grande, they found there our gallant little army of regulars, prepared to 
meet them on the threshold. Whatever eontrariety of opinion may ex- 
ist as to the commencement of hostilities, there can be none as to the skill 
and energy with which the war was prosecuted after it was commenced. 
Тће summons to arms was responded to with an alacrity and enthusiasm 
which characterize none but freemen. Army after army was raised, con- 
centrated, orzanized and marched from the remotest quarters of the Union 
to different points of the Mexican territory with so much rapidity and in 
so short a space of time, that we are at a loss which most to admire, the 
energy and promptitude of the executive officers of the government, or 
the courage, skill, perseverance and patriotism ofthe officers and soldiers 
of the several divisions of the general army. In quick succession after 
the first brilliant victories in the valley of the Rio Grande, village after 
village, town after town, city after city, province after province, surrender- 
ed to the irresistible power and courage of our brave troops, until the 
complete conquest of all of Northern Mexico was consummated in the 
ever-glorious victory won on the field of Buena Vista. 

It was hoped and believed that the signal display of our power and 
prowess in overrunning the northern provinces of Mexico in the first cam: 
paign, would humble the pride of this stubborn and infatuated enemy and 
induce him to sue for peace. This expectation was not realized and the 
necessity of striking a decisive blow at the very heart of Mexico became 
apparent, То Mr. Polk himself is due the high credit of having origina. 
ted, planned and arranged the expedition which was to strike this decisive 
blow. His plans met the approval of his cabinet and the General-in- 
Chief and were executed with a promptness, energy and skill which chal- 
lenge the admiration of the world. ‘The march of our troops from Vera 
Cruz to the city of Mexico was marked by a series of hard-fought battles 
and splendid victories which scarcely find a parallel in ancient or modern 
warfare. With the fall of the Capitol, fell the pride and power and spirit 
of Mexico. She was subdued, peace was conquered, and along with it a 
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treaty which recognized our title to Texas and transferred to us the vast 
territory embraced by New Mexico and California. 

This is but а meagre sketch of the more important measures which 
were crowded into the four years during which President Polk sat at the 
heim of the government. "Time alone can develop their influence upon 
the future destinies of our country and of the world. We may be permit- 
ted, however. with becoming diffidence to lift the curtain that veils the 
future and look for a moment down the vista of time to see how some of 
these measures will probably affect the future history of our beloved 
country. 

In glanciag the eye over the eventful administration of President Polk 
the mind is arrested by two features in it which stand out in bold relief— 
the Mexican War and the immense accessions of territory to our national 
domain. 

Need I stop to calculate or measure the amount of national glory won 
by our gallant armies on the battle fields of Mexico! The voice of an 
astonished world has already pronounced our eulogium. What corner of 
the earth, or what isle of the ocean is so remote that 16 has not heard of 
Monterey—of Buena Vista—of Vera Cruz—of Cerro Gordo—of Con: 
treras—of Cliepultepec—of Molino del Rey! Each one of these names 
15 а tower of strength, resplendent withthe halo ofour victories, on which 
the eyes of freedom's votaries throughout the world are gazing with longs 
ing admiration, whilst tyrants every where look upon them and tremble. 
They are so many lofty bulwarks of national defence whose bright bea. 
icon fires proclaim to crowned heads that our sacred honor can never be 
Gnsulted wih impunity. The exhibitions of moral and physical power 
eisplayed by our countrymen, have dispelled a delusion, under which for- 
oign powers had long labored. They were ready to concede that on our 
swn soil and in defenee of our homes and family altars, our power could 

et invasion at defiance, but they denied to us the capacity or the willing: 
ness to redress our wrongs, to avenge our insults and to vindicate our па” 
tional honor by seeking our enemies and meeting dangers in a foreign 
land. Henceforth they will concede that although we are a patient, long- 
suffering people, slow to anger and devoted to peace, yet that in vindicat. 
ing our national honor, our power is as terrible in prosecuting as in re: 
sisting an invasion. This conviction fastened upon the foreign mind by 
the memorable events of the Mexican war, will in future constitute our 
“shield and buekler" against insult or aggression, even more effectual 
than strong walls or frowning battlements. As the mind ofthe patriot runs 
over the long catalogue ef glorious achievements, his heart beats with 
quicker and stronger dovotion to his country, and his bosom swells with 
а loftier pride in being an American citizen. He feels that in all the ele- 
ments of national strength, national grandeur and national glory, his coun" 
try stands upon an elevation which it never before occupied. Whilst he 
shedsa tear to the memory of the gallant dead, whose bones are moulder- 
ing in a distant land, his heart overflows with gratitude to the patriotic 
wisdom of the Statesman, aud to the heroic eourage and chivalry of the 
officers aud soldiers who accomplished so much for their country. 

Б.д this is no more than the beginni с of our national destiny—the 
mere rosy tints of the early dawn, bespeaking the transcendant effülgence 
of the rising sun of day. When Mr. Polk ascended the Executive chair, 
the march of freedom’s empire westward was bounded by the Rocky 

mountains, "There sat the genius of liberty on the cragzy summit of this 
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lofty bat lement of nature, gazing down upon the broad Pacific, aud апх- 
ious to bathe her feet in its smooth and peaceful waters, To tho north. 
west lay Orezon, subject only to the laws of savage Indians, and of usurp: 
ing Britons, To the south-west lay New Mexico and California, in which 
Mexican despotism maintained a precarious dominion over the semi-bar- 
barous tribes of mixed nations. ‘To the south-east lav Texas, where free. 
dom had erected her altar, but where Mexican infatuation was threatening 
to carry indiscriminate destruction and extermination. Four years roll 
away, and how changedthe scene! Ву the magic operation of two trea. 
ties, these four empires of territory are born into the Republican family. 
What an acquisition! Give wings to your minds and trace around its 
boundaries! See it extending along the Gulf of Mexico from the Sabine 
to the Rio Del Norte—then westward spanning the continent, and looking 
upon the Pacific through seventeen degrees of north latitude, embracing 
the entire western slope of the Rocky Mountains and encircling with an 
empire of wealth and power, the mouth of the great Mississippi 
Throughout this vast region nature has deposited in abundance the mean! 
of agricultural, mineral and commercial wealth, but there they were vals 
ueless for the great purposes for which God created them, until they were- 
brought within the influence of the enterprise and industry of a free peo- 
ple under the wise policy of our late illustrious Ex-President. Already 
the tide of emigration, quickend by the miraculous accounts of mineral 
wealth, which reach us by every arrival, has commenced the work of peo- 
pling and reclaiming this immense territory. We may well pause to look 
with astonishment upon our stupendous struc:ure of Republicanism, when 
this vast empire shall be filled with an industrious population, when its 
unbounded resources shall be developed, when State after State shall have 
knocked and received admittance into our Union, until our mighty Repub» 
lic shall present the grand spectacle of а confederacy of sovereign States, 
spanning the continent from ocean to ocean. What nation upon the face 
of the earth will then dispute our pre-eminence in moral and physical 
power, in national grandeur and happiness ! 

But the picture of our national destiny is not yet fully drawn. In se- 
curing the long line of Pacific coast, with its noble harbors, President 
Polk has snatched the sceptre of commerce from the Old World, and 
transferred it to the New. Не laid the foundation of a total revolution in 
the trade ofthe world. Henceforth we command the wealth of the Рас 
ic and Indian Oceans. Не has procured the key that will unlock the 
boundless treasures of the East. When the indomitable perseverance 
and enterprise of our countrymen shall have connected the Atlantic with 
the Pacific by railroad communication, (and who now doubts such a con. 
nection,) we become at once masters of the commerce of the world. — 
Our position will insure to us a virtual monopoly of the vast oriental 
trade, and in all ages this trade has carried along with it wealth and do- 
minion. А distinguished statesman of our country has traced its history 
and value with an eloquence, which cannot but excite our admiraon.ti 
“Look at Из ancient channels and the cities which it raised into king- 
doms, and the population which upon its treasures became resplendent in 
science, learning and the arts. Tyre, Sidon, Balbec, Palmyra, Alexane 
dria, among its ancient emporiums, attest the power of this commerce, to 
enrich, to aggrandize, and to enlighten nations. Constantinaple, in th® 
middle ages, and in the time of the Crusades, was the wonder of Wes: 
tern Europe; and all because she was then a thoroughfare of Asiatic 
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commerce, Genoa and Venice, mere cities, in later time became the 
match of kingdoms, and the envy of kings, from the mere divided streams 


of this commerce of which they became the thoroughfare. Lisbon had 


her day, and Portugal her pre-eminece during the little while that the dis: 
covery of the Cape of Good Hope put her in communication with the 
East. Amsterdam, the city of a little territory rescued fro” . the sea, and 
the seven United Provinces not equal in extent to one of our lesser States, 
becamo great іп arms, in letters, in wealth and power—and all upon 
the East India trade. And, London—what makes her the commercial 
mistress of the world-—what makes an Isla за no larger than our first class 
States, the mistress of possessions in the four quarters of the globe—a 
match for half of Europe and dominant in Asia? What makes all this, 
or contributes most to make it, but this same Asiatie trade. In no in: 
stance has it failed to carry the nation or the people, which possessed it, 
to the highest pinnacle of wealth and power, and with it the highest at. 
tainments of letters, arts and sciences.” e 

With a proper appreciation of the inestimable value of this trade, you 
will understand the motives which actuated British statesmen in their ef- 
forta to hold on to Oregon, and to prevent the success of our policy in the 
acquisition of “Texas and of California. You will understand also, why 
they are now straining every nerve to obtain a foothold on the western 
continent. Great Britain was struggling to maintain the mastery over 
the commercial world, which she had enjoyed with undisputed sway for 
ages. She saw a gigantic rival rising up in the west, and she saw with 
consternation that that rival was guided by counsels of statesmanship, 
which would win from her the sceptre of commerce, unl»ss thwarted by 
her active interference. The same superior statesmanship which fixed its 
eye upon the trade of the East, as the grand objeet of its policy, saw that 
to mako that poliey completely successful no further European coloniza- 
tion should be tolerated on the western continent, Time will attest the 
sagacity of President Polk in proclaiming this noble doctrine to the pow» 
ers of Europe. ШИ shall be maintained with unshrinking firminess in 
the tuture policy of our country, our government will stand the acknowl- 
edged colossus of nations, dispensing commercial law to the world, radi- 
ating the benign influence of its free institutions to every quarter of the 
globe, and seeuriug Ив own citizens іп the enjoyment of unexampled pros. 
perity and happiness. Each suceeeding sun will rise and set upon the 


freest, the happiest and the most powerful people on the face of the earth a) 
— people in whose hearts will be forever embalmed the name and mem- xt 


ory of James К. Polk, as one of the purest patriots, wisest statesmen and 
greatest benefactors of our country. 

The Administration, of which I have attempted to give a mere outline, 
eame to a close on the 4th of March, 1849. The entire work chalked 
ont for execution in Mr. Polk’s Inaugural Address, and even more, had 
been accomplished—nothing that he had undertaken was left unfinished 
erineomplete. Oar difficulties with foreign nations had all been amica- 

ily or honorably adjusted, and we were at peace with the world, whilst 
prosperity and happiness prevailed thronghout our own country. With 
the witness of a good conscience attesting that he had faithfully discharg- 
ed his whole duty, Mr. Polk with unaffected cheerfulness resigned the inv 
signia of office. surrendered the helm to his illustrious successor, and de~ 
scended into the ranks as a private citizen. His journey homeward was 
marked by a succession of enthusiastic demeustrations of popular appro- 
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bation and attachment, which gave to it more the appearance of a victori- 
ous military chieftain returning home covered with laurels than of a pris 
vate citizen seeking the retirement of a quiet home. 

No man ever sought the happiness of private life with better prospects 
of finding it, than did Mr. Polk. With ample means to command every 
comfort, he had the society and companionship of a wife whose'superior 
intellectual endowments, combined with tho choicest.graces and virtues 
of female excellence, qualified her to shed lustre upon publie station 
or to infuse contentment and happiness into the domestic circle. How 
great an accession he would have been to our immediate society, where 
he had determindd to spend the evening of his life, all who have apprecia- 
ted his eminent private virtues will readily understand. — Plain and simple 
in his manners, mild and forbearing in his temper, kind and sociable in 
his disposition, liberal and tolerant in his opinions, accessible and easy in 
his intercourse; free and lively in his conversation, Ве was eminently fitted 
to adorn and enliven the social circle, whilst his habitual and conscien- 
tious regard for virtue and morality in all his conduct combined with his 
uniform reverential respect forthe christian religion, were well calculated 
to give weight to the influence of his example. He was a regular rea» 
der of the Bible, and a constant attendant upon divine worship. As il. 
lustrative of his private habits and opinions in connection with religious 
subjects, I may be indulged in quoting entire a memorandum made by 
him on his fiftieth birthday and left amongst his p:pers. It is as follows: 
—“Sunpay, Nov. 2, 1845. Attended the Methodist church (called the 
Foundary Church,) to-day in company with my private secretary, J. Knox 
Walker. It was an inclement day—there being rain from an early hour 
in the morning—and Mrs. Polk and the ladies of my househould did not 
attend church to-day. Mrs. Polk being а member of the Presbyterian 
Church, I generally attend that church with her, though my opinions and 
predilections are in favor of the Methodist Church. 

This was my birth-day—being fifty years old—having been born ас“ 
cording to the Family Register in the Family Bible, corroborated by the 
account given me by my mother, on the 2nd of November, 1795. ' 
` The text to-day was from the Acts ot the Apostles chap. 17, verse 31: 
“Because he had appointed а day in the which he will judge the world 
. in righteousness by the man whom he hath ordained.” It was commu: 

nion day in the church and the sermon was solemn and forcible. It 

. . awakened the reflection that I had lived fifty years, and that before fifty 

years more would expire, I would be sleeping with the generations which 

have gone before me, I thought of the vanity of this world's honors— 

how little they would profit те» half а century hence, and that iti was 
time for me to be ‘putting my house in order.’ ?? 

In addition to the enjoyment which he anticipated in the domestic and 
social circle in his retirement, he had determined to employ his leisure 
hours in literary pursuits and іп arranging, digesting and preparing the 
ample materials in his possession fer a historical review of the political 
events of his own times. With such hopes and anticipations he had look- 
ed forward with pleasure to the termination of his public career as the 
commencement of a new era of domestic and social happiness in his re- 
tirement. To the enjoyment of such a retirement he was strongly invi- 
ted by the precarious condition of his physical constitution, which had 
been greatly enfeebled and shattered by the excesgive labors and cares of 
public life. When he returned amongst us we were all struck by the 
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marks of premature old age in his personal appearance. Four years 
before we had seen him standing erect in our midst, in the prime and 
vigor of manhood, receiving the warm congratulations of his neighbors 
and friends upon his elevation to the highest office inthe world. It was 
my fortune to be the organ through whom these congratulations were 
tendered to him. How little did I then suppose that at the end of four 
years I should see him return with locks vieing in whiteness with the 
snow and his body bending as if under the age of many years! 
Much less did it occur to my mind that in во short a time I should be eall- 
ed to stand at his tomb and recount the virtues and services of his life! 
But such has been the will of an all-wise Providence and we bow to it 
with becoming submission. He returned among us literally worn out in 
the service of his country, and instead of finding the years of happiness 
which he sought in his beautiful retreat, he returned only to mingle for a 
few days with his friends and then find an early graves The dread sum. 
mons, however, was not unexpected to him, nor was he uaprepared to 
meet if. The conviction fastened upon his mind on his fiftieth birthday 
had never been erased, nor had he abandoned the resolution then formed 
—he had “put his house in order” and through faith in the blood of a Re. 
deemer he had made his peace with his God and was prepared to pass 
through the dark valloy of the shadow of death without fear. After at. 
taching himself to that branch of the church for which he had long cher- 
ished and expressed his predilection, he waited with calm resignation and 
composure the approach of death. Watched over and consoled in his 
expiring moments by the partner of his bosom, whose society for more 
than twenty yoars had thrown around his life its purest enjoyment, and by 
the venerable mother who gave him birth, whose prayers then as during 
a lon: life were ascending to God for his choicest blessings on her son, 
together with many other near and dear relatives and friends, he sunk 
gently and quietly to sleep on the 15th of June, 1849, to wake no more 
until the morning of the Ressurrection. He had lived the life of an hon. 
est man, a pure patriot and a virtuous statesman—he died the death of a 
true Christian. For the former he has his reward in this world—for the 
latter a far richer reward in the world to come.
